LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 


JANUARY. 


‘This is one of the most pleasant months in the year; its temperature is coo! and re- 
freshing, and extremely congenial to all bat the victims of gout and rheumatism. The 
air at mid-day is generally clear and wholesome, but the mornings and evenings are 
¢ometimes damp and foggy. 

Thethermometer ranges, in the shade, from 92° in the morning to 66° inthe afternoon. 

A northerly wind prevails during this month, but seldom blows with much streagth : 
when it does, and is accompanied with rain, the cold is very disagreeable. 

In the meat market there is a plentiful supply of beef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork, 
Kid, poultry, etc., of the most superior kinds. 

Game also is to be had in great abundance—snipe, duck, teal, etc. 

The fish market is well suppliedat this season, with beckty, or cockup, (the salmon of 
the East,) hoonjee, rove, cutlah, quoye, sowle, selliah, bholah, eels, soles, and many 
hers of inferior descriptions. 

Vegetables of allkindsare now in the highest state of perfection; the markets abound 
with green peas, cauliflowers, cabbages, turnips, potatoes, asparagus, yams, carrots, 

#pinage, gtoens, cacumbets, radishes, celery, lettuces, young onions, knol-khole, 
kutchoo, French-beans, seem, brinjals, red and white beet, etc., ete. 

Pre@it trees, in general, begin to show their buds and blossoms this month; wmagec, 
Peach, pumplenose (shaddock), rose-apples, etc. 

‘The fruits in season are Sylhet and China oranges, loquats, plantains, pine apples, 
Jeng and round plums, large guavas, pamplenose, tipparah and a few others. 

N. B.—The following fruits and vegetables, are procurable not only in this month 
but throughout the whole year, viz.—plantains, sugar-canes, cocoanuts, guavas, pine 
apples, papiabs,custard-apples, jack, country almonds, tamarinds, omrah, burbutty, 
mint, sage, parsley, onions, radishes, lettuce, etc. 


FEBRUARY. 


‘This mouth is generally cool and comfortable, partientarly if the northerly wind 
prevails; the weather afterwards becomes disagreeable, till » change of season takes 
place about the end of the month. 

‘When the weather is variable, the wind blows principally from the N. W., veering 
round occasionally to the N. E. attended with clouds and drizzling rain; this continues 
till about the 20th, when the Southerly wind sets in. The weather now becomes mild and 
penial; the days, however, sometimes rather hot, and the nights cold, with heavy éews. 

‘The thermometer, in the shade, ranges on a medium, from58" to 70°. 

‘The measles in children, are very prevalent during the whole of this month. 

Bheumutism and gout become less troublesome after the southerly windshave set 
Warm clothing becomes rather unpleasant to new comers, but not soto old Indians, 
whose blood is not so easily heated. Sometimes this month is rather showery, which 
Protracts the cold season until the middle of the following month. 

Meat continues good and abundant. 
: ‘The fish market has the addition of the small hilsah, (the Indian mackerel.) 

. The additional vegetables are pumpkin and young cucumbers: and the fruits 
enstard-apples, mulberries, and small water-meluns.

MARCH. 


‘The thermometer ranges in the shade from 68° in the morning to 82¥in the afternoon. 

Various operations of husbandry, generally commence this month, so soon as the 
ground is moistened by rein; this, however, sometimes happens at the latter end of 
February, and then it is occasioned by an unusual quantity of rain. 

The meat market continues good. 

Fish to be had in abundance, and the market has the addition of the gooteab, a small 
but well flavored fish. 

Green peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month; salad, cabbages. carrots 
and celery are on.the decline, but asparagus and potatoes continue excellent : green 
mangoes and unripe musk-mellons are to be had; also omrah, greens, and water-cresses. 

Fruit is also plentiful—large water-melons appear about the middle of the month, 
and continue in perfection till the middle of June. 

‘The north.westers with thunder and lightning, and rain, generally appear towards 
the end of this mouth. 


APRIL. 


The beginning of this month is sometimes pleasant, particularly ifthe north-westers 
are frequent; but the middle and latter part are disagreeable in the extreme ; it is one 
of the worst months in the year. 

‘The thermometer ranges in thé shade from 80° in the morning to 90° in the afternoon, 
but when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110°, 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout the month; and 
whon the wind is hot, from the absence of rain, it becomesoppressive. This state of the 
weather is very unfavorable to vegetation, 

‘The north-westers are at times attended with dreadfal storms of thunder and light- 
niog, during which rain and hail fall in torrents: these storms sometimes occasion 
much damage. The north-westers continue at intervals till the beginning, and some- 
times till the middle of May. 

‘This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begins to be fabby and poor, the fat 
spungy and yellow. 

The fish market has the addition of the mangoe fish, so called from its annwl visit 
to all the Bengal rivers, at this (the mangoe) season, to spawn: it appears as soon as 
the mangoe is formed on the tree, and disappears at the close of the season, that is 
about the middle of July. This fish has, perhaps, the most agreeable flavor of auy in 
the world, and is so much sought after, (by natives as well as Europeans) that, although 
not so large as a middle sized whiting, they are sold at the beginning of the month, at 
from 2 to4rapees per score. Before the end of May, as they become plentiful, they are 
sold at one rupee per score; and in June, two to three score may be had for a rupee. 
‘The fish market has also the addition of the carp and magoor. 

Potatoes, asparagus, onions, cucumbers and a few cabbage sprouts are the only 
vegetables to be procured. 

Water-melons and musk-melons are in great perfection ; but there is not much fruit 
now to be had in the market. Green mangoes for pickling, and corinda for tarts are in 
great abundance. 


MAY. 


‘The weather, during this month is most oppressive, especially the latter half 
of the month: the wind continues southerly, and the heat is scarcely bearable. Of all 
months in the year, the present is the most trying, particularly to those whose avocations, 
compel them to be much out of doors. To be exposed to the sun without a coverin; 
extremely dangerons at any hour; from 10to5 o'clock, it would be ruiu to any consti- 
tation, except to that of a native, inured to the climate by birth and practice; andeven 
Batives sometimes fall a sacrifice tu the powerful influence of the sun. The heat inthe 
first half of the month is sometimes relieved by uorth-westers, accompanied by refreshing 
ivid lightning and loud thunder at times attend the north-westers. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade, on @ medium, trom 85¢ in the morning to Ys 
im the afternoon : if expused to the full influence of the sunbeams, it will rise to 13 
and sometimes higher.

Grapes of the largest size, peachos, pine-apples, limes,rose-apples, lichees, jambreics, 
‘wainpees, mangoes, jack, water.melons, musk-mcions, pomegranates, custard-apples 
and a great variety of inferior fruits, are in season. 

The meat market is very inferior to that of inst moath. 

Fish continues good and abundant, the beckty excepted, which, from the difficulty of 
its reaching the market ina fxm state, becomes scarce. Mangoe Ssh is im great per- 
fection this month. 

Asparagus, potatoes, andcabbage sprouts, with indifferent turnips, sweet potatoes. 
cucambers and onions, are nearly all the vegetables now in the market. Pumpkins and 
several roots are however procurabic. 


JUNE. 

‘The periodical rains set in about the middle of this month. Refreshing showers, 
fall occasionally, which cool the air and encearage vegetation. 

‘The thermometer during the first half of this month, frequently rises te 98°, in the 
shade, at noon; bat, in general, the rains, which commence about the 15th, keep the 

tewperatare much below this. 

‘Tae weather throughout the whole of this menth, is eppressive,in proportion to the 
quantity of rain which falls; if the weather be dry the hoat is scarcely bearable; it ie 
Senerally very close; not a breath of air fram any quarter. 

, Meat, as must be expected, is now very indifferent. 

The fish market is much the same as during Jast month. 

Mangoes are in great abondance and perfection. The Maldah mangoes arrive in 
Calcutta ubout the middle or latter end of this month, and they are considered to be 

the best that. can be procered in Bengal. Grapes, peaches, lichees, etc., disappear 
towards the end ofthis menth. Custard-apples,pine-apples, and guavas ere in great 
perfection. 

Asparagus, petatecs and enions, are the principal vegetables that remain. 


JULY. 


‘This month is attended with much rain; the winds are light and variable: the wea. 
ther frequently gloomy, and sometimes stormy, with heavy fallsof rain; whilst at inter. 
vals it ia fair and mild. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 96° in the morning to89° In the afternoo: 

"Phe showery weather of the present und preceding month, is productive of the most 
beneficial effects to the grain. 

Meat continues lean and poor, 

‘The fish market continues good. The moonjee, rove, cutlah, quoye, sowle, magoor, 
ehingree, tangrah, and choonah, are procurable in this month, and indeed all the year 
round. The hilsa (or sabte) fish nowmakesitsappearance. This fish is delicious, either 
boiled, baked, or fried : but it is generally considered very unwholesome. The natives 
devour it in sach quantities,as to occasion great mortality among them. Tht fish, om 
being cured with tamariads, forms a good substitute for herrings. It is then known 
by the appellation of the tamarind fish. 

Mangoes and mangoe fish disappear this month. 

Pine-apples,.custard-apples, and guavas continue iw season. 

The vegetable market is very indifferent—asparagus is in perfection, but petatess 
become poor and watery. Young lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes are now pro- 
eurable ; also the cumrunga and corinda. 


AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundahce of rain;—the weather continnes 
much the same as last. This and the preceding month are remarkable for heavy falls 
of rain, being the wettest in the whole year. 

‘The thermometer ranges in the shade from 80° in the mornidg to 90° in theafternoon, 

Light and variable winds and cloudy weather, with smartand light rain, prevail at 
the beginning of the month; the middie is sometimes fair, and tolerably cool: the 
remainder variable, attended, at times, with strong winds and heavy rain. 

From the combined heat and moisture in this month and the preceding, vegetation 
springs up and spreads with astonishing rapidity. 


vi LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 


‘The meat and fish markets are mach the same as last month. 

‘The pumplenose (shaddock) appears this month; pine-apples, custard-apples, and 
guavas continue in perfection. 

‘The vegetables procurableare salad, asparagus, cucumber, brinjalls.kidney-beans, 
radishes, turnips, cabbage sprouts, and indifferent potatoes. Indiau corn, cucumbers, 
and 6 re to be had now and all the year round, but they are tasteless, 
except at this season, when they become firm, good, and very palatable. The avigate 
pear is sometimes procurable at this period. 

SEPTEMBER. 

The rains subside considerably during this month. 

‘The wind continues light and variable, attended with occasional cloudy weather. 
‘The days are sometimes fair, mild, and bright,—and the temperature agreeable. 

‘The thermometer ranges from 78° in the morning to 8° in the afternoon. 

‘The meat market is much the same as in last month. 

‘The fish market experiences but slight improvement; for although there isabundance 
of fish, yet it is not alwaysfirm and good,except the heckty, which becomes larger and 
better flavored. The following are also in themarket :—the bholah, dessy tangrah, 
Konteh, bhengirs, gungtorah, kowell, toontee, pyrah chondah, and crawé: 

Vegetables and potatoes are very indifferent : yams come in season about this time. 

In the fruit market, small oranges make their appearance, but they are very acid. 
Custard-apples, pine-apples, guavas, and pumplenese continue in season. 


OCTOBER. Fi 

‘The first half of this month, generally yields a good supply of rain, and introduces 
the powerful infuence of a second spring season upon all vegetating bodi 

‘The rainy season breaks up generally between the 10th and 20th of this month; 
sometimes, however, it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the case; the con- 
eluding showers are frequently heavy, continuing from six to twenty-four hours, inces- 
santly ; after which the weather becomes fair, calm, and settled. 

The thermometer ranges, in the shade, from 75° in the morning to 80° in the 
afternoon. 

‘The winds are in general light and variable during this month, veering from south 
to north-west thence to north and north-east. FS 

‘The monsoon chauges about the 2ist of this month, after which, light breezes set ia 
from the north and north-east. 

‘As soon as the weather sets in fair, the season becomes propitious for preparing 
the kitchen garden. 

‘The meat markets beginto revive, and the fish market to improve; the beckty be- 
comes firm, and the other fish proportionably good; snipes make their appearance. 

Vegetables and fruit continue much the same as last month, till the latter end of 
the present mouth, when, if the season is favorable, both experience « considerabie 
improvement. Oranges become larger and better favoured, and custard.apples are in 
great perfection. 

‘Young potatoes, sometimes, make their appearance this month, but they have very 
little davour;—they are small and watery. Pomegranates are procurable, also sour 


ood. les. a 
baat NOVEMBER. 

‘The weather is clear and settled and the temperatare temperate. Sometimes the 
days are warm, but the morzings and evenings are cool and agreeable. 

If the rains coase early in October and the cold weather follows shortly after, No. 
vember becomes a beautifuland delightful month. Nothing can be more favorablethan 


this season for the renovation of thehealth of the valetudinarian, after having experi. 
enced the debilitating <" of the hot weather. 


Light northerly wins prevail this month, 

‘Tue thermometer ranges from 70” in the morning to 76° in the afternoon. 

‘The seeds committed to the soil during the last and present month start into life, 
with a vigour unknown to other climes. 

The meat market looks wholesome; beef, mutton, veal, pork and poultry, become 
frm and gvod. :

Game comesin also this month, inconsiderable quantities; wild ducks, snipe, teal, &e, 

Abundance of fish is procurable, also firm and good, such as beckty, banspatah, 
sangtorah, mirgal, carp, and mangoe-fish without roes. 

The vegetable market begins afresh thie month by the introduction of green peas, 
new Potatoes, lettuces, greens of different kinds, spinage, radishes, and turnips. 
it market may be bad oranges, limes, lemons, pumplenose, pine-apples, 
papiah, plantains, cocoanuts, country almonds, pomegranates, sour 
‘wood apples, etc. 


DECEMBER, ig 


The weather continues fair, cool, and, on the whole,extremely fine, throughout the 
wooth, with a light northerly wind. 

The days and nights are cold and clear, and the mornings and evenings foggy, par 
ticularly at the latter end of the month. 

‘The thermometer ranges from 58° in the morning to 65" in the afterneon. 

‘The meat and fish markets are in great perfection, both as to quantity and quality; 
tame of all kinds in abundance. 

The vegetable market is excellent, yielding green peas, young potatoes, lettuces, 
young onions, radishes, small salad, sweet potatoes, French beans, sccm, brinjalls, 
yam, carrots, turnips, greens, young cabbages and caulifowers. 

The fruit market continues much the sane as last month—Brasillian gooseberries' 
(tippareghs) make thejr appearance this month, together with wood-appies and othey 
Frnits. 
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JANUARY. 


‘The season is too far advanced to sow the generality of vpgetables with much pros 
pect of success; but turnips, carrots, love-apples, vegetable marrow, all sorts of pump- 
king, lettuce, endive, radish, mustard and cress, spinage and Nepaul spinage may be 
sown during all this month; also successive crops of late cabbage and knol-khole every 
fortnight, Tarnips are said to succeed best when placed in rows: they should be thinned 
toa distance of six inches from each other, Carrots rarely succeed well whea planted 
at this season; they should be thinned, but not transplanted, except when required for 
seed.» Love apples, when two or three inches high, should be planted out in beds at five 
inches apart: afterwards transplant in rows two feet from each other, with a frame 
work to run apon. Vegetable marrow should be sown in rich light soil: earth up the 
stems as they increase, and peg down the leading branches at a joint. Lettuce and 
endive should be planted in boxes or beds, and transplanted at one foot apart from each 
other; they may also be sown in beds, and thinned to the proper distance—a few 
days before use they should be blanched by tying the tops of the outer leaves over 
the rest. Radish, mustard and cress may be sown every week or ten day 
two last throughout the year. Spinage, to be sown in beds and thinned until the 
plants are one foot apart. Nepaul spinage should be planted in rows, with trellis 
work to run over: this vegetable continues to flower and bring forth fresh leaves 
throughout the year, and requires no care. Cabbage and knol-khole should be 
planted in boxes or beds, and transplanted into other beds about three or four inches 
apart in three weeks ora month: they may be transplanted a second or third time; 
especially the latter; when transplanted for the last time they should be put in well 
manured trenches at two feet from each other. Horse manure and ground bones are 
strongly recommenced for all the cabbage tribe. With care common cabbage and knol 
khole may be procured during every month in the year; but those produced from the end 
of October to the middle of February, are far superior to any others, 

Potatoes may be planted during the first week of this month also; and if the season 
prove cool they may be expected to arrive at considerable perfection, From the middle 
of July tothe early part of September, is the most favourable time for planting potatoes. 

In this month the following vegetables and fruits are procurable iu the market, in 
Jarge quantities and at very cheap prices,—carrots, turnips, cabbage, knol-khole, beets 
Bombay and country onions, country double French, white and windsor beans, and peas 
Pumplenose, Sylhet and country oranges, pomegranates, guavas, custard-apples, limes, 
plantain, long plums, tippareah or Brazillian gooseberries, and several other kinds of 
common fruits and vegetables. 

Peach trees should be slightly pruned during this month, and the small fruit thin- 
ned, where too thick. 

‘The finest flowers are now in bloom, and at theend of the month the collection of 
flower seeds should commence. Indeed early mignionette aud larkspur seeds may be col- 
lected in the beginning of the month. Sow early melon and water-melon seeds, also the 


Jast crop of red pumpkins. 
FEBRUARY. 


‘The remarks on last month apply generally to this; but there is less chance of 
anccess in rearing vegetables, as they seldom acquire much strength before the hot 
winds set in. Turnips and carrots rarely succeed; but radish, mustard and cress, lettuce, 
endive, spinage, and some of the cabbage tribe, may all be planted in this month and 
throughout the year. Throughout this month the collection of fiower seeds is carried 
on rapidly. 

All the fruits, vegetables, and flowers, mentioned as procurable in the market in 
January, may be bed in as great perfection and as cheap or cheaper during this month. 

In this month peas are plentiful, and the following may be obtained of good 
quality,—Jerusalem artichokes, asparagus, duffin and French beans, scarlet run- 
ners, beets brocoli, cabbage, carrots, cauliflowers, celery, endive, lettuce, kno} 
khole, onions, parsnips, spinage, turnips, and yams. Also the following fruits,—custard 
apples, Brazil gooseberries, guavas, lemons, mulberries, pumplenose, raspberrivs, 
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strawberries, peaches, pine-apples, and a few other kinds. Melons and cucumbere 
should be sown daring this month. Gather winter flower seeds. Lay bare, for a fort- 
night or three weeks, the roots of peach trees, to harden, and preserve them from being 
destroyed by white ants. Use house-plaister rubbish, as manure when closing the roots: 


MARCH. 


But few vegetables come to any perfection that are sown in this month; but it is 
desirable to sow successive crops of cabbage and lettuce which may be planted in 
beds which are partly protected from the sun, and transplanted into rows as required. 

In the market, brinjal, carrots and turnips may be procured in considerable'quan- 
tities and pretty good. Turnips are generally very stringy towards the end of March: 
Country radish and all kinds of couutry greens may be bad in large quantities, and 
all the kinds of fruit procurable in February are obtainable with the addition of 
green mangoes and jakes, loquots, a few dates and blackberries. Young plants shoi 
weeded in this month, and encircled with aslight embankment, to retain the water which 
they must be afforded during the greater part of this and the two succeeding months. 
Melons and cucumbers, should be sown during this month also as well as grape and applo 
seeds, Indian.corn and sugar-cane, Still gather winter flower sceds. 


APRIL. 


The remarks on March apply equally to this month; but as the hot sedson advancea 
the chances of success in rearing most kinds of vegetables diminish, Late melons and 
cucumbers may be sown during this month likewise. Sow melons in rich light soil, giving 
the plants plenty of room to run, When they have thrown out four leaves stop them by 
pinching off the leading bud: they will then produce two lateral shoots, which stopin » 
similar manner ; and so continue to treat each new formed shoot, stopping it at the 
second or third joint. When the plants begin to show fruit, stop the fruiting branches two 
joints before the fruit. Cover the ground with leaves or straw to keep the roots cool. 
and to prevent the fruit from becoming spotted. 

In this month plantains, pine-apples, pumplenose, black berries, ripe mangoes, 
peaches, lichees and all the other fruits procurable in March are abundant in tho 
market, Carrots, turnips, beans and cabbages are reduced in quantity, aud their prices 
‘are considerably increased, when good. Brinjal, radish, water pumkins, and greens in 
plenty are to be had. Musk-melons, and several other country melous, come into seasou 
about the middle of this month. 

In the Jatter part of this month plant all the amaryllis or lily tribe, and in fact all 
bulbous roots and plants, should be sown or planted. Sow early cucumbers, okra, 
Indian-corn, sugar-caue, grape, apple, and all country fruit seeds, so that the plants may 
have the advantage of the rain to grow up vigorously. Gather winter dower seeds and 
commence grafting and budding. Pjentifully water young plants. 


MAY. 


Mangoes, pine-apples, pumplenose, plantains, and all the fruits procurable last 
month are supplied abundantly. Brinjals, greens, and aummer flowers of almost all sorts 
are to be had plentifally in the market. Musk and water-melons, etc., are plentifully 
supplied to the market about the end of this month. 

Grafting and budding, of all kinds, should be performed during this month, which is 
the most favorable for such operations. And the gathering of the seeds of winter flowers, 
should be Snished at its end. Water young plants. Lichees and peaches get scarce 
at the end of this month, but wampees, wild lichees and melons, continue plentifuly 
Sow long cucumbera and white pumpkin seeds, grape seeds, peach stones and fruit 
seeds generally, 

JUNE. 


Asparagus seed should he sown in boxes towards the Iatterend of the month, and 
transplanted in November, in rowstwo feet apart, and the plants one foot from each 
other. The soil should be mixed witha large portion of rotten horse manure: It is 
scarcely possible to make the ground too rich for asparagus. Fresh asparagus seed 
should be sown whenever procurable, and especially between the end of June and the 
beginning of December. 

In this montk mangoes, oranges, pine-apples, pumplenoses, plantains, pomegra- 
nates, cucumbers, melons, limes, wild-lichees, jake, monkey.jake, and a great variety 
of berries and other fruits are abundantly supplied at low prices inthe market. Car- 
Fas, turnips, cabbage, aud other European vegetables, are very scarce and dear; but 
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epuntry greens and brinjals, are procurable in small quantities. About the end of the 
month melons disappear. 

‘Young and tender plants should be carefully watered every evening during this 
month, and chillies, okra, Indian-corn, pea-sticks, jute, red and China spinage and 
the common native greens in general, including pulbul, kurrala, jhingah, burbuttee and 
chichingah, should be sown. The planting of cuttings of all kinds of fruits and flowers, 
should be commenced at the end of this month. Sow peach stones and fruit seeds 
senerally, Sow long cucumber seeds at the end of the month. 


JULY. 

At the end of this month it is desirable to sow seeds for early parsley, bests, knol. 
khole, cabbage, cauliflower, brocoli, asparagus, endive, lettuce, carrots, turnips and 
other winter vegetables. 

Celery —Sow in boxes in this and the five following months. Remove to beds when 
abou three inches high, and into trenches, as required, after being a month in the beds, 
‘The trenches should be 2¢ feet deep, filled up with a foot of light soil and stable manure, 
and afterwards gradually, as the plant grows, with light soil, till within about six inches 
of the top. Water for the first two months with the hand, after which they may be 
occasionally flooded. 

Another way.—Having sown and transplanted as above, remove into trenches 
four feet apart, and about 18 inches deep, nearly filled with horse manure and rich 
earth. As the plant grows, bank up into ridges with light soil. By this method the 
root of the plant, and not the stem, is watered when flooded. 

Rnol-khole, cabbage, caulifiower, and brocolt.—Sow in boxes during this and five 
following months, Remove in beds when two inches high, and transplant the cabbage 
and kno] khole twice, and cauliflower and brocoli at least three times, allowing the 
growth of a couple of new loaves between each planting. 

Asparagus,—Sow in beds im July, and remove the plants in November, into raised 
beds of one or two rows, When the berries become red, cut the plants two inches above 
the ground and top dress, when they will be ready to cat in ten days. By dressing 
the beds in succession, asparagus may be produced for the table all the year:—stable 
manure is the best, and the plant should invariably be watered by the hand, and never 
flooded except in very hot weather, Plants if taken care of will produce for eight or 
ten years. They should, however, be wintered (roots cleared of the earth and exposed 
for some days) and the ground dressed every second yenr. 

Lettuce and endive.—Sow in boxes or pots surroanded with water, till the plants 
appear, otherwise the small red ant will destroy them. Plant out as required, and tie 
mp afew days before you cut for ase, 

Carrots.Sow in a light deep sandy soil, 

Turnips —Sow in a rich soil, well manured, 

In the market all Europe vegetables are very scafce and dear this momth, 
Brinjal, greens, and other native vegetables are supplied. Pine apples, and melonsare 
getting out of season, Plantains, pumpkins and cucumbers, are pleatiful. 

‘Mangoes continue till towards the end of the month. Pine apples, jakes, monkey-jakes, 
bonch, and guavas are very abundant. Young plants and grafts should all be planted out 
daring this month, and the trees pruned as soon as they have done bearing, as that is the 
only time when it can be done with benefit to them. Cuttings of alltrees and shrubs 
should be put in this month, as well as slips of artichokes, which, as soon as they have 
established themselves, should be cut down close to the ground. Standard flower and 
dahlia seeds should be sown. Balsom seeds should be sown in the beginning of the 
month and until the end of October. 

All grafting and budding should be finished this month, so that fhe rains of the two 
succeeding months may cause them to shoot up with vigor when planted out. Wampees, 
blackberries and wild-lichees go out of seasou during the early part of this month. Sow 
mangoe, jake, blackberry, date, and all kinds of summer frait seeds during this month— 
they will thrive well—likewise sow gooseberries. Expose the roots of young plants from 
the middle of this month to the middle of September, to harden thea, or they may fall 
sacrifices to white ants. Sow the irregular early crop of potatoes. 


AUGUST. 


Successive crops of all the vegetables sown in July should be planted at the end of 
this month, more especially celery and beet, which should be fit to transplant a second 
time before the monsoon. These two vegetables are less likely to suffer by excessive 
rain than mostothers, Artichokes should be sowa in beds during this month, three 
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inches between each seed, so as to allow the removal of the plentsin November. without 
distarbing the roots. To propagate by suckers :—take off the suckers, and prick there 
ont six inches apart; and when they become well rooted, transplant into deep rich soil, 
setting them two feet apart. If large, suckers may be planted at once where they are 
intended to remain. 

‘Fo prevent artichokes running to leaf, and producing small beads, whea the 
plants are from ten to fifteen inches high, cut them off close to the ground, and cover 
them over with light dry old manure : when they have advanced a few inches repeat 
the operation. Ifthe young plants are tied up for afew days before being cut off, they 
will become blanched and may be eaten as salad, 

French beans and scarlet ranners may be sown daring this month, aad antil 
February. They should be planted ia rows two feet apart, north and seuth, and te be 
supported with sticks, or with an arched bamboo trellis, which is very ornamental 
‘Sow also early radish, turnip, cabbago, cauliflower, parsley, celery, anions, tobacco; and 
early dower and vegetable seeda, generally at the end of this month. Sow the frst re- 

ruler crop of potatoes. 

Mangoes are very scarce. Plantains, pineapples and guavas continue in abes. 
pared and cestard-apples, hamrangahs, punaiallas, avigate-pears, sad cerrendas, come 
into season, 

Insects are exceastvely mameroas and destructive. The orange tribe should by 
budded and inarched, and propagated by seeds. Continae grafling mangoes. Trams- 
plant cotten, Propagate carnations and pinks by layers. Finish cutting peach and 
licheo grafts, Aboat the ead ef this month sow dablia, balsem, early mignnonette, sea, 

flower, oox-comh, polyanthus, bybiscus, hotyhock, lark spur, lupin, peppy, sweet-suites: 
onion, }» Salsafy, canlifower, lettuce, and all the other soeds sown last month. 


SEPTEMBER. 


Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned fer August. Transplant early cabbage, 
cauliflower, brocoli, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or three craps of peas may 
be sown during this month, if the weather is favourable, but not with much prospect 
of succes: unless sown at the latter end, 

‘Peas shout be planted in trenches, iu double rows, about two feet apart. They 
ekonld be watered by haed for the first fortnight and afterwards flooded until they are 
two or three feet high, ty which time the winter dews will be sufficient to separete them. 
Peas require no manare, but should be planted in good soil. San-flawer scods fer the 
wintor should be planted now; but thia fiewor grows all the year round. Coxcembe 
larkspur and mignnonette seeds might he sown. 

Avigato-pearsstill continue, and early loquots, and sour oranges begin to make 
their appearance about the end of thie month. A species of herd, tasteless musk 
melon ig procurable im abundance. Saw avigate-pear stones. Young potatoes 
im season, The Amorican cottom sown early in fall fruit. Plant Capo bulbs, either 
in the ground, or in very deep pots well drained. Tho turnips apd cabbeges are much 
infested by a small dark caterpillar which may be destroyed by sprinkling the plants 
with powdered lime. The rice begins to flower. Put down cuttings of gerapiums, roses 
violets, hearts-ease, etc, Flowers in great perfection. As most of the pesch trees will 
have lost their leaves, the roots should be opened and exposed for 14 days, and tben 
strongly manured. Potatoes should be sown during this month. The whole of the grafts 


should be cut this month, if possible, so that they might still benest by the showers of 
rain that fall at this thne. 
OCTOBER. 


‘The remarks on leat month apply equally to thie, Continua to sow all kinds of 
vegetable seeds in boxes ; transplant from the boxes into beds ; and immediately after 
the first heavy fall of rain remove into beds, rows and trenches, more particularly celery, 
beet, cabbage, knol khole, cauliflower, and brocoli. Care should be taken in finally 
transplanting all the cabbage tribe this month, to provide against heavy falls of rain, 
by making trenches to carry off the water. Crops of peas should be sown every week 
or ten days from the beginning of this month until the end of December—peas sown 
after that time seldom pod, 

Onions and leeks should be sown during this month also, in light rich earth, care- 
fally covering the seed. When leeks are a few inches high, plant them in drils, eighteen 
inches apart, and nine inches, from plant to plant. As they increase in size draw up the 

earth to their stems, in order to blanch them, as leeks are much improved by blanching, 
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Sow paranips in rich deep soil. Trench the ground two feet deep, sow the seeds in 
Urills one foot apart, and thin the plants so as to leave eight inches from each other. 

‘The main beds for strawberries should be planted. Oranges begin to get palatable 
this month, and the cutting of the sugarcane commences. Brinjals and native 
xreens become plentifal, and the last crop of Indian-corn is gathered. The last of 
the grafts should positively be cut, and suckers transplanted. Plant larkspur, mprigold 
sweet-sultan, mignnonette, pinks, carnation, asters, and all annual plants daring this 
month. Propagate geraniums by slips; and sow all kinds of vegetable and flower seeds 
every six or eight days, throughout the month, 


NOVEMBER. 


Thisis the month for activity in the vegetable gardens, as but few things arrive at 
much perfection which are not planted before the end of this month, The principal 
‘crops of peas should be sown during the first week; and contiaued every six days 
during the month; also scarlet runners, French, Broad and Windsor beans. Sow 
beet, knol-khole, cabbage, brocoli, and caulifowers, in beds, and remove from beds 
into rows. Transplant celery and remove into trenches. Plant out artichokes and 
asparagus, 

The middle crop of potatoes should be sown about the middle of this month. They 
should be planted in light soil, in which no horse dung is mixed. The potatoe should be 
cut according to the number of eyes, taking care that each piece is of sufficient size to 
nourish the eye, until it roots—twice the size of a man’s thumb nail round the 
eye, will do well. When planted, not more than one inch, or one and a half inch, of soil 
should be placed over it; and it should not be watered oftener than once in four days, 
even during the hottest weather. As it grows up, the soil should be banked up to the 
stalk. Great care should be taken not to give too much water, and not to put too 
much soil upon the potatoe when first planted. 

‘This is the last month in which the generality of vezetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow winter fruit seeds of all kinds, except oranges. Oranges, guavas and 
plantains and all European and Cape vegetables are abundant. 


DECEMBER. 


In the beginning of the month sow French beans, scarlet-ranners, broad and 
Windsor beans. Peas sown in this month produce scantily: Plant out late celery 
from boxes to beds, and remove from beds to trenches, Sow late cabbages and 
Knol-khole; and transplant as above. Vegetable marrow may be sown in the early 
part of this month in light rich soil. Earth up the stems ofthe plants as they increase 
in growth, and peg the leading branches down at a joint, and they will strike root. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of this month; but those sown during the 
first fortnight are most likely to succeed. When potatoes are planted whole, the 
produce is finer than when they are divided into two or three pieces; but the same 
number of potatoes yield a far larger crop by the latter than by the former method. 
Potatoes should be planted in beds fully exposed to the sun. In rather shady places the 
erop is small; and when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
produce nothing. 

Europe and native vegetables are plentiful during this month; and also all sorts of 
brinjals, sweet-potatoe, yams. Fruits are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose- 
berries, gaavasand oranges, Flowers of all kinds are abundant. 

‘A good month for sowing early musk-meloo and dwarf.cucumber seeds, as well as 
peas, radish, and spinage ; but very few other vegetable seeds. Most of the exotic 
plants will also now be flowering. 

Strawberries come in at the middie of this month, and last through all the next,

Calculations of the Almanac, 


1.—The times given in this Almanac are the civil or common reckoniag of time, from 
Midnight to Midnight. The colamn of the Sun's Meridian passage is calculated to the 
nearest hundredth part of a second of time for every day of the year, with the same 
aceavacy asin the Nautical Almanac : A watch ought to point exactly to the hour 
indicated for that day, when the Sun.dial marks twelve, There is no weed now to re- 
fer toa table of Equation of time; should bowever this Equation be required, it muy 
be bad as readily : it is the time beyond 12k or the time wanting to 12h., given in this 
colamn for each day of the year. The Moon will serve as well to set or compare 
a watch by <he same Sav-dial; let the shadow of the gnomon fallon 12h., a watch 
ought to show at the same moment the time indicated in the colama “Moon on 
Meridian,” answering to the day the observation is made, which time is calculated 
to the mearest tenth of aminate. Should the shadow fall on any other bour, as 3, 4 
or 5, addto the time indicated in that same column, about 62 minutes for every hour 
after 12, but should the dial show 6A., $A., or 114., a8 many minutes (62) must be de- 
ducted for every hour before 13. 


2.—The column of Sun's Declination at noon for each day in the year, being com. 
puted by second differences, is as correct as that given in the Nautical Almanac. 


3.—The present mode of denoting the times of Moon’s Phases snd Moon's Meridian 
Passage, Afternoon and After Midnight, hasbeen substituted for Morning, Afternoon, 
Evouing and Night. 


4.—The two columns of the San‘s rising and setting include the refraction, which 
causes the Sun and all the beavenly bodies to rise ou the eastern horizoo about two mi- 
nates earlier, and to set onthe western, about two minutes tater than they would rise 
or set were the Earth not surrounded by an atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of 
the same duration throughout the year ; the duration is in proportion to tbe obliquity 
of the Sun's rising or setting. 


5 —At the bead of each month, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars. or 
Venus is visible in the Morning or Evening, and on which days of the month these 
plonete will be in conjunction with the Moon. 


6.—When the symbol (7) denoting opposition occu rs, such as on the 16th Febru. 
ary 1851, we are to understand that the Moon does not pass the Meridian of Calcutta, 
on that (civil) day. This is the case once, in every Lunar month, and arises from the 
circumstance of the Lunar day being longer than the mean Solur day. 


7.—And because the Moon dors not pass the Meridian in every civil day, but fails 
to do so, once at least in every civil month, and as one Meridian passage of the Mooa 
produces only two High Water tides, there are in every Lanar month not less than two 
High Water tides, sometimes three wanting ; therefore on two days every month, falling 
sometimes after Midnight sometimes after Nooo, there is but oue High Water given. 
‘The march of the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, the 
crest of the wave travelling round the globe in every Lunar day, 


8.—In a place Jike Calcutta, 0 far removed from the Sea, the tides are strongly affected 
by the monsvons, occasional winds, the freshes, and various local causes, so that it will 
always remain an imperfectly solved problem to give the times of the High Water with 
accuracy. It will always, however, be fuand that for any period there will be only 
twice the number of High Water tides, as the Moon passes the Meridian. 

9.—It should be recollected that the time of High Water is not that when the ships 


in the river turn round, but that when the water is actually highest, which always bap- 
pens about baif an hoar before the current is changing its direction. 


10,—At the head of each Month, the observations of the Highest and Lowest Pressure 
and Temperature are given ; they are the average of seven preceding years. The Lenst 
Temperature is at Sunrise, the Greatest Pressure at 9h, 50m, a. a. the Greatest Temp, 
at 2h, 4um. Pp. . andthe Least Pressure at 44. p.m. The observations of the Baro. 
meter are recorded in inches and hundredth parts of an inch 


The Temperatare registered is tbat of the air in the shade; but besides this, the 
pemer of the Sun's Rays at the time of the greatest temperature is also given,

‘The Solar Cycle, or Cycle of the Sun, iss period of 29 years, in which all the 
varioties of the Dominical Letters will have happened, and they will return in the 


same order as they did 28 years before. This Cycle commenced 9 years before the 
Birth of Christ. 


The Lunat Cycle. or Cycle of the Moen, commonly called the Golden Number, 
and sometimes the Metonic Cycle, (from Meton, an Athenian, who invented it about 
432 yearn before the Birth of Christ,) sa revolution of \P years; m which time. the 

ctions, oppositions, and other aspects of the Moon, are within an hour aud a 
Dalfof being ‘the same as they were on the same days of the months 19 years heiore. 
The orime, or Golden Nuraber, is the Number of yearselapsed tm this Cycle. At the 
Birth, the Golden Number was 2. 


The Roman Iniiction, ina period of 15 years, used by the Romans for the time, 
of taxing their provinces.—Three years of this Cycle had elapsed at the Birth of Chrut. 


The Jolian period contains 7980 venrs, and arises by multiplying together 2", 1®, 
ani 15, being the Cycles of the Sun, Boon, and Indiction. This was also contrived as 
‘® period for chronological matters, and, is assumed, as a correct snd fixed rule in 
Calculations, by all the astronomers and chronologers throughout the Christian world. 
Its beginning is supposed to have commenced 7.0 years before the usual of the 
creation of the world, or 4714 before the commencement of the Christian Era,

Che Cowpanion to the Almanac, 


THE CALENDAR anv 11s SUCCESSIVE REFORMS, 


The-divisionsof time, such.as they are presented in the Calendar, are com. 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years ‘Ihe modes of determining these divi. 
tions, bave Leen various amongst the nations of antiquity, and these are still vain 
anons.in these modes in the modern world. 

‘The'manner of reckoning the pays by -the ancient Jews, and which sabsists 
amonest-that people at the present time, is to commence the day at a certaio hour 
of the evemiog, and to'finish it on the next evening at the same hour. hus ther 
vabbath begvas on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the akternooe 
‘ofSaturday. The Romano Catholic church also commences its festivals in the 
erentug ; and this.custum is retained amongst ourselves im some of our pupalar 
ebvervancer, such as the eve of St. John, aud Christmas eve. 

‘The civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
fame hour of the tollowing night. The civil day ve distinguished from the astro~ 
nomeal day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the succeeding noon. ‘This mode of reckoning the day is that used in the Nau- 
tical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with petsons not familiar with 
this manner of computation: a little considerstion will obviate the difficulty. 
Tusr, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical time. January 11, 3 sn the 
morning. civil time. In France and in most of the states of Europe, as with ug 
the hours are counted up ‘to 12, from midnight till nova, and from noon ttl mid- 
might. In paris of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence about 
Sun-set, and the hoers-are counted .on till the next xun-set. This mole, is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon of the “Italian hours” at the summer 
solstice is 16 o'clock,.and 19 o'clock at the winter solstice. 

Tbe English names of the days of the werx are derived from the Saxons ; 
aad they partly adopted these aames from the more civilized nations of antiquity. 
‘Ene tollowing ingenious oriain-of the ancient names hus been suggested in coo. 
hexien with astronomical science. ‘The planetary ngement of Ptolemy was 
thus 1, Saturn; 2, Jupiter; 3, Mara: 4, the Sun; 5, Venous: 6, Mercury; 7 the 
Moon. Each ot these.planets waseupposed to preside, suceessively, over each 
nour of the 24 of each day. in the order above given. Jo this way Satuio would 
preside over the first bour of the first day: Jupiter over the second .bour; Mars 
over thealused; the.-Sun over the tourth,and so on. Thus the Sun presuliug over 
tne tourth, eleventh, and-eighteeath hours of the first day. would preside ever 
the firet hour of the second day. aad carrying ow the series, the. Maun would preside 
vver the first hour of the third day, Mars over the first hour of the toaith day, 
Mercary over the first hour of the fitth day, Jupiter over the first hour of the sixth 
day, ana Venus over the first hour cithe seventh day Hence, the names of the 
daya yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe. The preseat English 
Batues are derived fromthe Saxon:—

XLVI THE CALENDAR AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


Almost all nations have regulated their montus, in a great degree, by the 
evolution of the moon. Some have endeavored to unite this division with the 
annual course of the sun, by an augmentation of days at the end ofeach yrar, 
or by adding a thirteenth month at the end of every third year. The Jews and 
the Athenians followed this latter methpd; the Macedonians, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their months 30 and 3i days; the Turks aod the’ Arabs have 29 
and 30 days; the months of tha Anglo-Saxons were governed by the revolutions 
of the moon. ‘Their common year consisted of twelve lunar months, three 
months being appropriated 10 each of the four seasons; but every third year con- 
tained an additional lunar moath, which was given to the summer season The 
naines of their lunar months either had reference to their religious ceremonies, of 
to the uatural appearances of the year. 


A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and etill partially prevails, with regard to the commencement of the year. The 
Jews dated the beginning of the sacred year in the month of March; the Athenians 
in the month of June, the Macedonians on the 24th September ; the Christians of 
Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29tn or 30th of August, and the Persians and Armemi- 
ansoa the Iith of August. The Jewish civil year begins on the first day of the 
month Tisri, which year corresponds with our 9th of September ; the Mahome- 
dans’ begins of the first of the month Moharem, which year corresponds with our 
14tb of July. Nearly all the nations of the Chris'ian world now commence the 
year on the Ist of January ; but as recently as 1752, even in Englaud, the year 
did not legally and generally commence till the 251h of March. 1n Scotland, at 
thar period, the year began on the first of January. ‘he difference caused great 
practical inconveniences, and January and February, and part of March, some- 
times bore two dates, as we often find in old records, as 1711-12. This practice 
often leads to chronological mistakes ; for instance, we popularly say.—‘‘‘The Re- 
volution of 1688," that great event happening in February of the year 1688, accord- 
ing to the then mode of computation; but if the year were held to begia, as it 
does now, on the 1st of January, it would be The Revolution of 1689". In the 
anniversaries given in the British Almanac, the alterations of style, made in 1752, 
have not been followed, as any correction of date would have embarrassed the 
yeader in historical and biographical references. 


The year, properly so called, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs of the Zodiac. ‘I'he period comprises 365 
days. 5 hours, and 48 minutes 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astroaomr- 
cal year, 


The Carewnar is a table of the days of the year, arranged ‘to assist the dis, 
tribation of time, and to indicate remarkable days connected with devotion or 
business. If every nation had adopted the same division of time, and a uniform 
calendar had been general throughout civilized states, history would present much 
tewer difficulties and contradictions, The progress :of astronomical science has 
necessarily produced great changes ia the ‘manner of dividing time; and thus, 
whilst some nations have been ready to give their calendar every possible advan. 
tage of a scientifie construction, the prejudices of others have rendered them unwil]_ 
ing to depart trom their accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may becunou, 
and instructive to trace, very briefly, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called | 
the changes of style. 


‘The Romans called the first days of each month, Calends, from a werd 
which signified called; because the Pontiffs, on tho-e days, called the people 
together, to apprise them of the days of festival in that month. Hence we derive 
the name of CaLsrpar. 


The Roman Calendar. which has, in great part. been alopted by almost a‘l 
nations, is stated to have been introduced by Romutue, the founder of this city. 
He divided the year into ten months only; Mars, Aprilis, Maius, 
Quintilis, (afterwards called Julius,) Sextilis, (afterwards called a) 
September. October, November, December. Mar, Maine. Quintius. and October, 
eontained 31 days, and each of the six other months 30 days: so that the ten 
months comprised 3:4 days. The year of Romulus was, therefore, of iti days’ 
Jess duration than the lunar year, and of 61 days Jess than the solar year; and its 
eommencement of course did not correspond with any fixed season. Numa 
Pomprlius corrected this calendar, by adding two months, Januarius, and Februar 
us ,which he placed before Mars, Salus Casar, being desiious to renderthe calendar 
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stil! more correct, consulted the astronomers of his time, who fixed the solar year 
as 365 days, 6 hours, comprising, a6 they thought, the period from one veroal 
equinox to another. The six hours were set asule, and at the ead ot four years, 
forming a day, the fourth year was made to cousist of 366 days. The day thus 
added, was called intercalary, and was added tothe month of February, by doubling 
the 2th of that month, or according to their way of reckoniog, the sizth of the 
Calends of March. Hence the year was called Bissextle. This almost pertect 
arrangement, which was denominated the Juliao style, prevailed generally 
throwghout the Christian world, till the time of Pope Gregory XIL1. 1be Calendar 
of Julius Cesar was detective in this particular; that the solar year, consisting 
of 365 days, 5 hours, and 49 minutes, and not of 365 days, 6 hours, as wassupposed 
io the time of Julius Casar; there wasa difference between the apparent year and 
the real year, of eleven minutes. ‘This difference at the time of Gregory XIII., 
had amounted to ten entire days, the vernal equinox falling on the Lith, instead 
of the gist of March, at which period it fell correctly at the time of the Council 
of Nice, in the year 325. To obviate this inconvenience. Gregory ordained, in 
1582, that the 15th October should be counted instead of the 5th, for the tuture ; 
and to prevent the recurrence of this error, it was further determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with the exception of the 
beginning ofeach foorth century. Thus, ‘700 and 1800 have not been bissextile, 
nor will 1900 be so; but the year 200" will be bissextile. 1 this manner, three days 
are retrenched in four hundred years; because the lapse of the eleven minutes 
makes three days in about that period. ‘I'he year of the calendar is thus made, as 
nearly as possible, to cgriespond with the true solar year; and future errors of 
chronology are avoided. 


The adoption of this change, which is called the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some time resisted by states not 
under the authority of the See of Rome, ‘Ihe change of the style ion England, was 
established by an Act of Parliament passed in 1752. It was then enacted, that the 
year should commence on the I«t of January, instead of March 25th; aud thatin 
the year 1752, the days should be numbered as usual until September 24, when the 
day following should be accounted the 14th of September, omitting 1} days. ‘The 
Gregorian principle of droping one day in every hundredth year, except the fourth, 
hundredth, was also enacted. ‘The alteration was, fora long time, opposed by the 
Prejudices of individuals; and even now, with some persons the Old Style is se 
pertinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old quarter days, in- 
tlead of the new. For this reason, and not in deterence tothe prejudice, the old 
testivals are mentioned in the British Almanac. The Ruseians still retain the Ola 
Style, thus creating an inconvenience in their public and commercial intercourse 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually be correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in the calendar, which was in exiateace more thao twelve years; 
aud is important to be noticed, as all the public acts of the French nation were 
dated according to this altered style, The National Convention, by a degree of 
the 5th October, 1793, established a new Era, which was called, ip the place or 
the Christian era, the era of the French. The commencement of each year, of 
the first © Ven:imiaire,” was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, on which 
the autumnal equinox fell, asdetermined at the observatory at Paris, This e:a 
commenced on the 22nd of September, 179%, of being the epoch of the foundation 
of the Republic; but its establishment was not decreed till the 4th ‘ Primaire” 
ofthe year 1]. (4th November, 1793). ‘I'wo days afterwards the public acis 
were thus dated. This calendar existed till the 10th “‘ Nivoce,” year XIV. (the 
3ist December, 18U5,) when the Gregorian mode of computaticn was restored.

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1, Dosrnicat Letrers.—The seven days of the week, reckoned as beginning 

on the Ist of January, are designated by the first seven letters of the alphabet, A, 
B,C, D, E, F,G; andthe one of these, which denotes Sunday, is the dominicul 
Jetter. Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter: if it begin 
on Monday, that letter is G ; ifon Tuesday, it is F; and so on generally Yo 
find the dominical letter. call New Year's Day A., the next day 13. and so on 
111 you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that auswers to it, isthe deminical 
letter. If there were +64 days, or exactly 6% weeks in the year, the dominical 
letter would be always the same; but the year contains 3653 days; an excess 
of 1} day over 52 weeks. Theday is taken into theaccount every year, and the one 
fourth makes a day in every four years; so that the dominical letter falls back- 
ward one lecter tor each of the three years, in which the date or number of the 
year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and. two letters every fourth 
year, when the date can be sudivided ; as in the yeur 1828, it is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, February will contain »9 days. The year began on Tuesday; count 
d ‘Tuesdays to Suoday, inclusive, is six days; and the sixth letter from A 
inclusive is F. Therefore at first, F is thedominical letter; but the 49th of Fe- 
bruary, which is added, or intercalated, throws the 1st day of March a day later 
in the week than it would otherwise have been; and, therefore, the Sunday letter 
for March and all the remaining months will be E. The years which have the ¢9 
days in February, and the two dominical letters are called bissertiles, for the reasua 
already given or leup years; because the day of the month, atter February, leop 
overaday of the week. In law, the 28th and 29th of February are accounted one day. 


2. Tae Gorpen Numper. At the end of every nineteen years the new and 
full moons happen at very nearly the same times of the year. The ancients dis- 
covered this, and reckoned the nineteen years, or ‘‘cycle of the moon” as it is 
called, so that it terminated the year before the Christian era. This cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with letters of gold. Theretore, to find the golden number 
or number of the year in this cycle, add 1 tothe date; divide by 19: the quoti- 
ent in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Christ, and remuinder 
+ the golden number ; as the present year is 18%8, add 1, is 1829; divide by 19, 
96 cycles, and there remains 5, the golden number. 


3. Tue Cycce or tHe Sun isthe number of years that elapse before the 
Sundays throughout the year, happen onthe same days of the month. If thie 
were 364 days in the year, that would happen every year; it 365, 1 would happen 
every seveath year; but because the one-fourth of a day makes an alteration ot a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 2b years. Nine years of this cycle 
had elapsed before the birth of Christ. Therefore, to find the cycle of the sua 
add 9 to the date divide by 28; the quotient is the number of cycles since the birth 
of Ubrist, and the remainder is the cycle of the sun; as, for the year 1828, add 9, 
is 1837, divide by 28, the quotient is 65 cycles, and the rematndet is 17, the cycle 
of the sun, 

4 Tue Epact is the moon’s ace for the first day of January, or the equation 
between the beginning of the solar and the lunar year. The ume trom on- new 
moon to another is about 29} days. Thus there are, ina year, twelve revolutions 
of the moon, and 11 days over, therefore, the twelfth new moon will take place iL 
days earlier each year than it did the year before. Inthe lunar cycle of 19 years, 
there are 12 new moons in each, of 1%, and 13 in each of 7: because the 11 days of 
yearly difference in three years, exceed a lunar month by 3} days. Ifit were not tor 
the odd minutes and seconda, the age ofthe moon, on the Ist of January, could al- 
ways be found, by multiplying the golden number by II, and dividing by 30; thea 
the remaini#er would be the epact or age of the moon on the Ist of January. The 
following method will answer for the day of the moon's age on the Ist of January, 
till the end of the present century. Take | from the golden number, multiply 
what is left by 11, divide by 4; the remainder is the epact, or moon’s age on the 
Jet of January: as for 1828. the golden number is 5; take away 1, leaves 4: mul- 
tiply by 11, is 44; divide by 30, remains 14, the epact, or moon's age on the Ist 
January. 


5. Tue Nemeer or Direction isthe number of days after the 22d of March, 
including both days, upon which Easter Suuday takes place. For instance, the 
number of Direction for 1828 is 16. Easter Suaday is Apiil 6, being 10 days 
nclusive from March 22. 
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6. Easter is directed to be celebrated on the first Sunday after the full 
moon that happens next after the 2ist of March ; which being the fourteenth day 
of the first Jewish month, corresponds to their first day of the week after the Pass- 
over, the anniversary of the resurrection of Chirst. Thetimeat which this day must 
happen, varies with the year; but the limits within which it must fall, are the 
td of March, and the 25th of April, inctusive, making a period of 35 days. 


In order to find Easter, the first thing to be done isto find Euster limit, that 
is. the number of days after the first of March, oo which the full moon, preceding 
Easter, shall happen. Todo this, add 6to the epact, and sulstract the sum, if 
Jess than or the remainder, when 30 is taken away; if more. from SU; the 
remaiuiler is the day after the first of March, on which the full moon, preceding 
Easter, happens. ‘Thus, for 1828 the epact is 14, add 6 is 20, subtract this from 30; 
leaves 80 days after the Ist of March, when the full moon preceding Easter takes 
place, which is the 8st, or last day of March, when the following Sunday is Fas- 
ter-day. ‘To find the day itself, add 4 tothe number of the dominical letter; sub- 
tract the sum from the limit, and the remainder from the next oumber of 73. 
that is greater than itself; this last remainder; added to the limit, will give the 
number of days from the first of March to Easter-day, including both: if less than 
31, it will show on what day of March Easter falls; and if greater, take 31 trom 
it, and the remainder will show upon what day of April, Thus, for 1828, the 
dominical letter is E . the number of which is5. Add 4to5 is 9; take this trom 
30 (the limit) leaves 2); take this from 28, (the number of 7s, next greater.) thera 
remains 7 ; add this to 30, (the limit,) gives 37 days from the first of March to 
Easter, both included ; take 31, (the days in March, from 37, leaves 6;) therefore 
Easter-day must fall on the 6th of April.

7. Tue Rowan Invicrion, The cycle of indiction has no connection with 
the motions of the Suo and Moon, further than its consisting of 15 years. It was 
established by the Emperor Con tine, in the year 312, to regulate certain 
payments by the subjects of the empire; therefore, to find it for any year, sub- 
sract 31% from the date, divide by 15, and the remainder is the Indiction ; a8 from 
1828, substract $12, leaves 1516; divide by 15 leaves 1, the Roman Indiction. 

8. Sepruacesima Sunpay is the ninth Sunday before Easter, 

9. SHrove Sunpay is the seventh before Easter, 

10, Wut Sunpay is the seventh after Easter. 
11, Trinity Sunpay is the eighth after Easter. 


12, Apvent Sunpay is the Sunday nearest the 30th of November, whether 
before or after. 


When Easter is known, any of the days that depend on it can he easily found 
as, for '828 Easter ix April 6, Whitsunday is 7 weeks, or 49 «days, after; then ; 
from 30 («aya in April leaves 24; 24 from 49 leaves 25; therefore, Whitsunday, 
1828, is the 25th of May.

1. New Year's Day.—Circumcision.—This festival was orginally called the 
Octave of Christmas; and the firat meotion found of itis in the year 487. It was. 
instiruted by the Church, to commemorate the ceremony under the Jewish law, 
to which Christ submitted, on the eighth day of the uativity; and was introduced 
juto the Liturgy of the Church of England in 530,

in the year 813. The primitive Christians celebrated the Feast of the Nativity 
for twelve days, observing the first and last with the greatest solemnity. From 
the circumstance of this festival being twelve days after Christmas, it is vulgarly 
called ** Twelfth days.” ; , 

13. Plough Mouday 1s the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation trom its having been fixted upon by our forefathers, as the period 
wheo they returned to the duties of agriculture, after the festivities of Christmas. 

30. King Charles the First’s Murtyrdom.—The death. of Charles I., is celee 
brated as a fast of the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 


2. Purification.— This day is kept in the reformed Church, as a salemn festis 
al, in memory of the Purification of the Virgin Mary, who submitted to the ine 
junction of the law, under which she lived, and presented the infant Jesus jn the 
‘Temple. The festival was celebrated in the Christian Churches with an abun- 
dance of light, and was urieinally called ‘*Candlemas Day,” a8 well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice of lighting the Churches bas been discontinued in 
this country siace the second year of Edward the V1. In the Romish Church, 
the orginal name and all its attendant cerimonies, are stil! retained, 

14, St. Valentine.—The practice of * choosing a Valentine,” as it is called 
on this day, is too well kaown to need explanation. ‘The origin of this custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisputably of very ancient date. Valentine was 
a picaurten of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius 11, at Rome,

16. Septuagesima Sunday.—Septuagesima Sunday, a Sunday dependent 
upon Lent. as that season is upon Easter. It isto be considered as the prepara- 
tion forthe fast of Lent. Its observation was instituied by Pope Gregory the 
Great. ‘The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quadragesima, and the three weeks preceding, having been appro- 
priated to the gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays of these 
weeks were called by names significant of tteir tion: and reckoning by De- 
cudes (tenths), the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, received its present title 
of Quinquagesima, the second Sexagesima, and the third Septuagesima. 


MARCH. 


5. Ash Wednesday.—The primitive Christians did not commence their. 
Lent, uoti the Sunday now called the first in Lent, Pope Felix lil, inthe year 
487, first added the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the 
number of fasting days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of 
ashes on the first of the four additional days, which give it the name of Dies Cine- 
rum, or Ash Wednesday, At the Reformation, this practice was abolished, ‘* a6 
being a mere shadow, or vain show.” 

9. Quadragessima, or first Sunday in Lent.—Ercombert, King of Kent, 
first appointed the fast of Lent in the year 641; succeeding generations 
marked the distinctions between the various foods. We find flesh to have been 
early prohibited doring Lent, though Henry VIII, published a proclamation 
17 1543, allowing the use of white meats. which coatinued in force until, by procta~ 
nuations of James I, in 1619 and 1625, and by Charles 1,in 1627 and i631, flesh 
was again wholly forbidden. ‘ n 

Ul. Shrove Tuesday.— After the people had made the confession required at 
this season, by the dicipline of the ancient Church, they were permitied to indulge 
io fe-tive amusements, although not allowed 10 partake of any repast beyond the 
usual substitutes for flesh ; ani! hence arose the custom, yet preserved, of eating 
pancakes and fritters at Shrovetide. On these days of authorized induleence, the 
Most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the Church; aud from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes of the age in which the Cernival originated, 
are alen to be traced the nearly exploded diversions of coch-fighting, and cock- 
throwing. 

17. St. Patrick—St. Patrick, from the eminent services he rendered the 
Insh, in converting them from idoiatry is called the Apostle an! Father of the 
Hiberatan Church, and is the Patron or tutelar saint of that island. , 
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+ %. ‘Annunciation or Lady Day.—The reformed Church celebrates this 
day as a joyful festival from the connexion between the circumatance commemo- 
tated, and the incarnation. “ Oar Lady” is the aocient and popular name of the 
Virgin Mary. % 

30. Mid lent Sunday.—This day received its appellation, hecause it is the 
middle Sanday between Quadragessima and Easter Sunday. It is by some called 
the Mothering Sunday, a term expressive of the ancient ucage of visiting the Mo- 
ther, or Cathedral Churches of the several dioceses, when voluntary offerings 
were made, which are now called Eester Offerings.

THE CBLESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 


Te su aempogaible tor any, one, learned, or ygtearned, to live through the year; 
os even through the months, or the day, without nolicing, the tofpence which the 
ehangiug posions of the hyaveoly bodies, have upon bis own comiort, and apon 
the atue of all things around him. Thus 1 the book of wonder, which, ar the fires 
dawatng of reason, woth individuals aod nations, attempt to read. lt is.alwaye 
open; oo. perceptian is sq dull as not to be able, to trace its greater lines; and, 
from the magnitude of these, sad the unerring cestarnty. of Tecurrence at 
their regular times, and the changes which they produce upon every thing that 
grows or lives, it is difficult to imagine the existence of a mind, so tncurious ae 
not to from to itself some theory of their nature and causes. 


Ina counjry like England. where the changes ate.so frequent, and tbe cans 
tract so strikigg, the sybject ig congiantly before every body; and be it in city or. 
oa common, in hall os in hut, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the very first topics.of conversauon, Lf even. in tha centre of a crowded cvy, 
where onture is, as itwhere, excluded, and man and ast rule supreme,—it there, 
amid all the displaza of manufacture. all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
snd altthe newe of nations, the phenomena of the day aad the year can clam 
the attention, how much more must they do, this. to the people whe are seat. 
tered over the cous.try, and spend: most of their tune io the open rir? To all these, 
that: golame, of which the Almanac is the index, is a daily buok to maa; aod 
especially: to those who heve. oot had the advaeiages of education, it is the 
enly book. 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice of all, 
but of which the philesophy lies in the depths of science, must be the meane 
either of great good or of‘ great evil; for, upon any subject that inreresia the 
mind powerfully. it knowledge be not planied superstition is sure to spring up of 
itown accord. That he who knows nothing may be made to believe any thing 
ie found to be a maxim of but too geveral truth; and upon no subject has ine 
tath beeo more frequently verified than upon the one under consideration. 1a 
the early ages of the world, and before revelation had substituted a moral aod 
intellectual:system for an ideal aad superstitions one the pheaomena of the year 
and more especially.the luminaries that are attendant upon and produce these 
phenomena were acknowlgiged: and worshipped as gode— substituted ia the placa 
of. Him who-e instruments they are, and-who implanted ia them those properties 
and assigned them those motions, in consequence of which they produce these 
effects. In-muuliliine them. for this purpose, there.is no dovbt that the artful por- 
tion! of: society employed ali their cunning, io order to eusiave the minds of the 

tucde, and enable themselves to profit by the darkaess which they occasioned, 
Butit the subject iteelt had not been the beat adopted. for superstition, the very 
eunning which made use of it would bave necessarily chosen that which answered 
its purpose betters, So fer, however tesearch can be made into the: eariy 
history of mantiod the sum the moon, aod-such stage es. have any: thieg remarka- * 
: oe 
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ble in their appearance, have been the first’ objects of adoration; and that adora- 
tioa has always been the more masked, in proportion as the appearance of the 
leminaries have beeothe more varied. We find it much more in the Laplander 
and the inhabitaat of Greenlaud who have their months of summer's day and 
winter's night, thaa we do in those tropical countries, where the day is always of 
nearly the same legeth and where fluoding rain and buroing drought are the chief 
phenomena that vary the year. 


+ But the superstiti doration of the celestial appearance is not confined to 
the early and Barbarous state of nations, When this superstition was expelled 
from religioa ant the luminaries were deprived of their godship, they did not at 
ouce lose the whole of their consequence; but held their place as the agents and. 
arbiters of buinao destiny. Upon this arose a system of superstition, which left 
not a thing in nature, amember of the human body or an event of human life 
upon which it did not lay hold. The individual bodies had each their special 
virtues, their good or their bad influence; these were modified by the grouping of 
nto constellations and from the pusitions of the sun, moon, sad planets, 
among these there arose other compound iofuences till the system became as 
gomplicated as it waa ridiculous. So firmly was this believed at one ti 
nothing could be doue or undertaken without a previous consultation of stars, to 
Sind out whether it was their pleasure that the issue should be prosperous; and 
the aspect of the stars at a man’s birth was admitted to have ten times as mach 
infuence upon his success in life, as his talents, his education, and his conduct. 
Jadeed it had mach more; ‘or if it was not the pleasure of the stars—and the 
revealing of that was committed entirely to the astrologer —the man could not act, 
er be educated or even born. Lf one wished to know whether any substance 
would answer any purpose, he did not try it. he consulted the moon; and if any 
thing was lost search was not maile for it the moon was questioned through the 
medium of the astrologer, who always contrived, by his confederates to be ia 
possession of as many lost things as kept up the credit of the craft, 


By this most absurd system of superstition the reason and common sense of 
the people were rendered completely useless; and which was far worse the foun- 
dation of morality was completely taken away.—because, if the success or the 
failtire the good or the bad of human actions, did not depend upon men them 
selves, but upon an unerring destiny, to be read in the aspect of the stars there wi 
anend of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, as the destiny w: 
fixed, no effort on the part of the man could alter it—indeed he could make ne 
effort, unless that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at his nativity. 


When superstition had thus destroyed both the intellect and the morals of 
mankind, the absurdities ito which it led them were endless; and as any subject 
in order to be wondered at, requires only to be incomprehensible, the delusion be- 
eame very geoeral. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributes a little to this ; 
ewan the well informed talk about * stars” and “destinies.” and these who have 
little information believe that these words have a literal signification. The disposi- . 
tion which all people haye to pry into the future also tenda ta perpetuate this su-~ 
perstition, The proper key to the futute is indnc'ion from the past ; but the proper 
sae of that supposes habits of observing and reasoning which cannot yet be regard- 
ed an general among the people of any country ; so, they who cannot anticipate the 
furure, by connecting it with the present and the past, still follow after the dein. 
ton notonly of astrologers—mvon-and-star men,—but fortune-telling impostors 
of all sorts; and the delusion is helped to be perpetuated by those publicatioes 
in which the nousence of astrolugy is still retailed to the public, 

‘These circumstances render it necessary that the phenomene of the year should 
be explained in the wost simple and philosophic manner. that the real c of 
those phenomena should be mace palpable to the most ordinary capacity 
that it should be plain to every one, that there ig no mystery ia the —~that 
the revolutions of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances o' eason., 
aod nothing more. The motives of thera have, in fact. a0 more influence vpon . 
the comluet and the destinies of mankind than the motion of a river towards the 
‘eva, or the fal! of a stone to the ground, when it in oot borne yp by some thing 
that can support its weight; and it would be just as rational to ealeulate the 
ot a maa fromthe motion of the Uhames towards the ‘nea as from the . 
mo! of the moon or the planets. Nay. the revolution of a coach-whee) upoa 
the xoad had just as mueh todo with human destiog as the motion of the heavenly , 
bodies; acd when,.in its revolution upon the dial, the miaute daad ef a vlock 
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passes over the hourhand, that has just as much inflaence upon the fate of nations 
or individuals as an eclips of the sun or the moon, 


With the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun, and the light 
of the moon, and still fainter illumination of the stars, there ia no reason to infer 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that of gravitation, upon 
the earth itself; and as their influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can have 
no effect whatever upon the minds or conduct of men, any more than can be pro- 
duced by the natural or artificial motion of any other substances. So far as the 
luminaries make men more or less comfortable at the time they have an influence 
—as the genial temperature of the day raises the epirits in the same way, apd to 
the same extent that they are raised by a similar temperature of a common fire, 
or the light uf the moon enables a man to find his way at night, just in the same 
Physical he would find it by the same degree of lamp light: but beyond there 
way ag effects. there is, and there can be, nothing. If the Juminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same leneth of time at the same height above the 
horizon. it matters not in what sien of the zodiac orin what part of the heavens 
it may make its appearance, any more tha: signifies whether the fire by which 
one is warmed, or the lamp by which one is lighted, ip one of the east or the 
west of St. Paul's; and it would be just ae philosophical to calculate the tuture 
destiny of a man trom the “ house” in which he happened to be born, as trom 
the *‘ house” of the planets at the time of his birth. Indeed it would he much 
more 0; for if intelligence and good seuse happen to be lords of the ascendunt in 
the honse of the parent, they are very rational grounds for predicting the future 
welfare of the child; and so, also ignorance dissipation, and vice in the pareut 
are far more malignant espects for the infant that has the misfortune to be bora 
under them, than any configuration which either the stare, or any thing else out 
of any family can assume, 


There wasa time when not the people merely but the titled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclipse of the sun or moon, oF 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why? Beeause they are of 
comparatively rare occurrences and when mankind do vot know the rational cause 
of any thing, they always from to themselves a superstitious one. A candle is to 
the inmares of a room at night what the sunis to the inhabitants of the earth du- 
ting the day ; it gives them light, and, if the fiame be large enough it gives them 
heat. If, too, there bea mirror upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflected by the mirror is throne fato a room which the caudle toes not 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlightto any one who happens to be 
there, Now, if one of the family were to stand between another of the family 
and the candle, the candle—their sun for the time— would be just as much eclip- 
sed to the one from whose sight it were hidden, asthe sun of the world is when 
the moon comes between it and the earth; andso also if any one placed himself 
in such manner. as that his shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror— the tempo- 
rary moon of those in the dark chamber—would be just as much eclipeed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and the sun, deprives it of 
the light of that luminary, and prevents it from reflecting that light to the earth. 
Well is there aay person in his senses that would say, that because one of a family 
had come between another and the candle, or between the candle and the looking 
glass, that some direful calamity would befal the family, or that they would 
inevitably have a brawl or a law-suit with the folks at the next cottage; and yet 
the consequences just mentioned are pre y of the same nature with the eclipses 
of the sun and moon; and from their nearness they have much more effect on the 
inhabitants of the cottage than the celestial ones can have upon the inhabitants 
of the earth. A temporary waot of light isthe whole effect in both cases; and 
ac that of the celestial eclipse ix never so complete as in the case of the candle 
and the mirror. it is. except as a matter of curiosity, or as fixing a point of time 
of much Jess consequence than the other, 


With regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same as if one were to come 
into the room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch were to rnn against some. 
body or set fire to the house. So also, it the comet be a solid substance. and if 
the light which it emits be of the burning kind, (for comets are so distant, and 
eontjnye so short a time, that we are uugble to be certain about their uature,) 14

mightif it came in contact with the earth, shatter it asa cannon ball shatters a 
house, or born i! as a red-hot short ora shell does ; but as long as we are out of 
its way, we are just as sate from harm as we would be it we stood on a high cliff 
and saw rockets let off ten miles atsea. A rocket let off in Vauxhall Gardens 
has just as much influence on the fate of nations and individuals, as all the comits 
that ever appeared; and if the stick of the rocket happened to fall upon any 
body, it would have a good deal more. 


There was atime when the “ Jack-o’-the-lantero”—inflammable air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish—both of which, in a certain state of 
rottenness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as something 
alarming; but as every bungler in chemistry can now prowduce the same appear- 
ances whenever he pleases, they have ceased to be regarded with any degree of 
aovrehension, 


All these follies, with which people wasted their time, disturbed their imagi- 
vations, and made themselves uneasy, resulted trom the want of a little—a very 
little-—sober and independent thinking. Effects must be similar to their causes; 
and every subject which is matter cannot affect the mina in any other way than 
by affecting the body. The arsenic which lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores of the Apothecaries’ Company, is just aa 
deadly in its nature as that which bas, by accident, crime, or madness, got into 
the human stomach. But while it remains there it poisons nobody; and though, 
by continually alarming himself about it. a man of weak mind might, in time, 
bring himself to believe that it would; and though this shou!d injure his health, 
or even frighten him to death the arsenic ~ould be quite innocent of the matter. 
What would even the most ignorant man now living think, if he were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to be stolen from the stores of the Grand Signior, 
brought to London, and burned according to the tules of art, it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey? Well, there was atime when the belief of 
such an influence in powder was far more prevalent than that of the influence 
of the appearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 


The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter — 
inanimate. and, of course. without avy power of thinking and acting as whole— 
though they may have different classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that the earth has; and it may be, that while we are frightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon, the people on that luminary are 
in the same alarm at our planet. But bodies placed at so great a distance from 
each other, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
saving that of gravitation, and light and heat, which will, of course, change with 
every change of position and distance. As, if the moon be far north in the sky, 
it will be longer “ up,” or above the horizon. to us in thece northern latitudes; 
if it be near to the sun, on the eastern side. it will shine in the early part of the 
night; if it be near, on the western side, it will shine in the latter part of the night ; 
if it be directly opposite to the sun, it will, if just as far north in the sky, rise at 
sunset and set at sunrise ; if it be farther north, it will rise before the sun sets, 
and set after the sun rises ;—if south of the sun, it will rise after sunset, and set 
before sunrise ;—and if it he in the same partof the sky with respect to east and 
west, as the sun, it will rise and set at the same time with that luminary, and not 
he seen, unless it be also in the same part of the sky, with regard to north and 
south; and in that case it will come, in whole or in part, between the earth and 
the sun, according as their places are exactly or only nearly the same, and orca. 
sion a total ora partial eclipse of the sun. All the changes of the moon, with 
regard to shape and time of appearance, take place in every lunar month, from 
one new moon to another. All the variations, of appearances, eclipses and other 
phenomena, recur in a perind of about nineteen years; and any of them may be 
fore told by one who hasa knowledge of astronomy. 


There are some other particulars in the moon’s appearance, upon which 
Fuperstition is still apt to lay hold. and predict, if not something as to human lite 
at least something avout the weather which is a fertile subject for imposture. One 
of them is the position of the cusps. of points. of the new moon when first seen, 
These are always both at equal distances from the suo, and, of course, thei stanid- 
jog straight, or leaning backwards, or forwards, depends upon the distance that 
the moon is north or south of the sun. Any one can see this by a very simple 
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experiment. Take an orange or an apple, o1 any thiog round, and hold it in your 
lett band between you and the cand!e, onty as tar to the lett as that the light wall 
shine on a part of itio the shape of a new muon. This moon may be much 
narrower or broader, acocurding a8 you bold it nearet or further trum the line 
between you and the candle. If you hold 1 just as high as the candle, the line of 
the points will be upright; if you move it higher the candle, the hne will lean 
backwards, more and more as it is raised; and it you move it down Jower than the 
andle, the line will lean torward, more aad more as it 18 lowered, 


Two other peculiarities of the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those who are iguorant of the causes are, ‘‘ the harvest moon,” 1p Septem. 
ber, aud ** the hunter's moon,” in Marcu; the former ot which, when near the 
full, rises for several nights at nearly the same hour, and the letter, at the same 
age, is equally remarkable for the «iffereace between the times of 118 rising. The 
moon moves nearly to the same distance from the sun every day, but it moves ta 
2 path, the one-half of which is much nearer the north than the other; aod this 
¥s the case also with the appareot anoual path of the sun; that luminary eppear- 
ing much nearer to the north 19 summer than in winter. ‘Thus, when the mooo is 
moving northward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northwara, 
and rises earlier ; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it ap- 
proaches to the horizon, and setsearlier. The full moon cap be in the former 
position only in September or Octover, and in the latter ia March or April; and 
hus the harvest and hunter’s moons are occasioned. 


Such are the principal changes in the moon's appearance ; they are all to. be 
explained upon the simple facts of the motioas of the moon and the earth; and, 
theretore, they neither have, uor can have, any of those influences which supe 
tion, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 


The plaoets being all much more remote from the earth than the muon is, and 
having hittle difference in their appearances, saving what arses from their own 
motions and that of the earth round the sun, have little about them that claims 
atlention, a8 connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon tne 
earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way aflecis 
the comfort or the ordinary pursuits of maokind,they have none whatever: aid 
tuerefore, the explanations of their appearances and motions may very properly 
be left to the study of astronomy. 


Thus, the only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the pheuomena of the year, is some account of the annual appearances ot the 
sun—that grand sourse of light, and life,aad enjoyment, to all the animal aod 
vegetable tribes. 


lp order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
amuch knowledge of geography and astronomy it may not be improper to been 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as arising from the real 
rotation of the earth. When a round body, such as an orange, or a billiard bai, 
is made to whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, although 
there may be pa mask upon it, one can easily perceive that there ia one pomt ia 
the middle of the upper part of it, round which all the rest turns, just as a wherl 
turos upon an axle; and if one could see it from below, there would be found a 
similar point in the middle of the unter part, round which the whole would be 
seen to turn. These two fized points would be the poles of the ball or orance; ant 
if we imagine a line drawn from the one, through the centre to the other, that hua 
would be the azis of rotation. The earth turns round from west to east every 
twenty-four hours, in the very same manner: only, instead of being supported 
upop any thing like the ba!l or the urange, it is kept in its place by the mutual 
attraction between it and the sun, If we make a little mark any where upen the 
ball, and imagine ourselves to be living there, the candle which stands still upon 
the table would appeas to move in the contrary direction to that of the bali. It 
the candle be held just as high as the middle of the ball, the mark. wherever we 
place it, (say in the upper part, half way to the centre or pole,) will pass one- 
half of its revolution through the light of the candle, and the other half not. Ta 
(the mark being still in the same place) the candle be raised higher up thao the 
centre of the ball or (which will have just the same effect) if the ball is put lower 
down than the candle, the, mark will pass through the light for a longer me of 
each rotation than it is ia the dark; and if the candle be held further down that 
the centre of the bail, or the ball raised higher than the centre of the candle, the 
mark will pass through the light for a shorter time than it does thiuugh the daik- 
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ness on the other side. Also, the increase of light in the former case, and the 
decrease in the latter, will be the greater, the farther the centre of the ball 1s 
below or above the candle, and the nearer the mark is to the pole or point round 
which the upper part of the ball seemstoturn. If we call the upper pole of the 
ball the sorghpole the mark (rather more than a third of the upper half from that 
pole) any place in the British islands; and suppose the.ball to be the earth, and 
the candie the sun, we have before us the whole principles of the motions that 
produce the changes of the seasons. 


we have only to imagine a level plane, or even flate surface, to pass through 

the centre of the suo; that the exis upon which the earth turns iound is always 

upright to that place; that the orbit, or path. which the earth moves in during the 

year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, aad the other below ; and that this orbit 

has an inclination, or makes an angle of about twenty-three degrees and a half 

with the plane each way, then if we further imagine, that the worth pole of the 

earth ia uppermost and that the earth, in moving round the orbit trom west tu east, 

. performs a9 many rotations as there are days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the seasons, 


If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing through the centre of the sun, is immediately before us and nearest 
to us; then the point at which it meets the level plane. in descending, will be the 
one farthest to ike tight of the sun; that where the earth is farthest below the level 
plane will be the one at the greatest distance, and right before us; and that at 
which the earth meets the level plane in asce nding towards us, will be the one 
moet remote from the sun on our left hand, 


The first of these points will be the shortest day to those in the northern he- 
misphere; and for the quarter ofa year from that to the second point, the day 
there, will always be less than twelve hours, and the night more. 


The second point will be the vernal equinox,—equal day aod night in the 
apring; aud in the quarter from thence to the third point, the days in the aoorthera 
hemisphere will always be more than twelve hours, and the nights less. 


The third point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern hemis- 
phere ; and in the quarter from that tu the fourth point, the day will be again more 
than twelve hours, and the night less. 

The fourth point will be the autumnal equinox,—equal day and night 
autumn; aod ia the quarter from thence tothe point at which we supposed the 
earth to set out, the day will be, asin the quarter first noticed, less than twelve 
hours, and the night more. 


Ir is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearaaces of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
#horter than the night; it will decrease during the first part of that half, and 
Tengthen again, at the same rate, during the second. Also, in the whole half be- 
Jow the plane, the day will be longer than the night. It will lengthen dyring the 
first part, and shorten at the same rate during the second, 

On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
day 1s not seen, except by all the stars that are round the heavens coming to the 
south in succession at midnight; and the sun being farther north at rising and 
setting, and bigher at mid-day when the day lengthens,—and the reverse when 
it shortens, 

The lengthening and shortening are not atthe same rate at all times of the 
year ; for it is not the absolute distance of the earth trom the level plane, but the 
change of distaoce between one day and another that makes the difference of 
their tenths. Now, if any one take two rings of boops of any kind, and put 
the one across the centre of the otber, alittle obliquely, be will see that they 
recede from each otber most rapid] the two points where they cross, and tbat 
mid way between these points there ig a considerable space where they are uear- 
ly at the same distance. Therefore, the days must lengthen and shorten most 
y at the equinoxes, and be for some little time of nearly equal lengths 
i summer xod mid winter. 

‘The different duration of the day, and the different beigbts of the sun, ara 
the causes of those variations of natural beat which so beautifully diversify the 
year,

AFFGHANISTAN. 


Dost Masoumeo Kaan, one of the Brothers of Furttsa Kaan, the celebrated Vizier of 
Maumoon, and chief of the Barickaye Clan, the most powerful in Affghanistan had for some 
years ruled this country previous to the Restoration of Saau Soosan oo} Maopk in 1838. On 


the death of this Prince, Dost Manomep again assumed the reins of Government which be still 
holds, 


On the base aud cruel murder of Futtea Kaan by Manmoop at the instigation of 
Prince Kamran, his brothers revolted from their allegiance uuder the guidance of Azeem 
Khwo, the Governor of Casbmere, and drove Mabmood and his son from Sabul. Azeem 
Khan in the first instance offered the vacant throne to Shah Soozan, (considered the legitimate 
King by the British Government,) but offended by some personal slight, withdrew his support, 
Sad placed in bis room, Eyoon, a Brother of Saooya, who was content to take the trappings with- 
out the power of royalty. On Azeem Kuan’s death, bis Brothers dissatisfied with their position 
conspired against his son, HUBBEB OoLLan KHAN, and seizing bis person, by threats of blowing 
him from a Gua, induced bis mother to deliver up the residue of Azeem Khan's immense wealth. 
Eyoos's sou was killed in these disputes and he himself alarmed by these scenes of violence fed 
to Labore, Dost MAHOMNED, the most talented of the Brothers, then took possession of the throne 
and became de facto King of CaBut. Sere pit Kaan accompanied hy four Brothers carried off 
ebont balf a million sterling of AZEEM Kuan’s money, and seated himself in CaNDAna, as a0 
inuependept Chieftain. He and one of bis Brothers are dead ;

The family of the princes of Oude are descended from Maen MaHOMMED AMEEN, of a noble 
family in Persia, who came to India in the reign of BenaDour SHau, and was reoeived into the 
Imperial service, under the name of Saapur Kaan. He was appointed to the Government of 
Oude in 1719 on the accession of MéHaMED Saab to the throne of Delhi. He had no son, and 
‘was, therefore, succeeded by bis nephew and sonin-law. MuNsoeR ALLY Kaan, who teck the 
litle of Suroer June. He was succeeded by Suss-oot-DowLa, who was aguin succeeded by 
‘Agory-up-Duwta. On the death of Asopa-U0-DowLa without any male issue, bis spurious son 
Viziek ALLY, assumed the reins of government, but his illegitimacy bejug diseovered, he was 
after a reign of four months deposed, aod SaabuT ALLY Kwan, the brother of Asopd-uD.DowLa 
ascended the musnud on the 2ist of January, 1798, He died in 1814 and was succeeded by 
Son Guazi-vD-p1gn Hyper, who relinquished the title of Newab, in 1819 and assumed that of 
King; he died in 1827 and wus succeeded by his son SH ZUMAN, who assumed the titles of « His 
Majesty Asoo Nussex, Koorak-oon- Den, Souiman Jan, SULTAUN, ABDIL NoUsankwan Zeman,

The family name of the (said to bo) deposed King of Barmah, or that given to him by bis 
Grand father, is Maung Kbaupg, but it is aot considered respect(al to mention this uume Having 
obtained as an appanage, and beld until be assumed the throne, the rich district of Tharawaa, 
Which contains the principal teak forests im the country, be was always styled Tharawads, 
Men, tba, or Prince of Tharawadi, He was born ou.Wednesday the 6th of September 
and be is therefore now (Ist January 1844) im bis 59th year. His father was the Heir apparent 
tothe throne when Colonel Symes visited Amarapura, and whom that oficer culls Ency 
Teekien, more properly, Aimye-thakhen, or Ain-ye-Meng, Lord or Prince of the Eastern 
House. His Grand father was Colonel Symes's Minderagee, more properly Meng-dara-gyee, 
the Great King of Righteousness, oue of the titles borne by the Kings of Burmab ; but bis 
subjects now refer to bim as Pho.dau-gyeg, the great royal Grand-fatber, or Badcoun Tbukben, 
the Lord of Badoun, the town which he bad held before he came to the throne He died on 
the 6th June 1919 and was succeeded by the present King's ElWer Brotber once known as 
Toa gaiu-meng.tha, Prince of Tsagain, with the family anme of Maung Tsen, the same who en- 
fuged in war with the British Government, and who was dethroned by the present mouarch 19 
the wonth of April 1837.

In Jane 1837 the deposed King deserted his Brother's Capital of Ava. which bas now become 
a ruin, and proceeded sisty miles (o the northward, with the ostensible object of building a 
aew city there, but in reality for the purpose of esceping from the British resident, for on the 
withdrawal of that officer, the King retarned, and establiebed himself in bis Grand-father's city 
of amarapara, which is now again the Capitol of tue country. 


By his principal Queen he bas a grown up son end daughter, the former now styled Taung- 
dweng-gyaung Mengtha, Prince of Taung-dweng-gyaung, and the latter highly skilled im 
Burmese science, particularly astrology. By bis numerous inferior Queens he has several 
other children, tbe principal of whom isa bold, spirited character, formerly named Tait-teng- 
ayee, but since his father's accession to the throne styled, from the town the revenues of which 
be enjoys, Pye Meng-tha or Prince of Prome. Besides him, and the King's Uncle, the Pbi- 
losopher-Prince of Mekkbara, the Lhwottau or grand council of the kingdom now cousists of four 
‘Woungyees, two of whom are, Maung Shwe-za, who was Governor of Rangoon during 
Major Canning’s mission in 1811-12 and Maung Dauk-kyee, who beld the same office when 
Colonel Benson was deputed to the Court of Ava in 1838, 


Shortly after the present king seized the tbroue, be put to death the late Monarch's only son, 
the Tsakya Meng, bis principal Queen, her Brother Meng-tha-gyce, or the great Prince, and 
most of the ministers and Chief officers of the late Government. The life of the late Monarch 
however, has been spared and be is not ill-treated excepting in being kept #8 @ state prisoner 
‘The country is stated to be in a very unsettled state, and there is now mo Burmese officer of 
saperior rank and authority to the southward of the Capital. Every town and almost villoge bas 
ita own petty governor independent of all interference excepting from the Court itself. Com= 
mercial speculations also are hazardous, particularly as the present King bas endeavoured te 
destroy his principal Sea-port town of Rangoon, where British subjects are now not sure of pro~ 
tection and freedom from official exactions and molestation ; and it is very important tbat it 
should be generally known, that the Government of India declined to interfere when a-com~ 
plaint was submited toit by a British Commander of ill.usage at Raugoon. Although the 
yelations of the British Government with the preseut King continue in an uusatisfactory state 
and no British Officer resides in Burmab, there is no ground for supposing that be entertains the 
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smallest idea of risking a war with us. On the coptrary, strong hopes may now be entertained 
25 two of the most violent of the war party, the King’s Son Talt-teng-bhyu, and the Mya.wade 
Woonsyee, have been recently carried off by Cholera, that the convenience and advantage of 
re-establishing amicable relations with the British Government will be acknowledged by the 
King of Burmab. 


The following may be considered as a fair translation of the state aud title of the King's 
of Bormah :—«His most glorious and excellent Majesty the Lord of the Tsbadden, King of 
Elephants, Master of many White Elephants, and Proprietor of Mines of Gold, Silver 
Rubies, Amber and the Noble Serpentine, Sovereign of the Empires of Thunaparanta ang 
‘Tampadipa and other great Empires and Countries, and of all the Umbrella wesring Chief, 
the Supporter of Religion, the Sun-descended Monarch, Arbiter of Life, and great King of 
Righteousness, who bears the honorary name (in Pali) of the Mlustrions in the three worlds, 
the King of Kings, possessor of boundless dominion and supreme wisdom, and great King 
of Righteousness.” 


His dominions consist of Barmah Proper, the old kingdoms of Toung-ngu and Pegu, and 
the shan States and Districts of Kale, Thanngthut, Khanti, Mogaung, Bamo, Monbyen, Momait’ 
Main Louo, Taung-bain, Thsinni, Kaingmah, Main Mein, Main Leng-gyib, Kyain Youn-gyib, 
Kyeintoun, Kyain Khyaing, Thibo, Thoun-zey, Moneh, Kyain-toung, Kyain-kbam, Nyaung-yur, 
Légya, Mauk-me, Mobye, Main Pyin, Main Pun, Main Pan, Main Kaing. Naung.mua, Thigit 
Tabet, Youk-zonk, Main Tsait, Enle, &., allof which States and districts however are differ- 

~ ently named, more or less, by the Shans themselves. 


KINGDOM OF SIAM. 

The King’s usual titles are, «The God Buddb who dwells over every head, the Lord 
of life and roaster of the Palace*, His dominions consist of Siam Proper, of the Shan States 
ef Clvbiang Mai, Lamp,hun, Lak,hon, Meuang Nan, Meuang Fang, Lan-ch’hang, Luang P,bus- 
ang, Ch’biung Sen, Ch’btung Rai, and others, of part of the old kingdom of Cambodia, and 
ef the Malayan States of Queda and Patani. 


The present King is the same person whom Mr. Crawfurd saw as Prince Krom Chiat a 
Bongkok in the year 1822, He was ibe eldest son by an inferior wife of the late King, whom he 
succeeded on the 2ist July 1824, with the general consent of the Country, and he isnow about 50 
years of age. His successor, it is supposed, will be bis brother Chao Fa, « Lord of Heaven,” the el- 
dest son of the Inte King by bis principal Queen, The other Members of the Royal family of Siam 
are said to amount to nearly three thousand. 


KINGDOM OF NEPAUL. 

‘The Ex-Mabaraja Ras Rasenpaa Vicram San, King of Nepal, succeeded his father at the 
early age of two years; he is the son of Giaivan Jupoaa Vikaam San, the son of Paitawt Pau 
‘Sag, the successor of Ru Baxapur the son of Stvo Peataus, the son of PurTai Nansain, the 
Goorkbali conqueror of Nepaul, who subdued it in 1768. 


The death of the Ex Rajah’s father is one of those, which Princes whose caprice 
to the law, have met with. Guinivan Juppga Vikram San having caused a pagoda, like that of 
Jaggernath, to be erected, ordered similiar obedience to be paid to it, This excited dissatis- 
faction amongst bis people ; and one of his brothers took advantage of this opportunity of 
revenging the death of another brother, who bad been put to death by tbe eradication of his 
eyes, by order of the Rajah. He accordingly went to the Court, and pretending to remonstrate 
with him on the injustice of bis late order, struck him with his sabre. He was, however, imme- 
diately killed by the Cuusy Bhimsen, who was present, and the infant prince was placed om 
the Musnud. On the night of the same day, three hundred persons, on whom any suspicion 
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fell, were, it is supposed, put to death by the Causy's order. Nepaul is tributary to Chine 
from the year 1793. In May 1847, Mabaraja Ray Rasenpaa Vimeam Sag, wes deposed, and 
his son clevated to the Guddee ander the title of « Maberaja Duras?

Before the formation of a treaty of perpetual alliesce with the Raglish, on the 13th 
October, 1800, the subadary of the Deccan bad suffered continual disturbance, When Asops 
gab Nizam-nl-moolk returned from Delhi, in 1740, he fought in 1741, bis son Nazin Jona 
who bad rebeiled against him. Nizavo-ul-moolk died in 1748, from which time, to the yeat 
1763, a period of 1b years, three princes had ascended the Musnud, and were successively 
assassinated.

His Highness Mabarajah Ali Jab Jyajee Rao Scindia, the adopted son of, Janno Rio 
Seindia, succeeded to the Government on the 4th February 1843, om the death of hie predeces- 
sor, JanKO Rao who was elected by Baiza Bai,the widow of Dow.sr Rav Scindia ; the nephew 
of Mapnasee Scindia, the son of RanosEs Scindia. 


The family of Scindia are Sudras, of the tribe of Ku 
employed by Peishwa Bajerow, as the bearer of bis slippers, from which situation he rose to 
eminence; and when Bajerow having succeeded his father, Biswanath Row, in the office of 
Peishwa, in May, 1720, came into Malwa ia 1731, Ranojee was a Marhatta cbicfain of high 
rank; so that the Sovereign authority of the Scindia family cannot have existed much moro 
than one hundred yeas,

His Highness Maharajah Biaswepen Sswars Beiwouw? Since, Banadoor, Beaapoen Juno, 
Rajah of Bhurtpore, succeeded his father in August, 1634; was displaced by ove of his cou- 
sins, DorsuN Sal, in March, 1825, but reinstated by the British Government, on the 19th of 
January, 1826; is yet a minor im age: the sop of Buupes Simon, the second brother of 
Ranabaan Sines, the eldest of the four sons of Ronseet Srnog, the son of Katey Sinon, the bro. 
ther of Rurron siNnox, the brother of JowaHus SINGH, the som of Sooas MULL, the founder of 
the priucipality, killed in 1763, 


‘The settlement of the Jauts, (of which tribe the Rajah of Bhartpore is,) in the Dooab of the 
Ganges and Jumna, is dated in 1700, when they migrated from the banks of the Indus. During 
Aurengzebe's last march towards the Deccan, CavRaMUN, the Jaut, pillaged the baggage of the 
Army, and with part of the spoil erected the fortress of Bhurtpore, The present prince, like 
may of his predecessors, is not legitimately descended being the son of a female slave of the 
mame of Saheb Romar, When a Rajah hasno sou, he purchases females, and the boy begotten 
en any of them, is adopted by the Rajaband the Paut Ranec. 

RAJAH OF KOTAH. 

‘His Highness Moganana Ram Sino, Basavoor, succeeded Mabaraja BisHEn Snow, Rajah of 

K otab. The son of Kiszous Rao, the son of Maha Rao Ouip SINos. 
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RAJAH OF INDOOR. 

His Hiehuess Maharaja Hoary Rao Bolkar the cousin and successor of Mocuaas Rao the 
hird, the adopted son and successor of Jeswont Rao Holkar, the brother of Cast Rao, the 
eldest of the four sons of Texasce Holkar, a chief who was elected to the Government of the 
Holkar state by Anittta Bat, on the death of her son Mattes Row. 

The Holkar family are of the Dhoongur or shepherd tribe. The derivation of the name 
Holkar, or, more properly, Hulkur, is from Hull a village, and Kur, sn inhabitant. 
Moozaan Rao, I was the first prince of the Holkar family; and the time when he obtained 
any local anthority was in 1728; the district of Indore was assigned to him in 1788. Be had only 
one son ,Kandi Row, who died in 1754, many years previous to his father’s death, and left an 
ouly son Mallee Row. He also died after a reign of nine months after the death of MouLnaR 
Row. The original family being thus extinct, ANTLLYa Bat elected TuxascE Hotkan to the 


Principality. He bad four sons, Cast Row and Movtuan Row by his wife, and Jeswont Row 
and Etojee by his mistress. 


RAJAH OF JOYNAGAR OR JYEPOOR. 

His Highness Ray Ragtnper, Sree Maharaja Duerar Sewaz Ram Sino, Bahedoor, the infant 
son of Maharaja Sewat Sion, Rajah of Joynagar, or Jyepoor, who is the son of JacaT SINGH, 
the sun of PaataP Sinau, the son of Manno SineH, the son of Ram Sine, the son of SeWAL 
Trane, who lived in the time of MesameD Sua. Tho young prince in of tender age and Rawcu 
Baiat Saut is the regent during bis minority, appointed by the British government. u 


RAJAH OF JOUDHPOOR OR MARWAR. 
His Highness Maharaja Toxa? Sino, Bahadvor, succeeded Maharaja MAUN SINGH, Rajab of 
Joudupuor or Marwar. He is of the tribe of Rhattore Rajpoots, 
‘The eattiest Rajab of this country on record was Maharaja Jeswont Singh, who having died 
near Cabul, in 1581, Aurungzebe, one of whose best geuerals the Maharaja was, gave orders 
forcibly to convert his children. The family were thus compelled to take refuge in the hills and 
woods, and on the death of Aurungzebe, regained their former possession. Ait Sinou, the grand 
on of Jeswont Singh, having rebelled. 


RAJAH OF BOGHELKUND. 
His Highness Mabaraja Biswanata Stnow, Rajah of Boghelkund which is perhaps the 
most ancient Hindu dynasty now existing in Tudi 


RAJAH OF BHOONDEE. 

His Highness Maba Rao Rajah Ram Stven, Rajah of Bhoonde, is of the Hara tribe. *Dur- 
ing the retreat of Colonel Monson, in 1804, the Bhoondee Rajah greatly assisted him in his dis- 
tress; and his conduct bas been auiformly friendly to the English; yet, at the peace of 1805, he 
was abandoned by the Government to the vengeance of the Mahrattas.* Hamiltvx, page \73. 


RAJAH OF OUDEYPORE. 

His Highness Manananag Surovr Sino,’ Rajah of Oudey pore. 

‘The family of the princes of Oudeypore, belong to the Sesodya tribe of Rajpoots, which is 
cousidered the most noble of all the tribes.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 


COINS.—Accounts are kept here in Rupees, with their subdi- 
visions, Aunas aud Pie; 12 Pie make 1 Agua; 16 Annas 1 Rupee. 


The standard of the Bengal money bas ever been silver. Gold is 
occasionally coined, but the great bulk of the currency is silver. 


There are various kinds of Rupees to be met with in Bengal, 
whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominations 
are the same. From this, and from the natives frequently punch- 
ing holes in the Rupees, aod filling up the vacancy with base mecal, 
and their wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coming 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the differeat provinces 
are of different values. This defect bas introduced a custom of em- 
ploying shroffs or money-changers, whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroffs, he examines them piece by piece, and 
arrangesthem accordiag to their fiueness; then by their weight; he 
then allows for the different legal battas upon Company’s Rupees, 
Siccas and Sonauts; and this done, the values in gross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are worth;so that the Rupee current 


is the only thing fixed, by which coin is valued. 


A Lacof Rupees is 1,00,000; and a Crore, 100 Lacs or 
1,00,00,000 Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores, Lacs, and single Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in the 
foregoing examples.

XVII. of 1835 and XXI. of 1838, will be as Act No, XVII. of 1835 re~ 
quires, viz.

The Sil- 
ver Coins issued from the Mints of Government, under Act XVII, of 
1835, if notcut, clipped, marked, or otherwise wilfully impaired, are 
legal tender for their full value, until by gradual wear, they bave lost 
two per cent. of their original weight,

For the conversion of the rupee into the equivalent currency of 
other nations, it is necessary to take into consideration the fluctuating 
relative value of the precious metals inter se, from the circumstance of 
gold being in some, and: silver in othe:s, the legal medium of circu- 
lation, A 

Ii is also necessary to take account of the mint charge for coining 
at each place, which addsa fictitions value to the local coin. The par 
of exchange is, for these reasons, a somewhat smbignous term, requiring 
to be distinguished under two more vefinite denominations, 1st, the 
iatrinsie par, which represents that case in which the pure metal cone 
tained iu the parallel denominations of coins is equal, 2nd, the come 
mercial par, or that case in which the current value of the coin at each 

lace (atter deducting the eeignorage levible for coinege) is equal: or 
in other words, ‘two sums of money of different countries are commer- 
cially at par, while they can purchase an equal quantity of the seme 
kind of pure metal.’* 

Thus if silver be taken from India to England, it must be sold to 
a bullion merchant at the market price, the proprietor receiving pay- 
ment in gold (or notes convertible into it.) The London mintis closed 
against the importer of silver ; which metal has not therefore a mini- 
moum value in the English market fixed by the mint price: although 
it has so in Calcutta, where it may always be converted into coin at a 
charge of 2 per cent. On the other hand, if » remittance in gold be 
made from this country to Englend, its out-turn there is known and 
fixed: each new Calcutta gold mohur being convertible into 1-66 or 
13 sovereign nearly; but tie price of the gold mohur fluctuates as 
considerably in India as that of silver does iu England, the natural 
tendency of commerce being to bring to an equilibrium the operations 
ef exchange in the two metals, 

The exchange between England and Indie, has therefore a two- 
fold expression ; for silver, the price of tbe sicca rupee in shillings and 
pence :—for gold, the price of the sovereign in rupees.

26c., yet itrose to 25 
jr. 50 ce. on one occasion (1840) after the change of a French 
Ministry. This fall and rise, in the relative value of money, priuci- 
pally takes place whenever there is‘a paper currency.

BRITISH-INDIAN WEIGHTS AND MEASURES, 


The unit of the British Indian ponderary system* is called the 
tolat. It weighs 180 grains English Troy Weight. From it up- 
wards, are derived the heavy weights, viz: Chitak, Seer, and Mun 
(or Maund) ;—and by its subdivision the small or jeweller’s weights, 
called mashas, ruttees, and dhans. 


= The advantages of this aystem are 

1. That the maand formed from the modified weight would be precisely eqnal 
to 100 English tray poonda: and 

2. That thirty-five seers wonld aleo be precinely eqnal to seventy-two pounds 
avoirdapois :—thns establishing a simple connection, void of fractions, between 
the two English metrical scales and that of India. 2

The Mun (or that weight to which it closely accords in value, 
and to which it is legally equivalent iu the new acale) bas been hi- 
therto better known — Europeans by the name of Bazar 
AMaund, but upon.its general adoption, under Regulation VII. 1833, 
for all transactions-of the British Government, it should be deno- 
minated the Barvisa Maunp, (in Hindee, Ungrézee Mun,) to distin- 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout the 
country*. 

The Passeree is, as its name denotes, a five-seer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of the scale; but as 
its use is very general, it hasbeen introduced for the convenience 
of reference. 

The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as tor every market, is generally referred to the 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, “the seer of so ma- 
ny tolas,” (or sicca, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 ¢olus. : 

The Chitak is the lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kacha ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, &c to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me- 
tals and coin; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi- 


* lo the same way the Madras, Bombay, and Furukhabad, rupes (when the 
siecs rupee is abolished, and an English aevice adonted,) mav be called “ the 
Baitisu Rursg,” and in the pative languages Ungrézee Rupya, 
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nation, and the tables of bullion produce (as seen in the foregoing 
pages) are calculated per 100 tolus. It is also usual at the mints 
to make the subdivisions of the tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, 
in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 


Mashas, ruttees, and dhans, are used chiefly by native gold- 
smiths and jewellers. They are also employed io the mative va- 
lvation by assay of the precious metals; thas 10 mashas fine, sig- 
nifies T0-J2ths pure, and corresponds to “1U-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 96 ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and

By Regulation V1] 1833, anew British Indian system of weights bas 
been ordered; but the change not being enforred ly any penal enactment 
the new weigbt has been adoptod by a very few European houses, while 
it is the only one in use at the several Government offices of Calcut a,— 
the Custom house, the Mint, the Treasury, the Bank, aud the Polce. 

The difference however between the new und the old system is 
extremely small ; viz. the unit or tolah was the old Moorshedabad 
rupee, and weighed 179,666 Troy grains. By the said Regulation the 
tolah és of 180 grains Troy, and they, fore exceeds the old one by one- 
third of a grain, which difference makes the new bazar or Indian 
mannd heavier than the old une by about ene chittak and a quarter, or 
2,22 ouncess Troy. 

The following tables have heen calculated on the old clements of 
Tedian weights, as being still of a mure geueral use, If it was necessary

An Act for regulating the appropriation of certain unclaimed shares of 
prize-money acquired by soldiers or seamen in the service of the East 
India Company. 

Sec. I. Prizeemoney (of soldiers) remaining in the bands of agente in 
India, to be paid over to the Eust-India Company at the settlements where 
such agente reside, and to be applied to Lord Clive’s fund. 

Sec. 2. That belonging to officers or men in the company’s sea service, to 
be paid over in like manner, for the use of Poplar hospital. 

Sec. 3. States the time when such payments to the company are to be made. 

Sec, 5. Required accounts 0 unclaimed shares to be delivered upon oath. 

Sec. 12. Not to bar claims to prize-money made witbio six years, after the 
same may have been paid over to the company.

CHAPTER IV. 


OF THB REGISTRY OF SHIPS. 


Ong great object of the registry acte, of which several existed previous to 
that now in force, has been to confine and secure to British-built ships the 
privileges conferred on them by the Navigation laws. For this purpose, all 
which are not registered as auch are excluded from the enjoyment of those 
privileges. The other prineipal objects have been, to make eimple, easy, and 
secure, the transfer of ships by sale, mortgage, &c., end to enable parties to 
ascertain, by mesns of a public register, the ownership of them. The only 
Act now ia force is 8 & 9 Vict, c, 89., the provisions of which statute follow 
at length,

§ 14. Addition to Declargtion, in ease the required Number of Owners 
do not attend.—In case the required namber of joint ewners or proprietors of 
any ship or vessel ehall not personaily attend to make and sabscribe the 
declaration hereinbefore directed to be made and subscribed, then and in sack 
case such owver or owners, proprietor or pro, y shall personally 
attend aad make andsubecribethe declaration aforesaid, shell further declare, 
that the part owner or part owners of sach sbip or vessel then absent, ie or are 
not resident within twenty miles.ofsuch port or place, and hath or have not, 
tothe best of his or their knowledge or belief, wilfully absented himeclt 
or themselves ia order to avoid the making the declaration hereinbefore di- 
Fected to be made and subscribed, or is or are prevented by illness from 
attending to make and subscribe the said declaration. 


Survey. 

§ 15. Vessels tobe surveyed previous to Registry—Ia order to enable 
the collector and comptroller of her Mujesty’s cuet-me to grant a certifi- 
fate truly and acearately describing every ship or vessel to be registered 
in pursuance of thisact, and also to enable sil other officers of her Majesty’s 
customs, on due examination, to discover whether any each ebip or vessel is the 
same with that for which a certificate is alleged to have beenyranted ; be it en- 
acted, that previous to the registering or granting of any certificute of registry 
as aforesaid, nme one or more person or persons apyointed by the com- 
missioners of her Mujesty’s customs (taking to his or thelr tance, if 
he or they shall jadge it necessary, one or more person or persone skilled in 
the building and admessurement of ships,) shall go on board of every such 
ship or vessel asis to be registered, and shall strictly and accarately examing 
and admeature every soch ship or vessel, as to all and every particular coo- 
tained in the form of the certificate herein-before direeted, in the presence of 
the maeter or of any other person who shall be appointed for thet purpose, on 
the part of the owner or owners, or in bia or their ahsence by the said 
master, and shull deliver a true and just accoant in writing of all euch 
particulurs of the build, description aud admeasore vent of every such 
ship or vessel as are specified in the form of the certificate above recited, 
to the colleetor and comptrol.er authorized, as aforeseld to make such registry 
and grant euch certificaie of registry®; and the seid master or other person 
attending on the part of the owner or owners is hereby required to siga 
hia neme sisoto the certificate of such surveying or examining officer, iu 
testimony of the trath thereof, provided such master or other person shall 
consent and agree to the several particulars ret forth und deserihed therein. 

§ 16, The Rule by which Tonnage of Vessels is to be ascertained.—From 
and after the commencement of this act, the tonnuge of every ehip,or vessel re= 
quired by law to be registered shall. previous to her being registered, be mea- 
sured and uscertained while her hold ie clear, and according to the following 
rule; (that is to say.) divide the leneth of the upper deck between tbe after- 
part of the stem and the fore-vart of the stern-post into six equal parte 
Gepthe; at the foremost, the middle and the aftermost of those pomts of divi- 
gion, measare in feet and decimal parts of a fuot the depthe from the 
under-side of the upper deck, to the ceiling at the limber atrake; in the cave 
of @ break in the upper deck, the depthe are to be measured from a line 
stretched in @ continuation of the deck ; breadth ; divide each of thore three 
depths into five equal parts, and measure the Inside vreadihs at the following 
points ; (videlicet) at one-fifth and at four-fifths fiom the upper deck of the 


* It in not necessary in future to insert in certificates of registry the tonnage of a 
vessel, according to the former and present modes of aimeasurement generally, but 
only in cases where veseels entitled to the privilege of carryiog bonded goods under 
the former rule of admeasurement, being of 70 tons and upwards, have the pris 
wilege continued to them, although of less than 60 tons wader the present mode of 
admeasusement.— Mia. C..C., 11th Aug. 1843, 
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foremort and aftermost depths, and at two-fiftha and four-fifths from the 
upper deck of the midehip depth ; length ; et half the midship depth mensure 
the length of the vessel from the alter-part of the stem to the fore-part of the 
stern-post ; then to twice the midship-depth add the foremust and the afters 
moet depthe, fur the suma of the depths; add together the upper end lower 
breadthe at the foremost divisions, three times the unper breadth and the lower 
breadth at the midship division, and the upper and twice the lower breadth at 
the after division, for the sum of the breadths; then multiply the som of the 
depthe by the eum of the breadths, and this product by the length, and divide 
tbe final product by 3500, which will give the number of tons for register. If 
the vessel have a poop or half-derk or a break in the upper deck, mensure the 
inside mean length, breadth, and height of such part thereof as may be inclad- 
ed within the bulkhead; multiply these three measurements together, and, 
dividing the product by 92,4, the quotient will be the number of tons to be 
added to the resalt as above found: in order to ascertain the tonnage of open 
vessels, the depthe are to be measured from the upper edge of the upper 
atrake. 

§ 17. Mode of ascertaining Tonnage of Steam Vessels.—In each of the 
several rules hereinbefore prescribed when applied for the purpose of ascer-. 
taining the tonnage of any ship or vessel propelled by steam, the tonnage due 
to the cubical contente of the engine-room shall be deducted from total ton 
nage of the vessel as determined by either of the rules afuresaid, and the reo 
mainder shall be deemed the true register-tonnage of the said ship or vessel ; 
the tonnage due to the cubical contents to the engine room shull be deter miued 
in the following manner ; (that is to say,) measure the inside length of the. 
epgine-roum in feet and decimal parts of a foot from the foremest to the 
aitermost bulkhead, then maltiply the said length by the depth of the ship 
or vesael at the midship division aa aforesaid, and the product by the ipaide 
breadth at the aame division at two-tiftha of the depth from the deck, taken 
20 aforesain, and divide the last product by 92,4, and the quo ient shall be 
Geetned the tonnage due to the cubical contents of the engine-room, 

§ 18. Length ant Cubical Contents of Engine-room to be set fo'th in 
Description of steam Vessel.—Toe tonnage due to the canical contents of the 
engine-room, and also the length of the engine-room, and also the length of 
the enziue-roum, shall be set forth in the certifi ute of registry ws part of the 
description of the ship or vessel, and that any alteration of such tonnage due 
to the cubicnl contents of the enyine- room. orof euch lenyth of the enyine- 
room after registry, shull be deemed to be an viteralon-requiring registry de 
novo, within the meaning of his Act 

§ 19. Rule for measuring Ships with Cargoes on board.—And be it 
enacted, that, for the purpose of ascertaining the tounage of ail such ebips 
ue there shall be occasion to measure while their cargoes are on board, the 
Jollowing rule shall be observed, and is hereby established ; (that is to eey,) 
measure, first, the length on the upper deck between the after-part «f the 
atem and the fore-part of the stern-post; secondly, the inside breadth on the 
under eide of the upper deck at the middie point of the length ; and thirdly, 
the depth from the under-side of the upper-deck down the pump-well to the 
skin; ma tiply these three dime.sions together, and divide the product by 
one hundred and thirty, and the quotient will be the amount of the register 
tonnazes of auch ships; ifthe vessel have» poop, or bal deck, ora break in 
the opper deck, measure the inside mean length. breadth aod heizht of snch 
part thereof as may be incladed within the balk head; maltiply these three 
Meaaurements together, and, dividing the product by ninety-two and four- 
tenths, the quotient will be tbe numter of tons to be added to the result 
above found 

§ 20. Amount of registered Tonnage to be earved on Main Beam.— 
The true umvuunt of the register tonnage of every shipor vessel required hy 
lew to be registered, ascertuined according to the rule by this Act establiched 
eha!l be deeply curved orcut in figures at least three inches in length ou the 
main beam of every such ship or veseel prior to her being registered. 
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§ 21. Not to alter Tonnage of Vessels uleady registered.—Nothing 
herein contained shail extend to alter the present mesure of tonnage of avy 
ship or vessel which shall-have been registered prior to the commencement of 
thie Act, unless in cases where the owners of any such ships shail require to 
have their tonnaye established according to the rule hereinbefore provided, 
or unless there shall be occasion to have any euch ship admeasured again on 
ferount of avy alteration which shall have been made in the form of burden 
of the eeme, in which cases only such ships sha'l be re-admeaeured according 
tothe said rnle, and their tonnaye registered accordingly. 

§ 22. Tonnage, when se uscertained, to be ever after deemed the Tonnage. 
—Whenever the tonnage of any ship or'vessel shall have been ascertained 
according to the rules herein prescribed, such secount of tonnage ebull ever 
alter be deemed the tonnage of such ship or vesvel, and shall be r peated in 
every subsequent registry of sach ship or vessel, unless it shall happen that 
any alteration hae been made in the form and burden of euch ship or vessel, 
orit shall be discovered that the tonnage of such ship or vessel had been 
erroneously taken and computed.

§ 23. Bond to be given at the Time of Registry—Conditions that the 
Certificate shail be solely made use of for the Service of the Vessel, or given 
up to be cancelled in certain cases —At the time uf the obtaining of the cer- 
tificate ot registry us aforeauid, sufficient security by bond shail be given to 
her Majexty, her heirs and successore, by the master and such of the owners 
@s shull personally uttend as-is hereinbefore required ; such security to be 
spproved of and taken by the p+tsun or pereons hereinbefore authorised to 
make such registry, and grant such certifi-ate of registry, at the port or place 
in which euch certificate shall be granted, iu the penalties following ; (that is 
to say,)—

snd the condition of every such bond shall be, that such certifies ate shal] not ba 
sold, lent, or otherwise disposed of to any person or persone whatever, and that 
the same shall be solely made ure of for the service of the ship or vessel for 
which itis granted; and that in case such ship or vessel shall be lost, or taken 
by the enemy, barnt,or broken up, or otherwise prevented from returning to 
the port to which she belongs, or shall on uny account have lost and forfeited 
the privileges of a British ship, or have been seized and legally condemned 
for illicit trading, or shall bave been taken io execution for debt, and sold by 
due process of law, or shall have been sold to the crown, or shall, under any 
eireamstances, have been registered de novo, the certificute, if preserved, ehall 

. be delivered up within one month after the arrival of the master in any port or 
place in her majesty’s domivions to the collector and comptroller of some port 
in Great Britain, or of tbe Isle of Man, or of the British pluntations, or to the 
governor, lieutenant-governor, or commander-in-chief, for the time being, of 
the islands of Guernsey or Jersey ; and that if any foreigner, or any person or 
persone for the use and benefit of any foreigner, shall purchase or otherwise 
become entitled tu the whole or to any part or shure of or any interest io sucts 
ship or vesrel, and the same eball be within the limits of any port of Great 
Britain, or of the islands of Guernsey, Jersey or Man, or of the British coloni 
plantations, islande or territories aforesaid, then and in sach case the certiB-ate 
of registry shall, within seven days after such purchase or transfer of property 
in such ship or vessel, be delivered op to the person or persons bereinvefore 
authorised to make registry and grant certificate of registry ut euch port or 
piuce respectively ag aforesaid ; end if such ship. or vessel enall be in any 
foreigu port when such purchase or transfer of property aball take place, thea 
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that the certificste shall be delivered up to the Brittsh consul, or other chief 
British officer, resident at or nearest 10 such foreign port, or if such ship or 
veasel ehall be at sea when such purchase or transfet of property shall teke 
place, then that the certifi ate shall be delivered up to the British consul, of 
other chief British officer, at the foreisn port or place in or at which the 
miaster or other person having or taking the charge or command of such ship 
or veasel shail first arrive after euch purchase or transfer of property at era, 
iinmediately after his arrival at such foreizn port; but if such muster or other 
person who had the command thereof at the time of euch purchase or transfer 
of property at sea shuil not arrive at @ foreien port, but shall arrive at some 
yort of Great Britain, or of the islands of Guernsey, Jersey or Man, of of her 
majeety’s suid colonies, plantations, islands or territories, then that the cerife 
cute shall be delivered ap in manner aforesaid within fourteen aays after the 
arrival of such ship or vessel, or of the person who hed the command thereof 
in avy port of Great Britain, or of the islands of Guernsey, Jersey or Maen, or 
of ger majesty’s said colonies, plantations, islands or territories: provided 
always, that i! i: shall happen that at the time of registry of any: ship or veseel 
the same shall be at any other port than the port to whicb she belongs, so that 
the master of such ship or vessel cannot attend at the port of registrygto join 
with the owner or owvers in such bond as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for him 
tu give a separate bond to the like eff-ct at the port where such shij or vessel 
nay then be, aud the  ollector end comptroller of such other port shall tranemit 
such bond to the collector and comptroller of the port where such ship or 
vessel is to be registered, and such bond, and the bond also given by the owner 
or owners, shal’, together, be of thesaine fect egainst the master and owner 
or owners, or either of them, as if they had bovnd themeelves jointly and seve- 
rally in one bond 

§ 24. When Master as changed, new Master to give similar Bond, and 
as Name to be indorsed on Certificate of Registry.—When and 80 often us the 
master of other persons, having or taking the charge or command of any ship 
or vessel, registered in manner hereinbefore directed, shall be chanued, the 
master or owner of sach ship or vessel shall deliver to the person or pereone 
hereinbeture authorised to make such registry and grant such certificates of 
registry at the port where euch change shall take pluce, the certifivate of 
registry belonging to such ship or vessel, who shall thereapon indorse aud 
subscribe a memorandum of ench change, and shall forthwith give notice of 
the sume to the proper office of the port or place where such ship or vessel wes 
last registered, pursuant to this act, who shall likewise make a memoranoum 
of the same in the book of registers which is hereby directed und required to 
be kept, ant shall torthwith give notice theteof to the commissioners of her 
Majesty's customs: provided always, that. before the name of auch new master 
shall be indorsed on the certificate of registry, he shall be required to give, and 
shall give a bond in the like penalties vnd under the seme condition as are 


contained in the bond hereinbefore Teailred to be given at the time of re- 
wisiry of any ship dr vessel.* 


* To the case of the King v. Dixon, the defendant was brought up to receive the 
senteace of the court oo the motion of the attorney- general, having admitted judy- 
nent to go by default, on an informativo charging him with a misdemeanour uoder 
the navigation laws, It appeared that the detendant had been appointed master of 
a transport ip the service of government, named the Robert and Ann, succeeding a 
petsou of the name of Newman; but, in consequence of haste in going to sea on 
foicizn service, he had neglected to obtain the necessary memorandom of indorse- 
neut on the certificate of registry required by the statute in all cases where the 
master of the ship is changed. When he discovered this omission, he placed 
upon the hack of the certificate or registry the names of one of the comptrollers, 
a Mr. Williams, and of the registrar of the customs, On his return to port, he 
putthis very documentinto the hands of Mr. Williaws, whose name it appeared 


to bear. ‘The courtsentenced the detendant to pay a tine of Svl.—King’s Bench, 
Mth June, 1816. 
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§ 25. Bonds liable to same Duti+s of Stumpeas Bonds for Customs.— 
Atl bonds required vy thie act, shall be liavie 1a the same duties of stumps 
as bends given for or in reepect of the duties of customs are or stall 


be liable to under any ace for the time being in ferce for granting dutics uf 
etemp. 


§ 26 Certifi-ate of Registry to be given up by all persons as directed by 
the Bond —If any persons whatever shail at any time have possession of aud 
wilfully detain any certificate of registry, wranted ander this or any other 
act, which ought to be delivered up to be cancelled, according to any of the 
conditions of the bond hereinbefore required to be given upon the reiatey of 
any ship or vessel, auch person is hereby required and enjoined to deliver 
up such certificate of registry, in manner directed by the conditions of such 


bond in the respective cases end ander the respective p-nalties therein 
provided. 


§ 27. Nameof Vessel which has been registered never afterwards to be 
changed, and to be painted on the Stern—Penulty for Omission, 1001.— 
Ji shall not be lawful for suy owner or owners of any ship or vessel to give 
any name to auch ehip or vessel other than that by which she was first reyis- 
tered in pursuance of this or any other act, and the owner or owners of 
all and every ship or veesel which shall be a0 registered sball, before such 
ship or vessel, after sach registry, shall begin to take iu any cargo, paint ur 
eause tu be painted, in white or yellow letters, of a length of vot jews then 
four inchee, upon a black ground, on evme conspicuous purt of the stern, the 
neme by which sach ebip or vessel shall have been registered, pureanunt to thie 
act, and the port to which she belongs, Ina distinct and legible mearner, 
and shall eo keep and preserve the sume; and that if such owner or owners, 
or master or other person having or taking the charge or command of such 
ship or vessel, abal) permit such ship or vessel, to beyin to take in any caryo 
before the name of such ship or vessel hus been 80 painted a8 aforeasid, or 
ball wilfully alter, erase, obliterate, or in any wise hide or conceal, or cause 
or procure of permit the same to be done (unless in the case of equare-rigged 
vessel in time of war), or shall, in any written or printed paper or other dow 
cument, describe such ship or vessel by any name other than that by which 
she wue firet registered, or shall verbally describe or cause or procure or 
permit such ship or vessel to be described by any other name, to any offieer 
or officers of ber majesty’s revenue in the due execution of bis or their duty, 
then and in every such case such owner or owners or martzr or other person 


baving or taken the charge or commend of such ship or vessel shel! forfeit 
the sum of 1002, 


§ 28. Builder's Certificate of Particulars of Ship—Deciaration to be 
made thereto. All and every persvo and persons who shall apply fur a certi- 
fivate of the tegistry of any ehip or vessel, shall and they are hereby required 
to produce to the person or persone authorised to grant euch certificate a true 
and full account under the hand of the builder of such ship or vessel, of the 
proper denomination of suctr vessel, and of the time when and the place where 
such ship or vessel was built, and alec an-exect account of the tonnage of such 
ship or veseel, together with the name of the first purehuser or parchasers 
thereof, (which aceonnt such builder ishereby directed and required to give 
under his hand, on the same being demanded by such person or persons 80 ap- 
plying for a certificate ae aforesaid), and shall aleo make und eubscribe a decla- 
ration before the person or persons herein before authorised to grant such certi- 
ficate, that the ahip or vessel for which such certificate is required is the same 
with that which isso described by the builder ae aforesaii: provided always, 
that where by reason of the death of auch bailder, or some other unavoidable 
cause, euch certificate cannot be prodoced, it stall be lawfui for the commission- 
ersof her Majcaiy’s custome, on proof being made to their satisfac ion of all 
the particulars reqnired ue aforesaid, to dispense with the account hereby requir~ 


ed under the huad of the builder, and to allow thy certificate of regiatry tu be, 
granted.

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§ 29. Certificate of Registry lost or mislaid —Commissioners may per- 
mit Registry le uovo or giant Licence —It the certificate of reyistry of any 
ship or vessel shall be lost or misluid, so that the same cannot be found orob- 
tained for the useof such ship or vessel when needful, and proof thereof 
ehall be made to the satisfaction of the commissioners of her majesty’s custome, 
such commissioners shall and mav permit auch ship or vessel to be registered 
de novo, and a certifiiate there,t to be granted: provided slwaye, that if 
auch ehip or veasel be absent art far dietas:t from the port to which she be- 
longs, or by reason of the absence of the wwner or owners, or of any other 
impediment, reg:stry of the samecannotthe: ve made in eofficient tine, such 
commissioners shall and may gra licene: sor the present use of such ship 
or vessel, which licence ghai', fer the tim: to the extent specified therein, 
and no longer, be of the same force aud virtue as a certificate of registry : pro- 
vided also, that befure such registry a.- novo be made, the owner or ownere and 
muster shall give bond to the commissduers aforesaid in euch sam as to them 
shall seem Gt, with a condition that i: the certificate of registry shall at any 
time afterwards be found, the same shall be forthwith delivered to the proper 
officers of her m»jrsty’s customs to be cancelled, and that no illegal use has 
been or shall be mude thereof with his or their privity or knowledge ; and 
further, that before any such licence shail be grented as aforesaid, the mastrr 
of euch ship or vessel shall also make and subscribe a decluration that the 
same has been registererd as a British ship, naming the port where and the 
time when euch registry was made, and all the particalars contained in the 
certificate thereof, to the best of his knowledge and belief, and shall also 
give such bood, and with the same condition as is hereinbefore mentioned : 
provided also, that before any euch licence shallbe granted, such sbip or 
vessel shall be surveyed in lie manner as ifa registry de novo were about to ne 
made thereof, and the certificate of such survey shall be preserved by§the 
collector and comptroller of the port te which euch ship or veeee’ shall belong ; 
and io virtue thereof it ehall be luwtui for the said commissioners, and they 
are hereby reqaired to permit euch sip or el to be registered after hee 
departure, whenever the ov-ner or owners shall personally attend to take and 
subecribe the declaration reqnired by this act before registry be made, and 
shall also comply with all other requisites of this act,except so far 86 relates 
to the bond to be given by the master of such ship or vessel; which certi- 
ficate of registry the said commissioners shall and may transmit to the collec- 
tor and comptroller of any other port to be by them given to the meater 
of such ship or vessel, upon his giving such bond and delivering jup the 
licence which had been granted for the then present use of such fehip or 
vesrel. 

§ 30. Persons detaining Certificate of Registry to forfeit 1001.—Where~ 
80 itis not proper that any person, ander any pretence whatever, should detaia 
the certificate or regietry of any ship or vessel, or hold the same for any pur= 
psvee other than the lawful use and navigation of the ship or vessel for which 
it was granted; Be it therefore enacted, that in case any person whoshall 
have received or obtained, by any means or for any purpose whatever, the cer- 
tificate of the registry of any ship or veseel (whether such person eball claim 
tobe the master or to be the owners or one of the owners of such ship or 
vessel, or not,)shall wilfully detain and refuse to deliver up the eame to the 
Proper officers of ber mejesty’s customs, for the purposes of such ship or vessel, 
ae occasivn shall require, or to the person or persone having the actual com- 
mend, possession and management of euch ship or vessel, as the ostensible and 
Feputed muster, or ae the ostensible and reputed owner or owners thereof, it 
shall be lawful to and for any such last-mentioned person to make complaint, 
on oath, of such detainer und refusal io any Justice of the Peace residing near 
to the place wuere such deteioer and refusal shall be in Great Britsin or Jre- 
land, ortoany member of the Supreme Court of Justice, or to any deemeter 
or Justice of the Peace iv the Islanda of Jersey, Guernsey or Man, or in any 
colony, plantation, island or territory to her majesty belonging, in Asia, 
Alrica or America, or in Multa, Gibraltar or Heliguland, where such detainer 
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and refusal shall be in any of the places last-mentioned ;* and on anch com- 
int, the said Justice or other Magisirate shall and in herehy required. by 
warrant under his hand and seal,to canse the person ao complained aguinst 
to be brought before him to be examined touching such detaiaer and refuesl; 
and if it shall appear to the suid Juatice or other Magistrate, on examination 
of such person, or otherwise, that the sald certificate of registry is not lost 
or mislaid, but is wilfully detained by the said yereon, such person ehall be 
thereof convicted, and shall forf.itand pay the sum of 100/.; and on failure 
of payment thereof he shall be committed to the common gaol, there to remain 
without bail or mainprize for such time ae the said Justice or other Magistrate 
shall in his discretion deem proper, not being lese thun three months, nor 
more than twelve montha; and the said Justice or other Mavistrate ekall 
certify the aforesaid detainer, refusal end conviction to the person or persons 
who granted such certificate of registry for euch ship or vease', who shall, on 
the terms and conditions of tuw being complied with, make registry of auch 
ship or weasel, de novo, and grant 6 certificate thereof conformably to law, 
notifying on the back of such certificate the ground upon which such ship or 
vesse] was so registered de novo; and if the person who whall have detsined 
and refused to deliver up such certiticate of registry us sforveaid, or shell be 
verily believed to have detained the seme, shall have absconded, so that the 
said warrant of the jastice or other magistrate cannot be executed upon him, 
and proof thereof shall be made to the eatisfection of the commissioners of 
her majesty’s custome it shull be lawful for the eaid commineioners 10 permit 
sach ship or vessel to be registered de novo. or otherwise, in their discretion, 
to grant p licence for the present ose of such ship or el, in like manner as 
is hereinbefore provided in the case wherein the certificate of registry is lost 
or mialaid. 

§ 31. Ship altered in certain manner to be registered de novo.—Ifany 
ship or veosel, after she shall have been registered, ehell in any munner whut 
ever be altered so es noi tocorrespond with all the purticulare contained in 
the certificate of ber registry, In such case such ship or vessel wball be repis- 
tered, de novof in munner hereinbefore required, a8 soon as she Fr tarnsto the

§ 84, Transfer of Interest tobe made by Bill of Sale.—When and so 
often as the property in any ebip or vesacl, or any part thereof, delunging to 
any of her mujesty’s subjecte, shall after registry thereof be sold toeny other 
or athere of her majesty’s eubjects, the same shall be transferred by bill of 
eale, or other instrument in writing, containing a recital of the certificate «f 
registry of such ship or vessel, or the principal contents thereof ; ‘otherwise 
such transfer ehall not be valid or effectual forany purpose whatever, either 
4o law or in equity: * provided always, that no bill of sale shell be deemed 
void by reeson of any error in auch recital, or by the recitel of any former 
certificate or registry instead of the existing certificate, provided the identity 
of the ship or versel intended in the recital be effectually proved thereby. 

§ 35: Property in Ships to be divided into Sixty-four Parts or Shares. 
—The property in every ship or veseel of which there are more than one 
owner, shail be taken ond considered to be divided into elxty-four eqnal parte 
or shares, and the proportion held by ewch owner shall be described in the re- 
pisiry as being a certain number of sixty-fourth parts or shares, and that 
no person ehall be entitled to be registered as an owner of any ship or vessel 
in respect of any proportion of such ship or vessel which shail not be en 
integral eixty-fourth part or ehare of the same; and upon the first registry

vessels or otherwise, the oaths or declarations required to be tuken by the 
owners thereof, prior to the registering thereof, and the books of registry, of 
copies or extracts therefrom: and whereas it would tend much to the dispatch 
of bneiness if the attendance of such registering officers with the same upon 
such triale were dispensed with ; be it therefore enacted, that the collector and 
comptroller of her majeaty’s custome at any port or place, and the person or 
persons acting fur them resp-ctively, shall, apon every reasonable request by 
any person or persons whomeoever, produce and exhibit for his, her, or their 
inspection and examisation any oath or declaration eworn or made by any 
each owner of owners, proprietor or proprietors, and also any register or entry. 
im any book or books of reyistry required by this act, to be made or kept rela- 
tive to any ship or vessel, and shall upon every reasonable requeat by any 
person or persone whomenever, permit him, her,or them to take a copy or 
copies, or an extract or extracts thereof respectively; and that the copy and 
copies of any auch oath or deciaration, register or entry shall, upon being proy- 
ed (o bea true copy or copies thereof respectively, be alluwed and received as 
evidence upon every trial at law, without the production of the original or 
originals, and without the testimony or attendance of any collector or comp.

pereen or persons to whom euch transfer ehall be made, or any uther person or 
persons eluiming ander him or them as @ mortgagee or mortgagees, or a trostee 
or trustees only, shall net by reason th+reof be deemed to be the owner or 
owners of such ship or vegsel, share or shares thercof,* nor ebull the person 
or per-ous making euch transfer be deemed by reason thereof, to have censed

Cases AND OBSERVATIONS ILLUSTRATIVE OF VARIOUS SECTIONS IN THE RE- 
GIsTRY ACT. 


§ 13. Under theold state. 16 G. 3. c. 60. 8. 8., it was beld that no person whose 
usual residency was not in Great Britain, or in the dominions attached, was 
entitled. An occasional residencee is not sufficient.—Lord Stowell, Eleanor Hall, 
1 Edwards,135. 

§ 28. Where a builder gave a certificate of this nature, in which he declared, 
that the general property of the ship was vested in his customer : it was held, that 
he still had the tight to detain the ship till the whole of the price was paid.— Wood 
v. Russell, 5 B.§ 4.942. te 

§ 30. —A party with whom the certificate of registry has been deposited, to 
secure advances for the use of the ship, can support his claim to detain it in an 
action of trover biought by the owner. And _ it seems that such a detention is not 
awilful detention within the meaning of the Act.—Bowen v. Foz, 10 B. § C. 
41, A conviction under this section for not delivering the certificate tothe 
officers of the’ customs must state that they were the proper officers, and why the 
certificate was required. — Rez. v. Walk 1 A. § E. 481. These cases were deci- 
ded on 4G. 4c. 41.8, 25., the enactments of which are similar to those of the 
present section. 

§ 34. By 6G. 4/c. 41., conveyances, assignments, or transfer of property in 
ships, are relieved from the payment ofall stamp duties. Jn all future tranafers of 
ships, or shares in ships, each party transferring is required todo soby a separate 
conveyance ; or where the owncrs of shares join in one conveyance, they are re- 
quired to state what share or shares each of them conveys, and in the granting 
part, after the customary words, ‘‘ grant, bargain, sell, assign, and set over,” 
the word, “ in the proportions above specified,” are to be inserted.—Cust. Min., 
12th Dec. 1835. 

§§ 35, 36. Partners holding shares, it would seem, are reckoned, with a view 
to the nUmber of shares into which the ship is divided, as one person only. But 
the names of all the partners should be inserted in the registry, otherwise proba- 
bly the -hip would, both at Jaw and in equity, be considered as the property of 
those partners only whose namcs appear in the registry. On the death ofa 
partner, the right of transfer survives to the surviving paitners at law, and the 
tepresentatives of the deceased partner ought not to join.—Upinien of Attorney 
and Solicitor- General, 21st Dec. 1826. 

§ 39 The thirty days, mentioned in this section, after the entry of the bill of 
sale or mortgage deed, or the arrival of the ship in port, are thus reserved to the 
first purchaser or first mortgagee. And during that time no other purchaser or 
mortgagee of the same partof the propeity can endorse his purchase or mortgage 
on the certificate. Hut if that time has elapsed, and not been enlarged, other 
subsequent purchasers or mo:tgagees may cause their sales or mortgages to be 
endorsed, and may so ‘lefeat the first claimant, An owner who has sold or mort- 
gaged a portion only of his p:operty may afterwards dispose of the residue. And 
ifthe instrument by which the residue is conveyed, notice the p:ior sale or mort- 
gage, it will not give the party claiming under it a priority over the first claimant, 
even though it be first endorsed on the certificate—Ex parte Jones, 2 
Tyrwh. 686. 

§ 43. Ownership can only be conclusively established by giving in evidence the 
title and modes of conveyance sequired by the statute; but presumption of owner- 
ship may be raised by poof of mere acts of ownership, as in respect of any other 
property. — 4 bbolt, edition, 1840, p.78. But see Chapter f. 

§§ 45, 46. A transfer from one part-owner to another ought to observe the re~

An Act to repeal the prohibition"of the payment of the salaries 
and allowances of the East: India Company’s officers daring 
their absence from their respective stations in India. 


(12th July, 1837.) 


Wherese voder and by virtue of an act passed in the thirty- 
836.3.¢. 5% thicd yeur of the reiyn of bis Majesty King George the Third 
intiuled An Act for continuing in the East India Company, for a further 
term the possession of the Britieh territories ia Ladia, together with their, 
exclusive trade unaer certain limitations; for establishing further regula- 
tions for the Government ofthe said territories, and the better administra- 
tion of justice within the same; for appropriating to certain uses the reve- 
nues and profits of the said Campany ; and for making provisions for the

CIVIL SERVANTS. 


1. Civil Servants proceeding to the Cape of Good Hope, Maoritius or the 
Jeland of St. Helena,or to any place within he limits of the Eust India 
Company’s charter, with leave granted by the Governments to which they are 
respectively attached, under medical certificates, counterergoed by a Member of 
the Medical Board at the presidency, sball, from the date of the pilut leaving 
the vessel in which they embark to date of their return, provided the period of 
absence do not exceed two years, draw the allowances of their respective 
offices, subject to the following deductions, 


If the salary exceeds 2,000 rupees per mensem, one-sixth for one year, and 
for the secund year one-fuurth. 


If the salary do not excced 2,400 rupees per mensem, one-eighth for firet 
year, and one-sixth for the second year. 


If the salary of officer be not more than 500 rupees per mensem, no “educ- 
tion shall be made for the first year; and if it be only 6o much more, that the 
prescribed deduction at the rate one-eighth would reduce the allowance drawa 
to less than 500 rupees per mensem, only so much shall be deducted as will 
reduce the salary drawn to 500 rupees permensem. After the first year, of 
deduction of one-eighth eball be made from the salary of the officers referred 
to io this rale. 


2, After the close of the second year, when the salary of office ceases, civil 
servante who may obtain an extension of leave, will draw the subsiatence 
jowance of their rank ooly, but no such servant, absent on lewve, on account 
of sickness, shall draw a less allowance oga civil servant out of employ, thao 
that ofa junior merchant, viz. Sa, Re. 224 per mensem. 


3. The meximom period of which any civil servant shall be allowed to 
drew the salary of office, or any pert thereof,is two years from the date of em- 
barkation, and the offices of servants who may not return within that period, 
will be vacant and liable to be filled by fresh app»intment. Civil servants who 
may 80 overstay the period of two years, provided they obtain an extension of 
leave, and account to the satisfaction of the Goverument to which they are ut- 
tached, for the delay of their return, shall, as above provided, receive the 
subsistence allowance of a servant of their rank, subject to the exception 
above specified in favor of junior servants; but if they continue abseut in 
disobedience of an order to return, or without sufficient canse shown, that 
allowance also wil be forfeited. 


4. Civil Servants absent on leave, on account of sickness duly certified, if 
they proceed to Bnglund without teturnog to their presidency, muy, 08 
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heretofore, apply to be admitted to furlouzh by the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, and the farlougts will, in such cases, take effect from the date to 
leaving their presidency, consequently the allowances of office that msy have 
heen drawn by themselves or their agents, after their departure, must, in that 
case, be re-adjusted, and the difference re-funded. 


5, Civil Servants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit of the act 
above referred to, and todraw their allowances while absent on account of 
sickness under the above rules, will be required to give security in sach amount 
8 may be required by the Government for the refund of any excess that muy 
be drawn, either by agents at the presidency or by themselves, is cave of their 
proceeding to Earope on Furlough, or otherwise coming under retrenchment. 


6. No seeond leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who has been 
absent beyond sea for two years, antil three yea fter the date of return 
. from eea; but if a Civil Servant is compelled by sickness to proceed to sea 
again within this ps riod, after having been absent less than two years, he will 
be allowed to complete that period, drawing the proportion of salury allowed 
for the remaining time, ae if the leave bad been continuous. 


MILITARY OFFICERS HOLDING CIVIL SITUATIONS, 


7. Military officers employed in the civil department and drawing a civil 
allowance, are entitled, in common with officers bolding stuff sitaations in the 
military department, to draw the military pay and allowances of their rank 
while absent at sea, on leave under medical certificate, and likewise one-half 
of the difference between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the 
offices to which they stand appointed. 


8. The aboveallowances are to be drawn for # total perind not exceeding 
‘two years from the date when the vessel in which such othcere embark may 
leave the presidency or other port of departure; and the civil situation held 
by any officer who shall not retura within that period, shall be considered 
vacant. 


9. The roles for furnishing medical certificates and for regulating the 
forme and manner of drawing military allowances during absence on leave, 
have been luid down in General Orders in the Military Department, 


10. The Civil Anditor will pass the bille of officers on leave beyond 
under medical certificate, for the portion of their civil aalury which they 
permitted to draw by those rules, in like manner, as is provided for Civil 
Servants proceeding to sea on medical certificate. Butitis hereby provided, 
that Civil allowances shall not be drawn by a militery officer under this rule, 
after the date of departure beyond sea, unless security shall bave been pre- 
viously given in euch amount as may be fixed by Government. 


BCCLESIASTICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Il. Chaplains proceeding to any place beyond sea for the benefit of their 
bealth, under the rales prescribed for officers of the Ecclesiastical department, 
shall, in respect to the proportion of allowances to be drawn during the 
period of absence, as also in respect to the conditions and period for which 
such allowances are to be drawn, and likewise in respect to the allowances to 
be drawn in case of their not returning within two years, be subject to the 
same precise rules as Civil Servants proceeding to avy place beyond sea on 
sick leave. 

PILOTS. 

12. The following rnles have been established for members of the Pilot 

Service, under the sanction of the Honorable Court of Directors :—~ 
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13, Members of the pilot service, whose state of health may require.a voysge 
to eea or who may on that acconnt desire to leave the presidency, sball submit 
application for the same throngh the Master Attendant to the Marine B: ard, 
forwarding with the application @ certificate from the Marine Sargeon, or 
Assistant Surgeon, Marine Board muy grevt leave for amy period not 
exceeding three months, and the party availing himself of it may draw, while 
absent on snch leave, his entire pay and allowances without deduetion, Ifthe 
leave solicited, exceed the period of three months, the medical certifcate must 
be countersigned by a Member of the Medical Bourd, and the senction of Go- 
vernment will be required to enable the Pilot to proceed to the Cape or else:

An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws fur punishing Moatiny 
and Desertion of Officers and Soldiers in the Service of the 
Kast India Company, and for providing for the Observance of 
Discipline in the India Navy, and to amend the Lawes for re- 
gniating the Payment of Regimental Debts, and the Distri- 
bation of the Effects of Officers and Soldiers dying in Service. 


[4th August, 1840. 


Whereas an act was passed inthe fourth year of the Reign 
of his Inte majeaty King George the Fourth, intituled an act 
to consolidate and amend the laws for punishing mutiny and 
Desertion of officers and soldiers in the service of the East India company, 
and to authorize soldiers and sailors in the Enst Indies to send and receive 
letters at a reduced rate of postags, und it being requisite, for the retaining 
of such torces in their Daty, that un exact discipline be observed, and that 
soldiers who shal] mutiny or stir up sedition, or shall desert the said com- 
pany’s service, be brought toa more exemplary and specdy punishment than 
the uanal forms of the law will allow; be it therefore enacted by the Queen's 
moat excellent majeaty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lorda 
spiritual and temporal, and commons, in this present parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, that if any person who ie or shall be 

commissioned or in pay as an officer, or who is or shall be 
cerunishinen (ot) listed orin pay as a non-commissioned officer or soldier in 
wand divers the service of the said company, shall, at any time daring the 
aiher Military continuance of this act, begin, excite, cause, jor juin in any 
ce Mmaiiny or seditiun in the Land or marine forces of her 
majesty or of the suid company, or shall not use his utmost endeavours to 
suppress the same, or coming to the knowledge of any mutiny or intended 
matiny sball pot, without delay, give information thereofto his commanding 
officer; or shall cast away hisarms or ammunition, or otherwise misbebave 
himself before the enemy; or shall shamefully abandon or deliver up any 
garrison, fortress, post, or guard committed to bis charge, or which he eball 
he commanded to defend; or shall compel the governor or communding 
officer of any garrison, fortress, or post to deliver up to the enemy or to 
anandon the same ; or shall speak words or use any other means to indace 
such governor or commanding officer, or others, to mishehave towards the 
enemy, or shamefully to abandon or deliver up any garrison, fortrese, post, 
or guard committed to their respective charge, which he or they shall be 
communded to defend ; or shall treacherously make known the watchword ; 
or shall intentionally occasion false alarms in action, camp, garrison, or 
quarters; orshall leave his post, for plunder or otherwise, before relieved, or 
shall ve found sleeping on his post ; or shali hold correspondence with or 
vive advice or intelligence to any rebel or enemy of her mujesty or the euid 
company, either by letters, messages, signs, or tokens, in any manner of way 
whatevever; oreball knowingly barboar or protect such rebel or enemy, or 
shall treavor enter into any terms with such rebel or enemy, without the

licence of the general or ebief commander ; or who shall do violence to any 
pereon bringing provisions or other necessaries to the quarters of the forces ; 
or shall force a safeguard ; orshall strike or shall use or offer any violence 
against his superior cfficer, being in the execution of his office, or shall 
disobey any lawful command of bis saperior officer; or shall desert the said 
company’s service ; allandevery pereon and persons so offending in any of 
the matters before mentioned, whether such offence shall be committed within 
the dominions of her majesty or the possessions or territories which are or 
may be under the government of the said company,or in foreign parts upon 
Land or upon the Sea, within or without the limite of the charter of the said 
united compeoy, shell soffer death, transportation, or each otber punishment

An Act for the regulation of the Duties of Postage, 
(10th August, 1840, 


Whereas by an act passed in the last session of parlisment . 
entituled an act for the further regulation of the duties on ?&3. Vict.c.52, 
postage until the fifth day of Octover one thousand erght hundred and forty, 
power was yiven to the commissionere of Her Majesty's treasury, or any three 
of them, by warrant onder their hands, to alter, fix, reduce, or remit any of 
the rates or British or iulund or other postage payable by law ou the tranus- 
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mission of post letters, and to subjeet such letters to rates of postage sceord~ 
ing to the weight thereof, and a scale of weights to be contained in such warrant 
(without reference to the distance or number of limit the weight of letters to 
be sent by the poet, and to suspend, wholly or in part, any parliamentary or 
official privilege of sending and receiving letters by the post free of postage, or 
oy other frenking privilege. und aleo to direct that letters written on stamped 
covers, or havinua stamp wffixed thereto, should (if within the limitation of 
weiuht tobe fixed under the provisions of the evid act, and if the mp 
should not have been used before) pass by the ovst free of postage, and also to 
require, in case the stamp on which apy letter should be written, or the 
stamp oo the cover in which it should be enelosed, or to which it should be 
effixed, should be of less valae or amount than insuch warrant sbould be ex-

Acts of the Supreme Government. 


Act No. I, patgp January 11, 1850. 
For Confirming the title to Lands in Calcutta, taken for public purposes. 


Whereas the execution of works of public usefulness in Calcatta is 
liable to be hindered by the dificuity in making @ govd title to the land 
taken for such purpose, it is enacted as follows: 

I. The powers and provisions of the first seven sections of regalation 
1, 1824 of the Bengal Code, shall be applicable to all lands within the towa 
of Calcutta, which shall have been declared by the governor of Bengal to 
be needed for an. public purpose: and such declvration shall be conelusive 
evidence that the purpose for which the lands are needed is a public purpuse. 

Il. Inall cases in which payment of any part of the parehase or 
eompensetion money is reserved, according to the fifth clause of section VI. 
of the eaid regulation, on account of any lands taken for any public purpose 
Under this act, the government securities mentioned in the said clause shall 
be deposited with the government ayent at Fort William in Bengal, in the 
name and with the privity o° the accountent gen-ral of her majesty’s 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William, to be placed by him to the 
credit of the persons interested in such lands, describing them as nearly as 
may be done according to the course of proceeding in the said court in 
inatters and causes depending before it in equity 

IL. ‘The seid securities shall remain in the hands of the government 
agent and the interest accrung thereon shull be, from time to time, received 
and paid under the order of the said Supreme Conrt to the person or persons 
for the time being, who would be entitled to receive the rents and profite of 
the said lands, if the same had not been raken as aforesaid, until there shall 
b+ some pergon or persons absolutely entitled to receive the principal sum of 
the monies so reserved, and thereupon the said government securities, with 
a] interest then due thereon, shall be transferred and paid to such persou or 
persons onder the like order of the said court; and 80 long as no person can 
be found entitled to receive the interest of the said government eecuri'ies, 
the government agent shall continue to receive, and, from time to time, to 
invest the accumulation of interest due thereon in the purchase of other 
government securities, to he held and applied by him on the same trusts as 
the securities first purchased.

Act No. V, patep Marcu 8, 1859. 


An Act far freedom of the Coasting Trade of India. 

Whereas by enact of parliam-nt passed in the thirteenth: year of the 
yeign of her Majesty, intituled aa act to amend the laws in-force for the 
encouragement of British Shipping and Navigation, it is enacted with regard 
to the coasting trade of Indiu, that it shall be lawful for the governor general 
of Indiain council to make any regulations authorizing or permitting the 
conveyance of goods or passengers from one part of the possessivns of the 
‘East India company to another part thereof, in other than British abips, 
subject to such restrictions or regulations ae he may think necessary, it is 
enacted as follows: 

1. Goods and passengers may be conveyed from one part of the terri- 
tories under the government of the East india company to another 
thereof, in other than British ships, without any restriction, other than is or 
shall be equally imposed on british ships, fur securing puyment of duties 
or customs or otherwise. 


Act No. VI, parap Marcu 15, 18650, 
For enabling the Commander-in-Chief to pardon Military Offences. 


Whereas the power of pardoning persons under sentence of « Court 
Partial, for offences which are uct punishabie by any other authority, may 
be entrusted to the commander-in chief of the military forces in the service 
of the Bast India company in each ; residency, but in ali other eases o ght to 
belong only to the supreme government, it is enacted ws foliows 

I. The commasder-in-chief of the military forces in the service of the 
East India company, in ewch presidency, shall have power to pardon any person. 
Derouging 10 the said forces, convicted by sentence of a court martial of any 
offence against the articles of war fremed tor the sovernment of the oative. 
officers and soldiers iu the military service of the East India company, which, 
wherever committed, is nut punishable otherwise thau by sentence of a court 
martial ; or, instead of granting a full pardon to any euch person, may remit 
any part of the punishment xwarded tur such offence. 

Il. In auch eases, the commander-in-chief shall issue a warrant under 
his hand, setting forth the offence, and a copy of the warrant or other 
instrument by which the offender is kept in custody in execntion of the 
sentence, and parduning or remitting such part of thy punishment awarded 
‘for the offence ga to him wball srem tit, 


part 11.J ACTS OF THE SUPREME GOVERNMENT. WL 


ITI. The said warrant sh}l ba countersigaed by the magistrate of the 
zillah, or city in which the offender is underzving his sentence; or, if he 
is confined in any prison betonginz to one of the supreme courts of judicature 
establisned by royal charter, shell be countereizned by a judge of sach 
court, if it shall appear to ench magistrate or jurye that the offence, wherever 
committed, ie net punishable by any authority other thun that of a court 
mariial 5 but not otherwise.

An Act for better defining the Law as to the removal of Prisoners. 

Whereas, by the regulations in force, prisoners may in certan cases bo 
removed from one prison to another by special order of the nizamot adawlut 
or foujdarce adawlut, and in other eases by the govern r or governor ia 
council of the presidency ; end it is expedieut that the government should 
be em ered to direct such removal, in every case which appears neceseary, 
Without pplication to the court fer a special order, it is enacted as follows: 

I, Act VIII. 1844, is repealed. 

Il, When any person is under sentence of imprisonment, within the 
territories under the government of the East lodia company, by any authority 
other than that of one of the supreme cours of judi-ature established by 
reyal churter, the governor or governor in council, vr other person adminis- 
tering the government of the presidency or place, may orser the removal of 
uch prisoner from the prison or place, in which he is confined, to any other 
public prison or place of confinement within the same presidency or govein= 
ment. 

UI. The time of removal from one prison to another, or while the 
Prisoner is in custody under such warrant of removal, shall reckon as part 
of bis imprisonment. ‘ 


Act No, VIII, patep Marcn 15, 185). 


An Act to amend the law for enabling Zillah and City Judges and Prin- 
cipal Sudder Ameens, in certain cases of Appeal, to confirm the decision 
without summoning the Iespondent. 

Whereas it will lessen the delay and expense of appe:ls, if the powera 
Presessed by ziliuh and city. judges of contirming decisions on certain 
oppeale without serving any notice on the respondents, are extended to prin~ 
cipal audder amneens, it i. enacie! ax tollow: 

I. The powers given to zi! and city judges, by clause third, 
section XVI. of regulation V. 1831 of the Bengal code, are extended to prio- 
cipal sudder ameens, in all appeals referred to them. 

11. Every jndge and principal suider amven who shall confirm any 
decision under the said regulation, or this wet, withont giving notice to the 
tespoudent, shall record his reas.ns tor rejecting the appeal. 


Act No, IX, parwp Marcu 15, 1850. 


An Act for the more easy Recovery of Small Debts and Demands in 
Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 


Whereas it is expedion' to amend the constitn'fon and practice, atid to 
extend the jurisdiction, of the several courts established at Calentta, Madras 
aod Bombay, for the recovery of emall debts, it iz enacted as follows: 

IT The soveral courts of commissioners arid of requests, for the re- 
covery of amall debts, now bolden io the Towns of Calcutta, Madras and 
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Bombay, under the authority of the charter of justice of King George the 
Sccond, and of two acts of varliament, severally passed in the thirty-seventh 
yearand for ieth year of the reign of King George the third, and of the 
regulations and proclamations made, from time to time, for constitating, . 
and fur new-modelling, altering and reforming the constitution and pratice 
of the said courts respectively, and of act XII, 1848, shall be holden 
accoiding to the provisions of this act, from and after such severa! daye aa. 
shall be declared within the said Towns by proclamati.o, ta be made and 
pub ished in due form of law in each of the said Towns by the governor 
in council. 

If, Where in this act the words “governor in council,” or “supreme 
court,” are used, they shall ba taken to apply severally to the person or 
persons administering the executive yovernment, and to the supreme court, 
established under royal charter of each of the presidencies of Fort William 
io Sengal, Fort St. George and Bombay, with reference only to the court 
holden under this act, in the same prisidency. 

Il}, From und alter the dey declared in any soch proclamation, all 
Provisions of the said charter of justice, and acts of parliament, and of 
any regulation, act or proclamation heretofore made concerning the conatitu- 
tion or practice of the court, referred to in such proclamation, shall be. 
rescinded and repealed. 

IV. The atyte of the several courts holden under this act shall ‘be tha 
( ) court of amall causes, inserting in the blank space, Calcuita, 
Madras or Bombay, as the case requires. 

V. The jurisdiction of the severut courts, holden under this set, shall- 
extend over the whole district cow within the jurisdiction thereof respectively, 
und over such further district as may, from time to tme, be declared by 
proclamation of the governor in council; provided, that no prociamation for 
extending the district of any of the said courts be made without the previous 
aanction of the governor generul of India in couucil. 

VI. Every court holden onder this act shall be a court of record, aod 
shall be deemed @ court of requests within the meuning of act VII. 1841. 
section VI. 

VII. All proceedings commenced in any of the sald courts, before the 
time when the conatitution and praetice of euch court shall be altered under 
this act, may be continued, executed and enfofend against all p rsons liable 
thereunto, in the same manner as if they had bean commenced according to 
this a-t: and each of the said courts shall be empowered in any case of doabt 
as tothe proper manner of continuing, executing or enforcing aay such pro- 
ceedings, to make such orders thereon as svall uppear to the court to be 
necessary for giving full eff-ct to this ensctment. 

VIII. The g:vernor in eouncil shall uppoint as many persone as are 
necessary not exceeding three to be judges of the court, one of whem shall. 
bea burrigter at luw, or advocate of one -f the eapreme courts of Undia, or of 
the court of session in Scotland. k 

1X. No judge appo nted under this act shall, during his continuance

Any judge or judges of the supreme court of judicuture, who 
shall c-nsent to uid in the execution of this vet, may exercise all the powers 
of a judge appointed unner this act, and suita may be tid by him siting 
io the supreme court uuder this act in ike mauncr ag if be were a judve of 
the court of small causes, and oo appvintment of a judge under this act 

~ shall be made, while it appears to the governor in couuci! that the whole 
business of the court can be transacted by the judges of the supreme court 
@0 consenting to act. 
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XII. The duties herein directed to be performed by the clerk and 
bailiffs respectively of the court of small causes, shall be performed in such 
eases ae are tried by a judge of the supreme court, by such ministerial 
officers of the supreme court aa shall be, from time to time, appointed by the 
said judge of the supreme court for that purpose, and the persons so appointed 
shall have all the powers and protections by this act given to the clerk and 
bailiff’ of the court of small causes respectively, and shall receive such 
remuneration for their servicea ouc of the fees received in the causes tried 
by a judge of the supreme court as he shal! deem reasonable, and the reeidue 
shall form part of the general fund of the court af emal! cuuses. 

XIII, There shall be a clerk far every court holden under this act, 
whom the judges of the court shall appoint, subject to the approval of the 
governor in council, and may remove, subject to the like apvroval: if 
necessary, additional clerks may be appointed with the sanction of the go- 
vernor in council.

monthly, or at such other times as shell be directed by the governor in council, 
submit his accounts to be audited or settled in such manner as the governor 
in council, from time to time, shall direct.

XVI. The bailiffs shall attend every sitting of the court, fot such time 
ts rhall be required by the judgee, and shall serve all the summon-es and 
orders, and exacute all the warrants, precepts, and writs, issuei out of the 
eourt; and ahal!, in the execution of their duties, conform to all such 
general rules as shall be, from time to time, made for regulating the pro- 
ceedings of the court. 

XVIL. Every clerk, or other officer of any such court, who shall, by 
himself or by any partner, or in any way, directly or indirectly, be concerned 
or act as attorney, or vakeel, or be concerned in sny trade or professi:n ou

XVIII. The clerk and bailiffs sha'l give security for such snm, and in

XLIV_ The judges may, in any case, muke orders for granting time to 
the plaintiff or defendant to proceed in the prosecution or defence of the 
suit, and also may, from time to time, adjourn any court, or the hearing of 
further hearing of any cause, in such manner as to them may «eem fit. 

XLV. The defondant in any action brought under thie act, f-r the 
Tevovery of money, whether for debt «r damages, within such time as shall 
be directed by the rules fur regulating the practice of the court, may pay 
into court such sum of money as he shall think u full satisfaction for the 
demand of the plaintiff, “ith the costs incurred by the plaintiff up to the

XLVII. Bvery peraon shall be examined on oath, or when exempt by 
law from taking an oath io any eoart of justice, on solemao affirmation, and 
every verson, who, in any examination upon ash or solemn affirmation uoler 
this act, shall wilfully and corruptly give fulae evidence, shall be deemed 
gai ty of pexjury. . 

XLVIIL. Either of the parties to the suit or any other proceeding under 
this uct may obtain, at the office of the clerk of the cour', summonses to 
witnesses, with or without a clause requiring the production of books, deeds, 
papers and writings in their possession or control, and ia any such summons 
any number of names may be inserted. 

XLIX, Every pereva, on whom any such summons shall have beea 
served, ei. her pereunally or in such other manner as shall be directed by the 
genersl rules or practice of the court, und who shall refuse or neglect, 
without sufficient cause, to appear, or to produce any books, papers, or 
writings required by such symmons to be produced, and also every persoa 
present in court, who shall be required to ive evidence, and who shull refusa 
to be sworn and give evidence, shall forfeit and pay such fine, not exceeling 
one hundred rupees, as th judges shall set on him; and the whole or any

fosing of his property and effacta with intent to defraud the plaintiff, or his 
creditors generally, or isabont to withd:aw his pe'son or effec's from tha 
jurisdiction of the court, ay issue a warrant for the apprehension of such 
person, and may commit him to gaol until he shall find security for his 
appearan'e in the said cont from time to time, until judégrent shall be 
prononnced in the suit commenced by such summons, und for payment of- 
the amount and the costs which may be decreed avainst him therein. 

Ll, Payment of any five imposed by any court under the ‘authority of 
this act may be enforced upon the order of the judges, in like imanner as 
payment of any debt adjudged in the said court, and shall be accounted for 
‘as herein provided.

LXVI. Whenever apy prisener shall offer good and reasonable security 
for payment of any debt or damage and coats, either in full or by instalments 
83 the court shall.think reasumab.e, the court may order him tv be discharg- 
ed on giving sach security, 

LXViI. Upon payment of the debt or damage and costs in full, the 
prisoner shall be entitled to be forthwith discharged. 

LXVII1. -I! the debt or damage aud costs are not paid, the imprison- 
ment shall wot extinguish the liability to pay the same ; tut all property 
then belonging to or afterwards acquired by the prisoner shull be liunle to ve 
taken in execution after hie discharge from prison for satisfaction thereof, 
er of so much thereof as is not paid, including the diet mouncy actually 
expended for subsistence of the prisougr. 
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LXIX. Every bailiff executing any process of execution issuing out of 
the said court against the goors of any person, may, by virtue thereof, seize 
and take any of the goods of such person, (excepting the necessary wearing 
apparel and bedding of such persen or hie family, and the teols and imple- 
ments of his trade,) and may also ‘seize and take any money or bank-notes, 
and any cheques, bills of exchange, promissory notes, bontfé, specialties or 
securities for money belenging to any such person ayainst whom any exeeu- 
tion «hall have issued as aforesaid.

or securities for the amount directed to be levied by such execution, or eo 
much thereof as shal! not have ben otherwise levied or raised for the benefit 
of the plaintiff; and the plaintiff may ave in the name of the defenant, 
or in the name of any person in whose name the defendant might have sued, 
for the recovery of the sum or sume secured, or made payable thereby, when 
the time of payment thereof shalt have arrived. 

LXXI. If itwhall, at any time, appear to the satisfaction of the court 
that any defendant ie unable, from sickness or other sufficient cause, to pay 
and discharge the debt or damuges recovered against him, or any instalment 
thereof ordered to be paid as aforesaid, the judges, in their discretion, may 
suspend or stay any judgment, order or execution given, made or Ixeued in 
such action, fer-‘such time and on such terms ae they shall think fit, and so 
from time to time, until it shall appear by the like prouf es aforesaid that 
euch temporary caase pf dirability has ceased. 

LXXI1. No sale of any goods, which shall ‘be taken in execution as

LXXIV. The judges, from time to time, ee they shall think proper, 
may uppoint such and so many persons for keeping possersion, and so many 
of their bailiffs or other fit persons to be sworn brokérs and appraisers tor 
the purpose of selling ér valuing eny goods, chattels or ¢ffects teken in 
execution under this act, ae shall appear to'them to be necessary, and mey 
direct eecurity to be taken from each of them, for sueh sum and in such 
manner as they shall think fit, for the faithful performance of their duties, 
without injury or oppression ; and the judges may dismiss any person, 
broker or appraiser so appointed. 

LXXV. Nu goods taken in execution ander thie act shel) be sold for 
the purpose of eatisfying the warrant of execution; exeept by one of the 
brokers or appraisers so appointed.

LXXXI. The clerk of every court holden under thie act ehall cause a 
record of all summonses, and of all orders, and of all judgments and execu- 
tions, aud returns thereto, and of all fines, and of all other proceedings of 
the court, to be fairly entered, from time to time, ina book or booke belong- 
ing to the court, which shall be kept at the office of the court; and shall 
be duly authenticated by one or more of the judges; and euch entries in tha 
said book or books or a copy thereof bearing the eeal of the court, and 
purporting to be signed and certified as a true copy, by the clerk of the court, 
yball be admitted ia all courts and places as evidence of such entries, and of 
the p:oceeding referred to by such entry or entries, and of the regularity 
of such proceeding, without any further proof. 

LXXXII. ‘The clerk of every such court shall, in the month of March, in 
each yeur, make out a correct list of all sums of money belonging to suitors 
in the court, which shall have been paid into court, and which shall have re- 
main+d anclaimed for five yeare before the first day of the month of January 
then last past, specifying the names of the parties for whom or on whose 
Sccount the same were so paid into court; anda copy of such list shall be 
put up and remain during court hours in some conspicuous part of the court 
house, and at all times in the clerk’s office; and all sums of money which 
shall bave been paid into any such court, to the use of any suitor or suitors 
thereof, and which shall have remained unclaimed for the period of six years 
before the passing of this act, and which are now im the hands of any com-

person entitled to claim such sum shall have been an infant or married woman 
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or unsgund mind, or out of the territories under the gavernment of the East 
India company, shall be takep into account in estimating the said p. riod of 

ix years. 

: SUXXXIIL. If any person shall wilfully insult any judge, clerk or officer 
of the said court, for the time being, during his gitting or attendance ia 
court, or shall wilfully interrupt the progeedings of tha court, or otherwise 
Wisbehave in court, it shall be lawfyl for any bailiff or officer of the court, 
with or without the assistapge of any other person, by the order of the judges 
to take euch offenders into custody, and detain him until the rising of the 
court; «nd the judges shal! be empowered, if they shall think fit, hy a warrant 
under their hands, and sealed with the seal of the court, to commit any such 
offender to any prison to which they have power to commit offendeys under 
this act, for any time, nat excerding seven day, or to impose upon eny such 
off nder 4 fine, not exceeding fifty rupees for every such offance, and in default 
of payment thereof to commit the offender to any such prison as aforesaid, for 
any time not, exceeding seven days, unless the said fine be sooner puid, or 
instead of inflicting summary pynishment under this act may cause the 
offender to be indicted in the supreme court, if the offence be an indictable 
wisdemeanour. 

LXXXIV. If any officer or bailiff of any court holden under this act 
shall ba assaulted while in the execution of his duty, or if any rescue shall 
he made or attempted to be made of any person arrested, or gouda levied 
under process of the court, the person so offending shall be liable toa fine, 
not exceeding one hundred rupees, to be recovered by order of the court, or 
before a magistrate as hereinafter provided; and the bailiff of the court, or 
any peace officer in any such case, may take the offender into custody, (with 
or without warrant,) and bring him before such court, or magistrate aceord- 
ingly. 

i TLXEXV. Ifany bailiff of the said court, who shall be employed to exe~ 
cute uny warrant of the court, shall, by neglec!, or connivance or omission, 
Joze an upportunity of executing euch warrant, then, upon complaint of the 
party aggrieved by reason of such neglect, connivance or omission, (and the 
tact alleged being proved to the satisfaction of the court,) the judges shall 
order the bailiff to pay such damages as it shall appear that the plaintiff has 
gustained thereby, not exgeeding in any case the sum of money for which the

thereupon for the repayment of avy money extorted, or for the due paym-nt 
of any money so levied as aforesaid, and for the payment of such damages 
and costs, as they shall think just; and also, if they shall tbink fit, may 
im,ose such fine upon the clerk, bailiff or atticer, not, exceeding ona hundred 
rupees for each offence, as they shall deem adequate; and in default of 
payment of any money, go ardered to be paid, payment of the same may be 
enforced by such ways and means as are herein provided for euforcing a 
judgment recovered iu the said court. 

LXXXVII. Every clerk, bailiff or other officer employed in putting this 
act or any of the powers thereof in execution, who sball wilfully snd cor- 
roptly exact, take or accept any fes or reward whatsoever, other then his 
lawful salary, for any thing done or to be done by virtua of this act, or oa 
avy account whatcogver, relative to putting thia act into execution, shal, 
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upon proof thereof before the said court, and in the case of a clerk, on con- 
firmation of the finding of the court by the governor in council, be for ever 
ineapable of serving, or being employed under this act in any office of profit 
or emoliment, and shall also be liable for dumag+s as herein provided. 

LXXXVIH. If any claim shall be made to, or in respect of, any goods 
or chattels taken in execution under the process of any eonrt holden under 
this act, or in respect of the proceeds or value therrof, by any person not 
being the party against whom euch process hus issued, the clerk of the ceurt, 
upon app'ication of the officer charged with the execution of such process, 
as well before as after any action broaght against such officer, may iseua 
@ summons calling before the said court. as well the party fseaing euch 
Process asthe party m>king snch claim, and thereapon eny action, which 
shall have been bronght in the supreme court in respect of euch claim, shall 
be stayed, and any judge of the supreme court on proof of the issue of such 
summons, and that the goods snd chattels were so taken in execution, may

LXXXIX. The powers of aet VII. 1847 to regulate distresses for small 
rents in Calcutta, shall be extended to the recovery of all arrears of rent not 
exceeding five hundred rupees, and the judges of evety court of smal! causeg 
under this act shall be empowered to +xercise without their several juriadic- 
tions the extended powers of the said act ;"and the said act shall be construed 
as if, instead of Calcnita and the settlement of Fort William in Benga!, the 
limits of the jurisdiction of the court has been therein mentioned, and the 
judges of the court of small causes under this act in-tead of the commissioner, 
of the court therein mentioned, and the amonnt of five hundred rupees instead 
of one handred rupees, and the forms contained in the schedule annexed 
to the said act shall be altered accordingly, and eball refer to this act instead 
of act VII.

XC. The affidavit of arrear required by the said act No, VET. 1847 may, 
in every case, ba made either by the person entitled to such arrear or by his 
or her lawfally constitated attorney, and s warrant of distress may issue on 
such affidavit. 

XCI. Where any person shell hold or occupy any house, tend or 
tenement, or which the value or the rent payable in respcet thereof, does 
not exceed the rate of five hundred rapecs by the year, without leave of the 
owner, or under a lease or agreement which ts ended, or duly determined by 
a legal notice to quit, and such tenant, or, if such tenant do not actually 
occupy the premises, or ocoupy only a part thereof, any person by whom the 
fame or any part thereof shall be then actually occupied, shai! neglect or 
Fefase to quit and de iver up possession of the premises, or of such part 
thereof respectively, the owner or his agent may take out « summons from 
the court directed to such tenant or occupier, to show by what title he claims 
to hold or occupy the premises or part thereof. 

XCIF. If the tenant or oecupier shall not thereupon appear at the time 
and place appointed, and show cause to the contrary, and shalt still neglect 
or refuse to deliver up possession of the premises, or of such part thereof, 
of which he is then ta possession,.to the said owner or his agent, such owner 
or agent may give to the court proof of the hulding, and: of the end or 
other determination of the tenancy, if any had existed, with the time or 
manner thereof, and of the right by which he claims the possession. 

XCIIL. Upon proof of due service of summons, and of the neglect or 
refusal of the tenant or occapier as the case may be, the judges may issue 
& warrant under the seal of the court, to any bailiff of the coart requiring 
and authorizing bim withio a period to be therein named not less than seven, 
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or mora than ten clear days from the date of such warrant, to give possession 
of the premises to euch owner or agent, and such warrant shall bs a sufficient

holiday, or at any time except between the hours of six in the morning 
and six in the afternoon : Provided alao, that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed to protect any person by whom any such warrent shall be sued 
out of the coart of small causes from any action which may be brought 
aguinst him by any soch tenant or occupier for such entry and taking pos- 
session, where such person had not. at the time of suing out the same as 
aforesaid, lawful right to the possession of the same premises. 

XCIV. Such summons, as last aforesaid, may be served either per- 
sonally or by leave of the court, npon proof that the tenant or occupier is 
not to be found within the jurisdiction of the court, by leaving the same with 
some person being in, and apparently residing at, the place of abode of the 
person or persons so holding over as aforesaid; or if the place of abnde of 
such pereon or persons shal! either not be known or admission thereto cannot 
be obtuined for serving such summons, by posting the said summons on 
some conspicuous part of the premises eo held over. 

XCV. No action or prosecution shall be maintainable against the judges 
or against the clerk of the court, by whom such warrant es aforesaid shall 
have been issned, or against any bailiff or other person by whom such 
warrant may be executed, or summons affixed, for issuing such warrant, or 
executing the same respectively, or affixing euch summons, by reason that 
the person by whom the same shall be sued out had not lawful right to the 
possession of the premises. 

XCVI. Where the owner, at the time of applying for such warrant as 
aforesaid, had lawful right to the possession of the premises, or of the part 
thereof so held over as aforesaid, neither the said owner nor his agent, nor 
any other person acting in his behalf, shall be deemed to be a trespasser, 
by reason merely of any irregularity or informality in the mode of proceeding 
for obtaining possession under the authority of this act; but the party 
aggrieved may, if he think fit, bring an actlon on the case, for such irregu- 
Jarity or informality, in which the damage alleged to be sustained thereby, 
shall be specially jaid, and may recover full isfaction for snch special 
damage with costa of sait: Provided that, if the special damage so laid be 
not proved, the defendsnt shall be entitled toa verdict, and that, if proved, 
but assessed at any snm, not exceeding ten rupees, the pluintiff shall recover 
nO more costs than damages, unless the judge, before whom the trial shall 
have been holden, shall certify that in his opinion full costs onght to be 
allowed. 

XCVII. In every case in which the person, by whom any such warrant 
shall be sued out of the court of small causes, had not, at the time of 
suing out the same, lawful right to the posseasion of the premises, the suing 
out of any sach warrant, as last aforesaid, shall be deemed a@ trespass bv 
him againet the tenant or occupier of the premises, although no entry shall 
be made by virtue of the warrant; and in case any sach tenant or occapier 
will become bound with two anfficient sureties, to be approved by the clerk 
of the court, in such sum as to the judges shall seem reaso: able, regard 
being had to the value of the premises and to the probable cost of anch 
action, to sue the person by whom such warra t was sued out with effect 
and without de‘ay, and to pay all the costs of the proceediny in such action, 
in case a verdict shall pass for the defendant, or the plaintiff shall disean- 
tinue or not prorecote his action, or b:come nonsuit therein, +xecation upon 
the warrant shall be stayed until judgment shalt have been given in such 
action of trespass ; and, if upon the trial of such action of trespess, jndg- 


ment be given for the plaintiff, such judgment sball supersede the said 
warrant. 
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XCVII. Recovery of the possession of any euch house, land or tene- 
ment shall be no bar to the institution of a reyuiar suit, for trying the title 
thereanto, which may be brought in the supreme court, es if this act had 
Rot been passed. 

XCIX. Every bond given on the removal of any action out of the 
court of small causes, or upon staying, delaying or reversing any judgment 
or execation awarded therein, or the execution of any such warrant of 
Possession as aforesaid, or on moving for a new trial, or to set aside a verdict, 
judgment or nonsuit, shull be made to the other party to the action, and 
shall be approved by the Judges and atvested under the seal of the court; 
and if the bond so taken be forfeited, or if upon the proceeding for securing 
Which sach bond was given, the judge, before whom euch proceeding shall 
be had, sball not certify upon the record in court, that the condition of the 
bond hath been fulfilled, the party to whom the bond shall have been 80 
made may bring an action of debt and recover thereon: Provided always, 
that the coart in which such action as last aforesaid shill be brought may, 
by arule of court, give such relief to the parties liable upon each bond as 
may appear to bim reasonable, and such rule shall have the nature and effect 
of a deseasance to such bond. 

C. All actions and proceedings, which before the passing of this act, 
tight have been brought in the sapreme court, where avy officer of the 
court of small cases shall be a party, except in respect of any cluim to 
aey goods and chattels taken in exe-ution of the process of the court, or 
the proceeds or value thereof, may be brought and determined in the supreme 
court, at the election of the party suing or proceeding, as if this act bad 
hot been passed 

CI. If any action shall be commenced after the passing of this act in 
the supreme court, fur any cause other than thore lastly herein before 
specified, for which a summons might have been taken out from a court 
holden under this act, and @ verdict shall be found for the plaintiff for a 
sum less than five hundred rupees, if the said action is founded on contract, 
or less than one hundred r.«pees, if it isfounded on wrong, the plaintiff shall 
have judgient to recover such sum only, and no costs; and if a verdict 
sball not be found for the plaintiff the defendant shall be entitled to his 
ests as between attorney and client, anless in either case the judye, who 
shall try the cause, shall certify on the back of the record that, by reason of 
of the difficulty, novelty or genera! importance of the case, or of some 
erroneous course of decisionon like cases in the court of emall causes, the 
ection was fit to be brought in the supreme court. 

CII. If any person shall bring any suit in the supreme court in respect 
of any grievance co: wmitted by the clerk, bailiff, or officer any court holden 
under this act, under colour or pretence of the process of the said court, 
aod upon the trial of the action, no greater damages shall be found for the 
Plaintiff than the sum of five hundred rupees, no costs shall be awarded to 
the plaintiff in such action, unless the jadge shall certify in court, upon the 
back of the record, that the action was fit to be brought in the supreme court. 

CIIt. All penalties, fines and forfeitures by this act, inflicted or 
authorized to be imposed, (the manner of recovering and applying whereof 
is not hereby otherwise particularly directed), upon proof before any justica 
of the peace or magistrate having jurisdiction where the offender shall reside 
or be, or the offence shall be committed, either by the confession of the party 
offending, or by the oath or affirmation «f noy credible witness, shall be 
levied, with the costs attending the summons and conviction, by distress and 
sale f the goods and chattels of the party offending, by warrant under the 
hand of any such just ce ur magistrate, and the overplus (if any) after such 
penalties, fines nnd forfeitures, and the charges of such distress and sale are 
deducted, shall be returned, upon demand, unto the owner of such goods 
and chattels. 

CIV. If any such penalties, Snes and forfeitures respectively, shall not 
be paid forthwith upon conviction, it shall be lawful for such justice or 
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magistaate to order-the offender so convicted to be detained in safe custody 
until return can conveniently be made to such warrant of distress; onless 
such offender shall give sufficient security to the satisfaction of such justice 
or magistrate for his appearance before him on such day as shall be appointed 
for the return of such warrant of distress, sach day not being more then 
eight days from the time ot taking any such security, which security the 
justice or magistrate shall be empowered to take by way of recognizance or 
otherwise, as to him shall seem fit. 

CV. If upon return of such warrant it shall appear that no sufficient 
distress ‘can be had thereupon or in case it shall appear to the satisfaction 
of the justice or magistrate, either by confession of the offender or otherwise, 
that he hath not within the jurisdiction of such justice or magiatrate, 
sufficient goods and chattels, whereon to levy all such penalties, forf i:ur:s, 
costs and charges, the justice or magistrate may, at his discretion, without 
issuing any warrant of distress, commit the offender to the common gacl or 
house of correction, for any time uot exceeding three calendar months, 
unless such penalties, forfeitures and fines, and all reasonable charges attend- 
ing the recovery thereof, shall be sooner paid and satisfied. 

; CVI. The monies arising from any such penalties, forfeitures an! fines 
as aforesaid when paid and levied, shall (if not by this act directed to be 
otherwise applied,) be, from time to time, paid to the clerk of the court, and 
shall be applied in like manner as the fees thereof, 

CVII. In all cases in which by this act any penalty or forfeiture is made 
recoverable before a justice or magistrate, he may summon before him the 
party complained againet, and on such summons may hear and determine the 
matter of such complaint; and, on proof of the offence, may convict the 
offender, and adjudge him to pay the penalty or forfeiture incurred, and pro- 
ceed to recover the came, although no information in writing shall have heen 
exhibited before him; and all such proceedings by summons without infor- 
mation in writing shall be as valid and effectual to all intents and purposes, 
as if un information in writing had been exhibited. 

CVIII. Inall cases where any conviction shall be had for any offence 
committed avainst this act, ‘he form of conviction may be in the words or 
to the effect following : (that is to say,) ‘* be it remembered that on this 

day of in the year .A. B, ia eonvicted before 
a magistrate for the (or before a 
judge appointed under act IX. 1850) of having (state the affence;) and 1 
(or we) the said do adjudge the said to forfeit and 
pey tor the same the sum of [or to be committed to 
for the space of —_] given under hand ( ) and seal ( ) 
the dav and year sfurcsaid.” 

CIX. No order, verdict or judgment, or other proceeding, made con- 
cerning aby of the matters aforesaid, shall be quashed or vacated for want 
of form. 

CX. Where any dis'ress shall be made for any sum of money to be 
levied by virtue of this act, the distress itself shall not be deemed unlawful, 
nor the purty making the same be deemed a trespasser, on account of any 
defier or want of form inthe information, sammons, convietion, warrant of 
dist'ess or other proceeding relating thereto, nor shall the party distraining 
be deemed a trespasser from the bezinning, on account of avy irregulaity 
which shall afterwards be commitied by the party so distrainiog, but the person 
aggrieved by such irregularity may recover full satisfaction for the special 
damage in an action upon the case. 

CXI. All actions end pose: utions to be commenced against any person 
for any thing done in pursuance of this act, shall be commenced within three 
calendar months after the fact committed, and not afterwards, and notice in 
writing of such actions, and of the cause thereof shall be given to the 
defendant one calendar mon'h at least before the co »mencement of the actien; 
and no plaintiff shall recover in any such action, if tender of sufficient 
amends hull have been made before such action is brought, or if after action 
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brought, a sufficient sum of money shal! have been paid into court, with costs 
by or on behalf of the defendant.

An Act to amend Act X. 184). 

For amendment of act X. 1841, it is enacted as follows : 

1. Section XIII. of act X. 1841, is repealed 

If. The passes which, under section XXIV. of the said act, may be 
issued for conferring the privileges and advantages of a British ship, o 
certain cases, to any ship or vessel built within the dominions of a native 
prince or stute in subordinate alliance with, or having subsidiary treaties with 
the East India company, may, after the passing of this act, be issued in the 
like cases, and under the same restrictions, to any ship or vessel belonging to 
any such native prince or state, or their subjects, wherever the same may 
have been built 

11f. All ships or vessels, of whatever rig and of whatever ¢. mnage, 
owned by British subjects, entitled to registr ander act X. 1841, or owned 
by auch native princes or states, or by their subjects entitled to passes under 
act XX. 1841, a: amended by this act, empl-yed ouly in coasting voyages, or 
between any port of the continent of India and the Island of Ceylon, may be 
registered ad obtain passes, and the tonnage may be marked, according to 
such rules as shall be made from time to time by the governor or governor in 
council of each presidency. 

IV. The owners of coasting vessels, registered under section III. of this 
act, shall pay for each certificate of registry,

Act No, XII, parap Marcn 22, 1850, 
For avoiding loss by the default of Public Accountant. 
For better avoidance of loss through the default of public accountants, 
it is enac ed as follows: 
1. Every public accountant shall give security for the due discharge of 
the trusts of his office, and for the due account of a!l moneys which shall come 
into hie pussession or controul, by reason of his oftice, 
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TI. Tn default of any act having special reference to the office of any 
public accountant, the security given shall be of such amount and kind, real 
or personal, or both, and with such sureties (regard being had to the nature 
of the office,) as shall be required by any rules made or to be made from time 
to time, by the authority by which each public accountant is appeinted to his 
office, subject to the approval of the governor or governor in council of the 
presidency or place. 

111. Every person is a public accountant within the meaning of thie act, 
who, by reagon of any offiee held by him in the service of the East India com- 
pany isentrusted with the receipt, custody or controul of any moneys or secu- 
Tities for money, or the management of any lands belonging to the “ast India 
company, or as official assiznee or trustee, or as surberakar, or in any other 
official capacity, with the receipt, custody or controul of any moneys or secu- 
tities for money, or the management of any lands belonging to any other 
person or persons. 

JV. The person or persons at the head of the office to which any publie 
accountent belongs may proceed against gny such public accountant and his 
sureties, for any loss or defalcation in his accounts, as if the amount thereof 
were an arrear of land revenue due to government. 

V. All regulations and acts now or hereafter to be in force for the 
recovery of arrears of land revenue due to government, and for recovery of 
damages by any person wrongfully proceeded against for any such arrear, 
shail apply, with such changes in the forms of procedure as are necessary to 
make them applicable to the cage, to the proceedings against and by euch 
public accountant. 

VI. Allsales of estates summarily sold before the passing of this act, 
in satisfaction of the security bonds of any public accountants within the 
meaning of this act shall be deemed as good and valid, and be as liable to be 
reviewed and anoulled,as if such estates had been sold under authority of 
this act, and no further or otherwise. 


Act No XIII, patgp MaxkcH 22, 1850. 
For Punishing Breaches of Trust. 

For the punishment of breaches of trust, it is enacted as follows : 

I, Every person employed in the public service of her maje:ty, or 
of the Eust India company, and entrusted, by reason of such employment, 
with the receipt, cugtody or control of any chattel, money or valuable security, 
who shall embezzle the same or any part thereof, or in any manner fraudu- 
lently apply, a.e, or dispose of the same, or any part thereof ‘or any purposa 
other than a purpose to which the same isa applicable under the trast reposed 
in him, shall be deemed to have feloniously stolen the same. 

II. All official trustees, assigneas and receivers of money, by virtue of 
their several offices or appointments, all justices of the peace, coroners, and 
otber persans, receiving by virtus of their ottices or appointments any fines, 
forfeitures, penalties or other moneys, on behalf of her majesty or of the East 
India company, all sheritfs, under sheriffs, bailiffs, officers and ether persons 
employed to levy money in execution of the judgment or order of any court, 
or in receiving any taxes or other moneys directed to be levied by any resulu- 
tion of the governor or governor in council of any presidency or place, or by 
any act of the governor general of India in council, and also all subordinate 
officers and servants employed in the office or service of any of the persons 
aereinbefore enumerated, and entrusted with money in the course of such 
employment, are declared to be persons employed in the public service within 
the meaning of this act; but this special enumeration of some of the persons 
included in the general deseription of persons in the public service of her 
majesty or the East Indie company, shall not be taken to abridge the meaning 
of that general description. 

Ill. The claases respectively numbered XCIX C, CI, CII, CHIT and 

CIV, in an act of parliament passed in the ninth year of the reign of King 
George the fourth, intituled an act for improving the administration of 
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criminal justice on the East Indies, are repealed, except as to all things done 
or forborne to be done before the passing of this act. 

IV. Every clerk or servant, who shall steal any chatte’, money or 
valuable security, belonging to or in the possession or power of his master, 
aball be punishable in the same manner as persons convicted of felonious 
stealing under this act. 

V. Every clerk or servant, or any person employed for the purpose, or 
in the capacity of a clerk or servant, who shall by virtue of such employment, 
receive or take into his possession any chattel, money or valuable security, for 
orin the name or on the account of his master, and who shall fraudulently 
embezzle the eame or any part thereof, shall be deemed to have feloniously 
stolen the same from his master, although such chattel, money or security was 
not received into the possession of his master, otherwise than by the actual 
Possession of his clerk, servant or other person so employed. 

VI. Every member and officer of a trading corporation or company, and 
also every banker, w-erchant, factor, broker, attorney or other ayent, whether 
he be commonly so employed, or be employed as an agent in that instance only, 
and whether be act as such agent gratuitously or otherwise, to whom any 
chattel, money or valuable security is entrusted for safe custody, or for any 
special purpose, and whether with or without any authority to sell negotiate, 
pled. e or employ the same, but with an authority limited to some defined 
purpose as tothe application of such money, chattel or valuable security or 
of any part thereof, or of the proceeds or of any part of the proceeds thereof, 
who shall fraudulently apply, use or dispose of the same or any part of the 
proceeds thereof, for any purpose other then a purpose for which the same 
Was entrusted to him, shall be deemed to have feloviously stolen the eame. 

VII. Every sub-ayent, clerk or servant of any such trading corporation 
or company, or of any banker, merchant, factor, broker or other agent as afore- 
seid who, knowing the purpose for which such chattel money or valuable 
security was entrusted to the corporation, company, person or persons, by 
whom he is employed, shall fraudulently apply, use or dispose of the same, 
for any purpose other than a purpose for which the same was entrusted to his 
employer or employers, shall be deemed to have feloniously stolen the same 
though he were not bimself immediately employed or entrusted with the dis- 
position th reof by the person entitled thereto. 

VIII. Every person, possessed, or having the receipt, custody or control, 
of any chattel, money or valuable security, in trust for any other person or 
persons, who shall embezzle the eame or any part thereof, or in any manner 
fraudulently apply, use or dispose of the same, tor his own use or benefit, in 
breaeh vf the trust reposed in him, shall be deemed to have feloniously stolen 
the same. 

1X Every person convicted of having feloniously stolen any chattel, 
money or valuable security under this act, shall be liable to be transported 
out of the territories under the government of the Est India company for life, 
or to be imprisoned with or without labour for any term not exceeding seven 
years. P 

X. Every instrament entitling or shewing the title of any person to any 
share or interest in any public stock or fund of any country or state, or in 
any stock of any corporation or company. or for the transfer of any such share 
or interest, or for the receipt of any dividend or interest on any such share, 
or entitling or shewing the title to any deposit in any bank, and every warrant, 
order, or instrument for the payment of any meney- on any event certain or 
contingent, or for the delivery or receipt of any goods, or merchandize, on 
any euch erent, is a valuable security within the meaning of this act. 

XI, Any offender under this act may be proceeded against on the came 
charge for any number of distinct acts of embezzlement or fraudulent applica- 
tion, use or disposition as aforesaid, committed by hiin within six calender 
months, from the first to the last of such acts: and proof of a gross deficiency 
in the accounts of any such trustee or public servant, shall be evidence of the 
offence charged, until such deficiency is otherwise explained. 
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XII. If the offence relates to money or to any bank note, bank post bill, 
banker's cheque. bill of exchange, promissory note, government paper, or 
other like security for the payment of money, it shall be enough in the 
indictment or charge to allege the embezztement or frandulent application, 
use or disposition of money, without specifying any particular coin or valuable 
security ; and such allegation shall, so far as revards the kind of property, be 
sustained, if the offender is proved to have embezzled or fraudulently apy lied, 
used or disposed of any amount of maney or any valuable security, though the 
particular kind of coin or valuable security, of which such dmount was com- 
posed shall pot be proved. 

XIIL. It shall not be necessary, in any proceeding against any offender 
under thie act, to declare the person to whom the property embezzled or 
fraudulently applied or disposed of belongs otherwise thar hereiafter pro» 
vided, or to give any other deccription of it than by stating ite general 
character according to the provisions of thisact; and if the offence be that 
of embezzlement or frandulent application, use or diaposition, by 4 person 
in the public service of the crown, or of the East India company, of property 
entrusted to him by reason of such employment, or part thereof, it shat! ba 
enough to state that the defendant was in such service, and that he received 
the property by reason of such employment and embezzled the same, or : srt 
thereof, or frandu'ently applied used or disposed of the same asthe case may 
ba; and if the case be one of fraudulent application, ase or disposition by 
any person not being such public servant but entrusted as aforesaid it shall 
be enough to state that auch person was entrusted with the property (descrih- 
ing ite general cheracter as aforesaid,) and it ahall be enough to state shert!y 
the purpose of the trust, and that he fraudulently applied, used or disposed of 
the sxme contrary to his duty in that behalf 

XIV. The court before which any offender is tried under this act shalt 
have power upon the trial to make any amendments that moey be necessary, 
by reason of any variance between the statements of the charges and the 
evidence, either in the description of the property, or of any person, or of any 
office, appointment or employment, or of the purpese of the trust or otherwise, 
when in the opinion of the court the person cherged cannot have been 
misled as to his defence by such imperfect or erroneous statement, 

XV. Every offender under this act may be tried and punished by any 
court of competent jurisdiction either in the place where be isin custody, or 
where he committed the offence. 

“ XVI. The punishment of any offender under this act shat! not be 
deemed to take away or lesson hia liability or the liability of his sureties to 
make ‘ ood any loss sustained by her mojesty or the East India company or 
apy other person or persons by his misbehaviour or breach of trust. 

XVII. Every person charged with a felonious breach of trust under thie 
act who shall be proved to have knowingly made up or furnished fate state- 
mnte or accounts of the sums of money received or paid by him or entrusted 
to his care, or ef the goods or balance of money in his castody or control, 
shall be liable to fine in the discretion of the court although po actual 
embezzlement or fraudulent application, use or dispositien of trust, moneys, 
ehattels, or valuable secur ties is proved ayainst him and in addition to such 
fine may be imprisoned with or without labour, as the court shall adjadee, 
for any term not exceeding ove year; but no person convicted of felonious 
breach of trust as aforesaid shall be. punished also for making ap false accounts 
in connecti.n with the same breach of trust. 


Act No. XV, patrp APRIL 4, 1850. 
An Act to extend the operation of Section X.and XII., Regulation XXVI, 
1814, of the Bengal Code. 
Whereas it is expedient for the better administration of justice to extend 
the provisions of section X. regulation XXVI. 1814, and make them appli- 
cable to suits instituted in the courts of the moonsiffs, it is enacted as follows : 
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1. From the passing of this act, sections X. and XII. regulation XXVI. 
1814, shall be applicable to all suits instituted in the courta of the mounaiffs, 
in the presidency of Fort William in Bengal. 

II. The provisions of act XII. 1843, shall apply to all points which the 
court shall record as the points to be established, or on which proof is required 
by the court according to section X. regulation XXV1. 1814, and to this uct. 


Act No. XVI, patep Aprit 4, 1850. 
An Act for restitution of the value of Stolen Property. 

Whereas it is expedient that the several criminal courts within the 
territuries under the government of the East India company be empowered to 
add the punishment of flue to the punishments already provided for persons 
convicted befure them of certain offences respecting property, and to apply 
the same for the benefit of those who have suffered by such offences, it is 
declared and enacted as follows: 

i, All criminal coarts within the said territories may add to the punish- 
Ment competent to them to inflict apon persons convicted before them of 
robbery, theft, embezzlement, knowingly receiving stolen goods, cheating or 
other wrongful appropriation of property, or of being accessory or privy to 
any such offence, the punishment of fine, not exceeding the loss appeuriug to 
be caused to the several pergong, who have suffered by such wrong: and may 
pay and distribute the proceeds of the said fice or any part therevt, to or for 
the benefit of the said several peisona, according to the discretion of 
the court 

11. Payment of every such fine may be enforced by distress and sale 
under the order of the court, of the goods of the offender. 


Act No. XVIII, pate Aprit 4, 1850. 
An Act for the protection of Judicial Officers. 

For the greater protection of magistrates and others acting judicially, 
it Is enacted an follows: 

1, No judge, magistrate, justice of the peace, collector, or other person 
acting judicially shail bs liable to be sued in any civil court, or any act done 
or ordered to be done by him in the discharge of his judicial duty, whether 
or not within the limits of bis jurisdiction ; provided, thathe at the time, in 
“ood faith, telieved bimself to have jurisdiction to do or order the act 
complained of: and no ofticer of any court or other person, bound to execute 
the lawful warrants or orders of any such judge, magistrate, justice of the 
peace, collector, or other person ucting judicially shall be liable to be sued 
ia any civil court, for the execution of any warrant or order, which he would 
be bound to execute, if within the jurisdiction of the person issuing the same. 

Act No. XIX, DATED APRIL 11, 1850. 
Concerning the binding of Apprentices. 

For better enabling children, and especially orphans and poor children 
brought up by public charity, to learn trades, crafts and employments, by 
which, when they come to full age, they may gaina livelibvod, it is enacted 
as follows: 

4. Aay child, above the age of ten, and under the age of eighteen years, 
may be bound apprentice by bis or her father ur guardian to learn any fit 
trade, craft or employment, for such term ag is set forth in the contract of 
apprenticeship, not exceeding seven years, so that it be not prolouged beyond 
the time whea such child shall bo of the fall age of twenty-one years, or it 
the case of a female, beyond the time of her marriage. 

HE. ‘Fhe age set orth in tbe contract shalt be evidence of the age of tha 
child, in all questions which arise as to the right of the masier ta tie conti- 
nuance of the service. 

TIl. Any magistrate or justice of the peace may act with all the powers 
of a guardian onder the ast, on behalf of any orphan, or poor elald abandon 
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ed by its parents, or of any child convicted before him, or any other magis- 
trate, of vagrancy, or the commission of any petty offence. 

JV. An orphan or poor child. brought up by any public charity, may be 
bound apprentice by the governurs, directurs or managers thereof, as bis or her 
guardians for this purpose. 

Vv. Any such boy may be bound as an apprentice in the sea service to 
any of her majesty’s subjects, being the owner of any registered ship 
belonging to and trading from any port in the territories under the go.ernment 
of the East 'ndia company, which has been seclar-d to be a registering port 
under a.t X. 1841, to be +mployed in any such ship the prope:ty of such 
person, commanded bya British subject, and, while so empluyed, to be taught 
the craft and duty of a seaman. 

VI. Any such boy may be bound in like manner for sea service in any 
ship of the Mast India company belonging to any such po:t, commanded by @ 
British subject, in which case the contract shall be made with the master 
attendant at such port, or any officer a: pointed to represent the East India 
company in this behalf, who shall appoint the ship in which such apprentice 
is to serve fro « tine to time, 

VIL The master or commander of any ship in which an appreutice 
bound to the sea service shall be appointed to serve by the party to whom he 
is bound, shall be deemed the agent of such party for the purpose of this act. 

VIII. - Every contract of apprenticeship shall be in writing, according 
to the form given in the Schedule (A.) annexed to this act, orto the like 
effect, which shall set forth the conditions agreed upon, particularly specifying 
the age of the apprentice, the term for which be is bound, and what he is 
to be taught. 

1X. Every such contract shall be signed by the person to whom the 
epprentice is bound, and by the person by whom he is bound, and by the 
apprentice, when he is of the age of fourteen years or more ut the time of 
binding; but, when the apprentice is bound by the governors, directors or 
menagers of a public charity, the signature of two of them, or of their 
secretary or officer, shall be sufficient on behalf of the persons binding the 
apprentice, 

X. No such contract shall be valid unless it be executed in the manner 
aforesaid, nor unti] it hus been deposited in the office of the chief magistrate 
uf the place or district where it has been executed, or if the apprentice is 
bound to the sea service, in the office of the person appointed under act X. 
184), to make registry of ships at the port where the apprentice is to begin 
his service; and the person in whose office any such contract is deposited 
shall give to each of the parties a copy thereof, certified under his hand, 
which certified copies shall be received as evidence of the contract, without 
formal proof of the handwriting of the magistrate or registering officer. 

XI. The terms of service may be changed at any time du'ing the 
apprenticeship, or the contract may be determined, with the consent of both 
parties to the contract or their persunal representatives, and with the consent 
of the apprentice, if he is above the age of fourteen years ; provided, that the 
changes agreed to or the termination of the contract shall be expressed in 
writing on the original contract, with the signature of the proper parties 
according to section VIII. of this act; and the magistrate or registering officer 
shall thereupon make under his hand corresponding endorsements on the office 
copies, which shall be brought to h.m at the same time fur that purpose 

XII. The master of any apprentice bound under this act may, with the 
consent of the person by whom he was bound, aud with tha consent of the 
apprentice, if he is above the age of fourteen years, assign such apprentice to 
any other peraon, who is willing to take him for the residue of his uppren- 
ticeship, and subject to the conditions thereof; provided that such persen 
shall, by endorsement under his own hand on the contract, declare his 
ceptance of such apprentice, and acknowledge himeelf bound by the 
ayreements and covenants therein mentioned, to be performed on the part of 
the master, and that the consent of the other parties aforesaid shall be 
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expressed in writing on the same, and signed by them respectively: And 
every such arsizument shall be certified on the office copies of the contract 
under the hand of the magistrate or registerting officer according to the forin 
given in Schedule (B.) annoxed to this act.. 

XIII, Upon complai t made to any magistrate in the said territories by 
or on behalf of any apprentice bound under this act, of refusal or neglect to 
provide ‘or him, or to teach him according to the contract of apprenticeship, 
or of cruelty, or other ill-treatment by his master, or by the agent under whom 
he shall ha:e been jluced by his master, the magistrate may summon the 
master or his agent, as the case may be, if he shall be within his jurisdiction, 
to appear b fore him ata rea onabe time, to be stated in the summons, to 
answer the complaint ; and at such time, whether the master or his agent be 
present or not, (service of the summons being proved.) may examine into the 
matter of the complaint; and, upon: roof thereof, may cancel the contract 
of apprenticeship, and assess apon the offender, whether be shall be the 
master or his agent, @ reasonable sum for behoof of the apprentice, not 
“exceeding four times the amount of the premium paid upon the binding, or 
if no premium, or a leas premium than filty rupees was paid, not exceeding 
two hundred rupees; and, if the offender shall pot pay the sum eo assessed, 
may levy the sume by distress and sale of his goods and chattels, and if the 
offender shall not be the master bot his agent, by distress and sale of tha 
goods and chattels of the master also. 


XIV. No cont-act of apprenticeship sl-all be cancelled, nor shall any 
master or his agent be liable to any criminal proceeding, on account of such 
moderate cha.t sement for misbehaviour, given to any ap-rentive by his 
master or the agent of his master, xs may lawfully be given by a father to his 
child; and the provision for enabling the contract of apprenticeship to be 
¢can.elled shall not bar any criminal proceeding avainst any master or his 
azrnt for ar assault or other «ffence commited against his apprestice, for 
which he would be liable to be punished, hed it been aga'nst his child; 
wheth r or not any piocecdings be taken for cancelling the coutract of appren- 
ticeshin. 

XV. Upon complaint made to any magistrate, by or on behalf of the 
master of any apprentice bound tu him under t is act, of any ill bebaviour of 
such apprentice, or if such apprentice shall huve absconded, the magistrate 
quay isgue his warrant for anprehending such apprentice, and may hear and 
determine the complaint, and puni-h the offender bv an order for keeping tha 
offeader if a bay in confinement in any deltor’s prison or other suitable place, 
not being a criminal gaol, for any time not exceeding one month, of which 
one week may be in solitary confinement, during which time encb allowance 
shall be made for his rubsisience by the master or his agent as the magistrate 
sball order ; and, if the offender be a boy of not more than fourteen years of 
uge, may order him to be privately whipped: or, if the offender be a girl, or 
in the case of any boy, the mugistrate deem ary such punishment unfit, he 
my pass an order empow-ring the master of the apprentice or his agent to 
keep the offender in close confinement in his own house, or on board the 
vev-el to which he belongs, upon bread and water, or xuch otner plain food as 
may |e given wi-hout injury to the health of the app.entice, for a period not 
exceeding one monh. 

XVI. Upon complaint of wilful and repeated iJl behaviour on the part 
of the apprentice, and on the dem»nd of the master, the magistrate may 
order the contract of apprenticeship to be cancelled, whether or not the 
charge is proved; but only with the consent of the apprentice and of his 
father or guardian, if the charge ie not proved: and such cancelling shall 
ba with or without refund of the whole or part of any preminm that may 
have been paid to the master on binding such apprentice, as to the magistrate 
seeme fit on consideration of the case; and all sums so refunded shall 
be applied under the direction of the magistrate for behouf of the appren- 
tice. 
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XVII. The magistrate may order any snm recovered for behoof of the 
apprentice on cancelling the contract to te either lai! out in binding him to 
another master, or otherwiee for his benefit, or to te paid to the person by 
whom any preminm was paid when he was bound apprentice. 


XVIII. No magistrate shall entertain a complaint on the pert of a 
master against an apprentice under this act, unless it te brought within one 
month after the cause of .complaint arose ; or, if the cause -f complaint arose 
on board ship dur'ng a voyage, within one month after the arr val thereof at 
@ port or place in the said territories: end no ma istrate shall entertain a 
compla nt on ‘he part of an apprentice against his master or the agent of bia 
master under ths act, unless it be brought within thr 6 months after the 
cau e of complaint a'oxe; or if the cause of complaint arose on hourd ship 
during @ voyage within three mo ths after the aridval thereof ata po tur 
place in the eaid territories. 

XIX. If the master of any apprentices shall die bafo e the end of the 
apprenticeship, the contract of apprenticeship shall be thereby deter:nined ;° 
and a proportionate part, corresponding to the unexpired portion of the term, 
of any p emium, which shal have been paid to -uch master on the binding 
of the apprentice to him, shall be returned by the executors or adw inistratora 
out of the e-tate of the deceased to the ersen or pers: us who shall have paid 
the same ; unl ss the executors or administratore of the deceased master shall 
continue the business ja which such arprenrice siall have Keen en:ployed, and 
shall, within three menths from the death of the ‘ate master, make offer ia 
writing to keep the avprentice on the terms of the origival contreet ; in which 
enge the estate of the «¢ceased shall be discharged from all liabilities on 
account of such premium. 

XX. If such offer to keep the apprentice shall be made as aforesaid, the 
same shall be fully expressed and certified by the execitors and administra. 
tors on the original contract of appenticeship; and also un the office copies 
thereof, by the magistrate or registering officer; and the apprentice shall ba 
bound to the executors or administrators so keeping him fur the remaining 
term of his apprenticeship. 

XXI. Any apprentice bound under this act, whose master shall dia 
during the apprenticeship, shall be entitl-d to maintenance for three months 
from and after the death of hia master, out of the assets leit by him; provided 
that during such three months such apprentice shall continue to live with, 
and serve a8 an apprentice, the exeeutors or administiators of such muster, 
or such pereon ae they shall appoint. 

XXII. The apprentice of any person against whom a commission of 
bankruptcy shall be is ued, or who shall be adjudged to have committed an 
act of insolvency, during the apprentice hip, shall be discharged from all 
obligation under the contract of apprenticeship; and, if any premium was 
paid on binding him us an apprentice, he or the person by whom he was bonnd 
shall be entitled to claim the amount thereof, asa debt against the estate 
of the bankrupt or insolvent. 

XXIIL. For the purposes of this act all Rritish euhjects, wherever or 
of whatever parents born, ax well as other persons in the territories under 
the government of the East India company, without the Towns of Calcutta 
and Madras, and the ‘town and Island of Bombay shall be amenuble to the 
jurisdiction of the courts and magistrates of the East India company. 


XXIV. An appeal shall lie from any order passed by any magistrate 
without the said Towns and Island to the court of session to which such 
wagistrale ig subordivate, provided the appeal is made within one month 
from the date of the order. 

XXV_ In this act the words ‘‘ master,” “ owner,” “ person’? and the 
pronoun, “he” shall be understood to include several persons as weil as one 
person, aod females as well a» males, and bodiea corporate us well us indi- 
viduala, onless there is something in the context repugnant tu such cuo- 
stractica.

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Act No, XX. DATED APRIL 11, ‘850. 
An Act for settling the boundaries of the Tributary Mehals in Cuttack. 

Wherea- certwin ‘nngle or hill zemindavies in the Zillah of Cuttack, 
enumerated in section XXXVI. of reculation X11. 1805, of the Beng»l Code, 
and the territory of Mohur unve, in the same zillah, were temporarily 
«xempted by the said regu'ation frm the regulations re‘ating to the settlement 
and collection of the pnbli: revenue, and, by re-ulation XIII. 1805, of tie 
Kengal Core, were tamp rarily exempted from the laws and regulations for 
the ranintenance of the police, and for the administration of justice in criminal 
cases, and whereas doubts have been entertained how disputes as to the 
boundaries of the said zemindaries are to determined, it ie enacted us follows : 

J, Every case in which the boundaries between any of the said zemin- - 
aries, or the i jliahe of Boad and Atmullick, and an estate subject to the 
regulations of the Bengal Code, shall be in dispute, shall be heard, tried and 
determined in the first instance by the superintendent of the Tributary Mehals, 
in zillah Cuttack, according to such instructions as he shall from time to 
time, receive from the governor of Bengal; and his award, when confirmed 
by the governor of Hengal, shall be final and conclusive, and shall be carried 
into execution by the superintenilent of Tributary Mehals, by giving posses- 
sion of the lund in digpute to the parties entitled under his aword. 


Act No. XXI, DATED APRIL 11, 1850. 

An Act for extending the principles of Section IX. Regalation VII. 1882, 
of the Bengal Code, throughout the Territories subject to the Government 
of the Bast India Company. 

Whereas it is enacted by section IX. regulation VII. 1832, of the Bengal 
Coe, that “ whenever in any c vil suit the parties to such suit may be of 
different persuasions, when one party shall be of the Hindoo and the other of 
the Mahomm- dan pe suasion, or where one or more of the parties to the suit 
shall not bs either of the Mahommedan or Hindoo persua:ions, the laws «f 
those religions shall not be permitted to operate to deprive such party or 
parties of any pro erty to which, but for the operation -f such laws, they 
w uld have been entitled ;” and whereas it will be beneficial to extend the 
principle of that enactment throughout the territories subject to the govein- 
inent of the East-India company, it ix enacted as follow : 

1. So much of any law or usage now in force, within the territories 
subject to the government of the East India company, vs inflicts on any 
person forfaiture of rigits or property, or may be held in any way to impoir 
or affect any right of inheritance, by rewson of his or her renouncing, or 
having been excluded from the communion of any religion, or being deprived 
of caste, shall cease to be enforced as law in the courts of the East India 
company, and in the courts established by royal charter within the suid 
territories. 


Acr No. XXII], patep Jung 8, 1850. 
An Act for securing the Land Revenue of Calcutta. 

Whereas it is expedient that the land revenue, accruing due to the East 
India company within Calcutta, be ascertained and collected in as summury 
a manner as in other parts of the territories under the government of the 
East India company, it is declared and enacted as follows : 

I. All assessable lands, not the property of the East Iudia company, 
within the Town of (alcntta, of which the rate of assessment is not kuown, 
or which have not heretofore been assessed, shall be assessed at the rate uf 
three annas for each cottah. 

11, Lakhbiraj tenurea of lani in Calcutta, of which uninterr'p‘ed pos- 
session has been eld, exempt from asseasment for sixty years, shall be valid: 
no other Lakhiraj tenures of land in Calcutta shall be deemed valid, unless 


the same are or shall be held under ao uuexpired grant from the British 
government, 
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TIL. If any owner of land within Calcutta, or any person holding land 
within Caleutra on lease from the East India company shall, upon the written 
demand of the co'lector, refuse or neglect to pay any eum at which the land 
is assessed, or for which he is liable under his lease, the collector may levy 
the same by, distress and sale of the goods and chattels, wherever ‘ound, 
of such owner or lessee, or, after written demand apon the tenant or occupier, 
and his refusal or ne slect to pay the sum lawfully demanded, by dist exe ant 
sale of any good: and chattels found upon the land, in the manner appointed 
for regulating distresees for small rents in Calcutta by act VII. 1847: and, 
for the purpose of any such distress and sale, the collector shull have all the 
powers of a commissioner of the court for recovery of small debts referred to 
in the said act, and the collector shall have power to appoint any of his officers 
to perform the duties of bailiffs and appraisers, and of the chief clerk of the 
said court, as provided by the saiitact, and all the provisione of the said act 
relating to the said commissioners and their court sha!l be deemed to eppiy 
to the suid collector and his office in the execution of this act. 

TV. In the case of payment by any tenant or occupier, not holding 
immediately under the East India company, or the seizure and sale of his 
property, he may deduct the amount of the payment or levy from the next 
Payment of rent tu his landlord. 

V. The claim of the East India company for land revenue or rent 
has priority over all other claims upon the land or to which property dis- 
trained upon the land may be liable. 

Vi. If the collector’s claim for arrears of rent is disputed, the process 
of distraint and sale shall not be stayed, unless the amount claimed be lodged 
with the collector. 

VII. Arrears of rent or revenue which shall become due to the East 
India company within the Town of Calcutta, after the passing of this act, 
shail be recoverable at any time within six yeaie next after the same are due, 
o: nextaiter an acknowledgement of the same in writing has been given by 
the person by whom the same is payable or his agent, and not afterwards. 

ViiI. Whena claim to hold land Lakhiraj, or free of assessment, sha! 
be set up under this act, the collector shall inquire into the claim; taking 
such evidence as the claimant may offer, or the public records supply, and 
shall report his proceedings and decision in the case for the consideration of 
the revenue commissioner. If the commissioner is satisfied of the validity 
of the claim, be shall make an order accordingly, and such order shall be 
final. If he is not satisfied of the validity of the claim, he shall direct the 
collector to assess the land, leaving the claimant to contest the collector's 
demand in the civil courts as herein provided. 

1X. Any person obstructing or molesting the collector, or any of his 
subordinate officers in the exeeution of their duty, shall, on conviction before 
a magistrate of the town of Calcutta, be liable to a fine not exceeding five 
hundred rupees, and in default of payment to imprisonment in the common 
jail fo» a term not exceeding six month-, or until the fine is s-oner paid. 

X. The colle-tor may pnnish any contempt committed in his presence, 
in open cutcherry or office, by fine, not exceeding two hundred rupees, and in 
d-fault of payment by imprisonment in the common jail for a te-m not ex- 
ceeding one month: from every such order of fine or imprisonment an appeal 
shall lie to the commissivner, whose decision shall be final. 

XL. Tne collector shall act in the execution of this act under the usnal 
contronl of the snperior revenue authorities. 

XII. The ground rents payable to the East India company from lands 
in Calcutta are revenue within the meaning of the act of parliament 21 Geo. 
IIL. C. 70, and the supreme court of judicature established by royal charter 
at Fort William in Bengal has not any civil jurisdiction concerning the said 
ground rents, or concerning any thing ordered or done in the assessment or 
collection thereof. 

ALT. all actions concerning any trespass or injury committed by any 
revenue officer acting under colour of this act, or concerning any claim ia 
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respect of any goods taken by or any monies paid to any revenue officer 
under this act, or concerning any claim of rent or revenue on the part of the 
East India company under this act, shall be tried and determined in the 
civil courts established by the East India company at the Sudder station of 
the twenty-four pergunuah’s; notwithstanding that the cause of action, in 
respect of which such action is brought, arose, or the defendant therein 
reside, within the limite of the Town of Calcutta: and every such action shall 
be brought within six months after the cause of action arose, and not alter- 
wards, 

XIV. The words ‘collector’ and ‘commissioner’ u-ed in this act shall 
be taken to mean any person lawfully appointed to exercise the powers of 
collector and commissioner respectively. 


Act No, XXV, DaTep JUNE 14, 1850. 

An Act for the forfeiture to Government of Deposits made on incomplete 
Sales of Land under Regulation VIII. 1819, and Act IV. 1846. 
Whereas putneears and judgment deb ora fraudulently avail themselves 

of the provision in section 1X., regulation VIII. 1819, of the Beugal Code, and 

in section V. act IV. 1846, that sorfeited deposit. at sales of .aud in execu‘ion 
of decrees or for srrear. of rent shall be applied as if they were purchuse 
money, it is enacted ax follows : 

J, So much of section IX, regulation VIII. 1819, of the Bengal Code, 
ard of sections V. and IX. act 1V. 1846, as provides that the deposit at any 
sale of land, or any interest ia lund, under the said regulation or xet, if 
forfeited, shell be regarded as part of the proceeds of the sale, or applied as if 
it were purchage money. is repealed. 

II. Any sach forfeited deposit shall be applied to defray the expeaces 
of the vale, and the surplus shall be forfeited to government. 


Act No. XXVI, patep June 21, 1850. 
An Act to enuble improvements to be made in Towns 

Wherews act X 1842, was passed for enabling the inhabitants of any place 
of public resu:t or residence, under the presidency of Fort William, aut within 
the Town of Calcutta, to make better provision for purposes connectet with 
yuhlic health and convenience, but the said act has proved ineffeciual tor the 
Purpose, and ft is expedient te amend the provisions thereof, and to extend the 
jJike powers to the inhabitants of Towns in the other presidencies uoder the 
government of the East India company, it is enacted as follows: - 

I. Act X. 1842, is repeal-d. 

If. If it shall appear to the governor or governor in council, or lieutenant 
governor, of any presidency or place within the territories under the govern- 
ment of the East india company, that the inhabitants of any T'uwo or Sub..rb, 
not within the Town of Calcutta, Madras, or ?ombay, are desirous of making 
better provisions for making, repairing, cleaning, livhting, or watching any 
public streets, reads, drains, or tanks, or for the prevention of nnisances, 
or for improving the raid Town or Suburb in any other manner, the said 
gover: or or governor in council, or lieutenant governor, may order this act 
to be unt in force within such Town or Subarb. 

III. Whenever any application shall be made to the goverrment for 
putting this act in force in any Town or Suburb, notice thereof shall be given 
isthe Government Gazette of the presidency, or place, and also by procia- 
imation within such Town or Suburb, setting forth the parposes of tne 
a@pplication, and giving reasonable time for all inhabitants of such Town or 
Suburb, who are minded to declare themselves for or against the adoption vi 
this act therein, for such purposes or any of them. 

IV. The governor or governor in council, or lieutenant governor, shall 
take all such declarations into due consideration, and atter the t me allowed ‘or 
recefving the same, shall make a final order, which shell be published in the 
Government Gazette, and also notified by provlamation within such ‘Town or 
Zavurb, to the effect that the application appears, or dues nut appear, to be 
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according to the wishes of the inhabitants, either wholly, or in respect to one 
ov more of the purposes in respect of which it is made; and if the whole or any 
part of it shall appear to be according to thé wishes of the inhabitants, then 
that this act shall be thenceforth jn force in such Town or Suburb, for such 
purposes only as shall be mentionod in the order. 

V. Whenever my such order shall be made and published as aforesaid, 
this act shall come into force within the said Town or Suburb, for sncb pur- 
poses as are mentioned in the order, and the making aid publication of the 
said order shall be conclusive evidence that the provisions of this act have been 
complied with, and that it is thenceforth in foree withia the said Town or 
Rubarb, for such purposes as are mentioned in the order. 

VI. Whenever this act shall come into foree in any Town or Suburb, the 
governor or governor in council, or Heutenant governor, shall appoint the 
magisirate and snech number of the inhabitants thereof as to him shall »ppear 
necessary, to be commissioners for putting the act in foree, and shall vive 
authority to them to prepare rules for more effectually accomplishing the pur- 
poses for which they are appointed; which rales, when a: proved by the 
yovernor of ‘governor in council, or lientenant governor, shail be of the same 
force witbin the said Town or Suburb, until altered or rescinded as he'sinatter 
provided, as if they were inserted in this act. And the said governor or 
governor in council, of lieutenant governor, may remove any of the commis- 
soners and appoint others, and may fill up vaeancies oecurring among the 
commissionets in such manner as may seam to him fit. 

VII. The rules to be prepared by the said commissioners shall provide, 
among other things, for those following, that is to say : 

1, The appointment and management of all necessary officers and servants 
of the commissioners, and the saluries to be allowed to them. 

2 The definitton of the persons or property within the Town or Suburb 
to be taxed for raining the monies neceseary for the purposes of this act, 
whether by house assessment or Town daties or otherwise, the amount or 
rate of the taxes to be imposed, the manner of rvising and collectivg them, 
and ensuring the safety and due application of them when collected. 

3 The manner ‘n which from time to tirae the rules in force are to be 
amended or rescinded, and netw rules are to be made, with the approval in 
every cnse of the gevernor or governor in conncil, or lieutenant governor. 

4 The definition end prohibition of nuisances within the ‘Town or 

Sabarb. 
5. The imposition of reasonable penalties for breach of any rule made 
by the commissioners, not exceeding fifty rupees, or in the case of continuing 
nnisance, not exceeding five rupees for every day that such nuisance is 
continued, 

VIII. The commissioners appointed from time to time shall have full 
power to make all neve sary contracts, for the purposes of this act, and apply 
the taxes raised 8s aforesaid in the necessary works, and in payment of thar 
officers and servants, and in the otaer expenses incident to the execuiion of 
this act within the said Town or Suba b. 

1X. No commissioner shall be personally liable for any contract made 
by the commisstoners on behalf of the inhabitants of sach Town or Suburb; 
bat every commissioner shall be liable for any misapplication of the monies 
collected, to which he shall have been knowingly party or privy, or which 
shall have happened through gross neglect of his duty, and shall be liable tu 
be sued for the same as for money due to, and at the suit of the East Judia 
cumipagy. 

X. The powers of act IT. 1839, for the recovery of fines, shall be uppli- 
ed forthe recovery of el arrears of taxes and ponalties under this act; wud 
every magistrate shail put in force the powers of the said act II. 1839 tur that 
purpose, whenever thereunto required by the commissioners, or any of their 
¢tiicers deputed by them tor the purposes o1 enforcing paymuat of arrears of 
taxes imposed under this act. 

XI. No rate on property made ander this act shall be invalid for dofect

of form; ao it shall be enough in any such rate on property, or any assess- 
ment of value for the purpose of making such rate, if the property rated or 
assessed shall be so described as to be generally known; and it shall not be 
necessary to name the owner cr occupier thereof. 

XII. All moveable property found in any house or building, or upon 
any land assessed under thie act may be seized and sold by warrant of a 
magistrate for payment of any arrear of tax laid on such house, building or 
land under this act. ; 

XU. All commissioners acting in execution of this act shell, on or 
before the last day of April in every year, make up and send to the governor 
or governor in coupeil, or lieutenaut governor, ao account of all works 
executed by them, and of all sums received and spent by them, in the 
foregoing year, in such form and with such vouchers as the governor or 
governor in council, or lieutenant governor, shall from tine to time order. 

XIV. The governor or governor in council, or lieutenant governor may, 
at any time, suspend the operation of this act in any ‘Town or Suburb, and 
appoint any person or persons to examine and report upon the behaviour of 
the commissioners, or any of them, or their officers in the execution of 


this act. 


Act No. XXVII, patsp June 21, 1850, 
An Act for the registry of Merchant Seamen. 

Whereas it is expedient to form a register of merchant seamen, it is 
enacted as follows: 

I. A general register office for merchant seamen shall be established, at 
euch of the ports of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and at such other ports 
as the governor general of India in council shall hereafter deem necessary. 

11, For every such office there shall be a registrar, with such assistants, 
clerks and servants, at auch salaries and allowances, and subject to such 
regulations, as shall be, from time to time, directed, with the approval of 
the wovernor general of India in council, by the governor, or governor in 
council, of the presidency or place where the office is established. 

JI{, Bach registrar, before entering on the duties of his office, shall, 
with two sureties, execute a joint and several bond to the East India company, 
according to such form ea shall be, from time to time, approved by the 
governor general of India in council, conditional for the faithful performance 
of his duty, and for the due application and account of all monies that shad 
come to him, as such registrar, under such amount of penalty as shall be trom 
time to time fixed by the governor, ur governor in council of the presidency 
or place. 

Pw. Every person not having a register ticket from any port in the 
united kingdom of Great Britain and Jreland, who intend; to serve, (other- 
wise than as master or surgeon), on board of any vessel navigated rom a port 
within the territories under the government of the East India company, and 
registered as a British Vessel under the statutes of parliament and acts of the 
governor general of India in council, in force, for the time being, for the 
registry of British Vessels, shall be bound to appear at one of the said register 
offices, for the purpose of procuring himself to be registered, and shall be 
bound to answer truly, to the best of his ability and knowledge, the several 
questions set forth in the schedule (A) annexed tu this act, and such other 
questions as shall be, from time to time, directed by the governor general of 
Judia in council, and until so registered shall not be allowed, after the first 
day of August 185v to serve in any capacity, (other than master or surgeon,) 
on board of any such registered veesel. 

Vv. The registrar shall be bound to register every seaman, who shall 
appear at his office for that purpose, and truly answer the said questions to 
the best of his ability and knowledge. 

VI. The registrar shall give to every seaman whom he shall register a 
register ticket, containing as accurate a description as may be, of such seaman, 
Jn such form as shall be, from time to time, approved by the governor generas 
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of India in council; for which he shall be entitled to take anch fee, not 
exceeding one rupen, ag shall he, from time to time, allowed by tha governor 
or governor in council; and shall keep recorded in his office a duplicate of 
every such register ticket. ‘The registrar shall ascertain to the best of his 
ability, and specify on the register ticket, the class or rating of seafaring 
persona to which each registered seaman appears to him to belong ; and. from 
time to time, shall note on any ticket produced to him for that purpose any 
saperio~ rating to which the holder of the ticket appears ut that time ta be entitled 

VII. Whenever any seaman shall lose his register ticket, he shall apply 
personally to one of the said reyistrare, and shull be bound to answer truly, 
to the best of his ability and koowledze, all qnestions which the regi-trar, 
or one of his asxistanta shal! put to him, tou-hing the time and manner of 
the logs; and if it shall appear that no fraud has been committed or intended, 
the registrar shall furnish another ticket to him, upon payment of such fee, 
not exeseding five rupees, beside the common fee for the isane of a rivister 
ticket, as the registrar shall think fit, ander the instructions to be txaned to 
him by the governor or governor in council, having regard to the time and 
manner of the loss of the former ticket. 

VIII. Whenever any registered seaman shall be committed to prison, 
or to any house of correction, the court or justice of the peace shell cause 
his register ticketto be delivered tothe keeper of such prissn or house of 
correction, who shat] keap it during the term of the xeaman’s imprisonment, 
and at the end of the imprisonment give it to him again; and, whenever any 
registered seaman ehall be sentenced to death or transportation, the person 
having him in custody shall send his register ticket to the office of the 
registrar by whom it was issued. 

1X. The registrar shull cancel every register ticket, which shall come 
again into his possession; and, from time to time, aba!l make ont lists, 
shewing the number and name upon every ticket, cancelled during the twe ve 
months then last past, and of every ticket, which shall have been represented 
to him to have been lost, and in respect of wnich he shall have issaed another 
ticket during the same twelve months; and shall cause such lists to he 
published in the Gazette, in the English ani Vernacular lanyzuage of the 
port, and shall alsa send them to the collector of customs and principal 
officer of police at such Towns or Porte as shall he directed by the governor 
or governor in council, to be by them respectively exhibited iu some con 
spieuons part of th. custom house aad police office; and copies of snch lists 
shall be sent to the muster attendant at every sucn port, and shall be delivered 
to any master or owner of a registered vessel on application, and on payment 
01 a fea of one rupee. 

X. The master of any such vessel shall uot in any port in the said 
territories, after the suid first day of August, engage or employ, for the pur- 
pose of going to sea in his vessel, any unregistered seaman, cr any seaman 
having @ cancelled register ticket ; and shall cause to ba delivered to him the 
register ticket of every seaman, whom he shall so engage at any such port, 
after the said first day of August, before putting tu sea, which ticket the 
master shall keep safely (unless 'n the cases herein mentioned) until the end 
ot the service of such seaman with him, and shall then give it buck to the 
searnan to whoin it belongs: and every master of a ves el, who shall wilfully 
off ad aguinat this enactment, shall be liable to a penalty, not exceeding one 
hundred rupees, for euch seaman so unlawfully engaged or employed. 

XL. Every person applying for a register ticket, who shall wilfully give 
a false answer to any question, which the registrar or hie assistant is entitled 
to ask of him, or wilfully make any false statement before the registrar or his 
ussintant as to the loss of any register ticket, shall be liable to a penalty, not 
exceeding fi ty rupees, 

, XIL. Every person, who shall wilfully alter, deface or destroy any regis- 
ter ticket, or counterfeit any such register ticket, or transfer or traffic in any 
such ticket, issued or purporting to be issued ander this act, shall be liable to 
a penalty, not exceeding one hund ed rupees.

XIII. Every person, who shall become possessed of any register ticket, 
other than that lawfully issued to him, (except mastere of vessala and others 
directed to keep any such tickets by this act,) either by the death of the 
seaman to whom it belonged or otherwise, shall forthwith send it to the 
registrar of the port whence it was issued, and in default of so doiag, shull 
be liable to a penalty, not exceeding one hundred rupees. 

XIV. Every seaman, teudering to the muster or owner of any vessel a 
cancelled register ticket, or any ticket not lawfully fesucd to him, shall forfeit 
to the owner all wages accruing to him during the service for which he shall 
have au'eed. 

XV. All penalties directed by this act may be imposed on eummary 
conviction hefora a magistrate or jnatice of the peace, and may be reco.ered 
with coata, as if they were imposed by a magistrate under act IT. 1839. 

XVI. The fees received by the registrar shull be applied toward defray- 
ing the expences of this act; beside which, a vearly duty of one anna per 
ton shall be levied for the same purpose on all vessels of the burden of one 
hundred and fifty tons and upwarda, navigated to or from the ports within 
the territories under tha govarnment of the Bast India company; and the 
production of a certificate of payment at one port of registry eshull free the 
same vessel at all others during the carrent year, to be reckoned frum the first 
day of January to the last day of Wecember.

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Act No. XXVIII, parsp June 21, 1850, 
An Act for the encou agement of Merchant Seamen. 


For the encouragement and protection of merchant seamen, it is enacted 
as fullows : 

', The master of any vessel, natigeted from any port within the 
territories under the government of the Eust India company, where a registrar 
of seamen isor shall be appqinted under act XXVII. 1850, registered as a 
Fritish Vessel under any statute of parliament, or act of the governor yeneral 
of India in council, in foree for the time being, for the reyistry of B-itiah 
Vessel, except country craft not exceeding the burden of 300 tons employed 
only in coasting voyages, shall not put to seaon any day after the first day 
of August 1850, ontil an agreement, execuied as hereinufier provided, shail 
have been made by him with such of hie crew as are shipped at any port 
within the said ter.itories, specifying what wages each seaman is to receive, 
and the quantity and quality of provisions he is to receive, the capacity in 
which each ia to act, or serve, and the voyaye in which the vessel is to be 
employed, or the length of time that each is to serve. 

II. Every such agreement shall be in the form set forth in schedale (A) 
annexed to this act, or such other form as shall be from time to time, approv- 
ed by the governor general of India in council, and shall be properly dated, 
and shall be signed by the master and the greater number of seamen shipped 
at any port in the said territories, of exch kind of rating belonging to the 
vecsel, on behalf of the crew, respectively, in the presence of the registrar of 
seamen, or by some one appointed by him for that purpose, who, after hearing 
the agreement rend over and explained te each s‘aman by whom it isto be 
signed, in a language understood by him, shall, if the sexman assent, cunsa 
bim to put his signature or mark thereunto, and shall attest the same by hia 
own signatare, and shall keep recorded in his office a duplicate of such 
agreement executed and attested as aforesaid. Every seaman shipped on 
buard such vessel, and not being an apprentice, shall be entitled to have the 
benefit of sach agreement, according to hia rating, as if it were executed 
by him 
a UI. Every copy of such an agreement, certified by the registrar to be 
a true copy, shall, in all cases, be taken as evidence of the contents thereof 
on behalf of the seamen; and no seaman shall, in any case, be required ty 
produce such agreement, or such copy as aforesaid, or to give notice for the 
production thereof: but, if the agreement shal) not be produced and pro ed, 
be shall be at liberty to prove the contents or purport thereof, or to establis! 
his claim by other evidence, according to the nature of the case. 

IV. No seaman, shipped under this act, shall, by reason of any agree- 
ment, forfeit his lien upon the ship, or be deprived of any remedy for tha 
recovery of his wages to which he would otherwise be entitled, against any 
person or persons whatever; and no axreement, contrary to, or inconsistent 
with this act, nor any clanse, contract or engagement, whereby any seaman 
shall consent or promise to forego, or give up uny right or claim to wages in 
the cave of freight earned bya ship afterwards lost, or any right or claira 
to salvaze or reward for salvage services, or such share of sulvage or reward 
for salvage services as may be due to him by decree or award, or otherwise, 
shall be binding on such seaman. 

V. The wages of any seaman engaged to serve on any vessel ander this 
act, shall be calculated by the calendar month. 

VI. if any sexman, serving under the provisions of this act, shall, by a 
writing, according to a form set forth in schedule (B,) annexed to this act, or 
snch other form ua shall be, from time to time, approved by the governor 
general of India in council, attested by the signature of the registrar or his 
axsi-vtant, aod by the signature of the master of the vessel on which he is 
engxged to serve, and in which writing the purpose shall be stated, authorise 
the eaid registrar to receive monthly from the owner of the suid vessel or his 
ugent, any part of lis wages, not exceedirg one-third thereof, for the tine 
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for which he shall not have received any advance, for the purpose of maintain- 
ing his family during his absence, the said owner or his agent shall, on demand 
of the said registrar, pay such sum to him, to be applied as aforesaid, without 
requiring any proof from the said registrar that the said seaman is still on 
board the said vessel. 

VII. All such payments, whether by the owner, his avent or by the 
registrar, shall cease from and a'ter the production of a certificate from the 
master of the vessel, of the death, desertion or discharge of the said saxman, 
or on reasonable evidence that the vessel has been Inst; but no payment, 
actually made by the registrar to the party appointed by the said seaman, shall 
be reclaimable by reason of his death, desertion, or discharge, or of the logs 
of the vessel. : 

VIII. Alleuch receipts and payments shall be entered in a book, and 
all entries in the eaid book shall be authenticated by the registrar under his 
si nature, or the signature of bis assistant; and the said book shall be, at all 
times, open to the inspection of the parties concerned 

1X. At the time of witnessing the execution of the agreement for 
service, the registrar shall explain to the seamen, parties thereunto, the 
conditions on which they can allot a part of their pay to their families during 
their service ; und it shall be the duty of the registrar to see that all seamen 
leaving the port have the option of allotting part of their pay as aforesaid. 

X. The master of every such vessel, before leaving any port of registry, 
shall deliver to the registrar a list, siened by himself, of the name of every 
seamun engaged by him in the territories under the goverament of the East 
India company, (including apprentices), with their rating and the nomber 
of their register tickets, according to such form as shall be, from time to time, 
approved by the governor general of India in council; and, if he shall not 
have engaged any seaman within the said territories, the master shall deliver 
to the registrar a certificate of the fact signed by himself; and, on receiving 
the said list or certificate, and on being satisfied of ite trath, tle registrar 
shall give tothe master a certificate under hia hand, that the master of such 
vessel has complied with the regulations of the registry office, every mester 
of any such vessel, who shall leave a port of registry, without delivering such 
list or certificate as aforesaid, shall be liable to penalty, not exceeding two 
‘hundred rupees. 

Xi. For the purpose of preventing any seaman from being shipped on 
board of any vessel in any port of registry, contrary to the provisions of this 
act, the registrar of the port, by himself, or his agents, in a peaceable manner, 
may enter at any time on board of any such vessel, and muster and examine 
the several seamen employed therein; and any person, who shall obstruct the 
said registrar or hig agents in such duty, shall be liable to a penalty nut 
exceeding one hundred ru; een. 

XiI. In cases when the registrar shall have reason to believe that any 
of the provisions of this act has been evaded or neglected by the master, owner 
or agent of any ship about to yo to sea, the rexistvar, by a writing ander his 
hand, muy stay the grant of u port-clearance by the master attendant; and 
every master attendant shall comply with the written requisition of the regis- 
trar in this respect. 

XIII. ‘The master of every such vessel, on which any seaman engaged 
under this act may be serving, shall, within seven days alter the arrival of 
such vessel at the port where the voyage ends, or after the end of the service, 
according to the agre- ment entered into, iu accordance with thie act, pay or 
cause to be paid to such seamen the wages remaining due to them for their 
services, taking receipt from each man for the arount ¢ to him, either 
seperately or on a general list, which receipt shull be certified by the chiet 
or second officer, or other credible witness, and otherwise shal. be of nu 
foree or validity. 

XIV. Every master or owner, who shall neglect or refuse to pay any 
geaman’s wages, within the time mentioned in the lust section, shall for:eit 
aud pey to such sesman the amount of two duys’ pay tu be recovered a8 wagys, 
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for each day, not exceeding ten days in the whole, during which such payment 
has been delayed without sufficient cause, 

XV. If any seaman, to whom any wages are due, die before the wages 
due have been paid, then the wages shall be paid to the registrar of the port 
of registry at which the ship shall firet tonch after his death, and the regictrer 
shall pay the eame to his legal representative, and failing such legal represen- 
tative, after the expiration of twelve months from the first of January next 
following the day on which he shall have received the said balance, into the 
treasury of the Bast India company, after having given due notice of auch 
unclaimed balance being in his possession, by advertisement in the Gazette, 
at least twice during such period. 

XVI. Every master of a vessel, who shall be convicted before a magis- 
trate of haviog neglected to pay to the regietrar, within ten days of the ship’s 
arrival in the port as aforesaid, the wages due to deceased seamen, shall forfeit 
three times the amount of wages so neglected to be paid; and farther shall 
be subject to such fine, not exceeding one hundred rupees, for each case of 
neglect, as to such magistrate shall seem fit. 

XVII. Whenever any merchant vessel, navigated and registered as ig 
mentioned in section I, and not having been wrecked or condemned, shall be 
sold or disposed of at any port ont of the territories under the government 
of the East India company, or whenever the service of any seaman shall end 
at any such port, the master shall give to each seaman a certificate of dise 
charge, and his register ticket, and also either provide for him fit employment 
on board some other such vessel bound to some port within ‘he said territories, 
or provide for him a passage to the port at which he was shipped, or such other 
port as may be agreed on, either free of cost. or by depositing with the British 
Consul or Vice Consul, or if there be none such, with some resident merchant, 
at the port, not interested in the vessel,such a sumof money as shall be, by him, 
deemed reasonable enough to pay the expenses of his subsistence and passage, 
which money shall be paid over and above any wages which may be due to him. 

XVIII. If the master shall neglect or refuse to provide employment or 
the means of e, for any of his crew as mentioned in the last section, 
the expense of doing so, when defrayed, shal] be a charge on the owner of 
the vessel, unless in cases of barratry, wre k or condemnation, and may be 
Tecovered with full costs of suit from such owner as so much money paid on 
his account, at the suit of the consul or any other person defraying such 
expenses, or at the sult of the East India company, in case the same has 
been paid or allowed oat of any monies belonging to the East India company ; 
and, if defrayed by the seaman himeelf, may be recovered as wayes due to him. 

XIX. The obligations of the lust two sections shall not apply to such of 
the crew as shall consent, in writing, before the British Consul or Vice Consul, 
or if there be no British Consul or Vice Consul at the port, before one or more 
resident merchants not interested in the vessel, to be then and there discharged. 

XX. In all cases of wreck or loss of the ship, every seaman then on 
board shall be entitled to his wages up to the time of the wreck or loss, 
whether or not the ship hag earned freight; provided he shall produce, from 
the master or chief surviving officer of the ship, a certificate that he did hig 
best to save the ship, cargo and stores, 

XXI. Every seaman shall be entitled to receive an inerease of his wages 
for every day on which the allowance of provisions, which it was agreed he 
should receive, shall be reduced, at the rate of one anna daily, while the 
reduction is not more than one-third of the quantity, and two annas daily, 
while the reduction is more than one-third; and these pecuniary allowances 
shall be recoverable as his other wages are. 

XXII. No assignment or salp of seamen’s wages, salvage or prize 
money, made before the accruing thereof, nor any power of attorney expressed 
to be irrevocable, for the receipt of any seamean’s wages, salvage or prize 
mopey, shall be valid or binding on the party making the same; and any 
attachment, to be iseued out of any court, shall not prevent the payment of 
any scaman’s wages, salvage or prize money to hia. 
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XXIU, . Every such vessel shall have always on board 9 sufficient supply 
of medicines and appliances, suitable for diseases and accidents likely to 
happen on sea voyages, according to such scale as shall ba, from time to time, 
fesued by the superintendent of the Indian Navy, with the approval of the 
governor general of India in council, and published in the Government 
Gazettes at Calcutts, Madras and Bombay; and, in default thereof, the owner 
of the vessel shall be liabla toa penalty, not exceeding two hundred, rupees, 
and five rupees for every day during which such default shall wilfully continue, 

XXIV. Whenever the master, or any officer or seaman of any such 
vessel shall receive any hurt or jnjury in the service of the ves-el, the expense 
of providing the necessary surgical and medical udvice aad attendance, with 
medicines, and for his subsistence, until he shall be cured or shall be brought 
back to the port from which he was shipped, or other port agreed upon, shall 
be defrayed, with the cost of his conveyance to such part, by the owner of 
the vessel, without any deduction on that account from the wages of such

neh- house or tavern, not being a licensed ludging-house for seamen as afore- 
said, or who shall be directly or indirectly interested in any punch-house or, 
tavern not being a licensed lodging-house for seamen as aforesaid, aball forfeit 
hia license. : 
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KXIX. Every person, who shall persuade or endeavour to persnade, of 
hinder any seamen fiom complying with any of the provisions of this act, or 
who shall connsel such seaman to desert, or who slrall-eonceal, or aid in cons 
epaling or maintaining any séaman, who has deserted, shall be liable toa 
penalty. not exceeding five hundred rupees. : :

the aupreme courte of judicature, established by royal charter, and ft te 
expedient that such doubts be removed, and the powers of the said regulation 
extended to all the territories under the government of the East India Com= 
pany. it is enacted as follows: 

1. The warrant of commitment of any state prisoner, under tegulation 
IIT. 1818, of the Bengal code, may be direeted to the sheriff of the gaol 
‘of any of the supreme courts of judicatare: established by royal charter ih 
the said territories, or to the commandant of any fortress, or to the officer 
in charge of any gaol or other place, in which it is deemed expedient that 
euch state prisoner be confined, in any part of the said territories ; and such 
warrant shall be sufficient authority for the detention of exch state prisoner 
in the fortress, gaol or other place mentioned in the warrant. 

II, Regulation IT1. 1818, of the Bengal code, shull be extended and 
applied to every sheriff, commandant or officer, having any’ state prisoner 
fn custody, under the said regulation, es explained and extended by this act. 

II. Any state prisoner, now confined under any such warrant withia 
the jurisdiction of any of the said Supreme Courts, under the warrant of the 
governor general in council, shalt be deemed to have been lawfally eommitted.

An Act to amend the 113th Article of War for the Native Army. 


‘Whereas it is expedient that native eoldiers, when imprisoned, showld be 
treated as European soldiers are in the like case, as respects subsistence and 
clothing, it is engcted as follows: 

I, From -and after the firat day of December 1859, so much of the 
113th article of War for the government of the native officera and soldiers 
in the military service of the East India Company as provides for the forfeiture 
of allowances, and the subsistence of such offcers and soldiers, when in 
imprisonment under the sentence of any court martial or of any- court of 
crimina] judicature, is repealed. 

Il. From and after the said firat day of December 1850, no native 
officer, or saldier, or public follower in the military service of the Bast India 
Company shall be entitled to pay. ar allowances, when imprisoned under the 
sentence of a court martial, or a commuted sentence, or under the sentence 
of a court of criminal judicatore ; but shall be clothed and subsisted at: euch 
rates, or inench munner, as the governor general of India in council may 
from time to time order. 


Act No, XXXVII, patsy November 1, 1850. 
For regulating Enquiries into the behaviour of public Servants. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law for regulating inquiries into 
the behaviour of public servants not removab’e without the sanction of 
‘government, and to make the same uniform throughout the territories under 
the government of the Bast India Company, it {s enacted as follows : . 

I. The following acts VI. 1838, XXVI. 1839, and XIII. 1843, are 
repealed, |-ut not so as to revive any act or regulation, or part of any act or 
regnlation thereby repealed. 

II. Whenever:the government shell be of epinion that there are good 
grounds for making a formal end public inguiry into the ¢ruth of any 
imputation of misbehaviour by any person in the service of the East India 

“Company not removable from his office without the sanction of the same 
government, it ehall cause the substance of the imputations to be drawn inte. 
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distinct articles of charge, and ahall order a formal and public inquiry to be 
made fnto the truth thereof. : 

III, The inquiry may be committed either to the court, board or other 
authority to which the person accused is subordinate, or to any other person 
or persons, to be specially appointed by the government, commissioners for 
the purpose: notice of which commission chall be given to the person accused 
ten days at least before the beginning of the inquiry. 

IV. When the government shall. think fit to conduct the prosecution, 
it shall nominate some person to conduct the same on its behalf. 

Y. When the charge shall be brought by an accuser, the goveroment 
shall require the accusation to be reduced t» writing, and verified by thé 
oath or solemn affirmation of the aceuser, and every person who shall wile 
fully and maliciously make any falee accusati n under this act, upon such 
oath or affirmation, shall be liable to the penalties of perjury: but this 
enactment shall not be construed to prevent the government from institating 
any inquiry which it shall think fit, without such accusation on oath or 
solemn affirmation as aforesaid. 

VI. Where the imputations shall have been made by an accuser, and 
the government shall think fit t» leave to him the conduct of the prosscution, 
the government before appointing the commissivn shall require him to fur- 
-Bish reasonsble security that he will attend and prosecute the charge 
thoroughly and effectually, and also will be forthcoming to answer any 
counter-charge or action which may be afterwards brought against him for 
malicious prosecution or perjury or subornation of perjury, as the case 
may be. 

VII. At any subsequent stage of the proceedings, the government may, 
if it think fit, abandon the prosecution, and in such case may, if it think fit, 
on the application of the accuser, allow him to continue the prosecution, 
Sf he is desirous of so doing, on his furnishing such security as is hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

VIIL, The commissioners shall have the same power of punishing 
contempts and obstructions to their proceedings, as is given to civil and 
criminal courts by act XXX. 1841, and ehall have the same powers for the 
summons of witnesses, and for compelling the production of documents, and 
for the discharge of their duty under the commission, and shall be entitled 
to the same protection as the zillah and city judges, except that al’ process 
to cause the attendance of witne ses, or other compulsory process, shall be 
served through and executed by the aillah or eity judge in whose jurisdiction 
the witness or other person resides, on whom the process is to be served, and 
if he resides within Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, then through the Supreme 
Court of Judicatare there. When the commission has .been issued to a court, 
or other person or persons having power to issue euch process in the exerciee 
of their ordinary authority, they may also use all such power for the pur- 

of the commission. 

IX. All persons disobeying any lawful process issued as aforesaid for 
the purposes of the commission shall be liable to the same penalties, as if the 
same had issued originally from the court or other authority through whom 
it is executed. ; 

X. A copy of the articles of charge, and list of the documents and 
witnesses by which each charge is to be sustained shall be delivered to the 
person accused, at least three dave before the beginning of the inquiry, 
exclusive of the day of delivery, and the first day of the inqairy. 

XI, At the beginning of the inquiry, the prosecutor shall exhibit the 
articles of charge to the commissioners, which shall be openly read, and the 
person accused shall thereupon be required to plead ‘ guilty’ or ‘ not guilty’ 
to each of them, which pleas shall be forthwith recorded with the articles of 
charge. If the person accused refuses, or without reasonable cause neglects 
to appear to answer the charge either personally or by his counsel or agent, 
tbe shall be taken to admit the truth of the articles of charge, 
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, XII. The prosecutor shall then be entitled to address the commissioners 
fo explanation of the articles of charge, and of the evidence by which they 
are to be proved: his address shall not be recorded. 

XIII The oral and documentary evidence for the prosecution shalt then 
be exhibited: the witnesses shull be examined by or on behalf of the pro-e~ 
eutor, and may be cross-examined by or on behalf of the person accused. 
The prosecutor shall be entitled to re-examine the witnesses on any points 
on which}they have been e:oss-examined, but not on any new matter, without 
feuve of the commissioners, who also may put such questions as they think fit. 

XIV, If it shall appear necessary before the close of the case for the 
prosecution, the commissioners may in their discretion allow the prosecutor 
to exhibit evidence not ineluded in the list given to the person accused, or 
may themselves call for new evidence, and in such case the person accused 
shall be entitied to have, if he demand it, an adjournment of the proceedings 
for three clear. days, before the exhibition of such new evidence exclusive 
of the day of adjournment and of the day to which the proceedings are 
adjourned. 

XV. When the case for the prosecution is closed, the person accused 
shall be required to make his def-nce, orally or in writing, as he shall prefer. 
If made orally, it shall not be recorded ; if mare in writing, it shall be 
recorded, after baing openly read, and in that case a copy shall be given at 
the same time to the proeecutor. : 

XVI. The evidence for the defence shall then be exhibited, and the 
witnesses examined, who shall be liable to cross-examination and re-examina- 
tion and 'o examination by the commissioners according to the like rules as 
the witnesses for the prosecution. y 

XVII. All witnes-es, either for the prosecution or defence, shall be ex- 
amined on oath, or, if exempt from taking an oath in courts of justice, om 
solemn aftirmation to be administered in either case by one of the commis- 
sioners, and every witness 80 examined and wilfully giving false evidence on 
eny material point shall be deemed guilty of and lable to the penalties of 
perjury. When the prosecution is not conducted on behalf of government, 
the prosecutor may himself give evidence for the prosecutfon and may be 
examined for the defence. 

XVIII. The commissioners or some person appointed by them shall 
take notes in English of all the oral evidence, which shall be read aloud to 
quch witness by whom the same was given, and if necessary explained to 
him. ee language in which it was given, and shall be recorded with the 

ings. 

X1X. If the person accused makes only an oral defence, and exhibits 
no evidence, the enquiry shall end with his deenve; if he records a written 
defeuce, or exhibits evidence, the prosecutor shall be entitled to a general orat 

“reply on. tha whole case, and may also exhibit evidence to contradict any 
evidence exhibited for the defence, in which case the person accused shall not 
be entitled to any adjournment of the proceedings, although such new 
evidence were not included in the list furnished to him. ; 

XX. When the commissioners shall be of opinion that the articles of 
charge, or any of them, are not drawn with sufficient clearness and precision, 
the commissioners may, in their discretion, require the same to bs amended 
and may thereupen, onthe application of the person accused, adjourn the 
inquiry for a reasonable time. The commissioners may a'so, if they think fit, 
avjourn the inquiry from time to time, on the app'ication of either the 
prosecutor or the person accused, on the ground of the sickness or unavoidable 
absence of any witness or other reasonab'e cause. When such applicstion is 
made and refused, the commissioners shall record the application, aud their 
Yeusens for refusing to comply with it. 

XXI. After the cloxe of the inquiry, the commissioners shall forthwith 
report to government their proceedings under the commission, and shal! send 
with the record thereof their opinion upon each of the articles of charge 
separately, with such observations us they think fit on the whole case. 
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XXII. The government, on consideration of the: repert of the commis~ 
sloners, may order them to take further evi'‘ence, or give further explanation 
of their opinions. It may also order additional articles of charge to be 
framed, in which case the inquiry into the truth of such additional articles 
shall be'made in the same manner as is herein directed with respect to the 
original charges, When special commissioners have been appointed, the 
government may also, if it thinks fit, reer the report of the commissionerg, 
to the court or other authority to which the person accused is subordinate, 
fot their opinion on the case ; and will finally pass’ such orders thereon ag 
appear just and consistent with ite powers in such cases, 

“XXIII. The word ‘ government’ as used in this act méans the governor 
general'in council, the governer or deputy governor of the presidency of Fort 
Williem.in Bengal,.the governor in council of the presidencies of Fort St. 
George and Bombay, respectively, and the lieutenant governor of the merth- 
western provinces of Bengal, whose sanction is necessury for the removal of 
the person accused, 

XXIV. Nothing in this act shall be construed to repeal any act or 
regulation in force for the suspension or diswmiseal of principal and other 
audder ameens or of deputy magistrates or deputy collectors, but a commission 
may be issued for the trie! of any charge against any of the said officeras, 
under this act, in any cage in which the government shall think it expedient. 

XXV. Nothtfng in this act shall be construed to effect the authority of 
government, for suspending or removing any public servant fer any cause

Act No. XXXVIII, parep NovemsBsr 1, 1850. 


An Act to allow Counsel to all persona on the trjal of Offences. 


‘Whereas an act of parliament was passed in the seventh year of the reign 
of his late majesty for enabling persons indicted of felony to make their 
defence by counsel or attorney, the provisions of which act were enlarged and 
extended to her majesty’s courts of justice in the territories under the govern- 
thent of the Bast India Company by act XXII. 1839, and whereas it is just 
and reasonable that the like privilege be given to all persons on the trial of 
offences against the Jaw, it is enacted as follows ; 

I. In all courts and before all magistrates, or persons, exercising any 
of tho powers of a magistrate, under the authority of the East India Com- 
pany, every person on trial for the commission of any offence shall be admitted 
to defend himself either personally or by his authorized agent, and, after the 
closé of the case for the prosecution, to make full answer and deience thereto 
either personally or by his authorized agent. 

II. The said courts, magistrates and persons, subject to such rules as 
shall be from time to time made for their guidance by the nizamut or fouzdaree 
adawlut, may allow any prosecution to be conducted by an authorized agent, 

III. In those courts in which any person now haa by Jaw the right of 
employing whomsoever he can employ as counsel or pleader, nothing in this 
act shall be deemed to restrict that right: in all other cases those persons only 
sha.l be deemed authorized agents within the meaning of this act who are 
either advocates of one of the supreme courts of justice established by royal 
charter, or authorized pleaders of the civil courts of the E.st India company, 
or, by leave of the court, magistrate or other person before whom the prisoner 
is on trial, any other person who is employed by the prosecutor or prisoner 
as his agent. 

IV. This act shall not be deemed to dispense with the presence of any 

ator or person on trial for the commission of any offence when the 
presence of such prosecutor or accused person is now by law required. 
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Act No, XXXIX, parzp Novemser 22, 1850. 


To continue the Commissioners for the Improvement of the Town of Calcutta, 
pending the consideration of an Act to amend Act XVI. 1847. 


Whereas act XVI. 1847, for constituting commissioners for the improve- 
ment of the town of Calcutta has been found inconvenient and ineffectual for 
the intended purposes thereof, and it is expedient that the constitution of the 
said commission be amended, and that in the mean time no new election of 
eommigzioners be made in pursuance of the said act, it is enacted as follows: 


I, So much of act XVI. 1847, as relates to the election, and time of 
holding office of the commissioners for the improvement of the towa of 
Calcutta is repealed. 


11, The commissioners for the improvement of the town of Calcutta as 
now constituted with the addition of euch commissioners as may be added, 
from time to time to supp'y vacancies among the commissioners nominated, 
by the governor of Bengal, shall continue to be such commissioners, and shalf. 
have end exercise all the powers entrusted to them under the said act, or any’ 
other act, until the first day of March 1851, or until other provision shall be 
made in that bebalf by the governor general of India in council.

The abovementioned certificate, (and declaration in cases where a declaration 
shall be required,) are to be annexed to the petition to be written hy the candidate, 
and they are to sign a declaration thereon. that they have read these printed ine 
structions. The declaration is to be signed by the parent, guardian or near relation 
of the candidates respectively. 

Candidates will be interrogated in an open Committee as to their character, 
coonexions, and qualifications, conformably to the General Court's rexvlution of 
the 6th July, 1809. ‘The nature of this interrogation may be known on application 
to the clerk of the college department. And the following Rules and Regulatioos 
are to be observed with respect to the examination of candidates : 

Each candidate shall produce testimonials of good moral condact, wader the 
band of the principal or superior authority of the college or public institution in 
which he may have been educated, or aoder the hand of the private instructor to 
whose care he may have been confided ; and the said testimonials shall have reter- 
enoce to his conduct during the two years immediately preceding his presentation 
tor admission. 

Each candidate shall be examined in the four Gospels of the Greek Teata- 
ment and shall not be deemed doly qualified for admission to Hailesbury college 
unless he be found to possess competent knowledge thereof; nor anless he he able 
to render into English some portion of the works of one of the following Greek 
authors; Homer, Herodotus, Xenophon, Thacydides, Saphocles, and Euripides ; 
nor woless he can render into English rome portion of the works of one of the 
following Latin authors; Livy, ‘Perence, Cicero, Tacitas, Virgil, and Horace ; 
and this part of the examination will include questions in ancient history, geogra- 
phy, and philosophy. 

Each candidate shall also be examined ion modern history and geography. and 
in the elements of mathematical science, inclading the common rules of arithme- 
tic, vulgar and decimal fractions, and the first four hooks of Euclid. He shall also 
be examined in moral philosophy, and in the evidences of the christian religion as 
set forth in the works of Paley. 

It is however, to be understood, that superior attainments in one of the de- 
partments of literature or science, comprised in the foregoing plau of examination, 
shall, at the discretion of the examiners, be considered to compensate for compa- 
rative deficiency in other qualifications ; and also that the examination shall be xo 
conducted as to give to each candidate reasonable time to prepare himself for the 
said examination. 

A student publicly expelled the college will not be admitted into the com- 
pany 8 civil or military service of India or into the company’s Military Seminary. 

No person can be appointed a writer in the company’s service whose age is 
less than eighteen or more than twenty three’years, nor until he ahall have rerided 
two terms at least, in the college, and shall have obtained a certificate signed by 
the principal of his having conformed himself to the statutes and regulations of 
the college. 

Ou a stodent’s appointment to be a writer after he haa left the college, a lezal 
instrument is to be entered into by some one person (to be approved by the Conrt 
of Directors) binding himself to pay the sum of £3,000 as liquidated damages, 
to the company, for breach of # covenant to he entered into by the stodent’s non 
nation hath not been in any way bought, or seld, or exchanged fur any thing ¢ 
vertible into a pecauiary benefit. 

The rank of students leaving the college is determined by the certificate of the 
principal, which is granted with relevence to the industry, proficiency, and general 
good behaviour of the atudents. :

RECKONING OF TIME PASSED IN COLLEGE. 


The Enst India Cowmany having establisked a college in England, for the 
appropriate education of yonng men designed for their civil service in India, it will 
be therefore expedient that, under certain circomstances, ‘the time spent by euch 
young meo in the said college aiter they shall have attained the age of 17 years, 
entitles them to the same privileges as they would have been entitled to, if they 
had been resident snch time io India, and it has been enacted that all time not 
exceeding two years, aa shall be Lona fide spent in college, in the regular course 
of such education, by any person after they shall reapectively have attained the 
age of 17 years, provided they shall bona fide spend, either before or after 17 
years of age, two years at leaxt, in the aaid college regnlar course of anch education 
and shall afterwards go to India, in the civil service of the said company, shall be 
appointed to the offices, places, and appointments, which sach persons are entitled 
to be appoiuted to, aud to hold, as so moch time actually spent in India. 


Extract from a public General Letter from the Hon'ble the Court of 
Lirectors, dated the 12th Jun, 1816. 


Par. 20. We perceive by the abstract of the Act of the 53d of the present 
majesty, chap. 165, annexed to yonr list of civil servants, dated 3ist May, 1844, 
that according to your construction of that act, a civil servant may now, upon his 
arrival in India, receive £500 a year, but thie is most assuredly a mistake, the act 
ahovementioned has shortened the period two years, which it was required previ- 
consly to the passing of that act, for a servant to have resided in In to enable 
him to receive more than 1,500, 3,000, or 4,000 pounds a year; but it has uot 
shortened the period which it was reqoired previonsly ‘thereto, for a seryant to 
have resided as ahovementioned, to enable him to receive more than £500 a year ; 
consequently that remains the same as it wax before the act of the 53d was paved, 
namely three years, Allowing, with respect to the servants educated at Hertford 
college, the time not exceeding two years, passed in that institntion after they wern 
enteen, to be considered as time passed in India, and this will be yonr 
guide in foture. . 

And whereas, by virtae of an act passed in the forty-seventh year of the reign 
of his said late Majesty, all such time as shall be bona fide spent in the college 
established iu England by the East India Company, for the education of their civil 
servants by any person after they shall respectively have attained the age of seven- 
teen years, is accounted as to certain offices, places and employments, which suck 
persone are entitled to hold ia India, as so much time actnally spent in India, pro- 
vided that auch persons shail, either before or after seventeen years of age, spend 
two years at least in the said college; and whereas it is expedient, that the 
privilege so granted, should, under certain circumstances, be exteuded to young 
men, who inay have spent less time than two years in regalar course of edncation 
at the said college ; be it therefore enacted, that all such time not exceeding two 
years, av shall have been or will be bona fide spent in the said college in the recu- 
lar course of such education as aforesaid, by any person after they shall respec- 
tively have attained the age of seventeen years, who shall have proceeded or shall 
hereafter proceed to India in the civil service of the said company, shall be 
accounted as toall offices places and employments to which each persons are 
entitled to be appointed. and to hold the salary, perquisites and emoluments 
whereof shall not exceed the sum of one thousand five hundred pounds. 

fo adjusting the original rank of the writers of 1808—9, and subsequent 
years, L have made it to commence from the 30th April, of the years they 
severally stand appointed to, finding it very difficult to adjust it, according to 
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the old established role, or farm, the date of the arrival to this conntry of the first 
writers of each season, several gentlemen of one season having of late years ar-

cerned, shall be valumtarily made by the party or parties engaged in the same with

VACANCIES HOW TO BE FILLED UP. 


A strict adherence to the prohibitions contained in an act made in the thirty 
third year of the late reign, in respect ty the filliog up and supplying vacancies 
in the civil service of the E.f. company, has been found impracticable, without 
detriment to the public service. or injury to the just claima and meritorious exer- 
tions of invividuals, and a modifivation of the said act having been in part adopted 
in the act of the forty-seventh of the same reign, relative to the scholars education 
at Herdford College; it has been enacted that any office, nlace or employment, 
the salary and perquisites whereof shall esceed the sum of filteen hundred ponnds, 
may be granted to and conferred apon any civil aérvant who shall have been actu- 
ally resident in India in the company’s service, for the space of four years ante- 
cedent to snch vacancies ; and the salary, perquisites, and emoluments, shall ex- 
ceed the snin of three thousand pounds per annum, such office may he conferred 
npow any of the waid servants who have been actually resident in India seven 
years, at least, in the whole; and ifthe salary perquisites, and emoluments, at anv 
office, place or employment, shall exceed four thousand pounds per annum, anch 
office, including that of the Council, may he granted'or conferred npon auy of the 
said servants, who shall have heen actnally resident in India in the company's 
service, for the apace of ten years, at least. in the whole.

‘That when under any such circumstances a civil servant shall have obtained 
an extension of leave toagiven period he mast at the expiration thereot apuly 
for, and obtain oor permission either to return to his dnty or to reside a turtner 
time in Europe, failing in which be shall be liable to be struck off the list of civil 
servants.

FURLOUGHS AFTER TEN YEARS’ SERVICE 


Are granted under Paras. 2\, 23, 24,25, of the despatch of the Hon'ble 
Court, dated 8th December, 1824. 


‘That, after an actnal residence iv India, in the civil service, of ten yea:# or 
upwards, a covenanted civil servant of the company, apon either of the estebiish- 
ments of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, (18) shall be entitled, whether on account 
of ill health, or from any other cause, and withont reference to his private fortune 
to come once to Rarope on lave for three yeara, and tu receive for that period, 
from the company’s cash, an allowance of £500 per annum, provided that in no 
case shall a greater number of rervanta come home ander this regulation vonoally, 
than seventeen from Bengal, nine from Madras, and six trom Bombay; noe shall 
a larger pumber of servants, who may have come home ander this regulation, he 
absent in the whole at one time, than fifty-one from Bengal, tw nty seven 
from Madras, and eighteen from Bombay ; and that the preference shal be givea, 
first to servants prodacing medical certificates upon oath, that a visit to Europe is 
indispensably necessary for the restoration of health, and then to servants in their 
order of seniority, according to the rank assigned to them by the court of directors 
in the gradation list of the service. 

23. The servants coming, in the firet instance, to the Cape of Good Hope for 
the benefit of their health, and being compelled from the same cause to come from 
thence to Europe, without previously retorning to Lodia, shail be considered as 
edtitled to the benetit of the foregoing regulations, 


(8) Mr. A. B.a China Servant, having withdrawn his acceptance of the retiring pension

The following extract from a resolution by the hon’ble the president in council 
under date 20th March, 1839, communicated to the Bengal government is 
published for general information. 

Extract from the proceedings of the hon’ble the president of the council of India 
in council in the financial department, dated the 20th March 1839. 

Reso.ution. ~ ‘ Resolved, that the 16th November 1836, the date when the 
hon’ble court’s despatch dated 4th May 1836, was laid before the council of India 
for orders be the date which is to regulate the claim of incumbents to retain the 
allowances held by then on that date. 

Und. Resolved,that the date of the receipt of the present despatch in its 
application to be officers of the Bengal division of the presidency be the date 
when the letter from the Secretary to the right hon’ble the governor general 
fo warding the despatch from his lordship’s camp was laid before the conncil, via. 
20th February, 1839. ‘ 

3rd With reference to the above dates Mr. C. Tucker, extra temporary 
Indge of the sudder dewanny and nizamut adawlut, under date 16th December 
1836 (made permanent 9th September 1838,) and whose salary since the former 
date has been fixed at 45,000, must, from the 20th ultimo, be reduced to 42,900. 

4th. In like manner the salary of Mr. Hawkins, register, which on the 161h 
Janvary 1838 was fixed at.32,000 must, from the same date, be reduced to 30,000, 

5th. Of the civil. and sessions Judges, the office's drawing salaries in excess of 
30.000 rujees, who will fall under the orders for reduction cuntained in this des~ 
patch, are Messrs. R. P. Nisbet, A. Dick, J. Templer, W. Dent, & H. Oldfield, 
all of whom draw 32,000 upon augmentations made since the 16th November 
1836. The other Officers named in the list as drawing more than 30,000 are 
old incumbents, viz. Messrs, Cracroft, Lee Warner, and J. D’Oyly; and those 
who have received the higher rate of 36,000 before the 16th November 1836, 
viz. Mesers. B, Barlow and H. Moore. 
6th. Of the civil and session judges (in Number 28) the following draw 
allowances less than 30,000: Messrs. Smelt, Russell, Biscoe, Gouldsbury, Gough, 
Cathcart, Golding, Deedes and Dunbar. The salary of all these officers being 
28.000, they are each respectively entitled to an increase of 2,000 per annum, 
provided that a deduction equivalent to furnish such an addition be immediate~ 
ly available, and if the deduction afford only a partial increase, the amount is 
to be ‘equitably apportioned among officers of 
* Court's Order's para. 58. the same class,’ The present amount available 
from civil and session judges is 10,000, but his 
honor in council regards the immediate saving made in the allowances of officers 
of the sudder court, as likewise available fur the augmentation of civil and 
session judges’ salaries, Thus the amount in hand applicable for augmentation 
from the 20th February tast is 15,000. 
7th. Since that date Mr. Cracroft’s resignation has been received; the 
Gentleman's salary was 11,800, being that of a 2d judge of circuit under the 
old system, considering of this amount the excess above 36,000 aa personal, 
his honor in council deems 6,000 to be available for augmentation of the inferior 
grade of salaries of civil session judge. Thus the total amount at present avuil- 
able is 24,000. but in addition to the nine gentlemen named as filling the ottice 
of civil and session judge, a tenth, Mr, Rayeushaw, draws the same allowances 
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of 28,000 as an additional civil and Thuggee session judge, and the criminal du- 
ties to be performed in the trial of these offenders, are at last of equal responsi- 
bility and grade with those of ordinary sessions; his honor in council is there- 
fore disposed |to admit the claim of this gentleman to be placed on the sume 
footing in point of salary. 


8th. Thus there are ten officers entitled to receive in the whole 20,000 
rupees from the 20th Febrnary, but from that date till the departure of Mr. 
Cracroft, the amount available being only 15,006, they will each respectively 
receive only three-fourths of the augmentation allotted to them until the date, 
when Mr. Cracroft’s salary fell in, and from that date the entire increase.—The 
additional judges performing only civil duties, will continue to draw, as betore 
ordered, only 26,000. 


9th. In the statement laid before the president in council the next officers 
named are separate magistrates. Of these the chief magistrate of Calcutta, and 
magistrate of 24-pergunnahs are special officers, the allowances of which have 
been sanctioned by the hon’ble court. The remainder, twelve in number, have 
been appointed under an arrangement not before the court at the time of issuing 
their orders. The appointments having been substituted for those of joint 
magistrate and deputy collector. 


10th. The despatch of the hon’ble court contains no orders specifically re- 
ferring to these officers, but his honor in council is of opinion that the principle 
of the orders will apply, and therefore that the office of magistrate must be es- 
tablished with an equal salary, the duties performed and the powers exercised 
being all of the same description. 


llth. Of the twelve magistrates appointed in Bengal three are diawing 
18,000 Rs. per annum and the remainder 12,000. The right honorable the go- 
vernor general has proposed to fix the equal salary of 15,000 per annuin for this 
class of officers, in which case Messrs. Onslow, Gilmore, and Elliott would lose 
3,000 per annum, and the remaining nine would obtain a corresponding increase. 
This would involve a net charge of 18,600 per annum, to meet which there is no 
deduction available from the salaries of officers of the same class, and as these 
officers were not embraced in the previous orders of the honorable court, and 
there has been no special salary assigned to this class of officers which was inten- 
tionaily distributed unequally upon the principle of keeping the total the same, 
it cannot be assumed that there are vacancies of the higher grade. 


12th. ‘The President in Conncil concurring in the expediency of fixing the 
salacies of the magistrates on the uniform scale proposed, to wit, 15.000 per 
annam, feels that he would not he warranted in providing the means by so large 
a cet charge upon the resources af the conntry ; since therefore the despatch in 
Guestion contains no specific orders in regard to this class, resolved, that ‘the cane 
‘a the magistrates be submitted to the honorable court with a recommendation that 
they be aniformly on the footing of 15,000 per anoum.

The effect of the court's present orders will 
therefore he that instead of drawing 13,000 immediately 375 per aunom of that 
amount will he payable from the date of Mr. Mangles’ departare, and 75U in 
three parts, as Messrs. Barwell, Belli and Wilkinson vacate. 


JUDICIAL.—REVENUE, 


22d. The next officers on the list are magistrate collectore—to these the 
hon’ble court has allotted the uniform saiary of 26,000 per annum, with excep- 
tion tothe three employed in Cuttack, who being also salt agents, we allowed 
to draw 28,000. There are 14 officers of this class, of whom one only, Mr. 
Raikes, draws 28,000 upon the ground of having small charge of customs—ail 
the remainder, the Cuttack oflicers excepted, who draw also 28,000 us ullowed 
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hy the court ia consideration of the districts being nneettled, and of there being 
avait charge annexed to each, receive 24,000 per anonm. There are thus ten 
officern to he increased 2,000 rupees each, and as the salary anthorized by the 
court for Chittagong in the previous despatch wae 28,000, the government having 
arged its being raised to 30,000 on snecial grounds personal to Mr. Harvey, whicn 
the present despatch recuguizes, there are none who will suffer corresponuins 
deductions. According to the strict principle of the hon'ble court's despatch, 
there is no fund from which to provide for these officers the increases allotted to 
them and as expediency of dividing the magistrate’s office from that of collector's 
appears now to be very generally admitted in Beugal, it may not be considered 
of so mach importance to seek prospectively for the means of raiviug the salaries 
of the magiatrat--collectors in the manner proposed by the court. 

24th. Itis observed however, that the cause of there being no collector- 
magistrates on the higher salary of 2t,00U is the same, as remarked in the cnse 
oi the collectors only. viz. the euapension of promotions to the higher rate. ‘The 
entire half therefore of the number of there officers may, on the same principle, 
he deemed entitled to the augmentation, though they have not received it, in which 
case the fund, thongh in abeyance, existe for raismg the whole to 26,000 from 
the 20th February last. 

26th. Inthe business of administration there are evidently three distin-t 
duties to he performed, The collection of revenue, the adiminstration of civil 
justice, aud the preservation of the police and peace of the conutry. 

26th. The oatoral provisions for the performance of these duties ix thrangh 
sepavate officers for each, and if heretolore the police and peace have heen united 
first with the administration of civil justice, and subsequently with the collection 
of revenne, the donbling-np of distinct duties han been a neceswary imverfection 
arising from the desire to diminish the number of public officers an weil for the 
sake of economy as from the want of servants in sufficient number to provide 
separate officers for all three duties, 

27th. The latter want ia not at present felt hecanse of the extraordinary 
sapply of civil servants furnished by the hon'ble court in the year 1826, 1827, 
aud 1828. 
2Qdth. Of the filty servants nominated io each of these years, forty have 
now paseed their tenth year, which isa period of service at which full compe- 
tence for the most responsible duties is of necessity reached. If is thia condition 
of the service which enables the government and seems to require of it to 
provide separate officers for each of the three classes of ministerial duties, which 
have of necensity to be performed in every district. 

z9th. ‘The only class of officers remaining to be noticed is that of independent 
joint magistrates and collectors, who have always been appointed at ont-stations. 
Of these there are at present nine, of whom five receive 18,000 per annum. and 
four 12,000. I in order to follow ont the priociple laid down by the hoo’ble conrt 
it he deemed necessary to equalize these allowances, and consequently it should 
be determined to place them all on the scale of 15,0°'0, there will be an excess 
of 3000 beyoud the amount required to raise the smaller salaries which may be 
added to the allowances of the magistrate-collectors, making a further addition 
to them of 300 rupeen each per annum; but hia honor in council is inclined to 
respect the rights of invumbenta of the class, onder review, and would not there- 
fore order a present reduction, more specially as they are not inclnded amongat 
the classes revised by the hon'ble conrt, no that the salary assigned in not in 
contravention of any orders of the hon’ble court. Moreover in several instances 
the separate joint office at the out-station had existed at the same salary for a tong 
time, aod though of necessity known to the hon’ble court, they have not beeu 
ordered to be redaced—his honor in council therefore. instead efequalizing the 
allowances of these ont-station officers, prefers establishing 18,000 rapees ax the 
ordinary salary of them, and seeking to reduce their number by a new dis! 
of ziliahs so as so abolish the lower grade on 1,000 per mensem, 

30th. ‘There is an inferior class of officers not entered in the list called joint 
magiatrate and deputy collectors of the 2d grade on the salary of head assistant 
under the old syst 8,400 per anonm. 

Rlet. ‘These officers were antil lately divided into two classes, the hicher of 
which received 1.000 per mensem. ‘These have now however been entirely 
absorbed. ‘The abolition of the gradation system will therefore have no application 
to the remaining single grade of these officers, which, as an useful aid i trouble= 
some districts way require tu be maintained. 
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32d._ Tt only remains to notice the individual cases:—there are the case of 
Mr W. Young. secretary to the board of cnstomr, salt and opinm, to whom the 
bon’ble conrt confirm his previous allowances of 30,000, but direct the salary of 
the secretary to hoard of cnatoms, salt and opinm, to be rednced to 28,000 on a 
vacancy. This reduction wiil of conrse take effect 

83d. The cases of Messra, Harvey and Mills require no orders, as both 
there officers are now commissioners. The case of the salt agent of Hidgellee 
and Tamlook is again referred to hy the hon'bte coort. The salaries of these 
«fficera were, in the previons despatch, ordered to be reduced from 60,000 to 
42,000. Mr. Barlow. the salt agent of Hidgellee. as an incumbent, is entitled to 
continue apon his present allowances of 51,000, but Mr. Martin appointed in Augast 
41835 avon a salary of 30.000. 

34th, It is not clear tothe president in council whether this latter salary 
shall he raised, 

36th. Having thus disposed of these questions arising out of this despatch 
so far as they apply to Bengal,- ordered that copy of the above resolution be 
sent to the right hon’ble the governor generat for his lordship’s inforwativn, 


CONSTRUCTION OF ACT REGARDING LIMIT SALARIBS. 


Extract from a public general letter from the Hon'ble the Court of Direc- 
tors, dated the \2th June 1816. 


Para. 2. We perceive by the abstract of the act of the 53rd of hin vre- 
sent majesty, chapter 165, annexed to your list of civil servants, dated 3lxt Muy 
18 4, that accordingly to your construction of that act, a civil servant may 
now npon his arrival in lodia receive £6,510 a year, but this is most assuredly 
a mistake, the act ahove mentioned hes shortened the period two years 
which was required previonsly to the passing of that act for a servant to have 
resided in India to enable him to receive more than 1,500, 3000 or 4,000 
pounds a year; hot ithas not shortened the period which it was required pre- 
vionsly thereto for » servant to have resided as above-mentioned to enable him to re~ 
crive more than £9500 a year, conseqnently that remains the same wo it was belore 
the act of the 53: was passed, namely, three years allowing with reepect to the 
servant's education at Hertfort college, the time not exceeding two years passed 
dn that institotion after they were seventeen, to be considered as time passed in 
India, and this will be your guide in fatare. 


NO ONE OFFICF SALARY TO BE PAID TO TWO OFFICERS AT THE SAME TIME. 
The court of directors have laid-it down asa positive role that. they ‘can on 
“no acconnt consent to the salary of an ottice being isvaed to two persone for the 
* same period of time.’ 
ORDER FOR PAYMENT OF SALABRIBS. 
No salaries can be paid hy the sab treasurer, at the presidency till ufter the 
publication in the official gazette of aathority for their being paid on a specitied 


date. 
NO SALAKIEZ8 TO BB DRAWN IN ANTICIPATION OF AUDIT. 


No civil servants or civil employ és (except under very pecaliar circumstances 
such for.instunce as those in which au enyoy aud bis suite in Central Ama are 
placed,) can he excused for drawing their salaries or those af athers in their abstract, 
io anticipativn of the audit, 

RETRENCHMENT ON AUDITED BILLS. 


On a question of whether the Government in the case of its having a claim 
against the drawer of au apdited salary bill would recognize the hona-tide trans- 
fer by. eudorsement,ty,a tuid party—it was uoticed that it was the practice of the 
Government to order retrenchinents to be made through the civil anditur prospec: 
tively apon the bills that might be subsequently for andit, and that government 
could scarcely imagine the case.in which it would interfere hetween the andit and 
payment of a bill passed to an officer to whom the sum paysed was. absolutely due 


at the time of audit, 
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SALARIES UNDER IO YBARS’ SERVICE, 


Mr. A.B, collector and magiatraté at Rajeshaye, applied for full anlary of hie 
apvointment for the period when in consequence of hia s(anding heing less thaa 
10 years, he received a lower allowance than that of the otfice. This application 
wan not complied with. 

SALARIES OF MBMBBNS OP COUNCIL NOT LIABLE TO DEDUCTION 

On 4n aplication from Bowhay ds to the allowances of Mr A. B. second 
tember af éonncil at the Preaidency while absent at the Neéigherry Alle, the re- 
ference was answered by an intimation that the ralés for deductions it casea of 
absence could riot apply to salaries fixed by Act of Parliamedt; but that the fur- 
feiture of anlary daring absence, unless the officer should rejoin, would apply to 
thembers of Government. 

SALARI88 OP SPBCIAL RRSUMPTION OFFICE'S. 

‘The role for the promotion of special Depnty-Collectors, as laid down by the 
Snpremhe Government is this,—‘that no resumption officer «hall bé raiséd to 4 
“higher grade of snlary, in cdnséquencé of thé promotion 6f a junior in another 
* fine of the service. anlexathe Deputy Governor of Kengal deterthihes that his 
‘meritd are such. thathe would have heen promoted instead of that jubior, but 
‘for bis eniploy ment in the reanmption line.’ 

POWRRS TO RRCBIVE BALARY, 

Menara, A. B. and Co. applied to’ Government to receive onder fall power 
from Mr. E. F. a civil servant. certain arrears of dalary due to him. ‘The Govern- 
ment annctioned the Sub-Treasurer paring the arrears in question to Messre, A,B. 
and Co. on daly audited salary bill. The application to Government was necessa- 
ry, for withont its sanction in anch case the Otficés of Pav and Aadit cannot pay 
or andit ench js. This is a circumstance riot sufficiently adverted to by 
ayents generally. 


TANJORB COMMISSIONERS. 

On the Tanjore commission heing placed in abeyadce by orders’ of Joly 1838, 
the salaries of the Commixsiunera were placed apog the same footing as those of 
Commercial Officers, whore sitnation were aliblished conseyuénily npon the with- 
drawal of the Conipany from their E. I. ‘Trade; thie gave them three fourths 
of their previous full salaries, whilut out of employ, and the remainiug 3 upoo 
theit domination to any other office of inferior salary. 

CARNATIC COMMISSIONER, 

Mr. A. B. holding the above appointment sabmitted in exnectation of heing 
able finally to close the co miniesion on the Ist of September 1839, instead of the 
30th of April 1840, the letter being the data that had béen fixed for its extinction 
by orders of Augnst Ist, 1838, his title to the full allowance of 3,000 Re. per 
mopth for 20 months. to which the appointinent had been raised,—aod asked 
that een if he shoald leave India before April 3uth, 1840, an equivalent should 
he paid overt to him; and taid streks also apon the fact of his not having taken 
the annual month's leave or his Furlongti, as giving him acclaim te draw additional 
walary, It was ruled that all euch claim and pleas were inadwiasible, that the 
vas an indulgence, not a right; mnd that the sealous servant who 
naly and brought his duties to a close, sooner than anticipated, 
had his reward ina reputation for zeal and anperior ability, but conld not be 
nilowed the salury of the additional time, that a lesa diligent person would have 
taken to do the same work, Farther the continuance of galary for a period after 
f@ servant had left India for Earope is prohibited by act of Parliament. 

SPECIAL COMMISSIONS ON CIVIL SERVANTS. 

To some cases receive a Deputation allowance of 6.500 Rs. a month. In aome 
a snbstantive salary, and in some instances no deputation allowance at all—a 
Governinent prosecutér has in one or two instances received a depotation allow- 
ance of 300 ie. 


LAW COMMISSIONERS. 

The Law commissionera havitig claimed ler Zand 4. Wm. IV. Chap. 80, 
Sec. 65.0 sulary of 66,000 Ra. per annum instead of 60,000 as at present Axed, 
were informed that the sum of 50.000 Its. having heen aetiled, by role passed 
acveral years betore the appointment of the Law Commissions, a8 the highest for 
any person nota Member of Council, they must be regarded as coming withia 
its operation. 
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A GENERAL RULE FOR THE PAYMENT OF THE ALLOWANCES OF CIVIL 
SERVANTS WHEN BMPLOYED TEMP. RARILY IN OTHER STATIONS OF THE 
SAME PKBSIDENCY, OR DBPUTED TO ANOTHBR PRESIDENCY. 


Whenever a servant attached to one presidency shall have obtained temporary 
employment under another presidency, und shall desire to draw the allowances 
of his substantive office at the place or in the presidency to which he has heen 
deputed, he shall apply to the Government of hia presidency for an order to the 
Civil Auditor to grant him a certificate of the amonut salary less deductions, to 
which he is entitled, and the ( ivil Auditor or of the Presidency in which he is 
doing duty shull on the strength of that certificate pass to him a monthly som 
on account, as the Civil vay of the other presidency; the amoant so passed to 
he made payable at the treasury of the place where the officer is employed ander 
upon duplicate or triplicate receipts, and to he adjusied in accoout by the Ac- 
countant or Acconntant General of the presidency, ax a remittance to the debt of 
the presidency on account of which itis paid. With respect to divisions of the 
same presidency, as the Collectors of one divisions are in the habit of granting 
bills on those of the other, which are avjnated through the two offices of account, 
the Governor General in Council, adopting the suggrstion of the Accountant 
General. determines that when an officer of the N.W. Provinces may be depnted 
to officiute within those of the Government of Kengal. or vice versa, the salary 
bil of his substantive office being tranamitted for Andit to the Anditor of the 
proper division, shall by him be forwarded to the Colleotor of the district where 
it is ordinarily payable, and that officer shall, if it be daly receipted, issne and 
transmit to the officer a bill for the amount as per andit, payable to the vidual 
at the Treasury of the place where he may be employed on duty. Such bitls 
to be cr nted at par withont any charge of hoondeesn 

This complex process in sometime supererded hy taking the certificate of 
the officer himaelf (npon honor) and hy passing » bill with the charge of one 
percent, if coming within the other rates, and that of 9th June 1834 

‘The last named runs thus: *The Hon'ble the Vice President in Cooncil is 
pleased to direct that Collectors or other officers in charge of public Treasuries 
shail, on the application of covenanted Civil Officers of Government on leave of 
abaence within the limits of the Presidency anthorized to draw their pay from any 
such public treasuries, grant remittance hill for the amoont of the allowances of 
anch absent officers apon the Revenne Treasuries nearest the place of which they 
may reside on leave, the bill ao granted being however restricted to the net amonnt 
of pay due, i.e. minus the several deduction which mar be made by the Civil 
Anditor in favor of Government or,on account of fnnds. &e. which are to be cre- 
dited in the accounts in which the allowancas may be chargeable to Government, 
viz. those of the divisions or Zillahs to which the Officers on leave stand appointed.” 

The bills granted onder this rule to Otticers who may be on leave on account 
of private affuira will be subjected to a premiom of one percent. Bille granted 
to Officers who may be absent on medical certiticate will be exempted from such 


premium, 
RANK RULES. 


The appointment of writers appears to have been originally established hy 
an Act passed in the 24th year ol hie late Majesty Geo, Ill. Cap. 25, Sec. 43, 
preacribing ndmissiona between the agen of 15 and 22 years.

156. it. was oar prac- 
tice to forward to yon Lists of the relative rank of writers appointed from time 
to time to yoar Establishment: ander the authority of that enactment, regulations 
were framed for the Government of the College of Haileybury. one of which pro- 
vided that the relative Rank of Writers ehonld be fixed hy the College Council, 
apd specified in the Collega certificate snbject however to loss of Rank, iv the 
event of the Writer failing to proceed to fadia within a specified time. pe term

PEBCEDENCE IN OPFICE. 

The last Act on thie snbject makes it lawful for the Government of India to 
Appoint any meritoriour civil servant onder the rank of member of council to 
courts, boards, and other! official establishment in which several servants hold 
office collectively, and ordains “ thet snch servant shall take precedence at or ie 
sach courts, boards, &. ding to the seniority of hie appointment as a me 
ber thereof, nlthongh he may hereby not take precedence therein according to the 
seniority of bie appointment in the service.” 


BHAILBYBURY RANK. 


The Act passed in the 10th year of Geo. 1V. cap 16th extended the privi- 
leges granted by the Act 47th of Geo. IIT. cap. 68 in favor of young men who may 
haye speat a leas time thao two years in the college eatablishment in England - 
enncted * that all aach time not exceeding two years bona-fide spent io 
lege after the age of 17 years, on proceeding tu India, shall be accounted ae time 
syeat in India, in regerd to otfices, places, and employments, which sach persone 
are entitled to he appointed to hold, the salaries, perqnisites, and emolaments 
whereof shall not exceed the sum of one thousaud five hundred pounde per annum.’ 


RANK OP CIVIL SBRVANTS RETURNING TO INDIA APTRR FIVE YEAKS’ 
ABSENCE IN RUROPE. Eg 
\Vhen and as often as nny person having held any civil situation io Lodia 
io the wervice of the aaid company and haviog departed from India by leave of 
the Governor ia Conncil, ur Governor ia Conncil, shall be restored to the enid 
company’s service alter aa absence of ive years from the time of such departure; 
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auch, person from and after auch reatorations. shall take rank and precedence only 
according to the time he shajl have passed inthe service of the said. company, at

N. B.—The order of Rank is nqw settled by the hon’ble court and the 
Governments of India are informed by periodical commanications specifying the 
names of Writers, the period passed after the age of seventeen, the date of the 
court’s order and that of sailing for India, with a reference for Rapk. to the certiG- 
cates held by the individuals respectively. There data however do not appear to 
indicate any change in the mode previously adopted of compnting seniority by 
actaal service with an allowance of time passed in college in Rogland.

‘The transfer of the civil servants of the late China and St. Helena establish- 
ments of the company was provired for bythe act.3rd and 4th of the last reign, 
. 85 Sec. 113, which enacted that a civil servant af the company emplored in the 
factory of Canton, or in the Island of St. Helena shall be capable of taking and 
holding any office in. ang presidency or establishment on the Indiay. territories 
which he would have been capable of taking and holding, it he had heena 
servant of such Presidency or on auch Establishment during the same time as he 
ehall haye.been in the service of the said company. 

Vhe preliminary order of the .hoo’ble court hearing date the 27th December 
1833, asaigned to the Chiva.civil seryanta their rank. on the Bengal Establishment, 
from. the date.of their respective first appointments. with certain. specific allow- 
ances of time, to form their election, apon the offer of transfer to the Inia service, 
the same being varied in, some reapeots, according to the. situation of the officers 
atthe time, but nat exceeding eix months to all seryanta ig China, from. the date 
of this. Government receiving the bon'ble. court's despatch and the same periods, 
as renpected.servente in China, were, to. be considered part of the time of resi- 
ence. necessary to qualify thea for ‘ anngities in the event of their accepting the 
transfer’ The present position of those servants who have done ao, ia that of the 
last of the season, of their owo appointments,, The same principle was.formerly 
applied to certain civil servants, of the then Fort Marlbro’ establishment, who. 
were transferred to that.of Madras, and by an express,act of Parliament. were 
directed to be coasidered the youngest of their,reapective ranks. 


SPECIAL CASES CONNKCTED WITH THE RULES ON RANK. 
Rank of q civilian. supposed tobe. wrongly. stated. 

Mr, A. B. represented to Government that the Secretary to the C.S. A. F- 
had made an error in regard to hia standing in the service. and arged a claim to 
priority of oninion of taking the annnity over certain other civil servants in con- 
sequence, He was told that the enles of the Annuity Fund prescrihed definitely 
that annnities shonld he tenlered to members of the civil service in the order of 
rank as fixed in the lists received from the Hon'ble Court of Directors and con- 
tained in the Civil Auditor’s books. 

The rales of determining the method of compnting the period of service is 
Ajstinet from that which refers to rank, and thongh the period of service may have 
heen completed ander that cule before that of othera standing higher in the grada- 
tion lists of rank, the latter wonld he entitled to: take precedence, when both are 
alike qualitied by standing and residence for the annuity. 


Similar Case. 

Mr. A. B. brought to notice a anpposed mistake in regard to the position of 
his name in the. gradation-lists of the office:s of civil service pablished in the 
Vireetories. and mitted a certificate granted by the Board of Examiners ia- 
Rurope shewing hia atanding in the service and solicited that he migbt be restored 
ta.his rank. He was told that the circamstance represented by him would he 
brought to the notice of the Coart of Divectora as it-was from the Hovorable Conrt 
that the liste of:relative rank of civil nervents were received, and that the Goveruor 
of Bengal did not feel that he woald be. warranted iu making any alteration in them 
without a special sanction. 


Similar Case. 

Mr. A. B. left Hailesbory College in Dec. 1812, and signed his coveonnt at 
the &. [. House on the 24th March 1313, and arrived at Calcutta in November of 
that year, inthe E. I. H. register of 1812, Mr. A’ B. was entered as nominated 
for. Bengal } 2th Jan. 1810 and as transferred from the Viadras nominations on Sith 
Mxach, 1810. ‘The rales ia force fix the period of 25 years’ service to commence 
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from the date of intimation of appointment, or from the date of covenant, which-- 
ever may be antecedent By the Honorable Coart’s letter to the Government of 
Bengal, dated Iat April, 1814, rank was assigned to Mr. A. B.asa writer of the 
season 1808-1809, whereas by the Honorable court's despatch of 15th March 1816 
rank war assigned to Messrs. C. D. and E. F. who retired on ananities of the 
seaxon 1837-38, and whe entered the college at the same time with Mr. A. B. bat 
who in aonsequence of being implicated in a disturbance were acat out to India 
before the completion of their fourth term, as writers of 1811-12, 

By Para. 3 of the H. Court's letters da'ed 25th Jannary 1813 intimation of 
the appointment of Mr. G.H.(who proceeded to India in thie ‘same ship with 
Mr. A. B.) and of 20 other writers was conveyedto the Bengal Government and 
Mr. G. H, who signed his covenant aubseynent to Mr. A, B. retired on an annuity 
of 1837-38, the period of hiv service being calculated from the date of the Hono- 
rable Court’s letter above-mentioned. 

Me. A. B. never having proceeded to England on Furlongh completed his pe- 
vied of 22 year’s residence in India in Nov. 1836. At the end of 1837 he applied for 
one of the annuities available in 1837-38 on the favorable terms of valne, and was 
told in reply that the date of intimation of his appointment as a writer ‘not being 
traceable on the records of government, the period of his twenty-five years’ service 
mast he held to commence from the date of his cevenant, vis. 24th March 1813.’ 

{In consequence of this construction of the managers, which was snhsequently 
upheld by the government of Bengal, Mr. A. B. was deberred from taking annuity 
before the 24th March 1843, by which period the available annnities of the season 
had been taken np (one of them by Mr F. @. who completed his 22 years’ 
residence on the 24th March 1838 only) and Mr. A. B. was consequently deprived 
of an advantage to which he conceived he was justly entitled. 

Mr. A. B. nrged that the circumstance of the intimation of his appointment 
“ not being traceable in the reeords of the Bengal governaent,’ was a matter which 
wns entirely beyond his own control, and further that it wan obvious he most have 
been appointed to the H. Co.’s service at a period coinciding with, if not ap- 
tecedent to Messrs. C. D and E. F. and those other servants to whom raok was 
axsigned by the coart of directors of a date one or two gears subsequent to that 
assigned by the honorable court to him, Mr. A. B, 

Mr. A. B, compelled by ill health and other circgmstances to embark for Eng- 
land on farlongh, and had wo chance of obtaining av annuity of the season of 
1838 9,the then supposed Inst year of the annuity on the favourable terine of 
quarter premium sanctioned by the honorable court, by reason of the large nambers 
of ciyil servants at the head of the Ijst. who it was anderstood had {resolved to 
avail themselves of the six annnities of that segson. Mr. A. B, therefore prayed 
that the court wonld ascertain ‘rom their records the actoal date of his appoint- 
ment to their service ; and (uot permitting him to enffer so serious afloss as wonld 
he entailed by hia being compelled to pay ra. 60,00 to secure the agme advantages, 
which but for a contingency entirely beyond his own control, would havelbeen his for 
a payment of 25,000 rs.) would he ,pleased to axgign him av annnity out of the 
sorpius funds, or oat of the one-third anngully carried to the credit of the court, 
on the fasorable terms of quarter pemiam. 

The home anthorities found that Mr. A. B.'s appointment took place on the 
29th Janoary 1821, and that the fact onght to have heen duly bronght to the notice 
of the igcal government within a reasonable period of its occurrence, and in that 
cave it shonld have been 80, on a much earlier date than that borne by Mr. A. 
B.'s covenant 

Farther, that Mr. A, B anght to have heen admitted to an annuity from the 
29th Jaooary 1838, and should andonhtedly huye heen so admitted bat frow 
being unfortunately deprived of the requisite mens of proving his period of service. 
On that defect beiug remedied, the court of directors decided that Mr. A.B. anght 
be permitted to purchase an anonity at a quarter value commencing from Ist May 
1838, and he was admitted to an extra anmnity. 

‘The point relative to the possible conflicting claima of rank and service ; dit 
not appear to the hon'ble government to call for internosition, hecause it wae 
expressly stated in the rales of the fund that the annuities should be tendere.i, 
to the anbectiberss according to their seniority. 

Farther, the court of directors ruled that it was not neceasary to di-tarb 
the rule by which the commencement of service ie at present computed. Ut +f 
the two ducaments, (the covenant and court's letter of uotification,) spon which 
the decision rest, one onty can be fouad; the question is to be decided by thst 
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one, unleas as in the case of Mr. A. B.’n evidence exists which supplies the place 
of the document which is wanting, In snch casea the servant ia to be restored 
to the advantages of which accidental circumstances have deprived 

Mr.@ D. wan appointed a writer at the same period as Mr. A.B. viz, the 
29th January 1x42. and ander similar circamstances, his length of service must 
therefore be reckoned fiom that date. ’ 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR DELAY OF AUDIT. 


From a delay of andit of a case, lors was orcasioned to the Government; it 
was ordered to be adopted as a rule of the government, and distinctly explained 
to the officers of account and andit that the home anthorities would hold each 
officer upon whom the duty of causing andit devolved, resvonsible for every loss 
incorred in con-equence of his neglect in needlessly delaying to have recourse to 
the means which were available to prevent such loss. 

Othcera charge of treasuries are to forward a'ong with the half-yearly 
reporta on inefficient balances, a autticient proof that the non adjustment of sach 
itema has been occasioned by circumstances beyond their control. Should any 
one item appear in two aucceasive atatements without proof being farnished that 
an adjnatment han been applied for, it will he deemed a culpable remiauness ow 
the part of snc officer; and the amount of the item will he dedacted from bis 
salary without seiereace to bis having heen the disbursing officer or not.

dated 2 th ultimo fram the civil auditor at Agra, on the snbject of transfer of civil 
rervante from one division of the Bengal presidency ta the atheo, and the regula- 

tion of their allowances under the circomatances there explained.

Sir,—Lam directed to anknowledce the receipt of your letter, dated the 
3rd of June, and ite enclosnre, from the civii anditor at 
General Department. Agra, relative to Mr. A. B. and tne rule, regarding the 
transfer of civil servants from one division of the 

Bengal presidency to the other. 

2. Lam directed on thia anbject to refer the hon’ble the Lieut. Governor to 
the resolution of the president in council, dated Sth May 1819, of which a copy is 
annexed to the present letter, from which it will appear, that the transfer having 
heen previonsly arranged hetween the two local governments, and allowed hy the 
government of Tudin; it tikes place at the same time with the appointment of the 
servant toa situation in the division to which he ix moved. 

3 The civil anditor reckons the period aliowed to join the new atation, and 
pnexes the bill jor such servant's salary accordingly. If the salary in of hicher 
amoont than the salary of the sitnation which he was left, he draws in the time 
nliowed for travelling, out of the salary of his new appointment, a sum equal ta 
that of his previous sitnation 

4. Servants of one division are not eligible for deputation daty ia another 
except under apecial cireamatancen 

8. tin contemplation of permanent transfer the service of an officer 
from one division are obtained for employment in another belore the vacancy 
of the appointment has tuken place, as for instance, by the departare of the 
incumbent to Europe, the sauction of the government of India having beea 
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previously obtained for his heing so placed at the disposal of the local govern- 
ment to which he is not yet permanently attached, he will he considered thereto, 
hut for a definite time, which may be extended if necessary, until by the vacancy 
of the appointment for which he is mtemded, he can be permanently transferred, 
when his verfeet transfer and appointment will he simaltaneously gazetted. 

6, Pending this annonncement, he will draw the salary of his appointment 
in the other division, and such depatation allowance in his new division as he is 
entitled to by the roles of the rervire, and his appointment would not he filled 
up till the permanent transfer was made and a new a -pointment assigned to him. 

7 There is no reason why this rule shonid not be observed in all cases of 
transfer with a view to eventual appointment ina fixed sitnation of anuther divi- 
sion, such for instance as the case of Mr. C.D. Inst year, who was permitted on 
sick certificate to proceed to the North Western Provinces, and obtained employ- 
ment there. first in an acting sitnation, and eventually ina fixed situation, In that 
case the appointment that Mr. C. D held in the lower provinces having been filled 

‘up withont reference to his exact position, it becomes necessary asa measure of 
just compensation, to permit him tu draw an allowance eqnal to what he lost by the 
premature appointment of a auccessor to his lute situation during the short period 
which intervened hefore he was appainted to wnother fixed situation in the North 
Western Provinces. 

8. In the case of Mr. A. B also on acconnt of sick certificate, retnined for 
employ in the lower provinces after his retaro from the Cape of Good Hope, the 
circumstances were special ax provided in the rule above explained, bat his 
appointment in Kundelcand has not been disposed of, Mr. A. B. having been 
recently appointed to a tixed situation in the lower provinces, will, from the date 
of that appointment (2nd of June) cease to have any connection with the North 
Westero Provinces, or to derive any part of his salary thence. 

9. ‘The word ‘returns’ made use of in the order of the government of India 
of the 20th November last ag qnoted in the reference from Mr, Morland, the civil 
anditor at Agra, meant only to denote that Mr. A. B, when the separation of the 
jurisdiction took vlace, being the incambent of an officer in the N. W. P. wea 
anvered to that division of the Bengal presidency, aud was by the order of the 
20th November re-annexed to the lower provinces. 

0. Mr. A. B's salary bills, a deputy collector of Bindelcund, are to be audit- 
ed. Agra ap to the date of his recent appointment toa fixed situation in Bengal, 
when hiv transier to Bengal and separation from Agra were completed. 

11. The necessary directions will he given thro’ the government of Beneal 
to the civil anditur of Calcntta to conform to the snggestion contained in the Stn 
paragraph of Mr. civil anditor Morland’s letter to you dated the 20th May, viz. to 
furnish the andit office at Agra with a monthly retaro of all bills oaseed in the 
andit office at Calentta for the salary of civil servants attached to the NW. P's 
absent at the Cape orelaewhere, or which, fromany other cause, may have obtained 
audit below with the deductions on account of leave, subscriptions to Funds, &e. 

12. With regard to para. 2d of Mr. Morland’s letter it wonld not appenr that 
the words placed at the disposal of the governor of Bengal, have any differeut 
sense from the words ‘tranvferred to the Bengal presidency.’ In pablic corres. 
pondence and notifications they have, it is belieeed: always heen used indiscrimi- 
nately. The gazette would alwa: in due time, inform the auditor when a transfer 
waa completed hy permanent appointmeut. 

13. Ansintanta drawing everywhere equal allowance if transferred from one 
division to another should he considered ag tranaferced altogether, and be charged 
to the division in which they are employed from the date of transfer, 

14. If servants are allowed to exchange appointments for their own convenienre 
they onght to forego salary between the time of quitting the old appointment sad 
joining the new oue, aud be considered for that interval as servants out of employ.

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GENERAL CONSULTATION, 8TH MAY, 1839, 


Read a letter from the secretary to the government of Rengal, general de- 
partment, No. 367, dated the 24th nitima, forwarding the following letter on tne 
subject of transfers of public officers from one division of the presidency to the 
other.

Resolution The president in council observing the difference of practice 
stated ta prevail in the different divisions of the Bengal presidency, thinks that 
it will be expedient ta provide by defiuite rule for cases of transfer of public of- 
ficere from one division to the other, 

Gis hogor in conncil ia of opinion that the servante of one division anght not 
to be considered eligible to fill situations on deputation in the other division exce;t 
under special circamstances, which being stated to the government of India, the 
loan of the servants for the particular daty would, of course, be sanctianed, 

His honor in cooncil is further of opinion that the same rule ought to he esta- 
blixbed for all claases of servants, and that ifthe transier of a servant he asked 
with a view to hie heing appointed to any particular office in another division, the 
transfer heing made and notified in the gazette, the appointment to the office va- 
cant shonld be ordinarily be made totake effect from the date of transfer, from 
which date the civil anditor and officers of account will secken the period aliowed 
to join the new atation aud pass the bills accordingly. 

If au otticer of one division be asked for, to fill a situation temporarily, prepa- 
ratory to permanent avpointment to he made when the incambent shall after the 
usual period have embarked for Evrope, or retired from the service, the circum- 
stances bring stated, the case may be bronght under the first rale, and in lien 
of a final transfer the cfficer will in such case be gazetted as authorized to pro- 
ceed on duty for a definite time to the other division. preparatory to obtaining 
permanent employment there. Atthe end of the period mentioned, the salary 
of office in the division from which the officer has proceeded will cease, unless an 
extension he similar granted under orders from the government of India. A 
fresh order of final transfer will be necessary either ut the close of the period or 
from any earlier date at which eflect can he given to the appointment, which the 
officer is inteaded to find in the new division.

Sir,—I am under the necessity of troubling yon with a reference relating to 
the existing doubts as to the intentions of goveroment, retransferring Mr. A. B. 
to the Bengal presidency under the orders of the 18th November 1839, 

2. The practice hitherto observed in the office has heen te receive the orders 
of removal of civil servants from these provinces to the Bengal presidency in the 
following lights, 

Ist, When the-ordera state ‘placed at the disposal of the governor of 
Bengal,’ the removagis covsidered temporary. 

2nd. Ifthe orders exuressly state: ‘transferred to the Bengal presidency’ 
it is looked upon asa permanent removal, 
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?rd. Mr. A. B.’s case would in my opinion appear to be special one. He 
is said to be ‘ retransferred to the Bengal presidency’ never having to my know- 
ledge been employed hefore in that division, ard now he merely hold an officiating 
appointment there, and has submitted to me bills for audit for his ealary as depu- 
15 collector of government customs at Bundlecund ap to the end of the past month, 
trom which it is evident that he still considers himself attached to these provinces. 

4th. Under the above circomatances I have the honor to solicit that 1 ma: 
he favored with specific instructions how to act in the present instance, and in 
all future caves. IT may perhaps be allowed to suggest that the ward ‘temporary 
employ inents. or placed temporarily at the diepesal of, he used when the inai- 
vidual does not vacate his permanent appointment in the division in which he may 
have heen previously employed. 

5th. Uncer the impression that a reference to the goverament of India will 
he deemed expedient in the above matter, I have the honor to solicit that his 
honor the lientenant governor will at the same time reqnest instructions to be 
isuuned to the civil auditor at Calentta, to farnish this office with a monthly retora 
of all bills passed in his office for the salary of civil servants attached to the North 
Western provinces, abrent nt the Cape or elsewhere, or which from any other 
cause may have obtained audit below, with the deductions on account of leave, 
subscription to Funds. &¢ — Thiv information is essentia'ly necessary to allow of 
the Registers in my office being kept up cowplete for the whole period during 
absence at the Cupe, whereas at present | am quite ignorant of what is passed or 
vetrenched trom the aalary of such officers, as baye their bills andited in Bengal.

MISCELLANEOUS CONNECTED WITH LEV, &C. REJOINING,’ &c. 


Acy civil officer who may be absent from his station without leave, shall be 
considered to have forfeited the whole allowances of the office to which he stands 
appointed for the period of his anauthorieed sheence, unierw the penalty be ex- 
pressly remitted by government; and any officer exceeding his leave shall he 
held by the Civil Auditor to be absent without permission for the time of such 
excess, 

Any officer leaving the limits of his jurisdiction, whether with or without the 
orders of government, shall be boond to report the circumstance to the Civil 
Auditor, 

Any officer who may be removed from one station to another, shall in like 
manner report to the civil auditor the dates on which he may make over and 
receive charge ; and the Civil Anditor is restricted from wassing the bill of any 
officer appointed toa new attice for the allowances helonging to such office (with- 
oat the special orders of government) until he shall have received report of his 
having taken charge thereof. 

Leave of ab-ence, when selicited for the purpose of visiting any place on the 
continent of India, shall not be granted for a tonger period than 6 months, but 
which will uf course be extended at the discretioa of government ondue and sef- 
ficient canse being shewn. 

Any officer desiring to visit the presidency with the intention of making @ 
Voyage to sea for the benefit of his health or otherwise, eWAll be required die- 
tinetly to apecity in his application the yeriod of leave necessary for the first 
purpose, at the expiration of which, renewed leave shail be given for perinds nut 
exceeding ove month, until be fually availe himself of the farther pesmission to 
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uit the presidency, on which occasion the veasel in which he embarks mast be 
daly reported. 


Any officer arriving at the presidency whether from the interior of the country 
er from abroad, shall report his arrival to the secretary to goveroment in the 
department to whioh he belongs, an well aa to the authority to which he may be 
immediately subject, if holding any office eahordinate to any other. 


Ady officer retarning to the presidency after having made a sea voyage, for the 
recovery of his health or otherwise, shall, unless the cor J specially sa 
tioned by government, be reqnire to rejoin hie station within the time that uiay be 
prescribed for travelling to the station to which he staads appointed. 


BSTABLIGHMENT OF ACCOUNTANT'S OFFICE AT ALLAHABAD—ORBATION 
OP ACCOUNTANT, DEPUTY ACCOUNTANT AND CIVIL AUDITOR OF THE 
AGRA PRESIDENCY, COMBINATION OF THB DUTIRBS OF THB BUPERINTAK- 
DENT OF RESOURCES IN THE NORTH WASTBAN PHOVINCES, WITH TBS 
ACCOUNTANT’S OPPICB, ABOLITION OF SUPSRINTBNDENCY, &0., DATBD 
DBCBMBER 17, 1834. 


The right honorable the governor general of India in conncil is pleased te 
erder the following resolations to be published for general informatics : 


Reso.vep.—That, for the conduct of the departments of accountant under 
the government of Agra, there he established an accountants office at Allahabad.* 
with which shall be combined the daties of the preseat Superintendent or super- 
jotendent of resources in the North Western Provinces, and all the details at 
present eondacted for those provinces by the accountant in the revente and jadiciat 
departments, ard in the departments of costoms at the presidency. 


That the officer placed at the head of this office be denominated the acconn- 
tant of the Agra presidency, and allowed a salary of 3,000 Ropees per mensem ; 
that there be attached to the office a Depaty ona salary of 1,500 Rupees per men- 
nem 5 the nomination and appointment to both oltices to be im the governor} 
of Agra. 


That the office of Saperintendent of Resoarces in the North Western Pro- 
vinces he aholished, and the records and accounts with the establishment now 
entertained thereis, be transferred to the accoontant’s office at Allahabad. 


That the Depnty Acconntantés be also civil auditor for the Agra presidency, 
and that all charges in the revenue, jadicial and custom's departments, and the 
charges’ of alt other officeté dubject to the orders atid authority of the governor 
of Agra, be submitted to the andit of the deputy accoantant and anditer at Alla- 
habad ; the disburdements of political officers, chaplains and othera not yet trans- 
ferred to the control of the govetnor of Agta, will be abdited, as theretofore, at 
the Bengal presidency. 


That the accounts of all officers of the presidency of Agra be adjusted and 
made np in the office of the accountant at ‘Allahabad, in like menoer he 
counts of the Madras and Bombay governments are adjueted at those presidenc 
veupectively. The transactious of Agra with the Bengal presidency will all p 
through the offices of the reepective accountants at the seats of goveroment. 


. That there be transferred to the offices of acoonut and adit for the Agra 
ptesidency sach part of the establishments of the offices of account and audit

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at the Presidency ax may be ponsible under the relief afforded by the removal of 
these branches of the existing business. It is expected that the Establishment so 
transferred, added to that of the Office of Superintendent of Resources, will anffice 
for the new Offices at Allahabad without incurring much forther charge on this 
‘acconnt. 

That the following arrangement of duties and modification in other respects he 
made of the offices of Account at the Presidency of Fort William eo as to. admit 
of the abolition of one substantial appointment in diminution of the expense atten:t~ 
ing the above arrangements, 

That the Acconntant General conduct in peraon the duties of Military Accountant, 
and the Deuvty Accountant Geueral be Aovountant in the Secret, Political, 
Lezislative, Judicial, Revenue, General, Financial, Commercial, Foreign, Customs, 
Salt, Opium, and Marine Departments.

BRSOLUTIONS RELATING TO OHINA SERVANTS. 


Our Governor General of India in Council. 

Para. t. In reference to onr Despatch dated the 37th of December, 1833, No. 75, 

regarding the China Servants who may accept the offer of transfer to the civil 
establialiment of India, we think it right to state that it ia uot our intention to re- 
quire from these servants as the condition of their remaining in the civil service, 
that they shonld pass the Examination in Native Languages which is required 
from Writers, : 
“2. We have no donht that the Gentlemen to whom we refer will use their 
exertions, and in wany caves tbose specially of the juniors, successfully, to qualify 
hemserlves to pold any office ander your Goverment, bat there are some offices of 
mrortance in which a knowledge of the langaages is ao} indispensable. 


London, |st May, 1834. 


Resolved, that having taken into consideration the sitnation in which the 
Members of the China Factory will be:pleced hy the discontinuance of the com- 
peny’s trade, the following arrangement be adopted subject to the confirmation of 
the Board of Commissioners for the affairs of Ludia, viz. 

‘Thatin virtue of the authority given by Section 113th of the Act of the Sd 
and 4:b William IV, chapter 85. an offer of transfer to the civil establishment of 
India be made to each of the civil servants on the China establishment, that suck 
of those servants as shall accept that offer shall be entitled to annuities from the

payable during his absence to any agent or other person for his use, and io the 
event of his not retaroing back to his station at such presidency or settlement, or 
of his coming to Europe. his salary and allowance shall be deemed to have ceased 
from the day of his quitting such preaidency or settlement, any law or asage to the 
evatrary notwithstanding.

thousand ponads per anoum, the same shall not be granted to or conferred npon 
any of the said servants who shall not have been actually resident in India in the 
said comuany’s serviee for the space of nine years at the least .in the whole; and 
if the salary, perqninites, and emolnmente of anv office, place, or employment shall 
exceed fonr thoasand poands per angom. the aame shall not be granted to or con- 
ferred avon any of the said servants. who sha'l not have heen actoally resident ia 
Tndia in the commonny’s service forthe snace of twelve years at the least in the 
who'e, antecedent to ench vacancy ; and that all appointments, advancements and 
na which shall be made for supplying any such vacancies, other than as 
hall be antl and void.

tn this respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove mack 
amore hurtful to the public wervicr, and injurious to the good names of the officers 
of Government, than that of the leading, against which the Rule of Reguiauun 
XXXVIL. 1793, is directed.

lio Runction iu the service of the honorable company, it ia berehy notified 
for the general information of ail public officers onder thie presidency, that the 
enetom in question is strictly prohibited from the date of the publicutien of thie 
votice, and that it is the expectation of government that all public Functiouaries 
will adopt every measore within their power to make this prohihiton generally 
known, and obeyed, by all natives of whatever rank or degrve with whom they 
bave official or private intercourse. 

In direction the abolition of the custom above referred to the governor gene. 
ral io council deems it due to the servants of the hon'ble company generally, 
to declare that the measure has not been adopted hy government on the gruond 
that it hav been perverted to improper parposes by any public officer ander 
f0.erpment, but from the conviction that it subjects natives to useless, und fre- 
quently vexatious expence, and to extortion ou the part of menial aecvania and 
departments, Hin Lordship in Conneil in indeed fally preaunded that the abolition 
of «practice opeo to sach serions objections will be viewed with satislaction 
by every officer in the hon’ble company's service. 

In circnlating this resolntion to political officers it was stated that the pro- 
hibition relative to the acceptance of vusaers and presents of fruit, &c, was 
intended to apply to the cares of individnals who are subjects or dependents of 
the British government, and conseqgently ander their control, and not to native 
princes and othera to whom we have no right to issue 2 prohihitory order, for with 
regard to complementary presents of fruit from native princes, and others not 
eabject to onr authority the retusal might be offensive to their feelings, os couteary 
to established asage, but in as much as the practice can be discowaged without 
giving nmbrage. the political officer were not to fail to act in the spirit of ue 
tevulution above qnoted..

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The qnestion having arisen as to whether onder the general prohibition against 
the retention of snch poblic officers they conld be kept in this instance, the gover- 
nor general decided that both the Khelot and the smount balance of cash that 
had been tendered as a Zeafat might be retained hy the medical officer in ques- 
tion, vot a political present, but as a fee for medical attendance ; ae the chances 
were that had he been at his own station he would have been gaining fess to the 
same amount for family medical attendance. 


DEPUTATION ALLOWANCS. 


An assistant at the political Renidency of Indore drew a bill for deputation 
allowance for settling dispated booodary claims of Holkar, Scindia, and the 
Powar estates. 

This bill waa retarned by the civil anditor on the ground that the claim was 
not founded on the reyuisite authority of government for the charge.

Whereas it has been represented to us, that the general ‘officers in our 
army who are not Colonels of regiments, have not been sufficiently provided 
for by our warrantof 22d Jaly, 1831; our willand pleusure ie, that the pay 
of all general officers in our army, who, under the fourth regaletion of the 
‘warrant before referred to, are entitled to receive the fail pay of their lest re- 
gimental commission, sball from the let April last inclusive, be made up to 
the rate of four bandred pounde per annum.

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ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS, 
General Order, Horse Guards, 18th June, 1835, No. 520. 


Some cases having lately occurred, in which soldiers have drawn their 
bayonets upon exch ether, snd alo gpan other persons who happened to 
come ip contact with th.m, whilst quarreliing in the streets and ig public 
houses. The General-commandipg-in-chief desires, that the soldiers of the 
ariny may be reminded, that they sre armed for the protection of their King and 
country, end for the anpport and executiop of the laws, when lazfully called 
out for these purposes ; that they wear their side arme ae up hunonrable 
Giatinction of the profession to which they belong ; that they are not to use 
them in privare broile, or even for their own Sireanal defence upon such 
cecasions ; aad thet it ie the daty of the soldiere to avoid resorting to pleces 
in wnich such brails are likely ta take place, more particularly whea dressed 
es soldiers with their side arms. 


The General-commandingrin-chief Js determised to pat an effectual stop 
tn on dangerous and disgraceful an offence, by the punichment und degrada- 
tion of every suldier who ehali hereafter be convicted of it. 


To this end LorD Hrux desires that the commanding officer of regimen- 
tal depote, will bring into summary trial, for unsoldier-like und disgraceful 
condnet, every men who shall be reported to have drawn, or attempted to 
draw, his beyonet for the purpose of using it aguinet another persun in eny 
case of dispote, effray, or interference. 


His Lordchip farther denires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of heving used, or attempted to use, his side arms in any of the cases 
herein contemplated, may, in adition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
he degraded on the pablic parade,in front of the regiment ur depot to which 
he belongs, by being there striped of his bayonet, and bayonet belt, and 
proclaimed by the commanding officer es a men unworthy to be entrysted 
withthe care of his bayonet, except in the ranks, under the view and 
command of his officer. 


In all such cases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the 
pioneers, in order to eohance bis degr ion. He who is thus degraded 
thall not be suffered to wear his bayouet or bayonet belt except upon duty, 
for une year from that dete of his degradation ; during which time he shail 
he denied every indaigerce to which the gooa soldier is entitled, and shail 
march to chureb, inthe ranke, with side arn. name ehall, moreuver, 
be posted upon some conspicuous plece in the barrack room of the com- 
puny to which he beluoges, up the barrack gate, and on doors of the yuerd 
bonee, and canceer. 


The General Commanding-in-chief feels confident, that these mersures 
will, with the zalove co-operation uf all classes of officers aad the vigilance of 
the Non-commissioned officers, soon rescue the army trom the stigma which a 
few unworthy individuals would att-ch to it, by resorting to ® base and 
unmanly expedicat, heretofore unknown amongst British soldiers.

The Commander-in-Chief feels it necessary to apprize the Army at large 
that there are very few cases, and those of the most argent osture, in which 
he can feel himeelf justified in dispensing with that mort salutary Rule of 
Discipline and good Order, which prescribes the forme and channels in and 
through which Applications are to be made to Head-Quarters for Appointments, 

Itis quite impossible to hold commanding officers of Regiments responei- 
ble for the important charge with which they are entrusted, if their legitimate 
authority and controul over the members of their corps is not duly maintained 
and unheld. 

They alone are the fit judges in the first instance of the merit and claims 
which entitle the officers and Soldiers under their commend to indulgence’ and 
considera'ion, and it is conerquently to their Judgment and Recommendations 
the Commander-jn-chief mainly looks for the information which may enable 
hin justly to determine upon the Applications which are submitted for his 
decision—G O. C. C. 21st January 1823 

With reference to the concluding paragraph of General Orders, dated 2lat 
‘Janoary 1823, the Commander-in-Chief is pleased to direct, that all applications 
to His Lordship for appointments on the Btaff, shall be transmitted to the 
Military Secretary, through the Commanding Officer of the corps to which the 
applicant belongs, or through the heads of Departinents, when the applicaut 
happens to be employed in any Department of the Steff. 

The transmitting Officer will give hie opinion on the qualifications of the

The Commander-in-“hief takes this occasion to call the attention of the 
commanding Officers of regiments, to the views which led him to issue the 
order under consideration. His object was to be enabled to place in the two 
situations, which, in a native corps he considers to be so important, the Officers 
in each regiment who are really the best calculated tu fill them advantageously, 
and at the same time the most deserving, from their application to their duties, 
and from their acquirements. 

Jn making the arrangement, he puts aside every idea of patronage and 
personal favor, 

Having done so, he expects that the commanding officers of regiments 
will do the same, and that no such feelings shall have sway in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. 

If on any occasion he discovers that such has been the case, or that any 
under means have been used to obtaina selection for either of these appoint- 
ments, the officer guilty of the same will meet His Excellency’s decided repro- 
bation and discountenance. 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not work as well in the artillery, as in the regiments of 
the line, owing to ‘the frequent change of subalterns from one battalion to 
another,’ and the unequal ‘ distribution of officers, which the exigencies of the 
service require.” 

The order, therefore, as far as it respects the artillery, is to be modified as 
follows, viz. ‘ The olficer commanding a brigade of horse or battalion of foot 
arullery, on a vacancy, will send in the names of three officers of the corps under 
his command (as at present) to the Brigadier commanding the artillery, and that 
officer may add the names of other officers, of the same branch, and submit 
the whole for his Excellency’s consideration.’—G. O. C. C. 27th May 1836.

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Military men, when holding situations in any civil branch of the Army, or 
under the civil Administration of Government, cannot be allowed to claim or ex- 
ercige the right of command, xe senior officers. by v'rtne of their commissiona, 
without fire: resigning and relinquishing their civil employ or situations. 

The distinctions and advantages of command are claimable only by those 
who are in the exercize of their profession, muy be called upon for Militury duties, 
ere liable to the privations and hardships of active service. By wccepting civil 
employ, military man obtains present exemption trom the severer duties of his 
p-ofession, and generally superior emoluments, he cannot therefore be permitted 
tounite with the advantages of thie line of serviee. the privilege of asserting a 

jaim to supersede those, who, in the routiae of duty and of promotion became, 
entitled toa military c e of command. 

The above Order is notintenied to apply to officers placed with detuch- 
ments, or otherwiee, in the temporary charge of districts by military authority, 
pending operations, although performing civil duties in consequence of snch an 
Bppoiutment. Employment of this description may fall to wny officer in the 
course of his professional service, and cannat, therefore, be consid-red to involve 
any forfeitu-e of military privileges—G. O. V, P 29th July 1831, 

With reference to the General Order by the rivht honorable the Governor

The number of each of the three latter grades being regulated from time to 
time by the several governments respectively, according tothe necessities of the 
service; and it shall be considered the imperative duty of the several commis~ 
saries general to reportto goveroment, whenever they may find, that the namber 
of officer can be reduced consistently with the efficiency of their respective de- 
partments 

2nd All appointments to the commissariat shall be made from the European 
commissioned rauks of the Honorable company's army, but no officer shall be 
held eligible to the appointment, who has not passed an examination in the na- 
tive lanynages 

31d Every officeron his first appointment to the commissariat shall enter 
the department st the bottom of the junior grade. The only exception to this 
rule will be in the case of the commissary general who may be s-lected from 
the army at large, and be at once appointed head of the department, due attention 
and consideration being of course given to the service, claime, and fitness of the 
officers already serving, or who may have served in the department.

But reniority alone is not the only qualification for peemotion from one grade to 
another, as superior claims, founded an services performed and supported by 
the recommendation of the commissary general, will have the preference, as laid 
down in Gvneral Ordera by the supreme government, dated the 22d December 
1815, 27th March 1819, and 24th April 1e22 ; provided theindividual ehail have 
served in the Department the period uecessary under these rules to qualify him 
for promotion ' 

6th Al! officers of the commissariat are eubject to the staff regulations, on 
being promoted from one rank to another in their reep: ctive Regiments, but any 
officer in charge of @ branch of the Department on actual field service, or with 
a foreiga expedition, who may become inelizible by Regimental promotion may 
‘be continued in charge uatil such time as the commissary general can relieve 
him without inoouvenience to the public service. 

7th Officers leaving the Department on furlough to Europe, if re-appoint 
e4 after their return, will have toenter at the bottom of the list of sab-xesistants 
but officers comp: iled by sickness to return to Europe on medical certificate, and 
othcers removed from the Department by promotion in their Regimenta, will be 
held eligible to be re-»ppoitted to any grade which their previous length of ser-

8th Otficers t mporarily appvinted to the commissariat by government, 
will r- ceive while eoemployed, an allowance of 150 Rupees per wensem, but, 
withcur any eluime to be confirmed inthe otfic:,and the same rule will apply, te 
termperary xppointmente made on emergency by commending officers,an the ap- 
plication of offic rs of the commissatiat suddenly obliged to quit their charge or

T am directed by the:Superintendent of Marine to re West, in the event of 
the Ship or Vessel under your Command experiencing ony detention at the Sand 
Heads from the went of & Pilot, that you will report the circumstance to me, 
when an equiry into the causes will immediately be instituted. 

2. Iam further directed to inform you that the following Rales with res. 
pect to the dranght of water at which Ships may be moved, have been in force 
since the 8th June 1846,and continue to be 60 :— 


Pus Toward or outward without steam, at any draught not exceeding 
20 feet. 
2d. Inward or outward with steam, at any draught not exceeding 
22 feet. 

3d. The officers of the pilot service will, as usaal, take charge of 
inward bound ships of any draught at the pilot station, but they are strictly 
prohibited from bringing any vessel of more than 22 feet draught, higher 
than Kedgeree, or taking her from town if above that draught, without 
special permicsion of the Master Attendent, 

4th. A pilot must not move a ship between Calcutta and Kedgeree, 
either outward or inward-bonnd, without the aid of steam, if she is drawing 
more than 20 feet, unlesain the absence of a steamer it becomes necessary 
to change her anchorage for safety. 

Sth. An outward-bound ship may be moved by her pilot from Kedgeree 
to Saugor, with or without steam, at his discretion, provided she does not 
draw more than 22 feet, but the vessel must not be moved at all within the 
limits mentioned if her draught is beyond 22 feet, without special permission 
of the Master Attendant. 

6th. Beyond Saugor a pilst is left to his digcration, whether be will 
move an outward-bound ship drawing more than 22 feat. 


3. It being understood that a practice has very generally obtained among 
Commanders of Vessela frequenting this Port of making pecuniary Donations to 
the Pilot in charge of their Vessel, you are to understand that such & practice 
is entirely discretionary, and that Pilots are Peremptorily commanded on no 
account, either directly or indirectly, to seek any such Donation, any Pilot so seek- 
ing a gratuity, or neglecting his duty witha view to exact one, in consequence of 
not obtaining it, is liable to experience the severe displeasure of Government, 

. 4. You are requested on the Pilot boarding your Vessel to fill up the accom. 
Panying two Forms, one to my addreas and the other to that of the Master 
Attendant, jn order to their being delivered tothe Dak Boat on the Veasel’s 
arraival at Kedgeree, 
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5. Government having been pleased, at the recommendation of the late 
Marine Board, to remove the interdict hitherto preventing vessels beng onder 
way in the river under any circumstances during the night, I am directed, 
with a view to prevent, as far as possible, any accident arising from the 
permission now given in order to facilitate the progress of vessels passing ap 
and down the river, to desire that you will be particular in attending to the 
following directions, which the pilot is ordered strictly to require your attention 
to, while your vessel is between Calcutta and Saugor. 

Vessels at anchor are after dark till day-light to shew a light at the etar- 
board foreyard arm. + . 

Vessels ander way with a eteamer are in like manner to shewa light at 
each foreyard arm, the steamer showing one where most convenient.

6. Immediately on your arrival in Calcutta, you are to report yourself 
personally at the Master Attendant’s office, and at your earliest convenience to 
communicate to him in writing the name and residence of the parties to whom 
the bills for pilotage, &c., areto be presented for payment.’ Youware farther re- 
quested prior to quitting your vessel, on arrival at Calcutta, to give, or to cause 
your chief officer to give, the pflot a certificate of your actual registered ton- 
nage and of the draught of water at which your vessel has been piloted, as also 
that she has or has not been accompanied by a.row boat, in order that the bills 
for pilotage and port dues may be correctly made out, a 

7. Should your ship or vessel be coming up to Caleutta, you are to land 
not only the Ship’s Gun-powder, with, the exception of 100 ibs which may, if 
you deem proper, be retaine’ on board, but any you may have brought out 
for sale as part of the veasel’s Cargo, at the Magazine at Moyapore previous 
to passing that place.

9. Itishereby further notified to you that you are strictly prohibited 
from throwing overboard, into any part of the river, ballast of any description 
whatever, under a penalty of Co.’s Rs. 500. ; 

10. Under the act No. XIV of 1836, passed by the Right Hon'ble the 
Governor General of India in council in the Legistative Department, ander date 
30th May, 1836, you are required immediately on the receipt of this letter to 
insert under their propet heads: im the accompanying printed form of manifest, 
all the particulars which are specified therein, relative to the goods, wares, and

under your signature, to the pilot ia charge of your vessel, to enable that officee

“V4. The pilot, | am instracted to add, is prohibited, by the orders of the 
Right Honorable the Governor of Bengal, under the puwers conferred by the 
Sth section of the aforesaid act, from bringing the vessel higher np the river 
Hooghly than Kedgeree, until the manifest of her import cargo shall have been 
Turnished to him. 

12. Jam further directed ta inform you that, ander the 5th section of 
the suid act, if the above manifest shall not contain a full and true specification 
of all the goods imported on the vessel under your command, you qill be lias 
ble to a fine of one thousand rapees (Ra. 1,000) and any goods or packages that 
may be found on board in excess of ‘the manifest eo delivered to the pilot, or 
differing in qnality or kind, or in marks and numbers from ‘the specification 
contained therein, will be liable to be seized and confiseatéd, or ta be charged 
with such increased duties as may be determined by the ‘Board of Customs, 
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Selt and Opium. Tn the event of there being a deficiency in the packages or 
gonds entered in the manifest, you are liable under the said Act to a penalty 
not exceeding five hundred rapees (Rs. 500) for every missing or deficient 
package of unknown valne and for twice the amount of duty chargeable on 
goods deficient and unaccounted for, if capable of being assessed therewith, 

13. Io theevent of your vessel remaining outside or below Kedgeree, 
you ar» required by the said Act to deliver the manifest, so duly filled up and 
attested to the pilot, immediately on the vessel being brought to anchor; and 
if you should neglect to deliver the said manifest for the spuce of twenty-four 
hoare after the vessel shall have anchored, you will be liable to a fine of one 
thousand rupees (Ra. 1,000.) 

14. Iam directed, with reference to the 15th Section of the Act No. 
XVII. of 1837, to desire that you will deliver every letter and packet on bourd 
your ves-el, not specially entrusted for separate delivery, to the dak pean who 
may first board your vessel; and I am to add that by the next Section of the 
above act, you are tiable to a penalty, not exceeding Rupees 1,000, for any 
wilful neglect in this particular, which penalty will assuredly be levied~in- 
stances having ocourred of commanders wilfully detaining their packets, 

15. You are to observe that the collector of government customs will, 
upon application being made to him, grant receipts for all goods whieh mav be 
landed from your ship or vessel, and lodged in the Custom House ; and he will be 
responsible for delivering from the Custom House all goods for which receipts 
shall have been granted ; but ehould you, your Officers, or passengers, omit td 
take such receipts upon your goods being landed and lodged as above-mentioned, 
you or they will not be entitled to indemnification for any of them that may be 
loot in passing through the Custom House.

REGULATIONS, 


YOR THE GUIDANCE “OF COMMANDERS AND OTHERS, BELONGING TO SHIPS 
AND VESSELS RESOKTING TO THB PORT OF CALCUTTA. 


Under the Orders of Government, in the General Department, 
Dated 5th August 1835. 

Ist. As the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring his aesistunee, the Officers 
of hia depsrtinent are not to be interfered with in the exeeation of such im- 
portait duty. After a ship or vessel ie moored in a clear and safe berth in the 
stream, she ie not to be shifted, unless forthe purpose of hauling into dock, 
or to the honorable company’s moorings, aud except in cases of emergency. 

2d. All applications to take in or cast off from the moorings, or for other 
aesistance from the harbour master’s department, are to be made in writing to 
the maeter atteudant, who will direct the harbour master accordingly. Applica- 
tions will be complied with according to priority of date, 

3d. On ships or vessels arriving off Calcutta, they are to have their jib 
end driver booms rigged in, #s svon 98 practicable, and to keep them eo til! the 
pitet takes charge for the perpose of teking them to sea again. The comman- 
der or owner of any vesselin which, in breach of this regulation, either jin or 
driver boom shall be kept rigged oat one day after warning has been given by 
the master attendant to the commander or commanding officer at the time, 
shall be liable to a fine of 100 rupees for that day, and a farther fine of 2U 
rupees per dav for every day after, that either jib or driver boom shall conti- 
a ue sigged out in violation of the rule herein laid down. 
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4th. The omission of proper marks on the atem and stern post of vessels, 
causing much trouble to the Master Attendant’s Department, in consequence of 
the operation of hooking becoming necessary, in order to ascertain the correct 
draught, Government have directed a fine of one gold mobur to be levied on all 
ships that in future may require to be hooked, to ascertain their draught either 
forward or aft 

Sth. Ships and vessels lying in the stream, or at the honorable company’s 
moorings shall have at least one anchor at the bow, with a cuple bent and ranged, 
ready for letting go at all times, 

6th, No ship or veesel shall make any hawser or rope fast to any of the 
honorable company’s mooring buoys, except for the purpose of warping into a 
berth, under the direction of the harbour master, or his assistant; and specially 
uo warps are to be out daring the night on account of the risk of boats being 
thereby upset, and the almost certainty of the consequent lose of lives. 

7th. Serious accidents having taken place in transportiug vessels, from the 
circumstance of one ship letting go another’s warp, while in the act of moving, 
comipanding officers are to permit warps to be made fast, and to keep them so, 
until requested to let them go, All vessels in the port of calcutta are enjoined 
to assist each other, whilein the act of warping. 

8th, The harbour master’s assistants are directed to take care in hauling 
ships or vessels into dock, that the waist anchors are got up out of the chains, and 
to see that no projections whatever, beyond the ship’s sides, (which can be re~ 
moved) be suffered to remain, 

9th. All ships or vessels moored in the stream are to keep a clear hawee, 
to prevent accidents occurring. 

10th, Communding officers of vessels are strictly prohibited from boiling pitch 
dammer, or rosin on board, to prevent accident by fire. They are also prohi- 
bited from throwing overboard ballast, or rubbish of any kind, detrimental to 
the bed of the river. 

ith. Commanding officers of ships ‘ot vessels lying under fours, or at 
any of the honorable company’s moorings, are to slack down their cables, to 
enable vessels to pass over them, when required by the officers of the harbour 
master’s department todo 80. z 

12th. Ships or vessels meeting with any accident, or causing damage to 
others, while in charge of an officer under the authority of the muster attendant, 
have no claim on government for such damage ; but the parties concerned are to 
represent the case to the master attendant, who will take such cognizance of 
the same as the merits of the case may appear to require.. ¥ 
“18th. In order to avoid misconception as to the responsibility of Government 
for the safety of Ships and Vessels making use of the Hovorable Company's 
Chain Moorings, the Govervor General in Council has been pleased to direct, 
that it be explicitly notified to the Public that Government does not guarantee 
the safety of any Ship or Vessel which may use those Moorings, 

14th. Government have been further pleased to prohibit Commanders of 
‘all Ships and Vessels more than 200 Tons burthen from moving them in any 
wpart of the River, unless they have a Pilot or an Officer from the Harbour Mas- 
ter’s Department on board. ander penalty (independent of such consequences 
the Owners or Commanders may be subject to by Law on the part of individu: 
or Two Hundred Sicca Rupees, for every breach of this probibjtion, 

15th. Vessels of 200 Tons burthen only or less may be moved by their 
Commanders with the perimiesion of the Master Attendant (which must be 
Bpplied for in writing) without havinga Pilot or an Officer from the Harbour 
Master’s Department on board? any where wi-hin the limits of the Port of 
Calcutta, that is to say, between Sulkeah Ghaat to the North and the Bishop's 
College on the Right Bank. of the River, and the Gheut opposite thereto 
commonly cailed WhiteGange Ghaat to the South from high water mark on 
each side of the River. Should Vessels of this description however be rooved 
without such permission having been obtained, they will be liable to the tine 
specified in Article 13, 

16th, Several accidents having lately occurred hy vesselsdriving from sinule 
anchor, at which they where lying contrary to the rules of the port. It is 
hereby notified to the masters or owners of vessels, resurting to the port of 
Calcutta, that ‘under: tle sanction of the bon’ble the depnty governor of 
Bengal, a fine of 509 rupees will in future be jmposed on all commanders 
who way retuse to have their ships moored, when required to do so by a Pilot 
or ether duly authorized Governinent officer. 
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17th. The pilot is forbidden to quit your ship in any part of the river unless she 
is properly moored without being duly relieved ; he is ulso forbidden to move her 
at right above Bishop’s college, or pass that point in tow of # steamer on a 
flood tide. 

isth. Should you have any complaint against any subordinate of the master 
attendant or harbour master’s department, you are requested to make it known to 
this office as suon as possible, that it may be enquired into whilst the circum- 
stances are fresh in the memory of those coneerngd. 

19th. It being necessary that the officer should be shewn the ship’s register in 
order to fill in the tonnage correctly in the report and certificate of draught of 
water, you are required to shew it to him on application. 
0th. With a view to the extinction of fires on board ships when they unfor- 
tunately breuk out, all ships and vessels in the port are required to ve provided with 
fire buckets in the proportion of 5 to every bundred tons of registered burthen, oue- 
half of which are to be kept constantly hung up on the quarter deck, or other con- 
venient place with lanyurds attached, ready for drawing water, under penalty 
of 250 rupees. The deputy harbour muster will visit the vessels to see that this 
regulation is complied with, and on his reporting any vessel in the port to be 
without the proper number of buckets, the commander will become liable to the 
penalty specified, unless it can be proved that the deputy harbour master is in 
error, ae that the ship or vessel really is provided with the number of buckets 
Tequired. 

: 2lst. The practice of drawing off spirits by candle light from which so many 
fatal accidents to ships have occurred, is alsostricily prohibited to all ships aud 
versels in the port, under a penalty of 500 rupees for every offence, half of which 
will be awarded to the party giving information of such infraction of the port 
regulations. All pilots and officers of the harbour master’s departiwent are 
strictly enjoined to see that this regulation is observed, and to report any infrac- 
tion of it. Asinother cusesof breaches of the port regulations to which any 
penalty attaches, whenever and as often as, either of the fines specified in this and 
the foregoing clause, shall have been incurred, a bill will be made out against the 
commander for the amount, and no pilut will be ranted to the veseel on bou-d 
of which the offence has been commitied, until such fine be paid.

Notices touching Port charges at Calcutta, for the information and guidance 
of Owners and Commanders of vessels. 


The Marine Board having lately, under the orders of Government, been 
engayed in revising the general regulations of the Marine Department, bearing 
on the shipping frequenting the port, request the particular attention of owners, 
agents, and commanders of vessels, to the following arrangements in connection 
with the charges on account of pilotage, &c., framed with a view to the mutual 
convenience of the Marine Department and the shipping interests. 


First—Commanders are requested, prior to quitting their vessels on arrivaf 
off Calcutta, to fill up »nd certify, or cause to be filled up and certified, w form 
of certificate shewing the actuai registered tonnage; the draft of water; and 
whether the vessel has or has not been tagged by steamer any part of the way, 
or bas not hed the use of a row-boat, which form will be farnished to the pilot, 
in order to the bills of the vessels being correctly made out. 


Second —Commanders are farther requested, as early after their arrival as 
possible, to notify, in writing, to the Master Attendant, the name end residence 
of the reference for the payment of the veseel’s bills. 


Third—On the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certificate and 
written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepared, including inward 
pilotage, Light-house duty, Moyapore magazine duty, and row-boat hire, (if 
any) which, together with a certificate, will be forwarded tothe Marine Pay 
Master for collection within fifteen days of the arrival of the vessel and having 
on it the name and residence of the party referred to far payment, which com- 
manders are requested to furnish to the Master Attendant in writing a8 early 
after their arrival aa practicable, that Officer may more readily be enabled to 
presentit. By this arrangement all the charges connected with the vessel up to 
her arrival off Calcutta, will be embodied in one bill instead of, as hitherto, 
being made in separate bills. 


Fourth—In the event of vessels docking, or being trensported at the desire 
of the commander, it is requested that a certificate may be given hy the com- 
manding officer of the operation having been performed, in order to a 8ccom- 
panying the bill when presented for payment to the referee. 


Fifth—The practice of charging for hauling to the chain moorings, for their 
monthly hire, and for hauling from the moorings in separate bil discontin- 
wed, and henceforward one bill witli be prepared, including the charge for baul- 
ing to the moorings, that for occupying them, and that for hauliog from them ; 
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and commanders are requested to give, or cause their commanding officers to 
give, to the Master Attendant or the Harbonr Master, acertificate of the date of 
hauling to and from the moorings, which certificute, as before, will accompany 
the bill when presented for payment. The hire of the moorings will be charued 
for the day on whicli the vessel is hauled thereto, without reference to the period 
of the 3 and, in like manner, no charge will be made for the day on which 
she hauls from ber moorings, however late in the day she may quit them. The 
charges connected with the chain moorings will thus be embodied in one bill and 
be discharued in one payment, instead of three or more, according to the num- 
ber of months the vessel occupied the moorings. 


Sixth—The syatem of charging outward pilotage on an'estimated draught of 
water with an addition of ten per cent, subject to adjustment alter the vessel has 
sailed, and of charging a certain number of duys for a row-bout subject to a like 
adjustment, js abolished ; and in future, the outward pilotage and charge fur 
row-boat hire on outward bound vessels, will be made as folluws ; 


When the veasel je finally laden, the commander is to give notice thereof to 
the Master Attendant, when the draught of water is to he ascertained and certified 
by the commander or commanding officer on the part of the vessel, end by the 
Harbour Master on the part of government,—anhject, in case of dispute, to the 
decision of the Master Attendant. On receipt of the certificate, the Master At- 
tendant will cause @ bill to be mede out for the regular amount of pilotuge, and 
for the row-boat hire according to an average rate with reference to the size of 
the vessels and the season of the year, fixed by a marine committee which lately 
sat at the Bunksball, the ssoiority of which was composed of members of liovses 
of agency and commanders of ships. The bill und certificate will be presented in 
due course for payment. 

Seventh—As however it frequentiy bappens that veseels are taking in car- 
£0 or fill‘ug their water up to the last day of their departure, or that from other 
causes the bills for the chain moorings and outward pilotage cannot be made out 
till the eve of departure ; owners, agents and commanders are in such cases pur- 
ticulary requested, with a view to despatch, to cause an individual to attend at the 
Bankshall und expedite the transmission of the bill and certificate to the board for 
registry, and to the pay office for collection ; ateach of witch officers they may 
iu such cuses depend upon the most ready and special attention. 


Eighth—In the event of a vessel being tugged any part of the way down by 
steam, or not having the use of a row-boat, commanders are to obtain from the 
pilot, at Kedgeree acertificate to that effect, which they should forward by dak 
to their agents. On receipt thereof agents are requested to make out a bill 
against the Honorable Company for the quarter dedaction from the pilotage 
lowed, if tugged by steam, or for the row-boat hire paid, ag the case may be, and 
to forward it, together with the certificate, to the Marine Board for audit end 
payment, 

Ninth—Infeases where a vessel leaves Calcutta, avowedly intending to fil! up 
eargo at some place below, the pilotage will be charged at the draught at which 
she leaves Calcutta in like manner, thoagh at the reduced amount, as if sbe bad 
proceeded to sea ; and with respect to the subsequent pilotege charge, from the 
place at which the vessel takes in the addit | cargo, to sea, owners or sgents 
of vessels willbe required to fnrnish a special gaarrantee to pay the amount 
chargeable according to a certificente of the draught of water to be signed by the 
commander or commanding officer and pilot. 

Tenth—Six sets of moorings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted spe- 
eially to enable vessels arriving in distress from loss of anchor and cables to be 
readily moored, the charge will be Co’s Rs.50 for mooring and unmooring, and 
the duily hire the same as for the moorings at Calcutta. The moorings will of 
course be available to vessels not in distress from lose of anchors and cables, but 
the Harbour Master will be instructed at all times to keep two sets vacant during, 
the 8. W. monsoon to meet casualties. 

Eleventh— Annexed ie a statement of the several port and pilotage charges 
and the Marine Board trusts, that with these and the certificates of the comman- 
ders or commanding officers before them, owners and agents of vessels will, at all 
tira 8 be anabled readily to ascertain the correctness of the bills, and to discharge 
them on presentation. 
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The pilotace is divided into twelftha for the convenience of charging inter- 
Mediate or bruken pilotage, viz. from sea to places short of Calentts, and from 
and to intermediate places; us also for the purpose of the proportionste deduc- 
tion being made when vessels are tuzged by steam any portion of the distance.

The Government of Bengal have heen pleased to modify the Rules relative 
to Vessels naviveting the River Hooghly in manner following :— 

Ist. All Vessels under 300 tons, aud not drawing more than 15 feet trading 
within tbe Bay of Bengal, considered ag boanded by a line drawn from Cape Co- 
™m by Point de Galle and AcheenHead to theSruthern Point of Prince of Wales 
Island, are permitted to navigate the River Hooghly without a Pilot on peyment 
of double light and buoy duties, provided the commanders can show to the satie- 
fuction of the Master attendant that they possess @ knowledge of the River 
equal to that which ia required of Commanders of Steam Tugs permitted to act 
as Pilot under a license. 

zd. Vessels of more than the above specified tonnage and draaght from 
whatever part of the world they may come, are not required to wait for a Pilot 
at the Sand Heads, but only to make the usual signal, to keep it flying as long 
as they are without one. and to take a Pilot if one offers his service. e 

Vessels ready for Sea are permitted to proceed without a Pilot, provided 

‘one does not come on board within 24 hours of the time at which the port clear- 
ance was produced at the Master Attendant’s office. With respect to Vessels 
trading beyond the Ray, and of more than 300 tons and drawing more that 15 
feet water. the moiitication of the Regulationa above described, is not to come 
into operation antit the Ist May 1847. x 

4th. It is also hereby notified, that from the 1st Proximo, and hereafter, in- 
stead of the present Moyapore magazine duty of one anna per ton on all Vessels, 
a charge of $ anna per ton us buoy daty, and 4 anua per ton as Moyapore Maga- 
zine duty will be levied.

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- ORDER OF HIS EXCBLLENCY THB MOST NOBLE THE GOVRBRNOR-GENR- 
RAL IN COUNCIL, 


Fort William, July 16, 1801. ‘ 


Whereas it hath hitherto been the practice for ships importing at Calcutta 
to retain their ganpomder on board while lying in the port; and whereas, the 
explosion of a Jarge qnantity of gunpowder on board of a ship, lying off the town, 
might be attended with the most destructive congequences {o the town, to the 
inhabitants thereof, and to the shipping in the port; and whereas, instances 
have. occurred of shot being fired into the town of Calcutta, and into the coun- 
try adjacent, by ships saluting Fort William, or firing guns on other occasions, 
his Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, with a view 
of obviating the serious consequences which might ensue from a continuance 
of these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased to establish the 
following rules. 

1. The commanders of all vessels hound to the port of Calcutta, and pro- 
ceeding upto the town of Calcutta, or to any tother part of the river above 
Moyapore are required on or before their arrival off Moyapore, to Jand at the 
magazine, which has been erected at that place, all the gunpowder which they 
may have on board, (whether contained in barrels, or made up into ammurition) 
exceeding the quantity of one hundred pounds, which gnantity every vessel ig 
permitted to retain on board, for the purpose of firing salutes or signals in cases 
of distress. ~ Olficers appointed by Government, will take charge of the gun- 
powder immediately on its being conveyed to the shore at Moyapore, and will 
deposit it in the magazine. Commanders of vessels are required to mark the 
names of their respectiye vessels on the barrels and packuges of gunpowder, 
previously to their being landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be granted 
by the officer in charge of the magazine, 

2. In order that vessels may: be detained as short a time as possible: for the 
delivery of their gunpowder, commanders of vessels are required, on coming in 
sight of Moyapore, to hoist a flag at the fore-top-mast-head, whereupon the of 
ficer in charge of the magazine, will immediately order persons to be ip readi- 
yess at the river side to receive the gunpowder. 

3. Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into the magazine between 
sunset and sunrise. 

4, The commanders of vessels outward bound, who may require gunpow- 
der for their outward voyage, shall not take gunpowder on board in any part of 
the river above Moyapore, with the exception of a quantity not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, for the purposes before mentioned. Should any gunpowder 
have been landed from any vessel, when inward bound, and deposited in the ma- 
gazine, the gunpowder will, upon the application of the commander of the vessel 
to the officer in charge of the magazine, (such application being accompanied 
by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gunpowder in the magazine) be con- 
veyed to the river side, and delivered to such person as may be sent to take 
charge of it. 5 

5. In tuature, vessels entering the port of Calcutta, shall not at any time, 
while lying in any part of the river between Moyapore and Calcutta, have on 
board without the express sanction of Government, any quantity of Gunpowder 
exceeding one hundred pounds for the pnrposes before mentioned; the collector 
of the government customs is hereby empowered and’ directed, should he have 
reason to believe that a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds 
hae been received on board of any versel, to cause the vessel to be searched, 
and should any greater quantity be found on board, to seize the eame. The col- 
lector is algo empowered and directed to seize any unauthorized quantity of gan-. 
powder which may be attempted to be shipped on any vessel, in opposition to the 
rules herein prescribed ; all sach gunpowder so seized, shall be liable to confis- 
cation ; the collector shall immediately send all the gunpowder so seized to the 
magazine in Fort William, and shall report the circumstance of the case to the 
board of trade ; the collector shall not grant a port clearance for any such vessel 
frova which gunpowder shall have been so seized, without the express authority 
of the Governor General in Council, J 

6. One-half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may he confisca- 
ted ander this regulation, shall be granted in equal proportions to the collector 
of the customs and his deputy ; the remaining moiety shall be granted in equal 
proportions to the informer and to the officer assisting in making the seizore.

q. The commanders of vessels lying st Diamond Harbour, or in any other 
part of the river below Moyapore, will be permitted to deposit their gunpowder 
in the magazine at Moyapore. 

8. Paursaant to the orders contained in the Sth article of these regulations, 
the commanders of all vessels now lying in the port of Calcutta, having on 
board aquantity of ganpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, are required to 
send the quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, which they 
may have on board of their respective ships, or at any place on shore, to the maya- 
zine at Moyapore. Ifthe commander of any vessel shal) not conform to this 
requisition, he shall be liable to the penalties stated in the 5th article. 

9, The commander of all vessels lying off the town of Calcutta, or any 

art of the river between the town and Redgeree, are prohibited from firing guns 
Fexce pting for the purpose of saluting Fort William, or for signals in case of the 
vessels being in distress) for any purpose whatever, without having previously 
obtained the permission of His Majesty’s justices of the peace for the town of 
Caleutta. When aguas shall be fired from any ship for the purpose of saluting 
Fort William, or for signals in case of the ship being in distress, and also in cases 
ni which guns may be fired with the permission of the justices of the peace, the 
commander of the ship is enjoined to be particularly careful that the guna be not 
shotted.

If she is, a bill mast afterwards be made 
out for the asualdednccion on that account and presented at this Office, when it 
will be passed, if correet and accompanied by the Pilot’s Certificate, specifying 
that Steam was employed and to what extent, whether in part or entirely out to Sea 
Withoat that document no such claims can be admitted. The attention of Owners 
and Agents of Ships to this notification is earnestly requested.

which theclaim is preferred, and the vouchers, if any, annexed to the bill. In

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FOOD PER LASCARS ON BOARD SHIPS TRADING UNDER 
ACT IV. GEV, THE IV. CHaP. 80, 
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RULES FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOGHLY OF WRECKS AND 
OTHER OBSTRUCTIONS. 


1. In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of alt anchors that 
have been lost in its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of every description of wreck deposited therein, it shall be the duty of 
the master attendant to employ in the most efficient manner practicable, under 
the official superintendence of the Marine Board, the means placed by govern- 
ment at the disposal of that officer, for the purpose specified. 

2. All recovered anchors, grapnels, and wrecks of every descriptions, shall 
be landed as soon as may be practicable, in the same state in which they are 
recovered, Articles belonging to the Hon’ble Comvany, are to be deposited in 
Bankshall premises, and immediately after their being so deposited, a full and 
accurate description shall be taken of the articles for registry, specifying whether 
the articles are of a perishable nature or not; place where, and date when found ; 
and such other information as may be at all calculated to enable owners to iden- 
tify their property. A distinguishing mark is to be placed on the anchor or 
other thing so recovered, with white paint, when the article will admit of it, the 
mark expressing the year in which it was recovered, and its number in the regis- 
ter of that year; when the article will not admit of being marked with paint, it 
is to be in some other manner sufficiently identified, so as to connect it which 
its particular item in the registry. 

3. The above information is to be regularly entered into books of registry 
to be kept for that purpose at the Master Attendant’s Office, which books shail 
be always open for public inspection, during the hours of business; a copy of 
this registry shall be sent weekly, under the signature of the Master Attendant, 
to the Marine Board, who will cause a list of the recovered articles, with all the 
necessary information, to be hung up in the Exchange Rooms, for the informa- 
tion of the public. 

4. In the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to the satisfaction of the Marine 
Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., or 
the proprietors of the Exchange; subject to arbitration, if the value fixed by 
them should be objected to either by the Master Attendant on the part of 
Government or by the owner. When the valuation shali have been fixed, the 
Master Attendant shall make out a bill for salvage, rated accarding to the 
place of recovery; viz. $th of the value of articles recovered above Fultah ; 
40 per cent. on articles recovered between Fultah and Culpes; 50 per cent. 
on articles recovered between Culpee and Saugor; and 65 per cent. on articles 
recovered below Saugor, with interest on the amount of salvage, calculated 
from the date of recovery at the rate of six per cent. per annum, the salvage 
to be calculated on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. as 
above directed, The bill is to be sent to the Marine Board for registry; it is 
then to be passed to the Marine Paymaster for collection, on the prodyction 
of whose receipt to the Master Attendant, that officer will deliver up the anchor 
or wreck identified. 

5, All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, be sold by public auction, 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co, three months after its recovery; unless 
they, in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider it for the interest of 
the owners that it should be sooner disposed of. In like manner, all non-perish- 
.able property shall be sold, at quarterly public sales, twelve manths after re- 
covery. On receipt of the net proceeds, salvage, as directed in article 4th, 
Shall be deducted theref-om, to the credit of the ‘wreck and anchor concern” 
and the balance be deposited in the general treasury for payment, without in- 
terest, to partie at any time subsequently establishing their right thereto. 

6. In cases where ships may have parted from their anchors, or other 
property have been lost or wrecked, and information of the same is immediate- 
Jy communicated by the owners or commanders, to the Master Attendant, the 
requisite assistance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, &c. when 
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recovered, are to be delivered to the owners, on security given for payment, 
at the rate of three rupees per cwt. for anchors, or similar property; any 
other description of property so recovered, is to be delivered, on payment of 
one-half the amount of salvage, referred to in 4th paragraph, according to the 
place from whence the property is recovered. The valuation thereof to be made 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co, subject as before, to arbitration. If the owners 
or commanders possess suitable means for recovering their own anchors of 
other lost or wrecked property, within 48 hours after they have been parted 
from or lost, and decline receiving assistance, the interference of the Master 
Attendant is then forbidden; but, should they fail to remove the obstructions 
within that period, (unless it shall be extended under the sanction of the Marine 
Board,) the Master Attendant is authorized to effect the subject himself; and 
all such anchors or property, when recovered, shall be subject to the prescribed 
charge of salvage in article 4th. 

7. Should any anchors or other property, not their own, be recovered by 
owners or commanders of ships, when weighing or recovering their own anchors, 
they shall be delivered to the Master Attendant in the state in which they may 
have been found, with every thing attached to them and be registered in the 
same way, is if they had been recovered in the first instance by the Master 
Attendant. In this case however, the parties so recovering wrecked property, 
shall be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8. The above rules are not to be construed to extend to the case of any 
ship or vessel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Master 
Attendant shall, on the regulation of the parties concerned, afford every prac 
ticable assistance for recovering the said ship or vessel, her stores or cargo; 
and such a claim, ‘or compensation in the nature of salvage, shall be preferred 
by the Marine Board, ag to them, under all circumstances of the case, shall 
appear reasonable ; should, however, the partios concerned decline the assistance 
of the Master Attendant, their operations shall not be interferred with, unless 
by their negligence the navigation of the river should become liable to continued 
obstruction from the accident, In this case, as before, the Master Attendant 
is to adopt all be necessary measures to remove it.

ACCOMMODATION ON BOARD THE PILOT VESSELS. 


The following revised rules, relative to the accommodation of individuals, 
proceeding to the Sand Heads or down the river, on board any of the Ho- 
norable Company's pilot vessels, having been sanctioned by Government, are 
now published for general information. 


Ist. Officers, civil and military, when ordered to proceed down the river 
on public service, on board a pilot vessel are to notify the same to the master 
attendant, or in his absence to his assistant, who will select the vessel with 
reference to the exigencies of the Service, on which such officer shall embark. 
In cases, where persons, whether public officers, or private individuals, are 
desirous of proceeding on board a pilot vessel for the benefit of their health, 
application is to be made, as above stated, accompanied by a medical certificate, 
shewing the necessity for the party to proceed to sea, when permission will be, 
granted by the Master Attendant or his assistant, to repair on beard such vessel 
as may be available. Individuals again, both in the service and out of it, who 
have occasion to go on board a pilot vessel for purposes unconnected with their 
duty or health, are to make application to the superintendent of matine stating 
the purposes for which they desire the indulgence, and the time for which they 
are likely to be on board. The pilots are on no account whatever to receive on 
board as passengers, any individuals who have not obtained the sanction above 
specified, 
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2nd. Individuals proceeding on’ board pilot vessels under’ any of the cir- 
camstunces stated above, are entitled to’ cecupy the larboard balf of the after 
seconmodation; free of other charge than that of. mess or table money hereafter 
specified. It must be understood that in all cases when in conformity with. these 
ordess the lurboard cabin has been assigned to any, lady or gentleman, no one 
can clan a share of such accommodation while the party by whom it was first 
engeged remains on board. Other parties either in or out of the service, permit- 
ted 10 go on board, can only have such accommodation as the dining cabin »ffords, 
unless the pilot In charge shoald let any of them have the use of his, the starboard 
calin, [tis to be optional with hitt to allow the occupation: of it except as to

Directions for approaching the Pilot’ Station for the River Hooglily’ during the 

8. W. Monsoon, 


Experience of the new’ Pilot Station off the South Channel; having establish- 
ed that it can be made by Vessels from False Point with the greatest facility, 
and that Pilots can also be readily supplied, and the same causes existing which 
originally rendered necessary the removal of the Pilot Station from: off Point 
Palmyras to a position about fifteen miles S. W. b. W. of the Outer Fioating 
Light in Lat. 20° 56’ N. Long. 88° 03’ E., and in from 17 to 22 faths. water, 
Notice is hereby given, that this latter Station will in future be continued during 
the S. W. Monsoon, viz. from 15th March to the 15th September. 

No difficulty can possibly be felt'in passing from False Point to the present 
Station, if common attention be paid to the lead and to the following Directions, 
prepared by Captain Lloyd. late Offg: Marine Surveyor General, after a careful 
Survey of the ground between the two Points. 

“Palse Point Light House is in Lat. 20° 19}' N. and Long. 86° 47’ E., 
“and the South Channel Buoy in Lat. 20° 59’ N. and Long. 88° 4’ E., and 
“* bears from the Light House N. 61° E. true, or N. E. by E. $ EB. by Compass, 
<< distant 83 miles and is laid in 12 fms. 

“A bank of soundings extends from off Point Palmyras in a direction 
“* towards the tail of the Western Sea Reef, and the nature of the bottom (as 
«* distinguished from that of the Hooghly deposit which is sand and mud with 
«« shining specks) is a gravelly substance composed of sand shells: and small 
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“ pebbles-discharged.frm the,“ Kunka,” and other, Rivers near Point Palmyras, 

- “the lighter materiat‘of which being carried further out, is deposited, and forms 
“« what is called the ‘ Pilot’s Ridge,’ which in-crossing to the N. Wd., shews a 
“little less water than on either side. In coming from Seaward you: shoal 
“ ratber suddenly from 28 to 28 fms. upon its eastern edge. It is composed of a 
‘shelly sand, or minute gravel of a reddish or rusty brown color. 

“ The best guide therefore to enable a vessel to direct her course from False 
“ Point to the Pilot Vessels at the present Station, will be to run down the edge 
“ of the ‘ Pilot’s Ridge,’ which can readily be done by making the Light House, 
“ and. bringing it to bear about W. S. W. or S. W.. by, W. distant by computation 
“from 10-to 15-miles, then steering to the E. N.. Ed. and, haying: gradually 
“‘ increased.the depth of water to 23 fms. upon the eastern Edge of the Ridge, 
regulate the course to keep between it and 27 fms. when by attention. to the 
“lead and nature of the soundings, course and distance ran: fiom the Light 
“ House, it is almost iinpossible to miss the Ptlot Vessels (if the ubove limits are 
“kept within) either by getting too far to windward ur falling to leeward for 
“the soundings increase so rapidly to seaward.from the present.Station, that 28 
“fms, will not be more than 3-or 4 miles to the Southward of it, and 23' fms. the 
“ same distance.to the weatward of it,, 

“The soundings to seaward.of the Ridge are in- general: a greenist or olive 
“coloured mud, with occasionally. a few bits:of broken. sheila mixed. with it.”* 

Vessels approaching the Station during the day are required to shew the 
usual signal for a Pilot and by night to give as early and as much warning as 
possible by firing guns, burning blue lights and by exhibiting two lights in a 
vertical position, where best seen, but Commanders are strictly enjoined to. avoid 
as much as possible making the Station during the night. 

Ships have been lost from running for the Station-im dark or threatening or 
-actually bad weather. lu such weather, the Pilot Vesaels-cannot be made out, 
and if fallen in which, cannot board theinward bound vessel nor could the: Pilat 
take her in, if he was on board. No advantage then, is gained by attempting to 
get a Pilot in such weather, while the danger is imminent. It is strangly recome 
mended therefure,.to Commanders, under such circumstances to put, their Ships 
under snug canvass while well out in deep water, and keep to Sea. 

To mark the Station one of the Pilot Ves-els will shew during the day a 
Jarge 8t.

PORT OF AKYAB. 


Sailing Directions for the Port of Akyab, in the Arracan River. 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West Monsoon should steer for 
the South end of the Western Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 93° 3° E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward and Westward, about five or six 
miles off Shore, until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, at the entrance 
of the Arracan River, then steer so as to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N.E., 
and if they intend to run in during the night, with either of these bearingsthey 
will cross the bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water spring tides. 


After deepening across it, the course should be altered to N. by W. or even 
N.N. W., according to the state of the tide and sea at the time, to avoid the 
Western Rocks (above water) bearing fromthe Light 8. W. 4 S., distant nearly 
half a mile; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rucks. 


When the Light bears East in six to nine fathoms on the edge of the flat 
to the Westward, the course must be altered to N. N. E. and N. E by N.. hav- 
ing brought the- Light to bear 3. E. by 8. 4 S. the ship will be inside of Passage 
Rock, which is five to seven feet above water, and bears from the Savage Light 
N. W.4N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then steer N. E. Easterly, 
to avoid the Reef projecting from Faqueer’s® Point a mile in extent to the south; 
some of the Rocks are above water at half ebb. There is a Red Buoy placed 
on the southern entrance in about nirie fathoris, which with atterition may be 
seen in a clear night without the Moon, and after bringing Faqueers Point to 
bear, N. W. by N. to N. W. the ship should anchor. 


On Faqueers Point a small Light House is nearly finished, the Light of 
which will be a deep red, and will be seen about six miles, or three miles be- 
yond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the Western Rocks; keeping it- a little 
open to the Westward of the Savage. Light when steering in or out, also to point 
out when the ship is inside of the Reef off Faqueers Point. With this Light bear- 
ing N. W. by N. to N. W.. is good anchorage, having’ excellent holding ground 
and perfectly sheltered fromi the sea. 


A stranger should not sttempt to run in at night, particularly in the rains, 
except at high or low water, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly in strong eddies of 
the Passage Rock, over the dangerous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 


* Faqueer’s Point’ was foraierly called Mosque’ Point: 
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During the N. E. Moonsoon Ships bound to Akyab, from the Northward, 
should endeavour to make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in Lat. 20° t' 
N. then steering due East they will avoid the Oyater Reef in Lat. 20° 5'N. Long. 
92° 40° East, which is distant fromthe Savage Light fifteen miles due West. 
This course is recommended, as although in favorable weather the Navage Light 
is seen outside the Reef in 16 to 17 fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, 
and the probability of hazy or rainy weather would prevent the Light being seen, 
and steering boldly in to sight it to the northward of Lat. 20° I’ would endanger 
the safety of the Vessel, by suddenly falling upon the Oyster Rock or Reef before 
sighting the Light House. 


I would not advise strangers on any occasion to make use of the Channel 
inside of the Oyster Rock or Reef.

The directions above given by Captain Paterson were publ’shed in 1844. 
The red light referred to, was finished and firet exhibited in 1845. In 1843 
a red bnoy was laid on the N. BE edge of the bar in 34 fathoms low water. 

The following udiitio.al directions are therelure considered necessary 
by the Post Master and by captain Dicey of the Hon’ble Compeny’s Steamer 
Tenasserim. 

In the event of the red bnoy on the edge of the bar breaking adrift, it 
is recommended in working across the bar not to bring the great Savaze 
Light, to bear inore ensterly than N. E. by N.until you dee eu over. When 
yeu du so, captsin Paterson's directions may be followed. 

Captain Patereou’s caution as to not going in at night must still be 
attended to, as the red light is not seen till the bar is crossed.

Treasare is deliverable to the bill of lading only, and parties) neglecting 
to apply for treasure will be subjected to additional freight for the distance it 
may become necessary to carry It in consequence of their negligence. 

Applications for freight on the vessel downward must be made to the Steam 
Boat Agent at Allahabad, by letter describing the goods to be despatched, their 
weight and measurement, and also naming the accommodation boat, cargo, or 
troop boat on which tonnage is required. It will not be sufficient that the party

The commanilers are instructed never to wait for passengers either those 
who merely go ushore at a station and-are proceeding farther on, or those who 
intend to embark there, If the steamer arrives in the evening she remains all 
nigbt, but in the day she remains only the time etated, and passengers uging 
ashore will be left behind if they are not on board again before that time expires. 

Parties who ship Goods must engage to joad them on board the Government 
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Hoate at the rate of Fifty Tons per day of 12 honrs, the working hours are be- 
tween Daylight and Sunset, and Commanders of Boats are prohibited loading or 
receiving Goods after dark, Should Freight not be ready for shipment on the 
arrival of the Boat at the several stations, the Commander of the Steamer will 
have peremptory orders to the next station.

Should any persons 
having goods on board any of the Governmet Boats so arrested in their pro- 
gress desire delivery of such goods at any station short of that to which they 
were to have been conveyed, they will be entitled to a refund of such proportion 
of freight paid on such goods as may be in excess of the freight thut would have 
been levied upon such gouds had they originally been shipped for delivery at the 
station at which they may, under the above circumstances, be delivered, 

Treasure laden on a boat whose progress is arrested, will be retained on 
board until the boat is enabled to proceed to her destination, unless the consignees 
holding the bill of lading of such treasure may require its delivery, giving a full 
acquittance for the Treasure and receiving such difference of freight as may 
have been paid in excess of what would have been charged for conveyance of 
such treasure to the place of its delivery. 

The boat agent at the different stations make no charge for landing goods 
from the boats into their godowns nor for shipping goods delivered into theic 
godowns, provided such goods are not merchandize intended for traffick, nor aui 
mals nor machines for conveyance, for all such they will charge the following rates

On the two last items the boat agent at Benares will, in consideration of the 
distance of the European town from the Ghat, make a double charge, When 
goods are consigned to Calcutta it is optional with shippers to pay the freight or 
to leave the same to be collected on delivery of the goods, Freight must be 
paid to the agent or commander of the boat for all goods shipped away from 
Calcutta and not deliverable at Calcutta. And no packages will be received into 
the boat office for transmission to the Upper Provinces on which freight is not 
paid at the time.

GENERAL ORDER. 

Internal. The present order defining the principle upon which the table 
provided for officers in the service of Her Majesty and the Hon’ble East India 
Company is to be cha. ged, supersedes all former orders. 

2nd. Commardere are hereby warned strictly to comply with the forms 
required to ensure the admission of their claims upon goveroment, for the 
Proportions of the table money payable by the S.ate, 
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3rd. To entitle an officer to grant a certificate for any portion of hia 
table money, and to authorise the commander of a Xteamer to present a bill 
Jor any portion of an officer’s table monoy, it willant be sufficient that the 
order for the embarkation of such officer, specify that he ia to be provided 
with a free passage ; it must further specify that the officer is “ proceeding 
on-duty” or no portion of the table money will be paid by «vernment, nor 
will a-y bill*be audited, unless it be accompanied with u certified copy of the 
embarkation o der. The certificate will :e signed by the Controller. 

4th. Under this regulation no person is to be messed by the engineers, 
except with the sanction of the commander of the Steamer, who w Il be held 
responsibjs for ascertaining that the embarkation order isin due form, and 
for instructing the engi.eer, whether the persun they may provide with table, 
is, or is not entitled 10 have aoy portion, aud if any, what portiun of the 
table money paid by the state. 

5th. The regulation respecting the additional rupee paid by the state 
for officers proceeding on duty in other than accommodation bvats, remuins 
the same as before. 

6th Young gentlemen cadets are not exempted from the payment hy 
themselves of avy portion of the table m:ney. Commanders must theretwe, 
on all occasions, luok to them for the paymont of the whole sum they wrx 
allowed to charze, with excertion only of the extra rupee which is to be drawn 
for, as before, ac ompanied with the certificate required. 

‘* Non-commissioned officers and privates proceeding on duty, are entit- 
Ted to have their diet found by the state. In all cases when the parties 
einbark in Caleutta, the Commissariat will be requested to put en board the 
requisite quantity of provisions fer such parties. But the commanders of the 
Steamers embirking any sa-h when away from the presidency, if the order 
expresses that they are proceeding on duty, must apply to have provisions 
ahipped for them.

Rules and Regulations to be observed on Board the Government 
Accommodation Vessels, 


Ist. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a charge of $ 
rupees per day, for breakfast at 4 past 8; biscuits or bread, or cake, at noon ; 
dinner at 3, and tea and coffee at 6. Intermediate meals or refreshments must 
be paid tor, according to prices fixed and exhibited on the card, which isto be 
suspended for general information, ina conspicuous part of the dining room. 
Every article must be paid for at the time of delivery, and the steward 1s 
strictly prohibited supplying any article if not paid for at the time; he is pro- 
vided with plenty of small silver change, and with tokens instead of coppers if 
preferred. It is positively prohibited to send any thing whatever from the mess 
table to the cabins for children, servants, or invalids, as such practices tend only 
to the discomfort of the passengers generally. Ladies or gentlemen prevented 
by indisposition from coming to table, will be suitably provided with refreasments 
in their cabins. 4 

2nd. The servants are required to be always clean, and dressed with their 
turbands. European or Christian servants are never permitted to appear 
without thelr jackets and shoes; they are required to keep their hair cut, and 
are not permitied to wear it long and bushy, Euch servaut, when attending at 
table, is required to carry a clean napkin in his hand. 

3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour of the servants ia to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necsssary measures to prevent 
&@ recorrence. 

4th. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

Sth. All meals taken away from the public table, will be charged for as 
extra meals, 

6th. The steward is required to exhibit a bill of fare at 10 o’clock, every’ 
day, to remain suspended in the dining room. 

7th. Incase of any negligence, or other fault respecting the table or wines, 
&e., it is requested that the same be represented to the commander, and if not 
yemedied or explained, a letter addressed to the comptroller of government 
steam vearels will be attended to,and the cause of complaint, if possible, will 
be removed. 

8th. A mebter is retained on board the vessel for the express purpose of 
attending to the cleanliness of the cabins, 

9th. When the boats are ready to start, after anchoring at any part of 
the river, the only notice given will be the ringing of a bell a quarter ot an hour 
previous to starting ; and the commander of the steam boat is strictly prohibi- 
ted waiting for any peraon whomeoever. 

10th. A boat will be available to take the Hindoo servants on shore, when 
the vessel anchors for the night. and to bring them off again. 

llth. No presents are to be demanded by the servants, under pain of dis- 
miseal, and it is particularly requested that none may be offered. _ 

12th, One lamp is ordered to be kept lit in the dining-room during the night:

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Rurgatchia, on the left bank of the Ganges, and 
Mahanundee rive:s at their junction, is 22 miles above 
Rampoor Beaoleah: there is a crossing ferry froin 
Berbampore route for the new route to Darjeelling : 
it is about 80 miles from Berhampore. Passengers 
can be landed here, this being the direct route from 
Caleutta to the sanatariam. 

Furteepore factory is one of Lord Glenelg’s, and in 
thedistrict of Malda.distunt 24 miles from Malda. Is 
situated on the left bank of the Ganges, and is 50 
miles from Raempore Beauleah. At 8 miles above 
this is the junction of the steamer’s route with the 
Bhaernttee and Sonderband route, Passengers fur 
Malda should land bere. 

Subjunge is ona rocky point, on the right bank of 
the Ganves, and is by Bhagruttee 265 miles, by Sun- 
derbunds 686 miles from (aleutta, and by land 196 
miles. Letters for steamers, from June to October, 
should leave Calcutta on the 5th day after the steam. 
er, and from October to June on the 8th day, dawk 
route being 1} days. 

This is a very ducient city, and the ruins of an 
immenee mass of buildings, among which je an ancient 
palace, a noted well, a hall of audience, a marble lined 
balcony and geteway, &c. &c., worth inapecting. 
Here are eome Christian graves snd monuments, and 
alarge bazar, where milk, curds, palm fruit, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in 
are procurable. The European factors 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
ate:mer’s anchorage or coal depot. Vessels generally 
stop here 4 to 5 hours; itis a very sickly place, owing 
tojungle. The bills are distant abvat 5 miles inland. 
The Himalaya hills are visible at times. Itis a native 
daroguh's, aud post office station. 

‘Twenty-one miles above Rajmahal, and 2 miles 
below Sukreegullee hill and point is the beaatiful 
Mootee Jhurna waterfall: itis visible on the eastern 
side of the hills, At Sukreegullee point isan Indigo 
Factor’s bungalow ; would be an excellent shooting 
box: bears, tigers, rhinoceros, leopards, hogs, aud 
deer of ull kinds abound here, and among the hills 
feathered game abound. Steamers pase it in 104 days 
in the dry season. 

Twenty-three miles above Sukreegullee, on the 
left bank of the Ganger, is Kantnegur. Passengers for the 
civii station of Purneah are landed and received here. 

Fifty-eight miles above Rajmahal, on the left 
bank of the river. is the junction of the Koosie ri er, 
On the Nepaul part of the Himalayas, nearly oppo- 
site, ie Patturgatte hill, with one or two temples, 
and is noted in native tradition for a cave (only asmall 
hole), into which, it is said, a Rajah with an immense 
suit, and one lac of torch-bearere entered, and never re~ 
turned! Such is the story of an attending faqueer. 
From hence are beautiful viewe of isolated hills, and 
the tips of the Colgong rocks. The southern or 
Patturgattah passage, up to Cclgong, hae some serv 
dangerous rocks, where, ifa boat touches, not s suul 
ean be suved. 
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Golgong village and rocks is 68 miles above 
Rajmshal, 65 miles below Monghyr, and 18 miles 
below Bhauaulpore ; is on the right bank of the Ganges, 
and has a fine nullah and shelter for boats. It ia a coal 
depdt for steamers: the left passage should never be 
attempted by either steamers or boate in the rains, as 
the currents and eddies between the muin and the 
rocks, almost make it certain loss for any native boast, 
aud too danyerous for steamers. Boats in attempting 
it, must be careful to have very strong tracking lines 
low down to their prows, with plenty of trackers and 
two bowlines as guys to the bank, and kept close in. 
Rock fish are procurable here, 


Eivhteen miles above Colgong is the civil station 
of Bheugulpore, situated on the right bank of the 
Ganges. It ia very picturesque. It is 268 miles by 
land, and 348 miles in the rains, and 636 miles in the 
dry season from Calcutta. Here ie a commissioner, 
ajudge, a magistrate,a collector, a doctor, a sub-opium 
agent, a steam agent, a pust master, and some indigo 
factors. Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta 
the 6th day after the steamer in the rains, and on the 
Oth day in the dry season, Dawk takes 24 days, 
and steamers 94 and 1] days tu arrive here. Pro- 
visions of all kinds are procurable here; also a kind 
of lght silks, called Tuseers, for coats, jackets, ladies’ 
gowns ; short silke of various colours for bed covers, 
and native wear; alsoa kind of cloth called bafter. 
Here are a few hill raners and a sepoy station, under 
charge of an invalid officer. There ie also a monument 
here raised by the hill people, inmemory of their 
Jumented patron, Mr. Clevelund of the civil service 
whom they styled the Father of their country. 

Steamers stop here for about an hour or two in 
the rsing,and only a few minutes, at some distance 
below, in the dry season. 

Twenty-five miles above Bhangulpore is the no- 
ted Jangeera rock in the river, with a Hindoo temple 
on it; Buropeans are admitted to inspect the tem- 

le. 

m One hundred and thirty-three miles above 
Rajmahal or 25 miles above Jangeera rock is the civil 
tation of Monghyr—va very large mart. Its old fort 
by the anchorage, is ettuated on a rocky point extend~ 
ing considerably inland on the right bank, and is 
considered by the steam regulations to be half way. 
There is a judge, a magistrate, a collector, a doc- 
tor, a post-master, and steam agent; likewise a 
general storeshop for all Europenn stores and pro- 
visions, wines, &c. gc. horses, buggies, for a even- 
ing’s ride to the noted Seetekvond well distant 5 
miles ‘Two large bazars are here, where provisions 
of all description, except ducks, may be obtained.

Agnes’ beads, table dish muta, straw hund punkaha 
and baskets of various shapes and putterns, ladies’ 
handsome wooden-work hoxes, on carved lege, at 7 
ropere, of various kinds of wood, children’s painted 
wooden toys and sticks, very hard bamboo for cunes, 
and various kinds of birds, cameleons aud monkeys. 

The steamer’s passaye to this ia generally 12 days 
in the rains, occasionally 10 daysin July, and in thedry 
senson 19 to 14 days: the distance trom Calcutta is 
398 miles by Bhagruttee, 686 miles by Sooderbunds, 
and 9v4 by land. Dawk runs in 23 days. Lettres for 
steamersshould leave tewnon 7th day after her, in 
July, and on the 8th day in June, August, September 
and Qctober, and on the 10th day in the dry sesgon, 

On arrival here, the collector’s and magistrate’a 
book is sent on beard for entry ofall passenger’s names, 
&e. &e. &e. Steamers stop here 3 to 5 hours for cvals. 

Two miles S, W, by W. of Monghyr are some 
rocks, with a mark on them: they were furmerly inthe 
steamer’s track, but are nuw buried inan immense 
sandbank. 

On right bankof the Ganges, 20 miles above 
Monghyr, is the large villuge of Svorajynrra, with a 
sinall river that rane down from the hills, Fowles and 
kide are procurable here, through the thanuadar’s uesis- 
tance, for boat travellers. 

On the right bank of the river, 60 miles above 
Monghyr, and 5t) below Dinapore, is the large town 
and mart of Bar, being a darogah station, also a bye 
depot tor steamer’s couls. All this bauk of the river, 
for 20 miles below und above, is noted for piggery vil~ 
lages, and saltpetre manufactories, 

Also on the right bunk, 87 miles above Monghyr, 
or 9 miles below Patna station, or rather Bankipore, is 
a large native town, with a river on its upper or westeru 
end, that flows from the hills, and has a pucka bridge 
overit: it isa noted manufactory of table cloths, of any 
extent, pattern, and texture that muy be ordered. Alu 
napkine and towels of all aurts, 

Patna, and the civil station of Bankipore, extends 
about 10 miles along the right bank, 14 miles below 
Dinapore ; is noted for opium, gram, and wax-cundles, 
and is a very large mart, 1700 ‘boats of burthen have 
been counted Iuying here at one time. It is the residence 
of nabob, wad being a sudder or civil station, has a 
comuissioner, a jndge, @ magistrate, a collector, 
their deputy and joint officers, » doctor, an opin 
agent, a post-master, European assistants and mission- 
uries. 

The government establishments are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are some 
handsome houses, also a very large and noted granary 
built like a dome, with two flights of steps outside, to 
ascend to its top, on which ie a large circular hole, tu ad- 
mit air into the building, and to start grain into. It 
has only one dvor, and was built for a depot, in case of 
famine. Itis avery massive building, and noted fur 
ite very numerous, clear, and strong echos, and at pres 
tent it is used as a guard house. 
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Steamers seldom stap here: sometimes not being 
able to get within a mileor two; passengers can laud 
atthe lower end, aud getekbas or hackeries,(a native 
onehorse couveyence) to take them up to Bankipore, 
or to the military station of Dinapure, 14 miles distant, 
by way ofa novelty or change, when they can inspect 
the granary by the road side. Theroadis very good 
up to the military cuntonment. Deevah farra, ia 
north of Patna. On the left bank ia the Guuduck 
river from the Nepuul hills, with a large native town 
on its right bank, and on its left, or eastern bank, is the 
famous Hajeepore bungalow, aud race course. During 
its annual large fair which is attended by peuple from 
all parts of Iudia, very guod aud cheap uage are 
procarable. » 

Dimapore ie alarge European and native military 
statio , where the steamers put to the bauk by the c: 
tonment flagstaff, for 5 or 6 hours, to take in coals, 
charge and take in cargo, and passengers: it is cousi- 
dered as two-third of the passage upwards. It is onthe 
right bank of the Ganges, distant from Calcutta, by

there is a steam agent. 

Revelgunge, 27 miles by water above Diuapore, 
on the left bank of the river, is a very large grain and 
saltpetre mart, and noted for boat-building. An 
annaal fair ie held here. 

Steamers merely touch to land passengers and a 
few packages to the steam agent’s care. From hence 
up to Ghazeepore, the villiazers are eaid to be uncivil 
and dishonest. 

On the left bank, 74 miles above Dinapore, is the 

- large native village of Bhulican,a darogah station, 
noted for a fair annually held here, ag also a grain mart. 

This is the most dangerous partof the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting banks. Tides are very strong 
bere ; boatw being detuined from 4 to 6 weeks, waiting 
for wutcr, and a favourable breeze. 
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Steamers seldom stop.

Eight miles above Buxar, on the right bank of the 
tiver, isthe junction of the Kurrumnasa river: the 
touch of its waters is considered us one of the greatest 
mishape that ¢an happen to a Hindon, as itis suid to 
debur him from admittance into Heaven, There ie a 
bridge built over it by a rajah. This part of the coun- 
try is noted for dacoits, 

One hundred and nineteen miles above Dinapore, 
or 31 miles above Buxar on the left bank of the river, 
is the Civil and Military station of Ghazeepure, a very 
handsome place. At its lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on precipices. The 
European inhabitants, consisting of the judge, ma 
trates, collectors, ductor and opium azent, &c. &. 
side on a level plain, about the centre of the station, 
the cantouments from the upper part, and the Euro- 
pean hospital is at the upper extreme. Between the 
civil and military lines is the chapel und Lord Corn- 
wallis’ tomb. 

This place is noted for its oplum manufactory, 
and Government stud establishment, where horses 
can be purchused; as also for its rose water, uttor uf 
roses, and other perfumed vils ;3 bread, butter, eugs, 
fowls, mutton, lainb, kid, milk, aud sugar, are pros 
curable ; alao Europexn articles of consumption, aud 
millinery from the European shopkeepers. 118 dis- 
tance from Calcutta is, via Bhagrattie, 627 miles, via 
Soonderbunds 915, and by land 431 miles, The dawk 
runs in 4 days, aud letters for steamers should leave 
Calentta on the day after the steamer in the dry 
seasons, and on the 11th day in the raine;—the ves- 
sel’s pussaye being from 17 to 20 da: Steamers re- 
main here for passengers, and coal and cargo at the 
steam ugent’s. Passengers for Guruckpore should 
land here. 

This ie the lower extreme of the North Weetern 
Provinces or Agra Presidency, aod is a great place of 


trade. Itis the lowest station for the Agra flut boats 
or boxes. Kunkerry banks commence from here up- 
wards. 


Eight miles above Ghazepore is the dangerous 
kunker reef of Bairie that etrikes acrose the river. 

Twenty-three miles ubove Ghazeepore is Cho- 
chookpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the ua- 
merous monkeys that resort here. 

Two miles below Chockookpore, on the right hank 
of the river,isa annken kunkur rock, opposite to 4 
palin tree, just below Sanontie. 

Thirty-four miles above Ghezeepore, by Kucharee 
onthe left buuk; is a very difficult and dangerous 
sunken reef. 

Six miles above it is Saidapore a large native 
town, with a tehsseeldar and darogab; aud 2 miles 
wbove Suidapore, ia the junction of the Guomtie river, 
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that goes up to Lucknow, ssid to be a very intricate 
and rocky river, too shallow for the smallest boats in 
the dry season. The Ganges river, from above Kuch- 

. aree reef, past Saidapore up to the Goomtie, a distance 
of 8 miles, is a very critical passage with various bad 
patches of kunker rock, on which native boats and 
budgerows split instantaneously. 

Five miles above the Goomrie, is Chandroatie, 
with a white temple. Here in mid channel, is a very 
dangerous pucka platform, on kunker, with the rains 
of an old temple on it, and no passable channel on its 
northwest, or Jinhore side, and very dangerous for 
downward bound boate, as the current sets directly 
on it. ‘ 

Five miles above Chundroutie is Bullooa Ghaut 
and ferry on the right bank: these banks are formed 
of kunker rock. 

Fifty miles above Ghazeepore, or 8 miles above 
Bullooa Ghaut, on the right bank of the river, is Kye, 
and ite sanken kanker reef, scurcely avoidable in 
some dry seasone. From hence dne west over the 
ticht bank, you will observe the Bensres minarets, 
d stance 9 miles. 

Benares, on the left bank, is considered as the 
most holy city in India, and is certainly one of the 
most handsome when viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being such numerous stone ghauts and 
temples, some of which cost 17 lakhe of rupees. This 
is the residence of some of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable East India Company ; but 
their dwellings are divided into so many little cham- 
bers, or pigeon holes, that the internal part of the city 
has the appearance of a mass of mean buildings, piled 
up without any regard to order or appearance, and 
nerrow, filthy Janes, instexd of streets. There is a 
jarge inclosed mort, called a chouk that opens at 5 
P. M., where trinkets, toys, birds, cloth, coarse hard 
ware are exposed forsale. It has alarge well in it, 
and ie alsoa resort for native auctions. Close to the 
chouk is the principal alley or mart for Goolbuduns, 
a very fine silk, of various patterns, worn by natives, 
ae trowsers; also fine caps with tinselled crowns 
and very elegant gold and silver embroidery: also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head dresses, 
There is likewise a traveller’s chouk,a native inn, and 
a large horse mart, where very five horees, of the 
Toorky, Persian, and Cabul breeds are procurable, as 
high as 8, 10, and 15,000 rupees, and are brought bere 
by the fruit carriers who bring grapes and pears from 
those countries. Here are several miniature painters, 
and also venders of miniatures on ivory, said to be 
likenesses of different native princes, and their queens, 
and nautch girls; truelikenesses of native servants in 
costume, tradesmen and beggars. 

Delhi jewellery of the best gold is brought on 
board the steamers, by sending for the dealers. Here 
ie also an old observatory, and two very high and 
slender minarets, one of which hae aslight inclinae 
tion ; travellers ascending them are expected to give 
the keepera fee of | rupee. From their tops is a view 
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of-the city, the adjacent country, and: the river (so 
gratifying a sight should not be passed over by any trae 
veller) Provisions are procurable ; partridges, quail, 


and wild ducke of sorts are to be.obtained. Steamers | 


remain at Raj Ghaut to discharge and take in. pack- 
auen, and to receive coals, The civil and military station 
is about 4 miles inland, direct from Raj Ghaut, where 
teside the commissioner, the jadge, magistrates, collec- 
tore, the general, and. all the military officers of the nu- 
tive reeiments stationed here, and some European 
artillery. Here also resides.a doctor, a postmaster, 
steam agent, coaeh builder, and European shop- keepers. 

Letters for steamers, or travellers, are nat for- 
warded to the vessel or boats, but must be sent for 
which is very inconvenient. ‘Ihe city is abont 3 miles 
long. The natives are very uncivil to strangers. 
Numerous fanatics are here, who drown themselves 
believing. that the haly Gunze, and the city of the most 
holy, eecures them etetnal happiness. 

Benares is from Calcutta, via Bhagrattee 696 
miles, via Sunderbunds 984 miles, and by.land or dawk 
route 428 miles. Letters take 4 daye, Bhuncies 7 days. 
Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta, the 12th 
day after the vessel in the rains, and on the 14th day 
in the dry season. 4 

Palankeens are procurable here, but infested with 
vile vermin. Travellers wishiog to visit the station 
of Surde, should write ap from Ghazeepore to any 
friend, or the steam agent, for a conveyauce to be 
ready at Rajubaut for them, on their arrival. 

Ramnaghur, 14 miles ubove Benures, on the right 
bank of the river, isa native palace, the residence of 
the Rajah of Benares. 5 

Sooltanpore, Benares, isa native cavalry station, 
17 miles above Benares, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamers bring to here a few misntes, on their 
passaye up or down, as required, to land and receive 
passengers. It haga kuukery or rocky point, - which 
is very awkward for native boats, as also for steamers, 
owing to narrow channel and strong currents ; it is 
off the stables, which are called Little Caleatta. 

Oo the right bank of the river, about 4 miles above 
Sooltanpore, is a very neat looking place, called Chu- 
nar, with a very neat-locking English chureh, that 
reminds one of sweet, ‘ sweet home.’ It is an invalid 
military station, and hae a fortification, on en isolated 
rocky hill, which projects into the river, forming a 
very uasty point to passin the rains. Hind»o tradi- 
tion talls us,this fortress was built in one night by axiant, 
and is impregoable: it completely commands the ri- 
ver, and is used as a place of confinemeut for state 
prisoners. There are 1 detached rocky bills, or 
stone quaries here. It is a very sickly. place, owing 
to the heat arising from the stone, which causes fever 
and spleen. Thisisa great place for snakes. A lit- 
tle above the fort is a temple. Tradition states it to 
contain a chest, which cannot be opened, unless the 
purty opening it lose his hanod—four thieves having eo 
suffered once, in aa attempt on it. Very fine black 
and red earthenware is procurable here, such as wine 
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coolers, which being filled with water, after the ‘bottle 
ie inserted, and set out in the draft of the hot westerly 
winds, (none pther serves the purpose,) in the shade, 
couls the confined liquor: equal.to icing it. The cool- 
er mnet be dried daily. Also red sandy water hotdere, 
or suries, which keep water very cool. Black butter- 
pote, with a casing for water, very neatly finished, aad 
large black double arns, to enutain bread and keep .it 
moist. Here is a steam. agent; but steamers seldom 
stop more than, ten. minutes, 

Seven miles above Chunag, onthe right bank of 
the river, is the village of Kutnae, with rogky bottom 
and hard Iumpa of red earth in the river, @ little above 
is 8 ravine, which is to ba avoided by all boute, 

Fourteen miles above Chunar, is the crossing ferry 
of the Benares grand road, and.of Kitwa end Bhad- 
doolee to Mirzapore. From hence to the latter place, js 
a fine road, distance 73 milea hy land, and 16 miles by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and7 miles below Mir- 
zapore, on the left bigh bank, is Bhejoan, with a. white 
tomb, and a patch of kunker’ in the river, on which 
many hoate are'lost. From here the cantonments of 
Mirgapore are visible. 

Mirzapore, a military cantonment, is 2 miles bee 
Jow the eity ; and the civil sta'ion, where the judge’s, 
inagisirate'’s and collector's offices are, ia} mile below 
the city. The steamer etups at the agency ghaut, at 
the lower end of the city. This place: is noted for a 
cottan mart, and cotton manufactory ;.98 likewise shell 
luc, lac dye, hardware ina small way, Mang boats, are 
here, at all seasons, 

The city is very eanfined and dirty, subject to. great 
sickness. There sre 2 or 3 fine stone ghauts here, ang 
aome small temples and minarets. Bread, butter, exes, 
mutton, lamb, kid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
here. Both @ military and a civil doctor reside bere. 


Mirzapore is from Calcutta, via Bhagruttee, 748 miles 
via Sunderbunde, 1036 miles, and by dawk route 455 
miles. The dawk takes 5 daya, and bhancy 8 days tu 
ran. Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta on the 
13th day after her in the reins, and 17: days after her in 
the dry seuson¢ the vessels having plesty of cargo to 
discharge here, are generally detaided from four to 
five hours. 


Four miles above Mirzapore is Bindachon, on the 
right bank, noted’as the place of an annual meeting of 
tisreputuble people who come here to make vows and 
poojuhs. 

One mile abdve Bindachan are the dangerous 
granite rocks of Seebpore. 

Twenty-eight milea above Mirzapore, on the left 
bank of the river. Passengers wenerally laid in the 
col season, and have a walk across the neck of lund, 
inaW. N.W. direction two miles wide to Taila, and 
Fejoin the stenmer'again off there ; she having to goa 
detour of 21 miles round the point, 

Two miles above Suturmaree, is Deega Kpnker 
Spit, with a deep bight. 
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Letchyagurree and its ravine, on the left bank of 
the river, is 22 miles above Deega, noted for its rob- 
bers when it was attached to the Oude territories. 
Sursa is a large cotton mart, on the right bank of 
the river, and is 60 miles above Mirzapore, and 23 
miles be low Allahabad, to which place isa good road. 
This is the station of a European custom’s officer. 
There are several pucka houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the back of it, and an old mad fort. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very intricate and 
shallow. Ironwork in -a small way can be done for 
boats here. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 
Allahabad, is 83 miles above Mirzapore. Its fort is 
at the junction of the rivers Jumna and Ganges. It has 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and 4 mile inside the 
Jumna. The native military cantonments are about 
5 miles inland, and the civilians’ and officers’ are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. The general and doctor reside in 
the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Here is alsoa large stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander the Great, to mark his con- 
quests! and a cave full of native stone’ images, wherein 
is shewn a small entrance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fact, only extends a 
few feet. (The city is the seat of one of the principal 
native courts of justice the Sudder Dewanny.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
heid outside the fort on the sands, at point or junc- 
tion. It was formerly the seat of the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pi geons, 
turkeys, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, teel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. European shops ae 
here and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
- ghaut is the chouk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are procurable. Shawlmer board 
the steamers, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere 
shawls, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, and Affgha- 
nistan woollen cloths Iso Delhi jewellers and 
nufacturers of cotton; carpeting of various patterns ~ 
showy on rooms, and rather durable. .A little beyond 
the chouk is the livery stables where beautiful horses 
are procurable, of the Persian, Cabool, and Toorkey 
breeds. The post-office is in the fort, where you must 
send for all letters. Letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the 14th day in the rains, and on the 17th 
day in the dry season, after the departure of the steam- 
er. The distance from Calcutta is, via Bhagruttee, 
831 miles, via Sunderbunds 1186 and by dawk route 
504 miles, Steamer’s regulated distance is 800 miles. 
Steamers remain here three entize days when they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging aud tak- 
ing in their upward and downward cargoes, and pas- 
sengers. Apply to agent there, or to commander, for 
passage downwards. 
RETURN PASSAGE. 
From Allahabad to Mirzarape, in the rains, is 
generally a run of 8 hours, and if not detained long 
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the vessels get down to Benares on the same day; but 
ifdetained for cargo at Mirzapore, it is one day’s work. 
An the dry season, it is | day’s work to Mirzapore from 
Allahabad, and I4 days to Benares. 

Ste amers stop here generally 1 hour only, on their 
way down. Fromhence to Ghazeepore is [I day’s run 
in th“ rains, and 1} inthe dry season; they stop here 
for Pals, passengers and cargo, perhaps 2 or 3 hours, 
making it 3 days from Allahabad in the dry season, and 
2 n the rains. 

Steamers pass here on the 3rd day in the rains, 
not stopping except previous notice is given by the 
steam agent, or passengers require to embark : they 
pass this place on the 4th day in the dry season, 

Steamers pass here in 3 days in the rains, and 
stop 2 or 3 hours for coals, cargo and passengers ; and 
pass onthe 4th day iv dry season. Passengers from 
Patna embark here. 

‘ Steamer passes here on the 4th day in the rains, 
and in 5h in the dry season, stopping 1 or.2 hours for 
coals, passengers or cargo. 

Steamer pass here on the 4th day in the rains, 
younds to for a few minutes, and passes on, in the dvy 
season, on the 6th day. Rounds to for a few minutes 
eutside the sands, distant 2 to 3 miles from the town. 

Steamer passes here in 44 days in the rains, and 
in 7 daysin the dry season. Steamers only round to 
in the.rains for letters, and perhaps for a few coals, a 
short time ; but in the dry season for about 2 hours, 

Steamers pass here on the 5th day in the rains, 
(in the dry season she takes the outer route), where 
they take in coals, and reach Calcutta on the evening 
efthe 6th day, or in nies days from Allahabad, beating 
the dawk, 


RETURN ROUTE IN THE DRY SEASON via 
SUNDERBUNDS. 

Steamers pass herein 8} days, and generally round 
to. 

On the Gorice, is passed on the 10th day. Stea-

Post Office Regulations 


FORT WILLIAM, 


GENBRAL DEPARTMENT, 30TH AUGUST, 1837. 


Rules for the management of the Post Office Department, pnss- 
ed by the Governor-General of India in Council, on the 30th 
August, 1837. 


I. All existing rales, general orders and proclamations for 
the guidance of the post office departments of the different presi~ 
dencies and settlements of India, as well as all circular orders of 
the heads of the departments, saving such as relate to dawk tra- 
velling and matters of acconnt, shall cease to have effect from the 
Yat of October next, and the following rules and orders shall be 
suhatituted for the same, to be in force at all post office stations 
in any of the presidencies, settlements, or possessions of the com= 
pany, and to take effect from the abovementioned date. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF GENERAL AND PROVINCIAL 
POST OFFICES, RECEIPT OF LETTERS, &c. 


II. There shall be a general pest office at each of the towns 
of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and post offices at such other 
places throughout India and in the settlements subordinate 
thereto, as the governor-general of India in council shall from 
time to time direct. The immediate charge of each general 
post office, and the control of the several provincial post offices 
subordinate thereto, shall be vested in post masters general, each 
of whom shall respectively exereise his functions within such 
limits, as may be determined by the said governor general of In- 
dia in council, and the duties of the provincial post offices shall 
be severally conducted by subordinate officers to be styled “* post 
masters.” The post masters general at Madras and Bombay, 
and the post masters subordinate to them, shall be appointed by 
the wovernors in council of those presidencies respectively, and 
shall exercise their functions in subordination to the said gover- 
nors in council. The post master general and post masters of the 
presidency of Fort William, shall be appointed by the governor- 
general of India in council, and shall exercise the functions un- 
der the direct control of the said governur-general of Iudia in 
council.

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The following rules for stamping letters have been submitted to the Governor 
General of India in council, and being approved, are appended for the guidance 
of the officers of the department. 


RULES FOR USING POST OFFICE STAMPS. 


All letters and packets whatever (save and except newspapers and ship and 
steam letters, hereafter specially provided for,) received at any Post Office in 
India for despatch by post, whether free or post paid, or liable to postrge, as the 
case may be, are to be marked with the appropriate stamp, bearing the name of 
such office of despatch, and when side-stamps are not provided, when the date of 
the month and year forms part of the stamps itself, the said date muat be entered 
in writing across the middle of the fuce of the stamp. If the letter or packet 
received for despatch be post paid or bearing postage, the amount of postage so 
paid or due, must be entered in writing on the face of the stamp, after the word 

paid” or “ bearing”? as the case may be.* 

2 All letters and packets whatever, received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at such office, are in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate 
affice stamp, and marked with the date of the month and year; but the amount 
of postage paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, as the 
siamp ot despatch regulates the levy of postage. 

3 The stamp for all service, soldiers or other free letters, or packets is an 
oval 14 inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the nume of the office and the word 
* free,” and must be stamped red. 

4 The stamp for all letters or packets, on which postage has been paid, is 
an oblong 1} inch long by I inch wide, bearing the name of the office and the 
word “paid” and must also be stamped red. 

5 The stamp for all letters or packets, on which a postage has not been paid 
in advance, in an oblong 14 inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the 
office and the word “bearing”? and must be stamped black. 

6 Forward letters or packets, i. e., those which follow a party addressed 
from station, to station, are to be stamped at eaah office of fresh despatch, and 
marked with the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7 When a letter exceeds in weight a single tola its weight, doubles, treble, 
&c. must be entered in writing on the face thereof, and on banghy parcels, the 
exact weight must in all cases be entered in writing on the same. 

8 Allservice, soldiers or other free letters or packets received from sea- 
ward, at any General Post Office are to be stamped with the ship letters free 
stamp. This stamp isa circular 1} inch in diameter, leaving the name of the 
General Post Office, the date of the month and year and the words “ship letters 
free’? and must be stamped red. 

9 All other letters or packets received from seaward at any General Post 
Office, are to be stamped, if received by ship with the ship letter bearing stamp, 
and, if by a Government steamer, with the steam letter bearing stamp. The for- 
mer is a square stamp, 1$ inch in diameter, bearing the name of the General 
Post Office, the date of the month and year, and the words “ship letter beariny.” 
The letter is an octagonal stamp of similar dimensions, but with the words 
“ steam letter bearing.” Both these stamps must be stamped black. 

10 At the several stations where newspapers are published in India, news- 
paper stamps are provided with which all newspapers received at such stations 
for despatch, will be appropriately stamped, whether free, paid or bearing, as 
the case-may be, and the postage paid or due, as the case may be, marked on the 
same either by the stampor in writing. At offices of delivery where newspaper 
tamps may not be provided, newspapers will be marked withthe usual office 
tamp, in like manner as other packets.

tack, Hydrabad and Poonah, distance 1,405 miles. From Calcutta to Ganjam 364 
miles. Apply to Post Master General, Dak must be paid in advance at the rate of 
8 annasa mile. 

Fiom Ganjam to Moonegallah 497 miles. Apply to Collector of Ganjam, stating 
all particulars in respect to extra bangy burdara, also intended detention at stations 
enroute. Bearers must be paid by the travellerat the ead of each stage. Steges 
vary trom 15 to 20 mileseach. Average cost about 5 annas a mile. 

From Moonegallah to Hydrabad 100 miles, apply to Resident at Hydrabad, in 
seme form as above, Timely notice must be given, as bearers must be sent out from 
that city to meet the traveller. The same rule applies to the route from FHydrabad 
to Solapare 200 miles, as bearers must be sent the whole distance from Hydrabad. 
This portion of the route is very expensive. 

From Sholvpore to Poonsah 157 miles. Apply te Poot Master at Sholapore 
to post bearers to take you to Indvorpeor 77 miles: From which place to 
Poonah, 89 miles, bearers must be sent ont from Poonah, for which apply to 
the Post Master of Poouah Timely notice shonld be uiven, 

From Poonah to Panwell, 72 miles, bearers wilt be j-osted by the Post 
Master of Poonah, 

From Panwell to Bombay 20 miles, The conveyance ie by water. 

If more then a single set of berers are required-between Moonegullah and 
Poonah, coud notice should be given, and 1am not aware-tiat it is practiceble 
to post more than three palanquina on that road. J believe it is. with extreme 
difficulty that bearers ean be po-ted for more thun two, 

From Calcutta to Gavjam, the cost of travelling,for a set of bearers with 
F inusealjee and two bangee burdare, will very from 8 to 9.annasper mile. From 
Ganjam to Moonegaliah it is about 5 or G annas 4 mile, From Moonegallah to 
Sholupore it averages 24 rupees a mile, and from Sholapore to Poonah it 
averages 1$ rupees.a mile, 
~ From Povnah to Bombay, it'ls about 12 annas a mile.’

Fespect, tothe latter, are suljoiued forthe information and wnidance of the 
Pablic, in general. The scule of British Steam Postuge, is, as follows, viz. 

On every letter not exceeding § an ounce in weight,..8 Av.or one Shilling. 

On ditto above b.oz and vat exceeding une ounce,...1 R. or two ditto 

On ditto above Loz. and not exceeding two ounces 2 Ra, or fone ditta 

On ditto above 2 oz. and not exceeding three ounces..3 Rs. or six ditto. 
and ee un, increasing One Rupee, or Two Shillings, for every additional vance 
weight, or any fraction thereut.

Acr No, VI. Daten Marcu 4, 1848. 


An Act for equalizing the Duties on Goods imported and exported on Foreign 
and British Bottoms, and for abolishing duties on goods carried from 
Port to Port in the Territories subject to the Government of the East 
India Company. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the Twenty-fifth day of 
March 1848, all Goods imported on foreign Bottoms by Sea into any Port of

GOVERNMENT NOTIFICATION. 

Fort William, Home Department, Separate— Revenue, the 4th Novem- 
ber, 1848 - Notification. It having been represented to the Government of 
India that sugar from Singapore and Malacca has hitherto, in contravention 
of the law, been imported into the Tenasserim provinces: and further that the 
prevention of euch importation would be likely to check the increasing rice 
cultivation and trade of the Tenasserim provinces without any present benefit 
to sugar growers in those provinces, the hon’ble the President of the Cooncil 
of India in Council haa resolved to remove the existing prohibition against the 
importation into the Tenasserim provinces to foreign sugar, rum, end rum 
shrub, or sugar, rum and rum shrub, the produce of any British territory into 
which foreign sugar, ram and ram shrub can be legally imported ; and it is 
hereby declared, that the resolutions of the 18th July 1846, making such im- 
portation illegal are rescinded accordingly.

former orders of the honorable the court of directore, relative to servants 
proceeding on board ship, be now re-published for general information 

Extract from a publie general letter from the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, dated the \9th August, 1807. 

4th.— We huve resolved, thut in fatare, previous to any black servant, or 
the wife of any non-commissioned officer or private, either in His Mujesty’s or 
the company’s service, being allowed to come to England, in attendance upon 
passengers on board any ship whatever, a deposit of £100 instead of £50, as 
beretofore, be made in the company's treasury, at your presidency.” 


Extract from paragraph 17th of a public general letter from the Honore 
able the Court of Directors, dated the 14th of January, 1809. 

“.We think it necessury here to state, that in giving these direetions, it 
was our intention, that the deposit should be made, not only for the returu of 
natives of Indis, bat for that of black servantsin general, and we, therefore, 
now direct, that the prescribed deponit shall be made, for the return of alt 
servants who may be natives of any parts of Asia, or Africa, or other countries 
whatever, continents, or islands, which are situated within the limits of the 
Company's exclusive trade.” _ 

Extract from a public general letter from the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, dated the 22d July 1814. 

69th — We however direct, that in future, upon permission being given 
for any female European servant to proceed to Europe, the deposit ordered by 
our general letter of the 19th Anyust, 1817, be made previous to the order for 
the person to be received on board being delivered, and that it be particularly 
expressed in the order, whether the female servant is the wife of a non-com- 
tmissioned officer or private In His Majesty's or the company’s service ; if 90, to 
what regiment or corps the husband belongs, and whether it is the woman's in- 
tention to apply for leave to return to India. 


Extract from a public general letter from the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, dated the 7th of January, 1820. 

4.—“ We have of late received various applications from the wives of 
soldiers in the company’s service, who have come to England in attendance on 
passengers during the voyage, to be granted a passage back to India, at the 
company’s expence. 

These p rsone have noclaim whatever upon the company, and we have 
resolved not to accede to such applications under any circumstances, We 
therefore’ desire, hat you will make our determination, in this respect, public, 
in order that females coming home in the service of individuals may be 
aware that they cannot entertain any expectation of being retarned tu India 
at the company’s expense.

Considerable misapprehension is prevailing as to what articles are compris- 
ediu the term ‘ baggage in ase,” and go entitled to free duty, it is hereby declar- 
ed, that the term applies solely to wearing apparel, second-hand, or in use, cabin 
furniture and trifling personal property, all in use and accompanying ; the 
baggage of overland passengera not accompanying them is also imported 
free, if it would have been free, had the proprietor come ia the ship with it. 

‘The tide-waiter on board each vessel alter satisfying himeelf by inepee- 
tion, that baggege as above defined, has been in use, will pass it direct from 
the ship. 

Fresh millinery, saddlery, musical instroments, guns, pistols, carriages, 
wines, spirits, plate, glass, crockery, &c. not used, [although for personal use 
and not brought for sale] are liable to duty ; ull packages containing such 
articles ae well as all closed packayes, whatever contents may be. stated to 
he, must be sent to the custom house, at the expense of the proprietor, for 
examination and levy of duty, unless the proprietor can produce to the tide- 
waiter, a custom house permit or pags, particularly specilying such packages. 

Passengers whose baggege may have been forwarded to the custom bouse 
are requested to apply in writing to the collector of customs at the eustom 
house, fora permit; and such applications should contain the number of 
packages, and the contents aud value of each.

Precis of Calcutta Spe-aws. -. 


OFFENCES AGAINST PROPERTY. 


Byg-Law, lita NovemsBsr, 1814.—Persons of evil fame” frequenting 
streets, &c. without giving a good account of themselves, and shewn upon oath 
to have been so frequenting etreete, &c. with intent to commit a felony, may 
be adjudged, by two justices, to suffer fifty atripes, or be sent to the house of 
correction for three months. 

Byg-Law, 21st APRIL, 1817.—Persons found in possession of lead, iron 
and other metals, and not able honestly to account for their being so, may be 
sentenced by two justices to pay a fine of Re. 100, for 1at offence ; Re. 200 for 
2d offence, and Rs, 400 for every subsequent offence ; or, if the fine is not paid, 
to 2, 4 or 6 months’ imprisonment with hard labor in the house of correction. 

Power to two Justices to make an order on a husband and father to 
maintain his wife and children, leyitimate and illegitimate, and to commit to 
Common Jail for nun-comptiance for two months, 

Workmen, servants, labourers, employed at wharfe, arsenals, godowne, 
shops, found in possession of goods, &c. and not able to account for such pos- 
session satisfactorily, may be committed, by two justices, to the house of cor- 
rection for 6 months. (N. B. No fine in this case.) 

Byg-Law, 12TH NovemBERx. 1818.—Journeymen artificers or workmen, 
purloining materials delivered to fashion, work up, or repair, may be sentenced 
“by two Justices, to a fine of Re. 100; or, if the fine is not paid, to 2 months’ 
imprisonment in the House of Correction, or the like imprisonment without fine. 

Byg-Law. 22p OcToBER, 1819.—Offences similar to the last-mentioned 
occurring at the Mint, liable to 4 months’ imprisonment ia the House of 
Correction or to whipping, or fine, by authority of two Justices. 

Persons employed at the Mint contravening rules in regard to alloy, liable 
to fine not exceeding 50 Rs,, or to public whipping, by two Justices. 

Also, principal meltere at the Mint, debasing metal, liable to public whip- 
ping, also to fine, by two Justices, of Re. 50 ; and commitment to common juil, 
aud house of corzection for a period not exceeding 4 months. 

BykeLaw, 13TH NoveMBRR, 1821.— Persone purchasing, &c. regimental 
accoutrements from soldiers, may be fined, by two Justices, in the sum of 
rupees 50, and if the fine is not paid, may be committed to the common jail, 
or house ocorrection, for a period not exceeding 3 months, or may be whipped. 

N.B. The whipping may be without the fine, but not without the impri- 
sonment apparently, 

Bye-Law, 13TH APRIL, 1816.—Mariners arriving in ships that may be 
burnt or destroyed, are liable to be compelled to serve in other ships, and if 
they refuse, or desert, to imprisonment for two months, beyond the period for 
which they received advance, by two Justices, 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PERSON. 


Byrr-Law., 20TH JULY, 1814, AMENDED 7TH FEBRUARY, !818.—Power 
to two Justices to try charges of assault, forcible entry, or other injury, accom- 
. panied by torce, not being felony, and to inflict a fine, not exceeding Rs. 1C0; 
and ifthe fine is not paid to commit to the common jail for3 months. The 
whele of the fine may be awarded by way of sutisfaction to the party injured. 
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Byx-Law, 18TH NovEMBER,1814.—Power to two Justices to try charges 
of abduction, viz. enticing and decoying away from parents or guardians for 
immoral purposes, married woman, or female children onder 13 years of age, 
and to sentence to 200 rnpees fine. If the fine is not paid, then to commit to 
the house of correction to hard labor for 6 months. 

Byg-Law, 26TH MARrcH, 1816.—British and foreign mariners deserting 
from their vessels, or overstuying leave, are liab!e to imprisonment for 3 days in 
the common jail, or house of correction, by two justices. 

Byg-Law, 18TH APRIL, 1816.—Domestic servants are liable to two 
months’ imprisonment, in the house of correction, for miscarriage, or insolence, 
by two justices, 

Brg-Law,12TH NovemBER, 1816.—Journeymen and labourers refusing 
to work according to agreement, combining to ruise wages, or deray, or intimi- 
date others, are liable to a fine of 100 rapees, or imprisonment for 60 days ia 
the common jail, or house of correction, by two justices. 

Brg-Law, lita NovemBer, 1814.—Seamen deserting ships liable to a 
fine of 50 rupees, in default of payment, or not more than 30 days’ imprisonment, 
in the house of correction, and not less than 14 days sentence, by twa justices. 

By-Law, 26TH MARCH, 1816.—British and foreign seamen leaving their 
vessel against the will of the master, or overstaying their leave, may be sent 
tu the house of correction for 30 days by two justices. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 


Byre-Law, 8TH JULY, 1816.—Persons taking wine or liqnor into the 
garriaon of Fort William, without authority, if below the rank of Officers, 
are liable to imprisonment in the common jail or house of correction. 7 

Byg-! aw, 18th NovewBer, 1814.—Persons throwing dirt, &c., on 
roads, or into drains, or leaving bricks, carriages, &c. on roads, or obatructing 
them, shall forfeit 10 rupees. 

Pereons not removing projections, or encroachments on roads, on notice, 
are liable to be fined 100 rupees, and expenses of removal. 

Workmen rebuilding walls and encroaching beyond the old foundations, 
liable to a fine of one thousand rapees, and the wall to be pulled down. 

The above penalties to be adjudged by two justices,and levied by distress 
of goods. Ifsuch distress is not found sufficient, then offeuders may be com- 
mitted for six months to the common jail. 

N.B. This Bye-Law gives the power tojustices to sammon juries to assess 
the value of lands abont to be taken for roads and sewers. 

By the same Bye- Law, persons of low condition walking with arma in the 
street withont authority of government,or of a justice of the peace, liable to 
forfeiture of arms and a fine of 20 rupees, to be adjudged by one justice. 


Byg-Law, 22p June, 1802.—Gunpowder is forbidden to be manaface 
tured or sold in Culcutia, without license, under penalty of seizure of the pow- 
der, and fine of 500 rupees if made, and 4 rupees per seer if sald. One justice 
may sentence where the penalty is less than one luudred rupees. License to 
be granted by two justices. 

Bye-Law, 77H FEBRuAXy, 1818 —Hotels, taverns, lunch houses, &c. to be 
licensed by two justices. If opened without license,a fine of rupees 100 may 
be levied by two justices. By this law a particular yhaat is appointed for 
seamen to land at. (N. B. A dead letter.) 

Brg-Law, 17TH Aprit, 1820.—Common or promiscuous gaming for 
money liable to a tine of 10U rupees ; if wot paid, 8 months’ imprisonment in 
the house of correction, by two justices. 

Bra-Law, & tH Marca, 1827.—Teeka bearers plying without badges, 
liable toa fine of 20 rupeea,and in default of parment, Imprisonment in the 
coramon jail or bouse of correction, not exceeding one month, by two justices. 
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TEEKA PALANKEENS AND BEARERS. 

A rule, ordinance, and regulation for the good order and civil government 
of the settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and for regulating the namber 
and fare of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in the Town of Calcutta, made 
and passed by the Vice-President in Council, of and for the presidency of Fort 
William in Bengal, the eighth day of March in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-seven, and registered in the Sapreme Court of 
Judicature, on the 27th April, 1827. 

Whereas, it is considered just and expedient to regulate the number and 
fare of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in the town of Calcutta, and to 
Place them in such manner under contro! of the Police, as may tend to the 
greater convenience of the public. : 

I. Be it therefore ordained, by the Vice-President in Council, of and for 
the presidency and settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and by virtue of the 
Powers in him vested, by a certain Act of Parliament passed in the thirteenth 
year of the reign of His Majesty King George the III, entitled “An Act for 
establishing certain regulations for the better management of the affairs of the - 
East India Company, as well in India as in Europe,” and by a certain other 
Act of Parliament, passed in the fortieth year of his said Majesty King George 
IIT, entitled * An Act for establishing further regulations for the government 
of the British territories in India, and the better administration of justice within 
the snme,” that thirty days after the due publication and registry of this rale, 
ordinance and regulation in the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William 
in Bengal, with the consent and approbation of the said Supreme Court, if the 
eaid court shall, in ite discretion, approve of and consent to the publication and 
registry of the same, no person whatever shall let out or keep for bire any teeka 
palankeen, or serve as a teeka bearer within the limits of the town of Caleutta, 
without having obtained a license for that purpose, signed by two of His Ma- 
Jesty’e Justices of the Peace, acting in and for the town of Calcatta. 

II, And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it shall 
and may be lawful for the aforesuid justices of the peace, to license such nam- 
ber of tecka palankeens and teeka bearere, as they, the said justices, shall deem. 
sufficient for the eaid settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and that euch li- 
censes shall be granted for the term of one year, and shall and may be recalled 
by any two of the said justices, at any time within the said year, for! any great 
Misconduct, or misbehaviour of any persons to whom such license shall have 
been granted ; and that if any persons within the said settlement of Fort Wil- 
liam in Bengal, shall let out or keep for hire any teeka palankeens, or serve as 
teeka bearers, without having obtained such license as is required by this rale, 
ordinance, and regulation, or after any license which he may have obtained, 
ehall have expired or teen recalled, such person shall, upon conviction before 
two or more of the eaid justices of the peace, forfeit for each and every such of- 
fence, a sum not exceeding thirty rupees, and in default of payment, shall be 
forthwith committed to the common jail or house of correction, for any period 
not exceeding two months, unlege the fine shall be sooner paid. 

Ill, And be it farther ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that every 
palankeen #0 licensed, as aforesaid, shall bear on each eide thereof, in large 
characters in English und Bengalee fizures or characters, the number of such 
license, and that every teeka bearer so licensed as aforesaid, shall wear engrav- 
ed or written thereon, in large characters in English and Bengalee figures or 
characters, and that if any person having obtuined @ license as aforesaid, to let 


from time to time, as they may deem fit, to fix and settle the rates, and hi 
teeka palunkecens and teeka bearers within the said settlement of Fort William 
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in Bengal,and that such rates and hireshall be published in the English and 
Bengalee languages twice in the Government Gazette, and affixed at the Court 
Houee, Itankshall, Police Office, and other public places, for fifteen days befure 
such rates or hire shall be considered as fixed and settled ; und that if the owner 
or person in charge of any teeka palankeen, shall refuse to hire and let out the 
same, at the rate and price so fixed by the said juatices of the peace as aforesaid 
or shall receive or require any larger rate of hire, the person or persons to whom 
the license for such palankeen shall have been granted, shall forfeit for ea-h 
and every such offence any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of 
payment, shall be forthwith committed to the common jail or house of core 
rection, for any period not exceeding one month, unless the fine shall be 
sooner paid; and ifany teeka bearer shall refuse to serve at the rate or hire 
80 fixed as aforesaid, or shall receive or require any larger price or hire, every 
such person shall, for each and every such offence, forfeit any sum not ex- 
ceeding ten rupees, and in default of payment, shall be forthwith committed 
to the common jail or house of correction, for any period not exceeding fifteen 
days, unless the fine shall be sooner paid, provided always, that no persoa 
shall be deemed or taken to be subject to the penalties in this section enucted, 
anless the fixed and settled rate of hire shall have been tendered and offered 
to him or to some one acting on his b-half. 

V. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that if any 
person shail refuse to pay to the owner of any teeka palankeen, or to any teeka 
bearer, 80 licensed as aforesaid, within the said settlement of Fort William, the 
hire earned and due to the owner of such teeka palankeen, or to euch bearer 
according to the rate and hire so fixed as afvressid, or if any person shull 
wilfally break, cut, deface, or injure any teeka palankeen, such person shall, 
upon conviction before two or more of the afuresaid jutices of the peace, forfeit 
a som not exceeding fifty rup-es, and in default of payment, shall be forth- 
with committed to the common jail, for any period not exceeding foarteea 
days, unlees the fine shall be svoner paid ; and if the fine shall be paid, it shall 
‘and may be lawful for the justices before whom such person shall be convicted, 
to award or give to the party complaining, the whole or any pert of such fine. 

VI. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that if the 
owner of any teeka palankeen or any teeka besrer, so licensed as aforesaid, 
within the said settlement of Fort William, ehall make use of insolent or 
abusive language to, or towards any person hiring, or proposing or offering 
to hire such pulankeen or beerer, or o:herwise grossly misconduct himeelf, 
such ‘person shall for exch and every such offence, furfeita sum not exceede 
ing ten rupees, und.in default of payment, be committed to the common jail 
orihouse of correction for any period not exceeding fourteen days. 

Vif. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it shall 
and may be lawful for four or more of theaforeraid jutices of the peace, from 
time to time,as they may think fit, to appoint and fix certain convenient places, 
asstande for teeka palankeens and teeku bearers, and that uotice of the same 

-thall be twice published in the Government Gazette, in the Englisin und Ben- 
galee languages,ani shall be affixed at the Court Honse, Hankshall, Police Of- 

ice, and other public places for fifteen days, before auch places shall be conei- 
dered us fixed and settled stands ; and if the owner of any teeka palankeens or 
any teeka bearers, 8o licensed as aforesaid, within the said settlement of Fort 
William in Bengal, shall remain and wait fur hire in any part of the public 
streets, roade, and passages within the said settlement, except such parte a¢ 
sha’l be fixed and appointed by the said justices of the peace, as aforesaid, such 
persons shall, foreach and every such offence, forfeit a sum not exceeding ten 
rupees,and ia default of payment, shall be committed to the common jail of 
house of correction for any period not exceeding fourteen days. 

VILE. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that all of- 
fences committed, and all pecuniary forfeiture and penalties had, or incurred, 
under or ayainst this rule, ordinance, and regulation, ehall and may be beard 
and atijudged and determined by two or more of the aforesaid justices of the 
peace, whoare hereby empowered and authorized to hear and determine the 
fame, and to issue their summons or warraut, for bringing the party or parties 
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complained of before them; and upon his or their appearance, or contempt 
aud default, to hear the parties, examine witnesses, and give jndgment or sen- 
teuce, according asin and by this rule, ordinance, and regulation is ordained 
and directed ; and that ull such fines and forfeitures, when paid, except only 
such parte of them us the justices shall have directed 10 be paid to the parties 
complaining under the authority of section vi, shall be from time to time, trans- 
mitted to the Generel Treesury of the United Company of merchante of England 
‘trading to the Bust Indies, and be employed and -dispased of according to the 
order and direction of His Majesty’s suid justices of the peace, -at their general 
quarter, or other sessions. 

1X. Provided always that nothing in this regnlation contained, shall in 
‘any way extend to prevent any person without license, from hiring or letting 
for hire, any palankeen fora month or any longer period, or to prevent any 
person without license from hiring any bearer or set of bearers for a month, 
or any longer period, or to prevent any person without license from engaging 
and hiring himself to serve as a bearer for a month of avy longer period, or 
from serving under such engagement and hiring.

HOUSE ASSESSMENT.* 

As mueh misconception prevaileon the part of landlords and others ii 
regard to the remission of the House Tax, for periods during which houses 
are anoccupied, and to the rules, established for hearing appeale against the 
assessment, the collector of assessment deems it necessary to inform land- 
lords that no remission of house tax can be allowed unless notice of the va- 
cancy of premises be given within seven days of their becoming vacant, (for 
which notice a receipt is yranted,)(1)-‘nor un:ess similar notice be given of the 
re-occupancy of such premises within seven days of their becoming occupied, 
(tur which notice a-receipt is likewise given.) (2) ; 

The bilis for house tax, being made out from books prepared by the ae- 
sessors, and approved by the justices at their quarter sessions, neither the 
Commissioners nor Collector have power -to alter those bille in any res-

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pect, consequently, when parties are desirous of having their own names 
- substituted for the names in which the bills are made out, or when the 
assessor's valuation of premises is objected to, they should apply to the 
jutsices their quarter sessions tor the alteration of names or the abate- 
ment of asxeasment, #8 the case may be, and landlords are particularly 
required to take notice that any abatement in the assessment which may be 
allowed by the jastices in sessions hus effect from and after the quarter 
immediately succeeding that in which the abatement was allowed, and not 
retrospectively. 
Tbe Quarter Sessions are holden by H. M. Justices of the Peace in Fe- 
- bruary, May, August and November in each year; at these sessions the 
Assessors make such increase in the valuation of premises ee they may deem 
proper, timely notice being served upon the owners or occupiers of the pre- 
the assessment whereof it is proposed to inerease. Public notice is 
given inthe Calcutta Exchange Gazette, of the holding of the quarter sessions 
and of the period allowed by the justices for receiving appeals against the 
assessment. Appeals should be delivered to the clerk to the justices, and 
receipts obtained from him of their having been filed in his office. The asses- 
sors give notice to appeulants of the day and hour appointed by. the justices 
to hear their appeals. 
The house tax is payable quarterly, and recoverable, in cases of default, 
Dy distress of the goods and chattels of the owner or occupier, under the 
provisions of the statute 33rd Geo. Srd cap. 53d sec I5th and the act (No. 24,) 
passed by the Governor General ia Council, on the 7th December, 1840. 
Calcutta, lst June, 1842, H.C. WATI'S, Collector. 


A Tax of & percent. per annum, on the rent, is levied quarterly by the 
collector of assessment on all dwelling houses or tenements in Calcatta, 

The rent of houses occupied by the Proprietors ie estimated at the rent 
similar houses of the neighbourhood are let. 

No tax is levied on empty houses, if the same be daly reported to the 
collector within seven days of being vacated. 

Public religious edifices are exempt from the payment of tax. 

The assesemeant on ull premises is taken on the rents already known. 
When rente fall, or the value decreases from any cause, parties may petition the 
Justices of the Peace, through the clerk to the Justices in Session, when, after 
examination, their cases will be taken into consideration, In assessing new 
premises, the aeseseor . will serve on the proprietor a notice, specifying 
the rate at which the tax will be levied, should this appear to the owner 
excessive, he can, as in the above case, send to the clerk of the peace a petition, 

- etating his objections when his case will be brought forward and. heard. 
Should no objection be made, the rate named by the assessor will be fixed. 
Sessions are held quarterly for hearing all objections as to rent, and any alter- 
ation made in session, whether of increase or decrease will take place from 
the commencement of the nxt quarter, and will not have any retrospective 
effect nor will the altertaion break in apon a quarter. 

When the property is occupied by hats, buiit by the tenants, besides the 
realamount of ground rent received by the proprietor, a valuation oa the 
hats is also made, and the owner is assessed for both the ground rent and the 
value of the huts ; he on his part may leavy the tax, or the differance betweea 
the ground rent and the valuation, from his tenants.

will be issued in the name of the purchaser,

The owner can have the separate purts assessed separately by application to 
the Justices. =" 
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The tex is collected quarterly, and in case of refasal or evasion of pay- 
ment, the collector may levy the same by distress of property of the occupier 
or proprietor. Parties often think it sofficient to intimate a fall in their 
rental'to the collector, but this is of ‘no avail, for the notice of occupation in 
which it is generally inserted, is obliged to be kept in his office, whilat the 
notice of reduction should be made to the clerk to H. M.’s Justices in Sessions, 
if with the view to baving it rated accordingly. 

Her Majeaty’s Justices of the Peace hereby proclaim and give notice to the 
Owners and Occupiers of Houses and Land in Calcutta, and to ul! others whom 
it may concern, that the practice hitherto adopted, in the Collection of the 
House Assessment, of repeating demande, and of permitting arrears to accumu- 
late, before enforcing the remedy by Law provided to compel payment from 
those who refuse or neglect to pay this Tax, (eo essential to the comfort and 
health of the Inhubitants of Caleutta,) is discontinued ; and that henceforth all 
Asaessments due and unpaid will be recovered and enforced without delay, and 
with the utmost rigonr of the Law. One demand only of each sum assessed 
will be made, upon failure to comply with which on or before the ninth day 
after such demand, the defaulting party will be forthwith proceeded against, 
before a Justice of ‘the Peace, by summons, warrant and distraint.

The following Section(X) of Act XVI of 1847 extends the period during 
which chattels may be seized for arrears of assessment to one year. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that the Goods and Chattels of the Owners

BURIAL, MARRIAGE AND BAPTISM FEES. 


With respect to the rates of fees for the ritual service, it has been thoaght 
proper to continue to charge the same sums which have heretofore been re- 
eeived on account of funeral fees, with some modifications, calculated to re- 
lieve the lower classes of the community, upon whom the feee formerly charged 
might be thought to press too heavily. With these views the following rates 
‘have been established, which it is hoped, will afford relief to the public, with- 
out materially affecting the just rights of the chaplains, viz.

Calcutta Court of Small Causes. 


Whereas by act No. IX. of 1850, entitled an act, for the more, eaty 
recovery of debts and demands ia Culcutta, Madras and Bombay, it is, 
emongst o-her things, enacted that 

“The judges of each court holden under thie act, subject to the approval 
of the jndges of the Supreme Court, shall have power to make and issue all 
the general rules for regulating the practice and proceedings of the court, 
and also ta frame forma for every procerding in the court, for which they 
sholl think it necessary that a form be provided, and also for keeping all 
books, en'ries and accounts to be kept by the cle-k of the court, and from 
time to time to alter any such rule or form; and the rules so made, and the 
forms.so framed, shall be observea and used in the court of that presid ney, 
and shall be sent to the Supreme Court for approval, but shall be of force. 
ontil wisap) reved.” i 

In pursu‘nce of auch power, therefore, it is hereby ordered, that the 
fullowing be the 

Rules of practice for the Calcutta Court of Small Causes. 

Ist. All applications for the usuul process of the court shall be made 
to the clerk in writing, setting out the names and designations in. full, of

AGRICULTURAL AND HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY OF INDIA. 


BYE-LAWS. 


CHAPTER I. 
Object. 
The promotion and improvement of the agriculture and horticulture of 
India, constitute the object of the Society. 
CHAPTER II. 
Constitution. 


The Society consists of members, honorary and corresponding members, 
and associates. 


CHAPTER III. 
Proposal and Election of Members. 


Section 1.—Persons of every vation shall be eligivle as members of the 
society. 

SECTION 2.—Candidates for admission as ordinary membera shall be 
proposed by two members at a general meeting, and bullotted for at the suc- 
cvedinu meeting, when a majority of votes shall determine the election. 

SzEcTION 3.—Persons so elected shall have immediate notice thereof 
transiitted to them by the secretary, accompanied by 4 copy of the Bye-Lawa. 

Secrion 4.—Ordinary members shall pay an admission fee of 8 Rs., and 
the same sum quarterly, in advance, (commencing from the quarter of the 
year in which they are elected,) so long as they continue resident in India. 
It shall be optional for uny member to compound for the quarterly coutribu- 
tions by the payment of Rs. 400 to the funds of the society. 

Suction 5.—The payment of the admission fee shall be considered as 
distinctly implying the acquiescence of every member elected into the society 
io all the Rules, Regulations, and Bye-Laws thereof. A member retiring 
from the society shall be exempted from the payment of asecond adinissiun feo 
on re-election. 

Sgction 6.—Members whose absence from India shall not extend beyond 
four years, shall continue to be borne on the list of members, but shall be 
exempt from the payment of subscriptions until their retarn to the country. 

SECTION 7.—When any member shall be in arrear of bis annual contri- 
bution for one year, be shall be apprised by letter, addressed to his last known 
place of residence, that unless the amount due by him be paid within six months 
of the date of notice, his name shall be removed from the list »f members, and 
in the event of bis omitting to pay the amount within the time limited, his 
namo shall be removed accordingly, and published in the proceedings of the 
society 88 a defaulter. 

SEcTion 8.—Ladies may be admitted as members upon the same terms, 
and uncer the same regulations in all respects, as Gentlemen. 
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CHAPTER Iv. 


Withdrawal of Members. 

SgcTION 1.—Any member may withdraw from the society by intimating 
his wish to do so by letter addressed to the secretary, without continuing his 
subscription beyond the quarter of the year in which his resignation is sent in ; 
subject nevertheless to his name being published among the defaulters (as per 
section 7 of chapter iii.) if his arrears of subscription are not paid. 

SECTION 2.—A resigning member shall be at liberty to withdraw bis let- 
ter of resignation, on payment of arrears, without going through the form of 
re-election ; provided such notice of withdrawal be given during the year in 
which the resignation has been notified. 


CHAPTER V.: 
Privileges of Members. 


Section 1 —The membera have the right to be present and to vote at all 
general meetings ; to propose candidates for admission into the society as 
members, as also to have personal accesa ta the Museum, Library, and Garden 
of the society, and to introduce visitors at the ordinary meetings. 

SEcTION 2.—Members shatt be entitled to a share of all seeds purchased 
by, or presented to the society ; they ean indent, at least once a year, on the 
society’s Garden for plants; they shall alsa ba entitled to a copy of the 
Society’s Journal, published subsequently ta their election, and ‘to previously 
published volumes oo payment of the cost charges. 

SxctTIon 3.—Members in the country applying for seeds shal! distinctly 
state to whose care such seeds are to be delivered in Calcutta, or how otherwise 
they are ta be forwarded: the society canpot despatch them at its owa 
expense. 

Ms Srcrion 4.~Only members actually resident in India shall have claims 
upon the society’s Garden, or seeds imported by the society, or copies of the 
journal, uuless they continue their subscriptions while abroad. 

SgcTIon 5.—.Members resident in Calcutta and ite suburbs, whose 
subscriptions are three quarters in arrear, shall be debarred from all tke 
privilages above mentioned. The same rule is applicable to members in the 
country, who are four quarters in arrear. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Of Honorary Members, 

SxoTion 1.—Honorary members shall be persons eminent for their 
knowledge of, or encouragement given to agriculture or horticulture, or for 
services rendered to the society. 

SgEcTION 2.—Persons proposed 2s honorary members shall be recom- 
mended by the council, they shall be ballotted for like ordinary members, 
but three-fourths of the votes shall be required to determine their election. 

SsoT10N 3.—Honorary members shall be exempted from the payment 
of fees and contributions; and they shall be entitled to all the Privileges of 
ordinary: members. 

Suction 4.—No office-bearer of the society shall, in future, be eligible 
as an honorary member during his tenure of office. 

CHAPTER VII. 
Of Corresponding Members. 

SgcTion 1.—The corresponding members of the society shall be con- 
atituted of such persons not resident in Calcutta, or within one hundred miles 
thereof, as may show a willingne s to promote the objects of the gociety. 

SxcTr10N 2.—Corresponding members shall not be limited as to numbers; 
they shall have the privilege of attending the meetings of the society, but 
shall have no voice in the business; they shall receive such copies of the 


society’s Journal as may contain their contributions, but shall not be entitled 
to receive seeds, plaints, é&c. 
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Sxctron 3.—Persons proposed as corresponding members shall be re- 
commended by the coun il, they shall be ballotted for like ordinary members, 
but three-fourths of the votes shall be required to determine their election. 


CHAPTER VIII. 
Of Associates. 


SxcTrIow 1.—Associates shall be persone wall known for their practical 
knowledge of, or encouragement, given to agricultnre or horticulture, or for 
services sendered to the society, but who are not likely to apply to become 
ordinary members. 3 

SectTion 2.—Persons proposed as associates shall be recommended by 
the council, they shal! be ballotted for like ordinary members, but three- 
fourths of the votes shall he required to determine their election. 

Section 3.—Axsociates shall be exempted from the payment of fees and 
contributions: they shall have all the privileges of ordinary members, except 
that of voting at meetings of the suciety. 


CHAPTER IX. 
General Meetings. 


Svrctrow 1.—The general meetinzs to be held by the society shall be 
of thee kinds: 1st, annual—2nd, ordinary—8rd, special, 


CHAPTER X. 
Anniversary General Meeting, Election of Officers, Council, and Com- 
mittees, Annual Report. 


SRction 1.—An anniversary general meeting shall be held in Januzry 
of each year, for the election of officers and council for the ensuing year, for 
the nomination of the several standing committees, and to receive and heat 
read the annual report on the financial and general concerns of the Society. 

SgetTion 2 —The officers sha! consist of — 

1 President. 
4 Vice- Presidents, 
(Two of whom shall always be natives.) 
1 Secretary. 
1 Deputy-~ecretary and Treasurer. 

SxcTion 3.—Every member present at the meeting of the Society shall 
be at liberty to furnish to the chairman presiding at the anniversary meeting a 
written list, with his signatu @ affixed, o'the names of such mambers as he 
may deem eligible to the post of offiva bearers of the Society for the year 

SxcTIoN 4.—The chairman shall appoint two serutineera, not members 
of the council, to examine the lists and raport the result to the meeting. 

Sxction 5.—In the event of a vacancy during the year in the list of 
officers of the Society, such vacancy shall be filled up for the remainder of 
the year on the recommendation of the council, at the second monthly meeting 
after the occurrence of such vacancy. 

+ Section 6 —The vice-presidonts, after a tenure of office of two years, 
shall not be elizible for re-election, till the expiry of twelve months. 

SrcTion 7.—The revision of the various standing committees shall slso 
take place at each anniversary meeting, consisting of the following: 

Sugar committee. 

Cotton committee. 

Silk, hemp, and flax committee. 

Coffee and tobacco committee, 

Oil and oil seeds committee. 

Grain committee. 

Implements of husbandry and machinery committes. 
Nursery garden committee, 

Fruit and kitchen garden committee. 

Floricultural committee. 
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Sacrron 8.—The council shall consist of the Office-Bearers and twelve 
wnembers, four of whom shall go out by rotation. 
SECTION 9.—No persen-shall hold at the eame time more than ene of 
the following offices: viz. president, vice-president, secretary or treasurer. 
SECTION 10.—'The council shull elect from their own body, sub-commit- 
tees of finance and papers, whose reports on all matters referred to them shall 
be submitted to the council. 


CHAPTER XI. 
Ordinary and Special General Meetings. 


Section 1.—Ordinary general meetings shall be held at the Society's 
apartments, Metealfe Hall, on the se-ond saturday of every month, throughout 
the year, ut half-past nine a.m. and half-past four P.M. alteruately. 

SECTION 2.—Strangers may be present at the ordinary gensral meetings, 
if introduced by members, and their names given to the president for record. 

SECTION 3.—The ordinary course of procedure at the general meetings 


1. ‘The proceedings of the preceding general meeting shall be read and 

submitted for confirmation, 

2, The names of the geatlemen proposed as members at the last meeting 

shall be announced for ballot. 

8. Motions of which notice was given at the last meeting shall be brought 

forward and disposed of, 

4. Notice of motions shall be given for entry in the proceedings of the 

meeting. 

5. The names of gentlemen proposed as members, shall be announced. 

6. The various reports, &c. on questions referred to the conncil. shall be 
submitted for consideration. 

7. Papers and communications, received since the last meeting, together 

with their respective presentation, shall be brought to notice. 

SEcTION 4.—Special general meetings may be convened at any time, on 
@ requisition to that effect to the president, signed by ut least six members, who 
thereupon will call the same, through the secretary, or D-puty-secretary, by 
public aivertisement in three of the newspapers of th» presid.nvy. No special 
meeting shall take piuce without a month’s previous notice bing given, unless 
the case be urgent. 

SxcTion 5.—No stranger shall be permitted to be prearnt at special 
mectings of the society. 

Srerron 6.—Notice of motion on questions of finance, or other matters 
of importance, shall be given at a general meeting, preceding that on whien 
tire subj: ct is to be disposed of, in order that members who take an intercst in 
the questioa may have an opportunity of expressing their assent or dissent 5 
and no motion of which notice has not b-en given, shall be carried at the 
meeting at which it is proposed, if any three memb-rs present vote fur its post- 
ponement. 

SECTION 7.—Motions of which previous notic: has been yiven shall tuke 
precedence of all others. 

SECTION 8.—Mofussil members shall have the privilege of voting on 
questions of which one montii’s notice is given, sending their votes, post paid, 
to the secretary, for record. 


CHAPTER XII. 
Council,-Powers and duties. 


SxcTION 1,.—The government of the society and the management of its 
concerns are «ntrusted to the council, subject to no other restrictiona than 816 
imposed by the Bye-Lawa, and to no other interference thao may arise from 
the decisions of the members assembled in general meetings. 

SECTION 2.—The council shall meet once at least in every calendar 
month throughout the year, on such day or days as they shali deem expedient 
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Section 3.—No meeting of the council shall be competent to enter on, 
or decide any business unless three or more members be present. 

SEcrIoN 4.—The council may appoint persons, not members of it, to be 
salaried-clerks or servants, for carrying on the necessary concerns of the 
Society, and muy define the duties to be performed by them respectively, and 
may susvend any clesk or servant from office whenever it shull appear to them 
necessary : provided always, that sich appointment or suspension shall be re- 
ported to the next general meeting of the members, to be confirmed or annul 
led as mny-be decided by such meeting. 

Saction 5.—The council shall p-esent and cause to be read to the An- 
niversary general mecting, a report on the weneral concerns of the Society for 
the preceding year. Th» report shall state the income and expen-iture, the 
receip's and disbursements, and the increase or decrease of the Society during 
that yoar ; and give an estimate in devail of the probable income and expendi- 
ture uf the succeeding year. 

Secrion 6.—The president, or in his absence one of the Vice-Presidents, 
or in their absence the senior member, shall preside at every meeting of the 
council. 

SBCTION 7.—All questions shall be decided by ballot, on ths demand of 
any mamoer prosent ; and the decision of the mijority shall be cunsidered the 
decisiun of the meeting. 


CHAPTER XIII. 
‘The duties of the President and Vice-Presidents 


SecTionx 1.—The business of the president shall be to preside at all the 
meetings of the Soriety, and regulate all the proceedings therein; and general- 
ly to exec ite, or sea to the execution of the Bye-Laws and orders of the 
society. 

Sucrio 2 —In case of the absence of the president from any of the 
meetings, his place shall be filled by the senior Vice-President then present, 
antin the abssnee of the Vic -- Presidents, by the senior me moer present, who 
shall, for the time b-ing, have all the authority, privilege, and power of the 
president. 


CRAPTER XIV. 


Of the Secretary and Deputy-Seeretary. 

Section 1.—The secretary, or in his absence the Deputy-Secretary, 
shall exercise a general inspection over the Servants and the affairs of the Su- 
c ety, und shall se that the Bye-Laws and orders of the Society are executed - 
he shall also attend the meetings of the society, and read such papers as may 
be aubmitied, ‘ 

SBCTION 2.—The secretary, or in his absence the Deputy-Secretary, shall 
sign all latters and papers emanating from the society. 

Section 8.—The Deputy-Secretary shall draw ap the correspondence 
of the society, and be in daily attendance at the suciety’s apartments during 
the usual office hours. 


CHAPTER XV. 
Of the Treasurer and the Accounts. 


SEcTION 1.—The treasurer shall demand and receive for the use of the 
society, all moneys due by-ur payable to the eaciety, and shall keep full and 
particular accounts of all sums go received and paid. 

SBCTION 2,—he moneys as received shall be deposited in the Bank of 
Bengal ; and when the surplus shall exceed rupees 1,000 it shall be invested 
in company’s securities, on behalf of the society, in the name of the gorern- 
ment ayent for the time being. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 
Of Committees. 


SecTIon \.—Resides the standing committees (section 6, chapter x.) 
the members assembled in general meeting mav appoint committees to report 
on any epecial matter, relating to the objects or coneernx of the society. 

SxcTION 2.—Every committee shull cause minates to be taken of its 
proceedin.s, 

SgcTIon 3.—svery committee may appoint ite own chai:man and 
secretary. 

SECTION 4.—Any member of any committee, who shall be pergonal!y 
interested iv any question befire that committee, shall withdraw during the 
consideration of, and vote uyon, the same, and shall not take part in any 
report that may be drawn up upon the matter for submission to the society. 

SecTIon 5.—The secretary shall be, ex-officio, a member of all 
ecmmittees. 

CHAPTER XVII. 


Of the Publications of the Society. 


Sgction 1.—The journal, or other publications of the society, shall be 
onder the superinte.dence of the council, and shail be printed from time to 
time, whenever a sufficient number of such papers as may be deemed of 
public utility have been collected to form part of a volume. 

Sgcrion 2.—Contribntors tu the journal, &c. hall be entitled to twenty- 
five copies of their papers. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 
Distribution of Prizes. 

SECTION 1.—The distribution of prizes at the periodical vegetable and 
flow. r shows of the Society shall be undertaken by the president or senior 
vice-president. In the abssnce of such officer or officers, the senior member 
of the committee, to whom the arrangements of the show are entrusted, shall 
perform that duty. 

SEcTION 2.—The council shall have the power of adopting from time to 
time any regulations fur the management of the shows that may seem to thew 
expedient. 

CHAPTER XIX. 


Amendments of the Bye-Laws. 


Amendments or alterations of the Bye-Laws may be proposed at any 
-ordinury meeting of the Society: they shall, with the assent of the majority of 
the members present, be entered on the minutes, and if ordered by the said 
Majority to Hie over for consideration, the president shall direct them to be read 
by the secretary, and stated for discussion at the next general meeting; ard 
if three-fourths of the members, provided that not lees then 11 members be 
present, shall vote in favour of adopting them, they shall be recorded as a part 
of the Bye-Laws

RULES AND REGULATIONS eT BENGAL CHAMBER OF CON- 
MERCE. 


EsTtaBLisHEp 31st MARCH, 1834, 

Ist. That wnch an association being Intended to watch over and protect 
the general interests of commerce, it is highly desirable not to recognize any 
principle of exclusion, that all merchants, or persons engaged jn the general 
trade of Bengal, therefore, chall, upon payment of the subscriptions and fees, 
and signeture of the rules and regolation, be admissible as members in the 
manner hereafter described. 
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2nd That the society shall be styled the‘ Bengal Chamber of Commerce.” 
3rd. That the objecta and duties of the chamber shall be generally ta, 
receive and: collect information on all matters of mercantile interest, bearing 
upon the removal of evils, the redress of grievances, and promution of the 
common good, Fo communicate with authorites and with individual parties 
thereupdn. ‘Po take such steps as may appear needful in furtheranee of thera 
views, which may be done more effectively by such an associated body. Tu. 
Heceive veferenee on matters of custom or usage in doubt or dispnte, deciding 
on the same, and recording the decision made for future guidance. To form 
by that and otler means, a code of practiee, whereby the transaction of bu- 
siness by all enzaged in it, may be simplified and facilitated. And, finally (should 
it be practicable) to arbitrate between dispatants wishing to avoid, litigation, 
and willing to refer to and to abide by, the judgment of the chamber. 
4th, That candidates for admission, proposed hy one member and seconded 
by another. shall be ballotted for at the moathly general meeting, (as heretofore 
provided.) days’ notice being given by entry in a ballot-book to be kept tor 
the purpose ; and a majerity of votes shall decide the election. 
Sth. The voting by. proxy be not allewed, nor by members whose sub- 
scriptions, fees, &c. are in arrear. 
6th. That the chamber reserves to itself the power of expulsion in case of need 
to be decided atia general meeting of the members by ballot (as hereafter provided.) 
7thy That ali resident partners of any house of business joining the chamber: 
be required to subscribe as individuals. 
8th. That, to provide a sultable-establishment, and todefray the necessary 
eurrent expences, a furd be reised-in the following manner, viz. 
:  k. By a monthly subseription of 8 rupees from one person or member, and 
10 rupees per month from a firm of two or more members, each partner being a 
member, The Britrance Fee is abolished. 
11. By suclr fines and fees on sentences, &c. as the general committee 
(hereafter provided} for the time being, sball settle. 
+ Olt, Phas aresid-nce at Calcutta, for an entire month at any one time 
shall subject a member to the said subscription, and an absence for two months 
shall inlike manner exettpt bim therefrom. 
10th, That the business of the chamber shall be conducted by a committee, 
and for the more effivient diecharge of ita various duties, as well as for the better 
qaalization of labour, the suid committee be made sufficiently numerous to 
admit of sub-division, and that it eball consist accordingly of 21 members. 
llth, That for the more general representation of all interests and all 
commercial establishments, as well as for the more equal distribution of daty, 
Ro two members of the committee shill belong to the same house, or be connect- 
ed together in business ; and it shall be imperative on parties elected to serve 
under a penalty, in case of refusal, or double subscription for one year, when ha 
ehall be aguin eligible and in same manner liable to fine for nou-service, unless 
in ail cases a reason be assigned that is considered satisfactory to the general 
committee, for the time being. 3 
12th, Thatthe committee be elected by ballot, and at the expiration of 
One year seven (7) members shall go by lot, and on the expiration of the second 
year seven more (of the original members, of one year’s standing,) and on the 
expiration of the third and of every succeeding year, at the annual meeting,

15th. That the President of the chamber be ex-officio chairman of the

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16th. That the Vice-President ex-officio chairman of the “ committe 
of correspondence," and that the said committee sha.| receive and dispose of all 
communication, and references to the chamber on general points, within the 
scope of its objects ; shall investigate and report on all matters of a like natare, 
brought before it, as it can, disputed questions of usage or right. 

17th ~=That the ‘committee of arbitration” shall appoint its own chairmen 
and confine itself tothe settlement of differences between parties applying toit 
asacourt of reconciliation ; it heing understood, that parties so applying, shell 
be permitted to chalienge the eligibility of any member of the committee, the 
temporary vacancies so caused being to be filled up by and from the general 
committee, 

18th. That the proceedings of the ‘‘ committee of management,” with the 
accounts of the Treasurer, are to he submitted to general half-yearly meetings 
(see Art, 25,) but not to be subject to the general committee’s confirmation. 

19th, That the proceedings of the ‘ committee of correspondence” shail 
be subroitted to the general committee for approval and confirmation, 

20th. That the proceedings of the ** committee of arbitration” shell be 
referred to the general committee only in cases where either of the partiea desire 
an appeal. : $ 

Ist, That the chairman of the respective committees have. casting votes, 

22nd, That the records of the chamber, and the booke of account, be e 
all times open to the inspection of members, under regulations and conditions 
to be arranged by the general committee, 

23rd. That the general committee duly elective be empowerd to appoint 
sobordinate office-bearers hy ballot, the chamber at large to have the right of 
displacing the same at the next following monthly general meeting, or at  apecial 
meeting (as provided for by Art. 28) i 

24th. That monthly general meetings be held on the firet Tuesday of every

That, wiere an appeal is made from the decision of the committee 
of arbitration to the general committee, the fee which the latter shall think it 
rivht to charge on such appeal, shall be borne by the appellant, in all case where 
the award of the committee of arbitration is not reversed. 

4th. Where parties resorting to the chamber for the settlement of questions 
in dispute, are not eatisfied with the provisions of rule 17, they are free to nominate 
any members of the chamber, withont limitation of number, either by a concurrent 
nomination, or by each party making an equal selection ; and where the whole 
namber so named is even these have the power, at any time, of chosing one other 
from the members of the chamber, or, if they cannot agree upon that one, and 
such addition is requisite to prevent the cision of a balanced divisiou, the 
generul committee appoints him to be associated with them is affecting an award.

CALCUTTA TRADE ASSOCIATION. 


REGULATIONS. 


1. That this association be denominated. *The Calentta Trade Association.” 

Hl. That it do consist of an anlimited namber of merchants, tradesmen, 
artists and others, who may be disposed to aid in the accomplishment of the 
objects of the associntion. 

lil. That the objects of this association be 

1. To encourage the general adoption of the system of ready-money-pay- 
ments, which prevails in all other parts of the world, and which enabies tradesmen 
to sell at lower rates than those of Calcutta can afford todo, from the prevalence 
of the rainous system of indiscriminate credit which has obtained for many years. to 
the seriou jury of the tradesmen, and the manifest disadvantage of the pub! 

2. To define the terms of credit, when credit ts allowed, and to prescribe 
measures calculated to ensure payment, and guard against future loss when the 
terms of credit are violated. 

8 To encourage friendly communication amonget persons engaged in business 
in Calcatta, especially on sabjects involving their common interests ; an object 
which appears to have been hitherto neglected. 

'V. ‘The officers of the trade sssociation are the master, past masters, senior 
warden, junior warden, treasurer, secretary, auditors, counsel aiid solicitor. 
-_V. The master to be elected from the past masters and those members who 
have served or may he serving the offices of wardens. All other office bearers, 
to be elected from the members generally. 

VI. The election of master, warde: ind treasarer to take place by ballot 
annually, at a special meeting to be convened for the parpose, on the second 
Satarday In December, All other officers, when once elected or appointed to 
hold their offices, until removed by death, resignation, or vote of the ussociation. 
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.-VHT.-'No member shat! continue in the office of master or warden for more 
than two years in succession ; but he may be again elected after he has been out 
of oftice one year. 

- VIL. Phe committee of management, ro consist of twelve members in 
addition te the office hearers, and five to be considered a quorum. * 

1X. Four members of the committee shall go out annually by rotation, aod 
the master shall nominate fon , which, with any candidate proposed by a mem- 
ber, shall be ballotted for their stead. 

. Aay member of the committee being obliged to leave Calentte from 
sickness or otherwise, on intimating the same to the rouster in writing. the master 
suall, if reqaired, nominate another member from the body of the association to 
take his place during his absence. 

XI. The committee of management shall meet every Saturday morning for 
the despateh of business, their decisions being subject to the approval of the 
members at the suceeeding quarterly meeting. 

XII. The general quarterly meetings of the association to take place the 
second Saturday jn January, April, July, and October. 

III. The master shall preside at all meetings or, in his abs nee, the im- 
mediate past master. {nthe absence of the immediate pust master, the oldest 
past master present, shall tuke the chair. 

XIV. The master, or, in his absence, the senior warden, has right and au- 
thority of assembling a special general meeting ; the cause of such meeting to be 
declared in the summons, and no other business to be entered upon. 

XV. Special general meetings may also be culled on a requisition to that 
effect. signed by five members and specifying the object of the proposed meeting. 

XVI. Inany case where the votes are equal, the second or casting vote of 
the chair to decide. 

XVII. The master, past master and wardens in office, are to be the repre- 
sentatives of the association, and being supposed to speak the sentiments of the 
members, or a majority of them, or bound to act upon such resolutions as may be 
passed in commitiee, or at genera) meetings duly assembled. 

XVIII. Applicants for admission as members of the association, to be pro- 
posed and seconded at one committee meeting and ballotted for at the next, two 
black balis to exclude. 

XIX. Notice of the ballot to be particularly circulated to the committee. 

XX. The member who proposes a candidate for admission, shall b¢ responst- 
ble for his entrance fee. 

XXI. Each newly elected ember shall pay an entrance fee of fifty (50) 
yupees, towards the permanent fund of the association, and he ehall be tur- 
nished with a copy of the general regulations wud bye-laws of the trade associa- 
tions, gratis. 

XXII. Each member shall pay a subscription of six repees monthly, in 
advance to the current fund of the association. 

XXII. Any member allowing his bills to remain unpaid beyond three months 
shall be liable to have his name erased from the list of members of the association. 

XIV. Any member who shall haye been struck off for non-payment of 
subscriptions, shall not be again eligible for election, except as @ new maember, 
and that not until he pays the said arrears; when he may make application, 98 8 
new member in form and manner above prescribed. 

XXV. Any member desirous of withd:awing from the Association, can have 
his wish complied with from the end of the current month, upon sending written 
notice to that effect to the Secretary. 

XXVJ. Any member intending to leave Calcutta for @ eansiderable length 
of time, but to return within two years shall not be subject to monthly subscription 
during bis absence, and may, if he wishes be re admitted to the sssoriation 
without paying the yaual donation. provided that, previous to going away, be has 
duly intimated his intention to the Secretary in toriting. 

XVI. Jo ease of the death, sickness, or absence from Calcutta of the 
aubserbing partner of any firm, auother member of tbat firm, or other persen 
employed by jt, shall be allowed on continuing to pay the monthly subeeription, 
to take his plagein the association, provided he duly intiwates intention of so 
doing in writing to the Secretary. 

XXYIII. All bills or drafts for disbursements, shall be signed by the 
Master before they ara paid. 

XXIX. The permanent fund of the Association shall be lodged in the 

Bank in the game of the Master and Treasurer for the time being. 
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XXX. The acconnts of the Association, with an abstract therefrom, ehall 


be laid upon the table at each quarterly general meeting. 

XXXII. A weekly list of arrivals and departures in and from Calcutta, 
shall be furnished to each member of association. 

XXXII. Applications for the use of the rooms for meetings or other 
purposes unconnected with the association, shall be made to the Master, through, 
the Secretary, 


XXXVI. The permanent president shall be a member of the Committee, 
and Rezulation IX, which prescribes the retirement of members by rotation, 
shall be inoperative as regards the permanent president. 

XXXVII. The organization hitherto existing for the government and. 
management of the Association and its objects, as laid down in Regulation XIII, 
is complete and effective ; and its powers and duties are in no wise altered, ab- 
rog ated, or to be controled by the permanent president. 

XXXVIII. The functions of the permanent president are, and shall be, 
to preside over the political and social interests of the Association, and its mem- 
bers ; and in relation to those interests, he shall represent the Association at all 
Public meetings, and in deputations to government, or other public bodies. In 
the absence of the permanent president, the master or pust master shall preside, 
as laid down in Regulation XIIL. 

XXXIX. These regulations and. the bye-laws to be binding on all members ; 
bat to be subject to addition, alteration, or abrogation by a majority of two- 
hints of the members present, in form and manner specified in the bye-luws, 
ac. be . 


BENGAL CIVIL FUND. 
[Rules as Passed at the General Meeting of 3lst July 1850.) 


ART. I.—The object of the Bengal civil fand shall henceforth be to provide 
for the widows and children of deceased members, without reference to any pros 
perty they may possess or acquire. 

ART. I[I.—The Hon'ble the court of directors, and the governor-general of 
India in council, shall be solicited to continue patrons of the institution. 

ART. IIf,.—The fund shall be supported by the contributions of the com- 
pany’s covenanted civil servants on the Bengal establishment now subscribing, 
or who may hereafter join the service, aided by the donation of the honorable the 
court of directors; it being, as heretofore, at the option of such of the subscri- 
bers as were ailmitted to the service prior to the 17th of January 1823, and have 
not, in pursnance of a resolution passed at the general meeting of the 28th of 
July 1817, signed the declaration of a determination to continue their contribu- 
tions to the fund daring the whole period of their service in India, at any time 
to withdraw altogether therefrom, forfeiting thereby all claims upon the fund, 
whether for sums subscribed, or on any other account whatsoever. 

ART. IV.—The sabscribers shall contribute, from the Ist January, 1850, at 
the following rates of per centage on their salaries and other authorized public, 
emoluments, including furlough allowance. 

Married subscribers 4} per cent. 

Widower and unmarried subscribers 24 per cent. 

The subscriptions on this account being liable to increase or decrease, accord- 


ing to the necessities of the fund, as ascertained by a qainquennial adjustment of 
its assets and Jiabilities. 
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Art. V.—Married and widower subscribers, with families, desirous of se- 
curing the benefits of the fund for all, or any of their children, shall contribute 
further for such children at the following rates. 

For each unmar-ied daughter 4 per cent. 

For euch son under the age of 21 years } per cent. 
¥ Axt. VJ,—Subscribers, whether in Europe or India, are required to intis 
mate to the Secretary to the fund, the date of their marriage, and of the birth 
of each child, within one month after the date of the occurrence. On failure of 
such intimation wi the prescribed time, but if made within three months, the 
additional subscriptions will be levied with interest at 8 per ceot.,and a fine of 
supees 60 (filty}, and if made within 1x months, with interest ut 8 per cent., and 
@ fine of rupees 100 (one hundred). Alter six months the admission of the wile 
or child to the benefits of the fund will be dependent on the decision of a general 
meeting, subject to such penalty, not being less than rupecs 100 in the case of a 
child, of rupees 400 in that of a wife, besides arrears of subscription witb in- 
terest at 8 per cent., as the meeting may determine upon in each case. 

ART. VI11.—On the death of a subscriber, ehould the amount of his sub- 
script ons levied under Articies LV. and V., with interest, fall short of one-third 
of the value of the pension or pensions granted by the fund, hia family shall be al- 
Jowed to wake up the deficiency: tailing which a deduction at the rate of one sixth 
sball be wade from such pension or pensions, until the minimum pay ment of one- 
third has beeu completed. lu calculating this mininom, the whole of the contribue 
tions of the deceased subscriber shall be taken into account, and the deduction, if 
any, shall be made rateably from the pension of each member of his family. _ 

ArT. VILI.— First. Subscribers who may hereatter retire from the service 
on annuities of the civil service annuity fund, wishing to secure to their widows 
and children the full benefits of the fund, must on retirement make up the amount 
of their subscriptions with interest to rupees 25,000, and must also continve 
their contributions at the same rates on their annuities as those levied from sub- 
ecribers iv the service on their allowances, and ander the same conditions in re 
gard to minimum payments and liability to increase or decrease of rates; a0 
option being allowed to each subscriber of paying up, once for all, at the time of 
resigning the service, the full value of his tuture contributions calculated accord- 
ing to the annexed tables on the joint lives of husband aud wile, or father snd 
child, or both, as the case may be. But such settlement will be open to re-adja-t- 
ment, if the necessities of the fund should be found to require an enhanced rate 
ot subscription ; and every retired subscriber will also be liable to pa, in the 
game munner for each child afterwards born, and in case of subsequent mar- 
Tiage, the additional premium as a married subscriber. a 

Second. But subscribers hereafier so retiring {rom the service may at theit 
option, by making up the amount of their subscriptions with interest, either to 
rupees 12,500, or to rupees 6,250, and by continuing, or compounding for, theit 
contributions at the game rates on their annuities as those levi: d from subscribers 
in the eervice on their allowances, secure to their families, on the same conditions 
as above, in the former case one-helf, and in the latter one-quarter of the amount 
of pensions and other allowances granted to the family of a subscriber dying in 
the service, br of ao annuitant who has made up on retirement the full amount 
of rupees 23,000. 

Aut. IX.—The amount of contribuiion payable by each subscriber in the 
service el.all, with the permission of government, be deducted by the civil auditor 
or other officer auditing the monthly pay bills of civil servante, and be transler- 
red to the treasurer of the fund in such manner ag may be found most advantage 
ous to the fund, under the direction of the committee of managers ; and all sub- 
scribers, from whose salaries deductions may be made less than may be due fro 
them, shall be obliged. on discovery of the error, to make up the difference to the 
tund with interest thereon at the rate of five per cent. per annum, 

Ant. X.—Annnitants shall pay their subscriptions either to the agents cf 
the fund in England, or to the treagurer of the fund in Calcutta, under the rule 
prescribed in Article XXXVIII. : 

ART, X1,—The sub-.easarer of government shall, with the permission of 
government, be Treasurer tothe fund; and all money and securities for moneys 
belonging to the fund in India shall, with the like permission, be kept in the put 
lic treasury, subject to the direction aud control of the managers of the fund. 

ABT. XI1.—The unappropriated receipts of the fund exceeding the svm@ 
of two thoueand (2,000) cqmpany’s rupees (to be reserved for current expenses) 
shall be vested in the securities of government, and made payable on account 0 
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the fand under the signatores of any three of the managers, but the treasurer of 
the fund shall be competent of himself to pass receipts for the interest receivable 
thereupon, 

Ant. XIII.—The managers of the fund in India shill nominate soch per 
sons as may appear to them proper, to act us agents for the fund in England; 
and any money that may be required for the disbursements of the fund in Europe 
shall be drawn for by, or remitted to, the agents, as may be most advantageous 
to the fund, in such manner as the managers, under the control of the subscribers, 
from time to time, may determine. 

ArT. XIV.—A duplicate copy of all rules and resolutions, which may be 
passed relative to the fund, shall be transmitted to the agents in England for 
their information, and that of all persons who may apply to them upon the 
subject. 

ree XV.—A half-yearly general meeting of the subscribers to the fund, 
shall be held at the presidency of Fort William, in the months of January and 
July of each year,on a day to be fixed by the committee of managers, and 
Notified in the Calcutta Gazette, in two of the daily Calcutta papers, ant in not 
Jess than two newspapers published in the North-Western Provinces two monthe 
before the day so fixed upon. 

ART, XVI.—The committee of managers, or any nine members of the in 
etitution, may also convene a apecial general mectingjat the presidency, by pub- 
lic notice, provided that the day fixed for holding such special meeting and the 
object of it, be advertised, in the manner prescribed in the foregoing article, for 
the general information of the subscribers, 

vrt. XVIL.—All questions proposed at a general meeting, whether half- 
yearly or special, shall be determined by a majority of votes ; but the concnr- 
yent voices of at least nine members shal! be requisite to carry any motion what- 
ever. The resolutions or proceedings of all general meetings shall be signed by 
the Chairman, and published in the Calcutta Gazette. They shall also be print- 
ed and circulated ta the subscribers. 

Art. XVIEI.—Should the managers or any member or members be deasir- 
ous of bringing forward at a half-yearly meeting, any new general question, of 
any question involving an increase or diminution of the rate of coutribution 
now fixed, or any essential addition to, or ulteration in, the rules and principles 
of the institution, now established. or any case not distinctly provided for under 
these rules, due notice of the parnort thereof shall be given in the Calcutte 
Gazette, in two of the daily Catcutta papers, and in not less than two newapa- 
pers published in the North-Western Provinces, at least two months before such 
meeting. Provided, however, thut on such questions und cases no resolution of 
a general meeting, wheter hali-ycarly or special, shall be conclusive; but the 
determination of the mectiug shall be referred to the subscribers at large, for 
tinal adoption or rejection, by the transinission of their votes to the managers 
within two months after the date of issning the notice, either by advertisement 
or by separate letters to each subscriber, as may be determined by the meeting. 
Tt shall be the special duty of the Chairman of any meeting to require attention 
to this rule. 

Art. XIX.—The resolution of a general meeting on any question not fall- 
fng withiu the provisions of the preceding article, shall be open to revision after 
two months’ previous notice given through the secretary, and published in the 
Calcutia Gazette, in two of the daily Calcutta papers, and in not less than two 
Newspapers published ia the North-Western Provinces, of a motion to that effect 
at the next general meeting which may be held at a period of not more than 
four months subsequently to the general meeting at which such resojution was 
passed, and two months subsequently to the date of the notification above pres 
scribed ; but the resolution of such subsequent meeting on such question shall be 
final and conclusive ; provided always, that no resolution of a prior meeting 
shall be reversed or altered at a subsequent meeting, except by a majority con- 
sisting of as many votes, at least, as decided the question in the first instance, 
All resolutions oot subjected to revision under this article shall be deemed final 
and conclusive. 

Ant. XX.—Upon all questions duly advertised for discussion at any half- 
yearly or speciul general meeting, all subscribers shall be uliowed to deliver 
their sentiments and votes by proxy. Geveral proxies will only be allowed on 
behalf of members who have lett India, and, unless revoked, will he of force 
daring the absence of such members, or uutil the receipt of intelligence of their 
death. 
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Parties holding general proxies shall be entitled to vote on any question 
whatever that may arise. The holder of a special proxy sball be entitled to 
vote on any point connected with the question for which the special proxy w 
given, that may be discussed at the meeting summoned for its deter- 
mination, 

No person shall hold a general or special proxy, or be entitled ta 
vote at any general or speciul meeting, who is not a subscriber to the 


It shall be the duty of the Chairman of every general meeting. after 
taking the votes of those present on each question, to call for the votes of 
proxies on the same question ; the Chairman shall examine the proxies to see 
if they are in the prescribed form, and if not shall reject them. 


For forms of general and special proxies, see A and B of the Appen 

Art. XX1.—The annual accounts of the fund shall be made up to the end 
of April, and submitted by the managers at the half-yearly general meeting of 
the subscribers to be held in the month of January of each year. After being 
approved by the meeting, a general statement of the state of the fund shall be 
published for the informition of the subscribers in the Calcutta Gazette. A 
committee of managers of the fund shall, at each January meeting, be appoint- 
ed for the ensuiny year, and shall consist of the secretaries to the government 
of India in the Home and Financial Departments, the sub-d'reasurer, and the 
civil auditor for the time being, with five other members to be elected at euch 
general meeting. 

Art. XXII.—The committee of managers, or the majority of those present 
at a meeting of five or more, or, it less than five be present, any three members 
of the committee who may concur in opinion shall be competent to decide, in 
the first instance. upon all matters connected with the fand not expressly reserv- 
ed for the determination of a general meeting ; but every act of the managers 
shall be liable to revision and control hy the resolution of a general meeting, 
It shall, moreover, be the duty of the managers to report at the half-yearly meet- 
ings the matters determined by them in the expired period. 

Ant. XXII1.—The committee of managers shall, subject to the control of 
A general meeting, appoint the secretary and accountant to the fund, and eball 
fix sueh allowance for him, payable from the Fund, us they way consider ade- 
quate to his services. The officerso appointed shall act under the immediate 
directions of the committee of managers, and shall also attend and obey the 
instructions of all general meetings of the subscribers, the proceedings of which, 
and of the commitiee of managers and generally all papers appertaining to the 
institution, which may not be intrusted to the treasurer in India, or the agents 
in England, shall be kept under the charge of such secretary and accountant, 
and shall, on application to him. or to the committee of managers, be open to 
the inspection of any of the subscribers of the fnnd. 

It is to he understood that the secretary and accountant appointed as above, 
shall not be subject ro removal {rot his situation by any future committee ot 
Management, but in concurrence with a majority of subscribers at a general 
meeting held as prescribed ; provided, however, that it shall, at any time, be 
competent to the committee to suspend the sid secretary and accountant from 
the exercise of his functions, and to delegate them to another, pending the disposal 
of the question which may have given rise to such a proceeding. 

ART. XXIV. Inthe event of any of the managers wno may be selected 
annually being subsequently removed from the presidency withont an intention 
or expectation of returning during the year of their election, it shall be commani- 
cated to the subscribers at the next general meeting, and in such instances, as 
well aa in all instances of a vacancy in the situation of @ manager dy death or 
otherwise, a new election, if necessary, shall take place for the unexpired term 
of the current vear. 

ArT. XXV.—AIl applications for admission to the benefits of the fund shall 
be made to the committee of managers. The managers after calling for any 
further information which may appear to them requisite, are to submit the appli- 
cation and the decision they may have come to thereupon for the determination 
of the eubscriters at the next general meeting. In cases of emergency and 
distress, when the managers may consider the party for whom the application is 
made clearly entitled to the benefit of the fund, they are authorized 10 advance 
such proportions of the fixed allowances hereafter specified,as may appear to 
thera indispensably requisite till a final determination can be passed by the sub- 
ecribers at the next general meeting aforesaid. s 
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Ar?. KXVI.—The whiow of every enbacriber who m ay die on or after the 
Jat January, 1850, and by whom the additional eaubscription levied from that date 
from married subscribers hes been paid, shall, on furnishing a eertifieate of 
baptism, or a declaration, on honor, of her age, together with a certificate of 
marriage, and of the death of her hnsband with the date of his dece: be 
entitled to receive, subject to the deduction provided for in articles VII. 
VIIL, @ pension of £300 (three hundred pounds sterling) @ year if residing 
in Burope, or of rupees 300 (three hundred rupees) a month if residing in 
India. 

Art. XXVII.—No widow shall he entitled to the benefita of the fand who 
may have heen separated ander @ leyal decision from her husband for misconduct 
on her part, or whe may be known to have beeo living ina state of adultery, 
though not divorced or separated from him by law. 

ART. XXVIIE.—One-half of the pension of a widow shall cease upon her 
ye-marriage, the amount of deduction to complete the minimum payment pre- 
scribed by article VII. reraaining analtered. 

Art. XXIX.—A widow admitted to the benefit of the fund and losing a 
moiety of her allowance by marriage, shall be entitled on again becoming a 
widow. to receive from the fund the same allowance thatshe received vrevions- 
to her last marriage. If her last hashand be a subscriber to the fund, a! 
becomes avain entitled to the benefit of the fand as his widow. But in no case: 
shall a widow reeeive from the fund more than one fall pension of £300 @ year 
in Bngland. or rupees 30 a month in India. 

art. XXX.~Onr the death of any member of the fund, on or after the Ist 
January, 1850, leaving @ daughter or dauuhters born in lawful wedlock. for whom 
the additional subscription of } ver cent. indicated in article V. bas been puid. an 
s'!lowance shall be made to every such daughter from the fund, to be paid in 
England or India, as circumstances may require, (without any reference to pro- 
perty,) at the following rates : 

Till five years of ropees 30a month in India. or £30 8 year in Englend. 

From the commencement of the sixth year to the end of the eighth year, 
rupees 40 a month in India, or £60 a year in England. 

From the commencement of the ninth year to the end of the eleventh year, 
rupees 50 a month in India, or £8) a yearin Englund, 

From the commencement of the twelfth ydur till marriage, rupees 60 a month 
in India, or £100 a vear in England. 

A donation of £300 wili al-o be paid to each danghter on her marriage. 

Art, XXXI.—On the death of any member of the fund, ov or after the 
lat Ji 1850, leaving a son or sons born in lawful wedlock. for whom the 
add a! tion of } per cent. indicated in article V. has been paid, an 
allowance shall be made to every such son from the fund, to be paid in England 
or India, as circumstances may require, (without any reference to property) at 
the following rates: 

Till five years of age, rnpees 30 a month in India, or £30 a year in England. 

From the commencement of the sixth year to the end of the eighth year, 
rupees 40 a month in India, or £6' a year in England. 

From the commencement of the ninth year to the end of the eleventh year, 
rupees 50 a month in India or £80 a year in England, 

From the commencement of the twelfth year to the end of the twenty-first 
year. rupees 60 a month in India, or £100 a year in England. 

Provided that at any time between the age of eixtven and twenty-one, on

ArT. XXXII.—In the ease of @ posthumous child, if the subscriber. its 
father, hatl no other ehildren, or if, having other children, he contributed for 
them the extra payment preseribed by article V., the same allowances abal! ba 
granted to it as if the extra contribution had been paid on ite account; but if 
the father of @ posthumous child, having other children, did not contribute the 
extra payment prescribed by article V for the youngest child living at th time 
of his death, the posthumous child qhall not be entitled to derive avy support 
from the fund, 

ArT. XXXIII.—The pensions of widows who may be admitted to the bene- 
fit of the fund shall be paid in advance quarterly to themselves or to their 
authorized agents, bat the acknowledgment of the widow herself shall be taken: 
for all sume paid on ber behalf. : ; 
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Art. XXXIV.—The allowances granted from the fand for the maintenance 
and education of children. shall be paid in advance quarterly to their guardians 
or relatives having the care of them, or to such persons ag may be entrusted with 
the dishnrsement of the some allotted for them, either hy the managers of the 
fond in India or by the agents of the fun in England. No advances made under 
this or the preceding rule shall be liable to be recovered on the ueath, marriage, 
or coming of age of any incumbent on the fund. 

Art XXXV.—The nensions payable gu-rterly in advance to widows and 
children, under articles XXXII. and XXXIV. shall be considered due on the 
Ist of January, Ist of April, 1st of July, and Ist of October. in each year ; and 
should any pension be lett undrawn in the hands of the Home Agents of the fund 
hovond three monthe after it becomes due, the same shall be at the risk of the 
pensioner. 

Akt. XXXVI.—The mother, guardian, or other person who may _ he in 
charge of anv child or children entitled to a provision ander articles XXX., 
XXXI. and XXXII. of these rules. or any other person who may be authorized 
to receive the same on account of such child or children, shall, on each occasion 
of payment, before receiving the annuity payable, or any part thereof, take aud 
subscribe, before a justice of the peace or other competent officer, a solemn «ecla~ 
ration according to form C. of the uppendix ; and snch declaration shall be dated 
and signed on or subsequent to the day on which the annuity is claimuble, and 
shall, in the event of the widow, guardian, or other person entitled to receive the 
same being in Europe, be delivered to and left with the agents for the fund in 
England, or if such widow, guardian, or other person shall be in India, it shall 
be delivered to, and left with the managers of the fund for the time being. 

Art. XXXVII—Ifa subscriber to the fund, continuing in the civil service, 
and wishing to retain his interest in the fund, shall bave proceeded to, or remain 
in Europe, otherwise than on furlough allowance, he shall be required. while 
absent from India, to pay to the fund a monthly eubseription equal to that which 
he would have been required to pay if on furlough allowance ; provided, however, 
that no anbecriber shall be permitted to avail himself of the ebove rule for any 
period exceeding five yeara, from the date of his departure from India. 

ArT. XXXVIII.—If any subscriber, absent jrom Indiaeither on furlough 
or otherwise, shall umit to py his subscription for the period of one entire 
year, his family shall not, in the event of his death during his ubsence, hace 
any claim upon the fund. It shall be the duty of the managers to cause 
written communication tu this effect to be made to every subscriber so discon- 
tinuing his subscription; andit shall be competent to a general meeting to 
admit to the benefits of the fund the family of any such defaulting subscriber, 
on good and sufficient cause being shewn for the omission, and on payment of 
all arrears with interest at 8 per cent. On the return to India of a subscriber 
who has failed during his absence to pay the full amount of his subscriptions, 
his allowances will be subject to the same rate of deduction as those of other 
subscribers, and on all arrears of subscription being made good, with interest 
at 8 pere-nt his fumily will be entitled in the event of his death. tothe full 
benefits of the fund. 

ART. XXXIX.—If a subscriber to the fund shall be suspended from the 
service of the Hou’ble Company, and shall die during the period of bis enapensien, 
bie widow und children shall be entitled to the benefits of the institution, in like 
manner as if he had not been suspended, proviled he continue to pay at the rate 
fixed on his actual allowances under articles IV. and V. 

Art. XL.—If a sabscriber to the fund shall be dismissed from the service 
of the Hon’ble Company, in the event of his death, his widow and children shall 
have no claim to the benefit of the institution, and he shall not be allowed to 
retain any interest in the fand by making any payment whatever. 

ART. XLI.—Any person admitted into the Bengal civil service, with per- 
mission to take rank in that service above any person that has beens subscriber 
to the fand for a longer period than one year, shall not be entitled to become a 
subscriher to the fund except upon the following conditions, viz. : 

First.—\f the individual so circumstanced shall be unmarried, he shall not 
become a member of the fand, except on condition of his paying to the tressarer, 
within a period not exceeding six months from his commencing to receive salary 
from the Bengal government, a sum of money eqnal tothe average amoant of 
the aguregate aubscriptions of the unmarried members in whose year the indivi- 
dual wishing to eubscribe may rank in the Bengal eivil service, with interest 
thereon at the rate of five per cent. per annum. 
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Second.—Tf the individnal so circamstanced shall be married or hea widower, 
having a child or children, he shal! not become a member of the fund except on 
condition: of his paying to the treasarer, within a period of six months from his 
commencing to receive a salary from the Bengal government a sum of money 
equal to the average amount of the aggregate subscriptions of the married 
members, retaining a contingent interest in the fund, in whose year the individual 
wishing to subscribe may rank in the Bengal civil service, with interest thereon 
atthe rate of five per cent. per annum. 

Third — Any applicaut giving to the secretary of the fund, a written autho. 
rity for the ded uction of twenty per cent. trom hia future monthly allowances 
until the sums due from him, under the above rules, with interest, at the rate of 
five per cent. per annum, be paid up, shall be considered as h. z fulfilled the 
conditiona required of him; provided always, that his family shall not benefit 
fromm the fund, if he quit the service before paying up the whole amount due 

from him. 

Fourth.—The managers are authorized to admit applicants in the first 
inatance agreeably to the foregoing rules, but in all such cases the application 
shall be submitted for confirmation at the next general meeting. 

Art. XLII.—The actual value of all annuities, granted under the foregoing 
rules, as weil as those already granted, shall be passed to a separate account on 
the books of the institution, ander the head of ‘appropriated funds,” agreeably 
to the value shewn in the exed tables, or any other which, on the recom- 
mendation of a profegsional ary, may hereafter be adopted, by which tables 
the‘ one-third minimum value shall also be determined. Provided that, until.the 
ate of the fund will admit of this rule being fully carried out, the managers 
shall beat liberty to suspend sach portion of it as relates to the pensions of 
incumbents under the old rules.

CogRecTEp To Ist JANUARY, 1848. 


SECTION I. 


Admission of Subscribers. 

Art. 1. The following description of persons, and they alone, are eligible 
to be subscribers to the Bengal Military Fund :— 

, _ 1st Officers or cadets in the military service of the honorable company 
under the presidency of Fort William. 

2a. Chaplains of the Bengal establishment. 

3rd. Officers of the Bengal medical establishment, and veterinary surgeons. 

4th. Officers of the Bengal establishment, on the retired list. 

Art. 2. Individuals of the descriptions enumerated in the Ast article, 
who entered the service previous to the 30th August 1826,and who hitherto 
have not become subscribers, shall only be admissible on the following con- 
ditions: — 

Ist. That the application for admission be accompanied by the certificate 
of two surgeons, that the person desiring to subscribe is then, to the best of their 
knowledge, in good health. This certificate being confirmed by the declaration 
to the same effect, from the person so applying to’ be admitted. Applications 
from married officers being also accompanied by a certificate of their marraige, 
and intimation of the correct age of the parties.

Arrears which may be due to the fund by a married subscriber at the time 
of his death, will, if not discharged by the paymaster of the corps to which the 
deceased was attached, or by the President of the Committee of Adjustment, or 
by his Executors or Agents, be deducted from the pension of the widow, and the 
whole donation and arrears to be paid, although the subscriber should become a 
widower before completing the full payment. In all cases when the difference of 
age of the husband exceeds that of the wife I5 years, the donation to be increased 
10 per cent.: when 20 years 15 percent. : when 25 years 20 per cent.: when 30 
years 25 per cent.: when 35 years 30 per cent.: when 40 years 35 per cent. 5 
and thereafter in a similar proportion in every grade of promotion. 

All members remarrying, to pay the prescribed married donation of their 
rank as on their first marriage. A subscriber withdrawing his name from the 
married list during the life time of his wife and afterwards wishing to be again 
placed in the same position for her benefit, shall pay a second time the marriage 
donation, and furnish a health certificate of the form laid down in the Regulation, 

N.B A member marrying is required to furnish his marriage certificate, 
and to state his own and his wife’s age. 

An unmarried subscriber to the fund marrying a person who has borne him 
children, or with whom he may have been cohabiting, shall not be transferred to 
the married list, unless he furnishes a health certificate of the form laid down in 
the Regulations, and pays up the prescribed marriage donation and subscription, 
with interest, calculated half-yearly at 8 per cent per annum, for five years, com~ 
mencing in the rank he then held, and paying the difference through each sue- 
cessive rank he may have attained by Regimental promotion, 

For the purpose of ensuring accurate information on the required points 
from applicants, power is vested in the Directors, in all cases seeming to them to 
eall for its exercise, to forward certain sealed queries, to be filled up, on honor, 
by the parties applying. 

Art. 14 Subscribers who may be prevented from drawing pay from a 
temporary cause over which they had no control, such as captivity, or furlough 
extended on medical certificate, shall during such period, be exempted from the 
payment of monthly subscription, without forfeiture of the rights of the subscrip- 
tion ; but on the removal of such incapacity and upon the receipt of pay, the 
arrears are to be made good within six months, with interest at 8 per cent per 
annum for any time beyond that period. But ifthe incapacity to pay proceed 
froma any other cause, dependants upon the choiee or conduct of the indivi- 
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dual, such as furlough extended on private affairs, or any penal suspension from 
rank and pay, not only shall the arrears so accumulated be paid up within the above 
term, but compound interest charged at 8 per cent per annum on the amount 


SECTION IIT. 


Benefits derivable from the Bengal Military Fund. 


Art.15 The benefits derivable from the Military Fun are twofold :— 

1st. Such as are granted by the regulations to subscribers while living. 

2d. Such as are granted to widows of deceased subszribers 

ArT. 16. The benefit granted to subscribers while alive, are considered 
personal, and subject to the decision of the Directors for the time being, who 
will be guided in their decision on each claim by the regulations of the fund, 
except when they have reason to entertain doubts with respect to any such 
claim ; it will in such cases be their duty to call for further information from the 
claimant; and if this information should not: be satisfactory to the Directors, 
they are authorized to withhold the payment of the claim. 

Art. 17. A subscriber of whatever rank who may proceed to Europe on 
sick certificate, and who may not be allowed passage-money from Government, 
shall be authorized to apply to the Military Fund for the sum of rupees 1,2UU to 
defray that expence, provided his application shall be accompanied by a sincere 
and solemn declaration that he does not possess the sum of rupees 5,000, or pro- 
perty of any description to that amount; and also shall be entitled on his return 
to India to receive from the agents in England, the sum regulated for the out- 
ward passage, on the production of a declaration, that he neither possesses nor 
has, at any time, possesed £500 sterling (exclusive of pay) during the period 
he has been in receipt of. English pay on Furlough. 

All applications from subscribers for Passage-money from the fund, whether 
proceeding to or returning from Europe, must be accompanied by a guarantee 
(Form No. VI.) on the part of the Agents of the Ship or other respectable par- 
ty, that they will be responsible for a moiety of the Passage-money allowed by 
the fund, being returned, in case of death previous to the Pilot quitting the Ves- 
sel on which the claimant’s passage may have been taken. 

Art. 18. A subscriber so proceeding to England on sick certificate, shall 
be authorized to apply for the further sum of rupees 300 for his equipment, his 
application being accompanied by a solemn and sincere declaration of his not be- 
ing possessed of the sum of rupees 2,000, or property of any description to that 
amount; but no allowance will, in any case, be made for equipment to a subscri- 
ber returning to India. 

N. B. The benefits held out in the two preceding articles should be applied 
for, when claimable; and no claim will be admitted, which is not preferred with- 
in 12 mouths from date of furlough. 

ART. 19. Subaltern officers proceeding to England on sick certificate, who 
shall make a solemn and sincere declaration that they do not possess trom any 
source (exclusive of pay and pension for wounds) a sum of money that will ena- 
ble him to expend £50 per annum, sha!l be allowed that sum annually durirg 
the period of receiving English pay on Furlough. The declaration to be renen- 
ed annually. 

N.B. The possession of company’s rupees 1,500, or £150, precludes all 
claim to the above allowance. 

ART. 20. It having, however, been deemed necessary to set limits tothe 
elaims for gratuitous passage money, equipment allowance, and income to sub- 
scribers proceeding to England on sick certificate, no subscriber who has received 
the benefits he is entitled to at any onetime shall receive a second indulgence untl 
the expiration of eight years, reckoning from the renewalof indian subscription. 

A subscriber who shall have received these benefits, before he has served 
8 years in India, will not be entitled to a second indulgence until he shall have 
been (exclusive of first Furlough) 16 years in the service,

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Art. 21. Subscribers proceeding to England from any place not under the 
presidency of Bengal, shall be entitled to the personal benefits which have been 
above enumerated, provided they shall have complied with the local regulations, 
and shall make immediate communication of the circumstances to the Directors 
of the fund. 

ART. 22. The second class of benefits, namely, those granted to widows 
of deceased subscribers, are absolute, not dependant on the decision of the Direc- 
tors, but controlled solely by the regulations of the institution. 

Ant. 23. The widows of deceased subscribers shall be entitled to receive 
the annuities specified in the annexed table :—

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any cther part of these rules 
of the inst itution shall be considered to entitle to the benefits of it any widow 
who may heave been legally divorced or separated from her husband for adultery, 
oc who at the period of her husband’s demise may have quitted his protection, 
and be living in a state of notorious adultery, though not divorced or separated 
from hin by law, or who subsequently to her husband’s decease may be living 
in a notorious state of incontinence, 

ArT. 24. Ifa widow pensioner on the fund marries, her pension is to 
cease during her coverture; but in the event of her again becoming a widow, 
she shall be re-admitted to all the benefits she may have enjoyed from the fund 
during her first widowhood, in like manner as if she had not re-married; but 
subject of course to all the limitations and conditions prescribed by the regula- 
tions in the first instance. Ifthe second husband shall also have been a sub- 
scriber to the fund, the widow will receive however only one annuity, taking 
that which may be the greatest that is to say, according to the rank of the first 
or second husband, whichever may be the higher. 

Art. 25. Every widow benefitting by the military fund, and not provided 
with a passage to Europe at the expense of government, shall be entitled (for one 
passage only) to an allowance of rupees 1,2U0, the claim to be determined by the 
following rule:— 

If the money possessed by a widow exceed the sum of 12 000 rupees, the 
same being available for immediate expenditure and entirely at her disposal, 
she shail not be entitled to the benefit of passage-money. In like manner, al- 
though not immediately available, nor at her disposal, if the yearly interest of 
anch money exceed the sum of £68-8-9 ; the claim to passage-money will be 
disallowed. | Widows in Europe at the time of their husband's death, are not 
entitled to passage-money on returning to India, or again visiting Europe. 

N. B. In proportion as a Widow’s Pension from the Military and Lo-d 
Clive’s Funds are by the levy of income tax reduced, so the amount admissible 
as private income will be increased in a corresponding ratio, beyond the present 
maximum of £68-8-9 without debarring her of the claim to Passage-money. 

All applications from widows for Passage-money from the fund, must be ac- 
companied by a guarantee (Form No. VI.) on the part of the Agents of the Ship, 
or other respectable party, that they will be responsible for a moiety of the Pas- 
raze-money allowed by the fund being returned in cases of death previous to the 
Pilot quitting the Vessel, on which the claimant’s Passage may have been taken, 
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No claim for passage-money ie admissible after the lapse of one year from 
the d:te of embarking for Europe. 

Art. 26. Should the fund, however, at any period fall short of the de- 
mands upon it so that the annual income will not defray the amount of the an- 
nuities and other claims, then it shall be in the power of the directors, after sub- 
mission to the army, to make a proportionate deduction from the annuity of 
each annuitant, excepting always the present annuitants of the Bengal widows’ 
fund, and from the payments to other claimants above the rank of subaltern, un- 
til the state of the fund shall afford the means of complete payment; when, if 
a surplus income exists, the arrears shall be made good from the amount of sur- 
plus, but not otherwise. 


SECTION IV. 
General Regulations. 

Art. 27. The Bengal military fund is tobe administered by a president 
and twelve directors, to be chosen annually, on or sbout the 15th of January, 
by ageneral meeting of all subscribers who may be present at the presidency. 
Subscribers who may be absent from the presidency may vote for directors by 
Proxy, on addressing to the secretary letters containing the names of the pet- 
sons for whom they wish to vote, or by transmitting snch names under theit 
signature to the general meeing by the hand of any other subscribers. The 
directors who shall be found duly eieeted shall then choose their pregident from 
among themselves. The precise day and place of meeting shall be notified by 
the presidentin the Government Gazette at least two calendar monthia before hand. 
_ ART. 28, At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund and proceed- 
ings at the Directors for the past year, shall be laid before the meeting, for in- 
spection and approval by the subscribers present, who were not of the direction; 
after which the meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensuing 
twelve months. The accounts to be published for general info mation. 

Art. 29. The Directors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected. 

ART. 30. All subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by 
paying donations a: d subscriptions in their respective ranks, during six continued 
months hefore any meeting, are entitled to to attend to examine the accounts and 
proceedings, and to vote for Directors. 

Art. 31. In the event of vacancy in the office of Director occurring in 
the intermediate period betweeu two annual meetings, the Directors may choose 
@ successor from amongst the subscaibers atthe presidency, who may be eligible 
to the office. 

Art. 32. On occasion of any particular and important business which 
may necessarily require the opinion of the society at large, special meetings will 
be called of the subscribers at the presidency (others voting by proxy) as pro- 
vided for in article 27. Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emergent 
cause shovid occur to any twelve subscribers to require the notice of the society 
at large, a special meeting shall be summoned by the president on the written 
requisition of such twelve subscribers under the forms above prescribed. 

Arr. 33. The directors shall have a secretary shosen by themselves, who 
also shall be accountant, with an establishment upon such allowances as shall be 
deemcd adequate to the respective duties. 

Art. 34. Thesecretary will be expected to have an office at his own re- 
sidence for the accomodation of the meetings of the directors, for the preserva- 
tion of the records, and for the puspose of wifurding access to the officers of the 
army at large to the books of the institution. 

Art. 35. The directors of the fund will hold regular monthly meetings: 
but no meeting of the directors consisting of a smaller number than five, shall be 
conpeten to the transaction of bnsiness ; and it will rest with any director, or with 
the secretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the president, who 
will convence a special meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the 
application; but no special meeting shall be called with the view or re-consider= 
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ing reaolntions-which may have-bean already adopted by a former meeting of 
direetors, unless at the requisition ofa nmmber of directors greater than that 
which atiended such meeting. 

Arr 86. The secretaey will invariahly Jay before the directors, either at 
the regular -or special meetings, all Jetters that may have been received by him 
since the last meeting Minutes of.tbe proceedings of all meetings mill be.ce~ 
corded nnd authenticated by the signatures of the directors present. The secre- 
tary will ulso submit to the directors who-attended, drafts of all the letters which 
in those meetings he may shave been desired to write. Letters demanding an 
immediate answer, when euch may be.of an ordivary nature,may be replied-to 
by the secretary, wthout waiting for a meeting of the directors: but .every -letter 
proposed to be dispatched ‘by the secretary, must previously receive the special 
sanction of one divector, signified by his initial to:the drafés, which will be sent 
to him for eonsideratien. 

art. 37, The secretary will keep the set of booksin use in the milie 
tary widows’ fund under instructions which he may receive from time to time 

* from the directors of the fund. 

ant. 38 The books -and eorrespandenve.ofithe fund shall. be at .all times 
open to the inspection of subscribers. 

ART. 39. When any new regatatien -shall appear to the directors to be 
advisable such regulation shall be circulated to corps for consideration, and the 
affirmative or negative of the majority oftindividual votes (to be ascertained at 
theexpiration.of fur months) shell decide its adoption-or rejection. 

All propositions shall be published twice a week, in each of tre Calcutta 
daily newspapers for a whole month before circulation to the army for their vote. 
{o ensure previous publicity and discussion of their merits and demerits “at the 
expence of the appellant.’” 

art. 40. If any subsctiber or claimant on ‘the fund shall be desirous to 
appedl fiom the decision of the directors to.that of the subscribers at large, upon 
any subject which may not'be specifically defined by the regulation, such appeal, 
provided it be approved by three directors, shall be referred hy the directors, and 
detided upon -in the-matiner prescribed in the preceding article, aud ‘the decision 
on such appeal, or that of the directors in cases not appealable, shall be final in all 
cases whatever, any fu'ther agitation of the question by a process of:law or ether= 
wise, being deemed in itself to’be an absolute forfeitare of all claim on the fund. 

art. 41. ‘When a reference shall be made to the. subscribers at large res- 
pecting either proposed regalation, or an appeal, the result of such reference 
shall be communicated to corps for the information of subscribers. 

“ART. 42. ‘Generally all payments due from the fund are made quarterly 
in England, and monthly in India; but in cases when pensioners or claimants 
‘on the fund are about to embark for Europe, all arrears must be paid up to the 
end of the preceding month. ‘i 

ART. 43. Any arrear which may be ‘due to the fund by a subscriber or by 
‘an annuitant who mayuhaye received an overpayment, shall in all cases be deducted 
from the first payments to be made from the.fund to the person owing such arrear, 

apt, 44, All income.derixed fram the-Bengal Military Fund is declared 
to, be unalienable, and the fact of attempting the alienation of such income in 
-any,manner, or under any pretence, shalk be deemed in itself a forfeiture of all 
future benefits from the fund. 

ART. 45. Ifa subscriber who may be dismissed ‘from the service by a 
court martial.or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the service, he shall 
be re-admissible to the furid on payment of the arrear that may have accumulated, 
with compound interest thereon; in the same manner as if he had suffered only 
temporary suspension. See Art. 14. 

_ ART 46. _ All property belonging to the military-fund at any period shall 
che invariably \vestedjin- the, honorable company’s securities, ‘The vecessity for 
retaining any balance is now dispensed with, and the secretary’s office has no 
scash transactions. All payments in Calcutta .are, in future, to be made at the 
presidency pay office by order of government dated 1st July 1840. All contri- 
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butions from subscribers generally must be made through the pay department 
or public treasuries. Private drafts are prohibited. 

ART. 47. The business of the fund in Europe is conducted through the 
agency of Major H. Doveton, who will from time to time receive the necessary 
instructions for their guidance, and to whom such applications will be preferred 
= sennnot with equal convenience be submitted to the directors of the fund in 

ndia. 

Norice.— As subscribers falling into arrears often request exemption from 
the penalties prescribed by the regulations, on the plea of ignorance of the rules, 
or of -no demand having been made by the Secretary, the Directors notify that 
they do not admit either of these reasons as sufficient to entitle a subscriber to 
the exemption called for, and that every penalty incurred by non-payment of 
Donations and Subscriptions must invariably and strictly be enforced. as prescribed 
by the rules of the Institution. The Secretary will continue to give notice when 
arrears are due, in all cases when they come to his knowledge, but every subscriber 
should protect his own interests, and see that his Subscriptions and Donations are 
regularly deducted by his paymaster, and immediately rectify any errors or omie- 
sions of that functionary.

Regulations of a General Military Fumd, -for the benefit.of widows axd 
children of deceased officers, in. Her Majesty's Service in Indja, established in 18%, 
and revised in 1827 ; and. Rules 21 and 22 added in 1845. 


Under the protection and countenance of the.Most Noble the Marquess of 
Hastings, commander-in-chief in India, the above named fund was established 
in the year 1820, for the purpose of sending home, in comfort and respectability, 
the families of deceased officers in her. majesty’s regiments, serving in India, who 
may have been: left destitute; and of preventing the painful and degrading 
practice of appealing to the public for subscriptions on such occasions ; and also 
of providing relief in such cases as may require it, until they can be conveniently 
sent home. 


]t' having smce been found advisable to make some-aiterations in the rules 
and regulations then-established, the ‘following ‘revised regulations, passed with 
the general consent of the. officers of the army, have been approved of by his 
excellency the right ‘honorable Viscount Combermere, commander-in-chief in 
India, who has been pleased to become patron to the imstitution. 


His Excellency Sir Hugh Gough,’ Bart. G. ©, B., commander-in-chief ia 
India, with reference to several cases, arising out of the death of officers on ths 
voyuge from Endia to England, leaving their:widows and childven‘in circumstancee 
of-great distress, and with advertence also-to'the manifest justice of allowing: all 
«widows and children ofi6fficers, being subscribers to the fund,.who may die at the 
Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South.Wales, the: benefits of: the 
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Military Fund, directed Rule 21—to be proposed for the consideration of the 
whole body of subscribers, and it having been carried by the votes of 227 mem- 
bers, with a minority only of 35, the Rule is accordingly rendered permanent, 
together with Rule 22, proposed at the same time, which was voted for by 233 
members, and a minority of 29.

That in order to obviate the difficulties which would arise from the 
occasional remote situations of her majesty’s corps, serving under the several 
presidencies, the most noble the governor general in council, was pleased to

That such general, special, or regimental committees as the case 
all be, having duly examined into the circumstances of the party seeking 
relief, shall report their opinion on, and recommend the amount to be granted, 
whether for passage-money or maintenance, strictly in conformity with the rego- 
lations annexed. The opinion and recommendation of such committees shall be 
forwarded to the agent or agents of the general committee, if in Bengal, or to the 
honotary secretary of the sub-commitiee, or such person as may be appointed by the 
commander-in-chief; if at the presidency of Madras or Bombay, by the officet 
commanding the corps in which the casualty may have occurred,

12th.—The Sub-Committee at Madras and Bombay will, on satisfying them- 
selves with the accuracy of the statements laid before them, draw upon the Agent 
or Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, acting for the Committee of General 
Management, Fort William, for the amount of the sum which may be awarded: 
but in the final adjustment of the accounts of such Sub-Comraittee, the General 
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Committee will consider themselves bound to object to any sum, however trifling, 
which may be granted in excess of the Rutes laid down. 

13th.—The Sub-Committee will, on drawing for any sum on the Agent or 
Agents of the Queen's Military Fund, acting for the Committee of General 
Management, transmit the Report of the station Committee, as well as their own 
opinion and explanations of the Award, as a voucher, and they will afterwards, 
as soon as possible, transmit the proper Receipts and Certificates, shewing that 
the money has been appropriated in the manner and for the purposes for which 
it was awar led. 

14th.— The object of this Fund being clearly confined to sending Home 
DISTRESSED Families of deceased Officers, with a view of preventing those 
painful appeals for assistance to the Public, at once so humiliating to respectable 
individuals and the Queen’s Service in India, it is earnestly hoped that all ranks 
of Staff and Regimental Officers will support it. 

15th.—But to prevent doubts and misconceptions which might possibly arise 
hereafter, it is distinctly declared, that no Widow who is not in distressed cir- 
cumstances or no Lady continuing to reside in this country after the death of her 
husband, can expect any provision or pension for herself or children from the 
Fund further than is stated in the 8th Clause of the Schedule of Awards. It 
jis also declared, that no Widow is entitled to passage money or allowance for 
travelling, unless she shall actually proceed to Sea or on her journey in the 
manner for which any allowance may have been drawn, and should she have 
received such allowance, she will be required to refund: and further that no 
‘Widow, under any circumstances, shall be entitled to any assistance from this 
Fund, unless the application shall be made in the usual form within six months 
after the demise of her husband. 

16th.—Orphan Children are eligible fur the benefits of this Fund, but 
awards for them must be specially made by a General or Sub-Committee and 
sanctioned by the Commander in Chief of the Presidency, who is requested to 
appoint some eligible person to take care of them, and provide a pas- 
sage, &e. &c. 

17th.—That the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, acting for 
the Committee of General Management, Fort William, shall furnish an annual 
Account of the Receipts and Disbursements of this Fund, agreeably to forms 
annexed, to the Adjutant General of Her Majesty’s Forces; and that, that 
Officer be applied to, to circulate the same amongst the Subscribers, and the 
several Otiicers of Government at the three Presidencies. 

18th.—That Commanding Officers of Her Majesty’s Regiments be reqnest- 
ed to pay particular attention in cansing the regular quarterly remittances to be 
made tothe Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, acting for the 
Committee of General Management, Fort William, who are requested from 
time to time to apprize Commanding Officers whenever any Corps may fail in 
making such remittances. 

19th.—That no general Rule or Regulation of this Fund shall be altered, 
except recommended by the General Committee, and approved by a majority of 
the Subscribers. 

2uth.—In taking the opinion of the Regiments and Staff Officers Her Majesty’s 
Forces in India, a very general wish has been expressed that all Widows should have 
their passage to England, &c. &c. defrayed. The Funds will not now admit of 
it, but should the positive standing balance of the Fund ever amount to forty- 
thousand rupees (40,000) the committee will again put the question for the sene 
of the subscribers, with a provision that such charge should again cease on the 
balance falling to thirty-thousand rupees (30,000) and as in that event all mar- 
ried officers will have a claim on the Fund their subscriptions should then be 
augmented. Asan officer ceases to be a subscriber on leaving India, all claims 
on the Fund must in like manner cease from the same period; but an officer 
going to Sea for the benefit of his health, being entitled to his company’s allow- 
ances, will be considered as a subscriber during his absence. 

2\st.—That all widows of officers, who were subscribers to the Fund, shall be 
entitled to the amountgranted to all widows and children, for passage money to En- 
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gland, if their husbands die on their passage to England, or during their absence 
on sick certificate, at the Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South Wales. 

22d.—That no special grants, in cases of great ‘listress, (not provided for in 
the regulations of the Fund) shall be passed by the General Committee in Cal. 
cutta, or the sub-committee at Madras or Bombay, without the sdtetion on the 
Majority of subscribers ; which sanction is to be declared in the General Abstract 
of account, published annually for the information of subscribers.

Par. 1. The Bombay Government have lately submitted to us a scheme 
for the institution of a Medical Retiring Fund at that presidency, and as the 
reply which we have made to that communication is applicable to your me- 
dical establishment, we transcribe it for your information and guidance. 

“ Weare of opinion that the object of accelerating. the retirement of me- 
dical servants by means of annuities, would be best provided for, by incorpo- 
rating that service with the military in the institution of the fund, for the latter 
sanctioned in our dispatch to the Government of Bengal, dated 6th March, 1832, 
copy of which accompanied our dispatch to you, dated the 28th of that month; 
and if this arrangement can be aceomplished, we shall not object, to a propor- 
tionate increase in the number of annuities remitable through our treasury.’ 

“ We are aware that at Madras annuities for medical officers are provided 
for distinctly from the military, in consequence of their being a separate 
fund, embracing for medical servants and their families, various compassionate 
objects similar to what are provided for military officers and their families by 
the military fund. But at your presidency, and in Bengal, the military fund 
embraces both services, and we think the retiring fund should do the same.” 

2. ‘In the event of any arrangement being adopted, consequent upon 
this communication, you will understand, that the number and amount of ad- 
ditional annuities remitable through our treasury, is to be strictly regulated by 
the proportion which the number of medical officers bears to the number of officers 
in the army.

Case for the opinion of Counsel. 

Dr. Frederick Harrintou Brett was Surgeon iu the East India Company's 
Bengal Medical Service, and was also Subscriber in the Bengal Medical Re- 
tirmy Fund, and afterwards became an Annaitant on the Fand, Dr. Brett 
went to England some years ago, and becoming involved indebt, he became 
bankrupt, and Mr. A, B. Belehvr was anpointed Assignee. Dr. Brett was 
entitled to an Aunuity from the Bengal Medical Retiring Fand of £300 per 
gunum, and onthe bankruptcy occurring the Assignee claimed payment of 
the amount of the Annuity from Vesers, Coutts aud Co , the Agents in London 
of the Fund, and a claim has also been made on the Secretary in Calcutta for 
the money.

Opinion of Mr. Advocate General James William Colvile. 

There seems to me to be nothing in the Rules of the Hengal Medical 
Retiring Fund, which affords any ground for contendiug that in its legnl 
incidents an Annuity pay®ble out of that fund differs from any other Annuity. 
It would therefore in my opivion puss to the Assignee under an ordinary 
bankruptey, @ fortiori it will I think, doso when, ag in this case, the appoint- 
ment of Aasiznees and the consequent transfer of property takes place ander 
# apuntaneous application for relief under and submission to the provisions of 
the statute 7 and 8 Vic.

I think therefore that the Officers of the Fund will be discharged from 
further liability by paying to the Assignee as the peraun legally anthorized ta 
receive the eume,eee Rule 90; nor do I know what precautions they should 
ebserve other than that of paying only on the receipt of the Otticial Aasiznee 
for the time being, or his duly Constitated Attorney.

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Opinion of Mr. Counsellor T. C. Morton. 


. I have read the rules of the Bengal Medical Retiring Fund, the same 
being contained in the Deed of 10th October, 1836; and it seems clear, that 
the Annnity is not in the nature of a pension or voluntary grant, but that it is 
® benefit which the retiring officer actually purchases, and for which (ia 
ordinary cases) he could proceed by suits at law or in equity. This distin- 
guiehes the case from Gibson vs the Rast India Company, 5 Bingh. N. C. 262, 
where the Conrt of Common Pleas in England held, that the pension of a 
Military Officer of the Company does not unon his bankruptcy pass to his’ 
Assignees. I am of opinion therefore that Mr. F. H. Brett's right, title and 
interest in the Annuity of £300 a year, to which he is entitled from the Bengal 
Medical Retiring Fund, pass wholly to his Assignee Mr. Belcher. The Secre- 
tary of the Fund, or the London Agente, therefore will be justified in making 
the payments henceforth as they accrue, direct to the Assignee, for the time 
being. The only precaution necessary to be observed is to take a receipt from 
the Assignee as such.

Pay masters are authorized to recover arrears due to the Fund on presen- 
tation cf bills, signed by the secretary and counter-signed by the deputy gover- 
ner of the institution, to an extent not exceeding 25 Rupees per mensem in cases 


of subaltern officers, and from higher ranks in the proportion of one-third of 
their pay and allowances. 


Officers on Furtough, with or without pay and officers overstaying their Fur- 
Jough, whose subscriptions are from any cause not realized in England are re- 
quired on thei: return to India to pay up all arrears due to the fund with interest 
at 8 per cent. per annum within six months of their arrival in Calcutta. 


It is optional with officers entitled to retire from the service to continue or 
discontinue their contributions after resignation.

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REGULATIONS REGARDING ADMISSION. 


(154.) No child possessed of property is admitted, but on the condition of 
the total amount of such property being (in all practicable cases) lodged for its 
use and benefit in the Society’s Fund. 


(156.) Children born prior to the entrance of their fathers into the ser 
vice, or after the discontinuance, of their subscriptions, are not admissible—ex- 
cept (in the former ease) if the parent has paid his subscription from the date of 
his eldest child’s birth, together with interest at 8 per cent. on such subscription, 


(158.) The children of officers retired from the service are not admissible, 
unless the father have continued his subscriptions after the period of his removal 
from the effective strength of the army. 


(159.) No child of a subscriber, of whatever rank is admissible, unless the 
father have continued to contribute to the fund, to the period of his decease; or, 
in other words, any Member of the Society, who, after promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, or from any other cause, ceases to subscribe forfeits all 
claim on the institution. 


(160.) Applications for admission to the benefits of the institution are 
made by the trustees or guardians of the orphan, to the general management, 
either direetly through their secretary, or intermediately through the station 
Committees, 


(161.) In these applications, the sex, age, and names of the orphans ara 
notified ; together with notice of their Baptism and vaccination. 


(162.) The guardians, or Trustees of all orphans making application for 
their admission on the foundation, are required to make an affidavit before a 
justice of the peace, or before the commanding officer of the station, or detach- 
ment, where there is no justice of the peace, touching the true amount and va- 
lue of the monies, and estate which they hold in trust for such orphans; to the 
end that the management, besides being satisfied that the children are propec 
objects for the institution, may be enabled to take steps for receiving on deposit 
the property belonging to them; and to judge what assistance they will need from 
the society, when, their education being completed, the period shall arrive for 
settling them in the world, Such affidavit is transmitted to the management, 
along with the application for admission. See form of affidavit, Appendix A. 


(165.) ‘With a view of affording to the general management the most cor« 
rect information possible, on all points affecting the interest of those children 
who may be offered to their guardianship, executors and others, making appli- 
cation in behalf of orphans, are required, besides furnishing the customary atfi- 
davit, to give the fullest account they may be able to procure, reepecting the 
estate of the deceased. and its disposition by Will; and to make an unreserved 
communication of testamentary and all other documents of which the nature 
ot the specific cases may admit; and the management reserve to themselves the 
entire right, conveyed by their original constitution, of rejecting orphans ten- 
dered without such information and decuments; or if. on reference to them, 
there appear any evidence of design unnecessarily and intentionally to burthert 
the fund, by throwing on it those who might and ought to have been otherwise 
provided for. 


(166.) When in the will of any subscriber, part only of his children are 
provided for, whilst others are. excluded by name, or otherwise not noticed in its 
provisions, the omission arising manifestly out of the intention of the testator, 
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such exclusion or omission is considered to invalidate the claims of all the sub- 
scriber’s children to the benefits of the institution. 


(167.) This rule holds where the property bequeathed is only in expec- 
tancy : the will or intention of the parents being sufficient to exclude orphans so 
situated. 


(168.) In like manner, all cases of capricious or unequal provision, which 
by favoring the mother in preference to the children, or one child in preference 
to another, appear calcutated to throw all, or any part, of a Subscriber's Family 
on the Fund, are considered to invalidate the claims of all. 


(169.) Any Provision by will, or settlement for the Widow of a Subscriber, 
greater than three-fifths (3-5ths) of the property to be deviced, where there is 
only one child; of one-half (4) where there are two, and of one-third (1-3d) 
where there is any greater number of chidren than two: the remainder beiug 
considered to be the property of the child, or (in equal proportions) of the chil- 
dren: is considered unequal agreeably to the two foregoing articles, and to 
invalidate the claims of the children accordingly. 


(170.) Provided always, that a provision for the Widow, to the amount of 
12,000 (0.’s Rs. (Company’s Rupees Twelve Thousand,) independently of any 
claim she may have on the Military Fund, or Lord Clive’s Fund, shall not be held 
to invalidate the claims of the child or children; although such may be more than 
three-fifths, (3-5ths) one-half (4) or one-third (1-3d) of the property devised, 
The Widow may likewise possess a further sum of 12,000 Co.’s Rs. if derived 
from other sources than property left by her Husband, as from her own Parents, 
Father, Brother, &c. or the Subscription of her Friends; and in case that 
less than 12,000 Rs. should be left by her husband, such sum as shall not ex- 
ceed in all the amount of 24,000 (o.’s Rs. without the claim of the Orphans 
upon the Fund being thereby affected. 


(171.) In all cases of children born not in wedlock, any provision for the 
mother exceeding Co.’s Rupees thirty (30) ifa native, if European Co.’s Rupees 
fifty (50) per month, (the principal of such sum being in all cases secured to the 
child or children) is considered in the same light us the above, and invalidates 
all claims upon the foundation, 


__ (172.) No child of any subscriber dying intestate is admitted, if on en- 
quiry there appears to have been (after payment of lawful debts and adequate 
Provision of the mother,) property remaining to the estate, equal to making a 
Provision for, and which might have been bequeathed to, such child. 


i (177.) In similar cases, if any property fall to the child, whilst under the 
seciety’s protection, such property must in all practicable cases be immediately 
placed in the Funds of the institution. 


STIPENDS OF ORPHANS IN INDIA, 
NOT BROUGHT UP IN KIDDERPORE HOUSE, 


(196.) The allowanee made for each child remaining under the care of 
its mother or guardian, is Co.’s Rupees 20 per month, whilst the child is under 
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the age of five years; and 16 Rupees only after it has passed its fifth year, un- 
less che consent of the general management has been obtained to its remaining 
with its mother or guardian when $5 Co.’s Rupees per mensem shall be the es« 
tablished allowance.

STIPENDS OF ORPHANS IN ENGLAND. 


(235.) The regular sums alowed for the maintenance, clothing, and edus 
cation of wards of the institution, resigned to the immediate care of their rela- 
tion. Guardians, or Trustees in England, (all charges of whatever nature being 
included in such allowance) are fixed at the following scale; vizt. for all girls 
and boys indiscriminately under six years of age £ 30 per annum; for all boys 
shove that age & 40 and for all girls £ 45 per annum tothe end of their 17th 
year in the case of Boys, and of their 18th in the caseof Girls, 


PASSAGE MONEY. 


(225) The passage money of children allowed to proceed to England is 
pad by the society in Bengal and ‘‘o.’s Re. 750 allewed on this head where there 
is only one child and Co.'s Rs. 500 foreach child above that number, The 
amount of such passage money is paid under ihe authority of the generai ma- 
Wagement by the treasurer of the society, and a receipt far the same taken fiom 
the mother or guardian of the child.

ORPHANS RETURNING TO INDIA. 


(255.) On the friends of any female ward engaging to the society to ree 
ceive and take charge of her upon her arrival in India, the agent in London 
may, at his discretion, authorize such yonng lady to return in which case a sum 
equal to 0.’s Rs. ‘1,50¢ is paid by the agent towards her outfit and passage 
money, the society being thenceforth exonerated from all further demands, Ia 
such cases, the agent is directed to take the proper precautionary measures re~ 
garding the charge of the young ladies during the voyage, and to pay the ut~ 
most attention to this point. 


(256.) Female orphans, however, coming out to India with the consent 
of the general management or the agent in London, at their own expence? are 
still considered as being upun the foundation, and entitled.to all the rights and 
privileges enjoyed by persons of the same description who have never left India, 


LOWER ORPHAN SCHOOL, 


1. The lower school, or lower branch of the institution, is supported by 
the bounty of government. 


“2. The benefits.of the school are extended to the ehildren of non-com- 
missioned officers and private oldiers, belonging to the Hon’ble-Company’s Bengal 
establishment and to the orphans of non-commissioned officers and private sol- 
diers of Her Majesty’s regiments serving in Bengal. Outwards of the institu- 
sion have in additiop, tp the established bounty, the further privilege of receiving 
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instructions gratuitously as they Scholars in the Lower Orphan School, Allipore, 
provided the general management are satisfied that their admission to or conti- 
nuance in School will not be prejudical to the morals of the resident wards. 


3. No children, the offspring of fathers not wholly European are admitted 
to the benefits of the School, the only exception to this rule being in favour of the 
children of Drummers and fifers serving in the army who are entitled to claim 
the usual subsistence allowance provided they are the offspring of girls brought 
up not less than 4 years in the Orphan School, or of soldiers’ wives receiving the 
usual subsistence allowance granted by government. 


6. This bounty consists in an allowance of Co.’s Rs. 2-8 per month, autho~ 
rized to be drawn for each child, under the name of subsistence allowance. 


9. The destitute Orphans of Warrant Officer (conductors, sub-conductors 
Riding Masters, &c.) are admissible to the school. 


14. The regulated subsistence allowance for children residing with their 
parents or Guardians, is drawn direct from station Secretaries by officers drawing 
the pay, or having immediate charge or command of parents or guardians of 
children respectively. 


15. These allowances are to be drawn monthly in separate abstracts, ac- 
companied by Review Rolls, duly certified and authenticated. 


88. The children, of non-commissioned officers and soldiers of Her Ma- 
jesty’s service dying in India are entitled to the benefits of the institution, and to 
be received into the school in the same manner as the Orphans of non-commis- 
sioned officers and soldiers in the Hon’ble Company’s Service; bu the children 
of con-commissioned officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s service whose fathers 
are living are not admitted. 


N. B.—This allowance is strictly limited to legitimate children.— 


31. In the event of a child born after the 15th day of any one ‘month, or 
dying before the 15th of the month, no subsistence allowance is drawn for such 
child for that month. 


32. Demends for arrears, of subsistence money are rejected in all cases, 
except those in which the Parent or Guardian may have been employed on ser~ 
vice, in the field, or proceeding from one station to another, and thus may not 
have had an opportunity of applying first regularly to any committee. No arrears 
for a'period exceeding six months are, in any case, to be paid without reference 
to the general management.

CONSTITUTION, &c. 


Preamble WHEREAS at the Bighth Half-yearly Meeting of the New 
Calcutta Landable Society, convened ander the Slat rule of the 
Society, and held on the 16th day of Jenuary, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-nine, the said meeting having been 
made special under the 36th rule for the purpose of taking the 
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votes of the Shareholders on certain propositione for the appro- 
priation of the eurplue fands and other moditications in its con= 
stitution, agreeably to the resolution passed at the general hulf 
yearly meeting held on the 26th July 1837, such propositions 
were adopted by a resolution passed by a mujority at the said 


meeting, at which more than two-thirds of the Suciety were duly - 


represented, according to the rules and regulations of the said 
Society, that is to say, one hundred and thirty. eight votes against 
ove hundred and fourteen votes, the whole namber of votes in the 
Society then being three hundred and sixty-two, which said prow 
positions, 80 adopted, were and are as follows, that is to say :— 


PROPOSITIONS Sor the APPLICATION of the SURPLUS FUNDS 

the New Caucutra LauDaBLe Society at the end of the 
year 1839, and for other MODIFICATIONS in its CONSTITUTION, 
with a view to render the SOCIETY PERMANENT ; enhancing 
greutly the ADVANTAGES of all concerned init, combined with 
UNQUESTIONABLE SECURITY. 


PROPOSITIONS, 


First.—That’ prior to any division of the surplus funds there 
be set apart one-third the amount of extraordinary risks, arising 
from individuals holding more than ten shares on one life, ta 
meet such extraordinary risks. 


Second.—That one per cent on the outstanding risks, to be 
denominated the “* premium fund,” be carried forwardto the 
current premia to meet unknown lapses. 


Third,—That the remaining sum be held to be the indivi- 
dnal property of the surviving policy-holders at midnight of the 
S}et December 1839, in the ratio ofthe amount of premium respec 
tively paid, subject to retention to individual credit to the extent 
of ten per cent, on each individual’s risk, for the purpose of form- 
ing a guarantee-fand, any surplus which may remain to any in~ 
vidual’s credit after such ten per cent. has been thus set apart as 
his proportion of a guarautee-fnnd, to be paid to him, or applied 
in reduction of premium. Should the surplus of any individaal at 
the cloze of the term not amount to ten per cent. on his indivi- 
dual risk, his future surplus tobe added thereto, until itdoes so 
amount to ten per cent. on his individual risk. 

Fourth.—Thatastatement of the accounts be prepared on the 
S1st May and 80th November, in each year, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the then state of the fuuds, that inthe event of there 
being a sarplus over and above one per cent, on the ammount of out- 
standing rivke for the “ premium fund,” the excess, provided it 
amounts to five per cent or more on the amount of premia received 
during the current half year, be divided as above among the 
surviving policy-holders at those dates respectively, in the fol~ 
lowing manner, viz., that after ten per cent. on the premia paid 
daring tne half year, shall be so divided, the remainder, he 
earried to the premium fund, unless it shall amount to enough 
to allow of an additional one per cent. on the outstanding riske 
for the premium fund and five percent. on the premia paid dur-’ 
ing the half year. in which case the one per cent. shall be so 
exrried to the premium fund and an additional five per cent. 
shall be divided as above ; and in the event of there still being 
# further surplus admitting a third one per cent. being carried 
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to the premiant fund and an additional five per cent. on the 
permium paid during the half year, making in all 20 per cent. 
on the premium paid, afarther division to that extent shall be 
made ; bat uo division or retarn premium beyond 21 per cent. 
shall be made anlese the premiom fund shall amunnt to five 
per cent. on the outstanding risks, in which case the whule 
ginount surplus aball be divided or returned as above; the amount 
belonging to each individual being either carried to his credit, 
or applied to the reduction of his preinium, according asit may, 
or may not be, required to maintain his portion of the guarantee 
futrd at ten per cent. on hie indtvidual risk.- 

Fifth.—That in the event of the guarantee fund being at any 
time trenched upon, the amount withdrawn be made good at 
the commencement.of the sacceeting bulf year, out of the cure 
Tent subscriptions, so that every «urviving subseriber at the 
time of the repayment to the guarantee fund, shall have hie full 
amount mate up to him as it stood at the time the fund wav 
drawn apon; and incase of lapee after the guarantee fand may 
have been so trenched upon, the full amonnt to the credit of the 
individual risk shall be paid as itatood at the commencement of 
the half year notwithstanding the temperury reduction in the 
total amount of the guarantee fund. 

Sixth.—That the whole amount etanding to individaal credit, 
de paid, in the event of lapse, at the same time se the amount 
Assured, and Yhat this payment be made immediately en due 
proof of lapse, 

Seventh —Phat in event of a party being desirous to cesce to 
be @. muteal assurer, by withdrawing from the Society, the 
amount to his creditin the gaszantee fand be paid to him, 
subject toa fine of twenty-five per cent., to be carried to the 
premium fund; and that a nroportionate payment be made in the 
event of & party reducing the amount of his assurance ; provided 
that in such case no payment shall be made, unless the amount et 
his credit shall equal ten per cent. on his reduced risk. Parties 
withdrawing at the clase ef the persent term, also to foregd 
twenty-five per cent. of their surplus. 

Righth.—That instead of shares of rupees. 6,000, arsurance 
‘be taken on even hundreds, not under Compauy’s rapees 500, nor 
above Compauy’s rupees 50,000. 

Ninth.—That the aecounts be converted from Sicca into Come 
pany’s rupees, it being optional with existing insurers to bave ia 
value an equivalent in Company’s rapees to the nearest huntrod 
Jor hin present inearance in Siccas, or to hold the same number 
of Company’s rupees as he now does Siccas. 

Tenth.—That the rates of preminm be those of the Oriental 
Tife Ineurance Company as below, the existing Military lives 
ineured iu the Laudable paying only Civil rates, but all Mifitery 
Lives insuring subsequent to the 31st December 1889 to pay the 
Military rates. 

Eleventh.—That such other modifications be made in the exe 
isting roles as ere necessary to bring them into correspondence 
with the above. 

Twelfth.—That the Society be called the Indian Laudable and 
Piutunl Assurance Society. 

Thirteenth. —That this paper be circulated by the Secretary 
to every individual policy-holder, with a request that he will 
either vote ata special general meeting, to be called after sit 
months’ votice from the date of circulation, or send proxy vader 
fhe 32d role for or against these propesitions, in order that et 
least two-thirds of the Society may be represented. 
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Fourteenth.—That in the event of the propositions being car-~ 


ried, they, together with the existing rules, be placed in the 
hands of a protessional gentleman, for the purpose of @ correct 
set of rules being prepared for general information. 

IN PURSUANCB therefore of such resolutions and propositions 
the following rules and regnlations have been prepared in man- 
ner directed by such propositions, and are now published for 
general information, as those by which the transfer from the new 
Calcutta Laudable Society, at the end of the year one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-nine, to the Indian Laudable and 
Matual Insurance Society will be effected ; and by which such 
Indian Lovable and Mutual Assurance Society, when embodied, 
will be go verned. 

lst. That from and after the Ist day of January, one thou- 
sand eight handred and forty, the Society shall be denominated 
the Indian Laudable and Mutual Assurance Society. 

2d. Tha prior to any division of surplus funds, accrning 
after paymetnt on uccount of lapsed lives provided in the 27th 
rale of the New Calcutta Laudable Society, to wit Sicca rupees 
6,900 for each whole share, Sicca rupees 3,000 for each half 
share, and Sicca rupees 1,590 for each quarter share, the in- 
erease contemplated in the said rule not having been nade orsane- 
tioned, one per cent. on the total amount of outstanding riske 
en the 1st day of January,one thousand eight hundred and forty, 
transferred to the Indian Laudable and Mutual Assurance So- 
ciety, and that the amount so transferred be denominated the pre- 
mium fund, to which the current premia, as received from time to 
time will be added. 

3d. Thut whereas by the union of the late Seventh Laudable 
and Thirteenth Supplementary Loudable Societies, thereby con- 
Stituting the New Calcutta Landable Society, certain lives were

But whether the risk be altogether declined, or a 
higher rate of premium than ugual be required, the committee aod Medical 
Examiver as well as the Agents, are prohibited from offeriug any explanations, 
or entering into any correspondence ou the subject. 


6.—The declaration of the Medical Reporter, and the affidavit—which are 
hereunto annexed—must, when duly uttested, be forwarded along with the 
Medical Report, as speedily ‘as possible to the Secretary at Calcutta.

5. From the foregoing explanations it will beseen, that the benefits aris- 
ing from a participation in the profits are actually experienced (when a reduce

The first five Tables are for the use of the Civil servants of the Company, 
of merchants, clergymen and others, who are not liable to the same exposure 
to the injurious effects of the climate and other risks, to which military 
officers are subjected. 

Table I contains the rates for Assurances on the lives of such persons 
for SHORT TERMS, varying from one to seven years. 

Table II contains the rates for Assurances on the lives of such persona 
for the WHOLE TERM OF LIFE, at an BQUAL RATS of premium, payable 
annually during life. 

Table IIT also contains the rates of premium for Assurances on the lives 
of such persons, for the WHOLE TERM OF LIFE; but the Table has been 
constructed ona plan, which has recently been introduced into the practice 
of Life Assurance in Great Britain, which has been attended with great suc- 
cess, and has met with the decided approval of Policy-holders. it is to be 
observed, that according to this Table, whilst the sum assured is to become 
payable at the death of the party, whenever that event may happen; the 
rate payable by the assured during the first seven years, does not materially 
exceed the rate, which would be charged for an Assurance for the term of 
reven years only ; whilst the policy does not become forfeited at the end of 
the seven years, but may be continued by the payment of an increased rate 
of premium during the second seven years; and after fourteen years, by the 
payment of a still further increased premium, during the remainder of life. 
To a person who is desirous of effecting an Asaurance which is not to becoma 
void at the end of any specified period, and who is at the same time desirous 
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of attaining his object with the least possible present outlay, this Table is 
peculiarly suitable; and will, it is expected, become as popular and as exten- 
sively resorted to in India, as it has been in England, Its advantages will 
at once become obvious, by comparing together the examples annexed to 
Tables II. and III.

of life. For instance, when # person engaged in the Civil service of the 
Company, may wish to increase the pension to which he would become 
entitled after a given period of service, this Table exhibits the means of 
attaining his object at a very moderate expense. lis use and advantages may 
be at once seen by reference to the Examples annexed. It ia, however, neces- 
tary to notice one point in refereuce to this Table, The Sd Example gives 
the rate of premium to be pait during troenty years’ continued residence in 
India, for an Annuity of 1000 Rapees, or an equivalent amount ia British 
money, to commence atthe endo snch term. Now, in the event of any 
orion of this term being passed in Europe, the twanty years after the expi- 
yation of which the Aannity would become payable, if the party were resident 
daring the whole time in India, must necessarily be extended, not for the 
whole period of time passed in Europe, but for the half of such period only. 
The Annual premium, however, would, in every case, cease at the expiration 
of the twenty years. If, for instance, the party wore to remain six years in 
England, and then return to India, the Annuity would not become payable 
until after twenty-three years, although the Annual premium would cease at 
the end of twenty years. : 

The Tables VI., VII, VIIT., TX. and X., are for the use of Officers in 
the Army and Navy, and others exposed to military risks, Thay are precisely 
analogous to Tables I., II, JIL, IV. and V.; and the same observatious 
will apply to them respectively.

1. The bank to be denominated “ The Government Savings’ Bank 

2. Allclasses, British and native, may invest their savings’ in the Go- 
vernment savings’ Bank, 

8 The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due 
thereon at the undermentioned rate, is secured to the depusitor ander guerau- 
tee of the Supreme Government. 
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4, The general direction and control of the bank shal! be verted in a 
eammittee of management, consisting of covenanted civil and military officers 
of the eovernment, and other persona, to be nominated by the governor-ye- 
neral in council. The committee shall-meet at such stated periods as may be 
necessary for the due and efficient control of the proceedings of the bai 


5. The government agents are charged with the immediate enperinten- 
dence and execution of all detaile connected with the bank, Thev will alao he 
ex-officio members of the committee of management. The third government 
agent will be ex-officio secretary to the bunk, 


6 A register of deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts 
as may be determined on, and approved of, by the manaving committee. 

7. Any sum not less than one rupee will be received in deposit. 

8. Whenever any sum deposited by any one individusl shall amonnt ta 
509 rupees, the same or so mach thereof as may be necessary will be tranafer~ 
red from the bank to the government agent subject to the rules which obtain 
in his department for the purchase of a government note in the four per cent, 
or any other loan which may be preferred and pointed out by the depositor, 
n delay of one month being allowed in all cases where the depositor may 
intimate his intention to withdraw the whole or any portion of the fands withia 
one month from the date it has reached that amount, when should no with= 
drawal have been made, a transfer will be effvcted as if nu such notice hud been 
given. 


9. Interest at 4 per cent. per annum will be allowed on deposits until 
farther notice. * 


10, Interest will be calculated on a deposit, from the first day of the 
month succeeding that in which it shall be received ; and up to the last day of 
the month preceding that in which it shall be withdrawn. No interest will 
be allowed for broken periods ot a month, nor calculated on fractional pasts 
of a rupee. 


11. The government reserves to itself the power of lowering or raising 
the rare of interest ; such alteration not to affect depoai's above 500 rupecs 
previous'y invested in public securities, and due nutice to he given iu the Cal- 
entta Gazette of the intention of government, six months belore alteration 
shall take effect. 


12. All deposits will be regularly entered in a book at the time they are 
made, and the depnaitor of the deposit made at the presidency, will be fur- 
niahed with a small book having a daplicate of the entry. This book is to be 
brought to the bank whenever any sum is deposited or withdrawn, The ac- 
count thus kept willbe closed on the 30th of April of every year, and the 
bulane-s of interest due at that period. will b+ paid to the depositor, or car- 
ried to acconnt, thenceforward to accamulate at compound yearly interest, 
until it shall a:nount to 500 rupees, when the same will be transferred from 
thegcecounts of the bank, and subscribed on account of the depositor to the go- 
vernment 4 per cent. loan, as per rule 8, unless notice of withdrawal be given 
within one month as above, or unless the rate of interest be altered, as pro- 
vided for in rule 11. 


#13. No person or pereons to deposit money for the benefit of any other 
person or peraons, except parents on behalf of and on account of their children 
being minors. If sach deposite are made in the children’s names they cannot 
be withdrawn darmng the minority of the children ; nor without an authority 
from them alter they have com> of age. No trust will be allowed to appear 
on any deposit provided however that this rale shall not be construed to pro-

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hibit individuals resident out of Calcatta, or females who according ‘to the 
manners and customs of the country do not osually make their appearence 
in pnblic from making their deposits in their own names by the hands of 
other persons as Agents ia their behalf. 


14, No sum deposited to be transferrable, excepting on the personal ap- 
plication ot the depositor, supported by written sanction. When peculiar cir- 
cumstances reuder a deviation from this rule necessary, the case shall be aub- 
mitted to the committee of management for their sanction. . 

15, No person will he allowed to deposit any money without making 
known his or her name, together with his or her profession, business, oceupas 
tion, calling and residence. A duplicate of this description will be entered in 


each depositor’s book, to be produced whenever any sum is afterwurds depo- 
sited or withdrawn. 


16. Depositors will be at liberty at any time to withdraw any sums, or 
portious of sums, deposited by them, receiving interest calculated up to the end 
of the mouth preceding that in which the withdrawal is made, 


17. Asa general rule, deposits, with the interest due thereon, will be 
re-paid to the depositors persoually in all practicable cases. In the cure of 
individuals unable to attend in person, the Secretary will exercise hie diacretica 
jn regard to re-payment of deposits to reponsible persuns duly authorised by 
such absentees to receive the same. 


18. Military officers and soldiers, European and native, will be allowed to 
invest their savings in the Government Saving’s Bank, through the pay-masters 
of corps or divis ons, and pay-musters are hereby authorized to receive subscrip- 
tions tothe Bank, or to deduct monthly from their abstracts, such sums as the 
partics within their circle of payment may be desirous of depositing, not being 
leas than one rupee, nor more than five hundred rupees. 


19. The deposits referred to in the preceding rule, are to be brought to the 
credit of subscribers on the last day of the month, in which the payment: or 
deduetion is made ; and rules 16 and 17, respecting the withrawal of depusite, 
by parties subscribing through pay-masters, will be carried into effect under 
instructions which willbe furnished to the pay-master by the accountant to the 
military department, 

20. In case of the death of the depositor, the sum at his credit will be 
paid to his or her executor, or assign ; or in case of no will, according to the law 
on this bead, or the regulations of the service, if the deceased be military. 

21. In case of any difference between the secretary of the honk, and any 
depositor, it shall be referred for the decision of the committee of management, 

22. A general statement of the funds of the hank, shall he annually mede 
ont to the 30th April, or after the first of May. The same to be submitted for 
the information of Government, and published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

23. The bank to be open daily, Sundays and holidays excepted, and all 
balance, above a hundred rupees, to be paid over at the close of each day's® pro- 
ceedings, by the secretary, into the general treasury, where an acceunt with 
the bank will be opened and kept.

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RULES OF THE UNCOVENANTED SERVICE FAMILY PENSION 
FUND. 


1. That the Fund be designated the Uncovenanted Service Family Pen- 
sion Fand. 

2. That the object of thie Fund is to provide for the maintenance of the 
Widows and Childern of thage who shall subscribe to it on the terms and con- 
ditions, specified below, or such others as may be determined upon by the sub- 
‘scribers, or s-majority of them. 

8, That the Fund be placed under the patronage of the Governor-General 
of India. 

4, That the management of the Fund be vested in a Committee of 13 
Directors, to be elected by ballot from among the subscribers at Annual General 
Meetings. Subscribers at a distance from the Presidency have the right to 
vote by proxy at such general elections. The Directors of the past year are 
eligible to re-election, and the Directors elected shall have power to fill any 
veenncies that may occur among their number in the iaterval of each anuual 
meeting. 

5. That Directors meet for the despatch of business once every month or 
oftener if necessary,aud that five be competent to form a quorum. 

6 That the Accoantant keep a set of bovks for the Fund under the su- 
pervision.of three Directors who will also actas Aaditors, The Chairman of 
the Directors to be ex-officio an Auditor, 

7. That all books, proceedings and accounts of the Pund be open to the 
inspection of subscribers every week-day, but that no documents or copies of 
doeuments be permitted to be taken away without the permission ofthe Directors. 

8. That the Secretary circulate immediately among the Directors all papers 
received by him, and also lay them before the Direct-.re ut their next meeting, 
minutes of proceedinus. to be authenticated by the Directors present. 

9.-That-all Christian men in the Uncovenanted Service of the Government 
of Fort William® in Bengal, inelading Section Writers and Uucovenanted 
Pensionere, not being under the age of 18 or above the age of 60, are eligible as 
subscribers. 

10. That the Directors shall be at liberty to refuse the admission of an 
epplicant without assigning any reason. 

11. A party who has once had an attack of mental aberration shall not 
be admitted us a subscriber, although his general physical health may not have 
been affveted thereby, aud although a medical man muy pronounce him to be a 

ood life. 
. 12. That the payments for annuities be regulated according to the rates 
laid down in Tables A and B; the maximum amount of annuity under table 
A, shall not exceed Re, 159 per month, and, under table B, Rs. 32 per month, 
for each nominee. 

13. That for cases in which a party may wish to make alife provision for 
bovs laboring under mental or bodily infirmity which incapacitates them from 
eurning their livelihood, the same rates of subscription shall be charged, under 
the existing rules of the Fund, as are required by table A fora wife of the 
fame age ; the charge, however, fora boy under the age of 18, to be tuken at 
the rate for 18, bat the amount of annuity shall notin any case exceed the 
prescribed limit for the Children’s Fund, viz. Re. 32 per month, 

14. That application for admission in the Form C, be accompanied hy 
@ statement according to Form D, the medical certifying Officer being of ne= 
ecessity in porsession of a diploma nnader which he may legally practise. 

15. That when application is made for admitting a life exposed to more 
than ordinary hazard but otherwiae good, and in cases where a subscriber shall 
enter into or engaye in any hazardous service or employment, an augmented 
rate of subseription will be charged proportioned to the increased risk, which will

. 16. That inthe case of a subscriber proceeding to reside In any known no- 
healthy place,® information shall he given by him to the Directors, who will be 
at liberty to levy an aditional rate of anbscription proportioned to the increased 
tisk, consistently with the practice of other Asenrance Societies. Personson & 
journey throngh such places are exem) ted from the operation of this rule. 

17. That all subscriptions are due and payable in advance on the firet day 
ofevery month for the current month, Non-payment of snch subeeripti n until 
midnight of the last day of sach current m:-nth shall, in the event of the ‘death 
of the subscriber, render void all claims of his family to benefit from the Fands 
and non-payment for three months from the day on which subscription becnine 
due and payable as aforesaid, shall subject the subscriber to be struck off the 
Fund with forefeitnre in both cases, of all past paymenta.t 

18. That subscribers paying subscription by dednetions from Pay Bills or 
Office Abstracts, must be careful to see that these deductions are made prior 
to the bills or abstracts being forwarded to the Audit Department, where 
such deductions will be duly recognized under the orders of Government cons 
veyed in Mr. Secr-tary Prinsep’s letter dated 26th April 1837. 

19. That to entitle a party to the'annuily or inereased annuity subscribe 
ed for, six months full subscription must’ be proved to have been paid by the 
eubecriber before his death. 

20. That mere payment of money shall not, in ‘the event of lupe, entitle 

, Parties to the benefits of the Fund, asin order to the validity of their cleims, 
the ustial entrance certificate must be execated, the date of which document 
shall constitnte the dute of the admission of an applicant, provided he was in 
existence on that date. 

21. That any subscriber wishing to increase the recorded provision for

THE DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY AND COLLECTOR ARE PERFORMED BY 
THE LIBRARIAN. . 


CONSTITUTION. 


1, The Library is a Public Library of reference and circulation, open te 
all ranke und classes of the community. 

2. The Property of the Library is vested in trustees, for the benefit of the 
Proprieters. 

3. The books are circulated among subscribers as well as proprietors under 
rules hereinafter specified. 

4. Upon all pecuniary questions, and questions relating to proprietary 
rights, each proprietor is eutitled to one vote for every share held by him* 
Upon all questions which are not pecuniary or relating to proprietary rightar 
each eubscriber of the Ist class and of one year’s standing has one vote. 


MANAGEMBNT. 


5. The manegement of the Library is entrusted to a Committee of three 
Curators, to be chosen yearly by the proprietors and subscribers. 

6. All proceedings of the Curators shall be entered in a bok, which shall 
always be on the table of the Library, tor the inspection of the proprieturs 
aod subscribers. 

7. No resolution of the Curators, disposing of any funds of the Society 
exceeding in amount one thousand rupees, shall be carried into effect until 
the accounts have been on the table of the Library for the space of one week 
nor, if a special meeting is required for considering any such resolution, until 
it is cuntirmed by the meeting. 

8. Allaccounts shall be audited and approved by the Curators, and sabe 
mitted to the yearly meeting of proprietors and subscribers. 
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9. The Curators have the power of auspending from his privileges ary 
Proprietor or subscriber, !or gross misbehaviour, or breacti of the rules or 
bye-law. In every such case, the Curators shall forthwith calla special 
meetings, to which the case must be reported. 

10. The Curators have the power of making such bye-laws for the manage- 
ment of the Library consistent with the rules, as they may conatder necessary, 
which shall be binding ou the proprietors and sabseribeta, and all: persone 
using thé Library. The Curators have also the power of altering, or rescind- 
ing any such bye-law-. All such bye-lawe or alterations are to be reported to 
the next General Meeting. 


MEETINGS. 


‘1. A meeting in the month of January in each year is to be called by 
advertisement by the Curators. 

12. The Curators may call a special meeting at any time they think fit, 
giving not less than seven days’ notice thereof, and they ure bound to cull 
Such meeting, to be held within one month from the receipt of a requisition, 
signed by any five proprietors, or any ten proprietars and subscribers of the 
firet clase of one yeur’s standing, expressing the objecta for whch the requisi- 
tionists require such meeting, If notice of such meeting shall not be given 
by such Curators, within one fortnight of the receint of such requisition, any 
three proprietors may call the same, giving not leas than seven days’ notice 
thereof. No questions shall be discussed at auy special meeting except those 
for which it is called, 


PROPRIBTORS. 


13, A payment of Company’s Rupees 500 constitutes a proprietor of the-

15. All shares of persons who are now proprietors or who shall become 
proprietors before the end of the year 1849, are traneferable on payment of & 
fine of Co’s.

7. All books shull be put into paper covers (if time permits) before being 
circulated, on which shall be. written the number of days allowed for their 

jerusal. 

F 8. All naw works, as received, sha'l be entered in a book to be entitled 
the Privilege Book, and sach works shall be issyable to proprietors and sab- 
ecribera;. who put their numes under the respective entries, according to the 
order in which they pat dowa thejr respective names. Proprietors, and first 
elass Subscriners,:who put down their names withiu @ month of the date of 
the receipt of such}new- works, are allowed to take out such new works before 
sny subscriber of a.lower clave; but this rule is not to stop the eircalation of 
books among the other proprietors and subscribers, while any such proprietor 
or firet class subscriber bas, in bis possession, any other new work. 

9. Orders for new books aie nut to be ,reyistered before the receipt of 
the invoice. 

10. Large orders, sent with a view to guide the Librarian in the selection 
of books, are not tu be registered in the Privilege Book, unless they are ac- 
eompanied with a request to that effect ; and in no case will an order be 
veyistered for a greater number of sets than the party sending the order is 
entitled to have atjone time. : 

11. Orders for book. that may not be available are not to be registered, 
unles they are accompanied with a request to that effect. 

12. Every application for books is to be accompanied by the member's 
Library Book, in the first page of which his name is to be entered by him- 
self ; in the absence of such Library Book no written orders for booke will 
be atrended to. 

13. Members taking ont books personully will have to acknowledge the 
entries of them in the Library Day Book. Such books, ae well ae those 
sent out toorder, are to be enierad in the Library Books, when they next 
come to hand. 

14. The let, 2nd and 4th columns of the Library Book are to be filled 
up by the Librarian or one of his Assistants, and the Srd by the members 
themselves. ‘Sucu entries tobe deemed as receipts for books delivered and 
returned, apless excepted ayuingt by the members or the Librarian withia 
two days after the date of entries. 

15. The Library Books are to be in the custody of the membera, and to 
be left with the Lib-arien annually ia Decemuer, for a reasonable period, for 
the adjustment of the accounts.

7 20 The Curators shall have power to withdraw from circulation, and 
also to prohibit, without special leave obtained from them, the circulation of 
avy book at their diseretion. 

21, No person shall be entitled to take any books out of the Library, 
until be shall have discharged all claims against him on behalf of the 
Library. 

22, Any book feand,on return to the Library, to be damaged, shall be 
withdrawn from circulation until examined by the Curators, and the parti- 
cular imperfection shall be notified in a conspicuous part of the book before 
it is issuable; the person in whose custody the book was when such damage 
occurred, shall be answerable to the Curators for the sum they may determine 
to be necersary to repair or replace the same. 

23. When any fiue bas been incurred by any person who has taken out 
bdonke, notice thereof shali be given to bim by the Librarian; and no more 
books are to be issued to him antil it is paid. 

24, Proprietors, subscribers, and readers are prohibited from writing or 
making notes, in any of the books belonging to the Library. 

26. Any person infringing the 24th Bye-law shall pay a fine of one 
rapee for every note or mark so made, or in the option of the Curators may 
be required to take the marked book and provide another copy for the use of 
the Library at his own expence, :

Tus Bencan Hourkarv, the senior journal of India, was established, 
as a Weekly Newspaper, in January, 1795. It was origiually printed on small 
folio sheets, aud published every Tuesday morning, with supplements as 
occasion required, during the week: subsequently, the day of its publication 
was changed to Saturday, and eventually it became a daily Paper. 


The first number of the daily Hurkara (being likewise the first pamLy Paper 
ever published in India) appeared on the 29th April, 1819, printed on a single 
quarte sheet, which was then judged the utmost that could be got up daily a 
an Indian Press. Very soon, however, a second sheet was considered necest 
sary and means were found to publish it; and on the Ist July, 1821, a third 
sheet was added, and the material upon which it was printed changed from 
Bengal medium to good European royal paper—the first ever used for an Indian 
Newspaper. Quarto, and even small folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, unsuited to the purposes of a daily paper, on the Ist 
February, 1824, it was printed on a royal folio sheet, and so continued until 
ist January, 1834, when it assumed its present imperial size. 


The interests and resources of several Calcatta journals have, from time to 
time, merged in the Banca Hurxarg, and it received an important accession 
‘on the lat October, 1834, when the then oldest Newspaper in India, (The India 
Gazette) with all its stock, was united to the Harkaru Press: on the Ist Ja- 
nuary, 1844, the Bengal Herald and Calcutta Literary Gazette were added 
as a Weekly Supplementary (7th) Sheet—thus rendering the Bengal Hurkars, 
the largest and most comprehensive Newspaper, ever yet published in India. 


The Benoat Hurearv is delivered, free of expense, every morning, by the 
peons of the establishment, throughout Calcatta and its environs, inclading Russa- 
pugla, Garden Reach, Seebpore, Howrah, Sulkea, Cossipore, Dam-Dum, 
Barrackpore, Serampore, Chandernagore, Chinsurah, and Hooghly. A second 
edition is despatched by Dawk. every evening, bearing postage. 


The weight allowed for Newspapers is 33 sicca weight each cover, upon which 
postage is levied at two rates—two annas to stations within 400 miles, and three 
annas to stations exceeding that distance from Calcutta,
